PREPARATION  SERVICE. 

The  "Preparation  Service"  for  the  Twenty-third  Annual 
G)nvention  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  was  held  in  St. 
David's  Church,  Portland,  Wednesday  evening,  June  14, 
1911,  at  8  P.  M.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Scadding  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  twenty  Priests  of  the  Diocese 
marched  in  procession,  proceeded  by  the  vested  choir  of 
St.  David's.  The  Bishop  delivered  his  annual  address  be- 
fore a  fair  congregation.  Archdeacon  Chambers  read  the 
lesson. 

The  Bishop's  address  will  be  found  under  Appendix  A. 

FIRST  DAY. 

Thursday,  June  15,  A.  D.  1911. 

At  9  A.  M.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  in  the  Chapel  of  Trinity  Church,  Portland, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Dr.  A.  A.  Morrison. 

At  10  A.  M.  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  assembled  in 
Trinity  Parish  House,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called 
the  Convention  to  order. 
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The  former  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese,  and  of  the  lay  delegates  entitled  to  seats. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  committee  on  credentials, 
tlie  Rev.  W.  R.  Powell,  Rev.  T.  F.  Bowen,  Rev.  William 
Lucas,  Messrs.  H.  B.  Leonard,  A.  S.  Auterson  and  S.  Pen- 
niston. 

On  motion  the  former  Secretary,  Rev.  W.  A.  M.  Breck, 
was  re-elected,  and  the  Secretary  asked  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Potts 
to  act  as  his  Assistant,  which  was  approved  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  regular  committees. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CREDENTIALS. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Credentials,  respectfully  report 
that  all  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese  are  entitled  to 
representation  in  this  Convention,  except  St.  John's  Parish 
(Sell wood),  Portland. 

Signed  by  the  Committee. 

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  B.  G.  Lee,  the  rules  of  order 
were  suspended  and  he  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  new  Constitution,  as  approved  by  the 
annual  Convention  of  1910  and  printed  in  the  Journal  of  that 
Convention  on  page  51  and  following  pages,  be  substituted  for 
the  Constitution  (and  all  amendments  thereto)  heretofore  in 
force,  and  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  finally  adopted  as  the 
Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
the  Convention  by  orders. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Baker  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  to  the  contrary  be  sus- 
pended and  that  this  Convention  prbceed,  immediately  after  the 
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recess,  to  the  nomination  of  all  elective  officers,  committees  and 
boards;  and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  printed  a 
sufficient  number  of  ballots  containing  the  names  of  all  nominees 
of  all  committees  and  boards. 

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  reported  having  received  notice  of  the  or- 
ganization of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels'  .Mission,  Port- 
land, February  3,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  of 
Oregon,  and  also  the  organization  of  Our  Saviour  Mission, 
Portland,  in  December,  1910.  He  also  received  the  papers 
containing  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  application  of 
the  parish  of  Grace  Memorial,  Portland,  to  be  admitted 
into  union  with  this  Q)nvention,  and  also  the  papers  of 
Emmanuel  Parish,  Marshfield;  both  parishes  having  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.

Report  of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon: 

Your  Auditing  Committee  begs  to  report  that  acting 
under  resolution  of  the  last  Convention  page  4  of  the  Re- 
ix)rt,  Mr.  Alex  C.  Rae,  a  Public  Accountant,  was  employed 
to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees, 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
St.  Helen's  Hall,  and  we  herewith  submit  his  bill  amounting 
to  $200.00,  and  ask  a  resolution  of  this  Convention  provid- 
ing for  payment  thereof. 

A. 

The  accounts  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Hastings.  Treasurer  of  the 
Dioce.se,  have  been  carefully  examined  and  checked  with 
vouchers,  and  we  find  them  correct.  We  note  that  the 
Board  of  Equalization  failed  to  assess  the  parishes  in  the 
sum  of  $400.00  as  per  resolution  on  page  69  of  Convention 
Journal  for  traveling  expenses  of  Clerical  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention  and  that  this  sum  was  borrowed  from 
the  Bishop  and  will  have  to  be  collected  from  the  parishes, 
or  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  Convention. 
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B. 

The  accounts  of  Mr.  Hastings  as  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop 
Morris  Jubilee  Fund,  Palatine  Hill  Fund,  and  McMinnville 
Fund  have  been  examined,  found  correct  and  securities 
checked. 

C. 

The  accounts  of  Board  of  Missions  have  been  examined, 
vouchers  checked,  and  we  find  them  correct. 

We  would  suggest,  however,  with  reference  to  the  above 
accounts,  that  if  only  a  cash  book  is  to  be  kept,  as  has  been 
the  case  hitherto,  it  should  be  ruled  in  such  a  manner  that 
separate  columns  would  show  the  debits  and  credits  for 
different  accounts,  which  would  simplify  the  examination. 

D. 

The  accounts  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  have  been  examined  and 
found  correct  in  accordance  with  vouchers  produced;  but 
in  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  transactions  and  the 
amount  of  property  involved  your  Committee  is  of  opinion 
that  more  formal  books  should  be  kept.  The  securities  as 
detailed  in  the  principal  account  have  been  checked  and 
found  correct.  For  a  long  time  an  item  of  $1,500  has  been 
carried  as  "Disabled  Clergy  Fund  note  to  be  repaid  by  the 
Diocese  to  this  Fund  from  future  assessments ;"  we  find  no 
note,  and  this  matter  should  be  disposed  of  in  some  manner 
as  it  represents  money  borrowed  long  ago  and  is  not  prop- 
erly speaking  an  investment,  and  in  any  case  would  be  out- 
lawed. We  note  also  an  increase  in  balance,  due  from  cash 
accounts,  which  is  apparently  represented  by  purchase  of 
additional  property  in  Carter's  addition.  The  suggestions 
of  the  Committee  of  last  Convention,  page  64  of  Journal, 
that  the  real  estate  be  carried  on  the  books  and  that  the 
values  of  some  of  the  securities  be  adjusted,  though  adopted 
by  the  Convention,  have  not  been  carried  out. 

As  the  property  involved  in  this  permanent  fund  is  con- 
tinually changing  by  sale  or  otherwise,  it  seems  highly 
necessary  that  a  proper  ledger  should  be  kept  which  would 
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show  a  continuous  record  of  assets  and  liabilities.  The 
statement  furnished  of  the  principal  account  is  misleading, 
as  it  does  not  include  any  of  the  real  property  belonging  to 
this  fund. 

E. 

The  accounts  of  Dr.  Josephi,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Hospital  Trustees,  and  statement  of  securities  and  invest- 
ments up  to  March  31,  1911,  have  been  examined  by  Mr. 
Rae  and  found  correct. 

The  general  accounts  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital 
have  also  been  examined  up  to  May  31  and  a  shortage 
appears  to  exist,  most  of  which  is  of  long  standing  and 
may  not  improbably  be  accounted  for  by  errors  in  book- 
keeping, which  renders  it  all  the  more  necessary  that  a 
better  system  should  be  adopted  as  recommended  by  the 
Accountant. 

F. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees  have  been  audited  by  the  Accountant  and  found 
correct. 

G. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  tiie  Board  of  School 
Trustees  of  St.  Helens  Hall,  have  been  audited  by  Mr. 
Rae  and  found  correct.  He  has  also  examined  the  accounts 
of  St.  Helen's  Hall  and  checked  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, finding  them  correct  but  recommends  some  change 
in  the  methods  of  accounting. 

It  appears  to  your  G)mmittee  to  be  advisable  that  the 
accounts  of  all  Boards  should  close  at  a  specified  time  and 
suggest  April  30  as  the  most  convenient  date. 

Mr.  Rae's  report  and  recommendations  are  attached  and 
we  concur  in  the  same  and  recommend  their  adoption.  He 
has  expressed  his  willingness  to  assist  in  carrying  them  out.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  examined  the  statements  of  cash  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Board  of 
Hospital  Trustees,  School  Trustees  and  St.  Helen's  Hall 
and  beg  to  report  having  attached  my  certificate  as  to  their 
correctness  thereto. 

Good  Samaritan  HospitaL 

Superintendent's  Books,  I  regret  to  have  to  report  a 
cash  shortage  of  $3,752.94  as  at  May  31,  1911,  which 
appears  to  have  been  accumulating  for  some  time.  The 
books  of  account  at  the  hospital  are  not  periodically  bal- 
anced with  the  cash  on  hand  and  on  bank,  otherwise  this 
shortage  would  have  been  discovered  before  the  present 
time.  The  system  of  accounting  in  use  is  not  adequate  nor 
proper  for  an  institution  of  the  size  of  the  Hospital  and  I 
suggest  that  it  be  changed  so  as  to  enable  more  accurate 
check  to  be  kept  on  the  cash  transactions  and  on  the  income 
and  expenditure  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  necessary,  also,  that 
the  expenditures  be  subdivided  so  as  to  show  fuller  classifi- 
cation of  maintenance,  administration  and  management  ex- 
pense and  special  expenditures. 

Recommendation — I  consider  it  desirable  that  the  Board 
should  keep  a  ledger  in  which  to  record  all  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  hospital  and  a  periodical  Balance  Sheet 
setting  fortlj  the  financial  position  of  the  Hospital  is  a 
necessity. 

Board  of  School  Trustees  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Helen's 

HalL 

The  Treasurer  of  these  Boards,  also,  should  keep  a  ledger 
and  submit  periodical  balance  sheets  as  referred  to  above, 
and  his  accounts  should  incorporate  the  income  and  expen- 
diture of  the  St.  Helen's  Hall. 

5*/.  Helen's  HalL  I  examined  the  books  kept  by  the 
Sisters  and  the  reports  submitted  each  month  to  the  Treas- 
urer and  found  the  same  to  be  in  order.    I  think  a  different 
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method   of   reporting  to   the   Treasurer   and   keeping   the 
records  of  the  Hall  should  be  adopted. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  interpreted  as  criticizing  the  work  of 
the  Treasurers  as  I  realize  the  amount  of  work  they  have 
to  do,  but  in  order  that  complete  records  be  kept,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  alxivc  suggestions  be  given  effect  to.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  H,  M.  Ramsey  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted: 

Rcsoh'cd,  That  the  different  sections  of  the  Report  of 
the  Auditing  Committee  be  referred  to  the  Committee's  Re- 
jxjrts  on  the  various  institutions  referred  to. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  held  eight  meetings 
(luring  the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  four  out  of 
seven  clerical  and  three  out  of  seven  lay  members. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  is  at  length  incorporated 
and  ([uaiified  to  receive  money  and  property  for  the  further- 
ance of  its  appointed  work. 

^financially,  we  have  had  the  best  year  in  the  history  of 
the  Board,  having  received  and  paid  out  more  money  for 
strengthening  and  extension  of  missionary  work  within  the 
Diocese  than  ever  before.  The  Treasurer's  report  to  this 
body  will  show  a  deficit  of  $1,201.27  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  a  fact  which  has  its  compensating  side.  During  the 
year  your  Board  has  expended  in  salaries  about  one  hun- 
dred dollars  a  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  disbursed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  previous  Board. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  the  opening  of  a  new  mis- 
sion at  Rossmere,  Portland,  with  the  Rev.  Jerrald  C.  Potts 
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in  charge.  Its  beginning  has  been  auspicious.  The  Rev. 
John  Marshall  has  undertaken  the  work  at  St.  Andrew's, 
Portsmouth,  and  is  the  first  resident  priest  in  that  congre- 
gation. Since  the  last  Convention  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Marsden 
has  been  stationed  at  St.  Peter's,  Albany,  and  the  reports 
indicate  a  good  measure  of  progress.  The  long  and  faith- 
ful labors  of  Archdeacon  Horsfall  have  at  last  been  re- 
warded by  a  grant  of  assistance.  The  Rev.  R.  E.  Browning 
has  relieved  the  Archdeacon  of  a  portion  of  his  field.  Mr. 
Browning  is  resident  at  Marshfield.  Within  the  year  we 
have  made  a  gain  of  four  in  the  number  of  clergy  actually 
at  work  in  the  missions  of  the  Diocese.  These  are  some  of 
the  reasons  for  our  deficit  and  we  deem  them  excellent  and 
sufficient. 

Our  chief  sources  of  revenue  have  been  the  grant  from 
the  Bishop  of  Oregon,  the  grant  from  the  General  Board 
of  Missions,  the  apportionments  on  parishes  and  missions 
and  the  amounts  received  from  pledges  of  congregations 
which  derive  a  part  of  their  support  from  this  Board.  We 
are  glad  to  state  that  with  few  exceptions  congregations 
have  met  their  apportionments  and  the  same  may  be  said  of 
the  pledges.  It  is  a  sign  of  no  little  consequence  to  the 
missionary  cause  in  Oregon  that  there  is  a  growing  circle 
of  parishes  and  missions  which  regard  the  apportionment  as 
a  debt  of  honor  in  the  highest  sense.  This  year  has  seen 
the  start  of  an  Advent  Mite  Box  offering  from  the  Sunday 
Schools  designated  for  a  particular  mission  station  in  the 
Diocese.  The  amount  derived  from  these  offerings  was 
not  large  but  it  was  a  beginning. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that,  owing  to  the  efforts  of 
the  Bishop,  the  incoming  Board  will  have  five  hundred  dol- 
lars more  from  the  General  Board  in  New  York  than  has 
hitherto  been  allowed  us.  With  regret  we  have  to  acknowl- 
edge that  the  promises  made  in  this  report  in  regard  to 
the.  supply  of  clergy  for  McMinnville  and  the  Clatsop 
County  missions  have  not  yet  been  fulfilled. 

We  have  to  report  that  we  have  withdrawn  our  support 
from  work  of  educating  the  Chinese  in  the  city  of  Portland. 

The  question  is  sometimes  raised  why  it  is  that  the  Board 
of  Missions  continually  asks  for  money.  The  answer  is 
not  far  to  seek.  The  Episcopal  Church  has  hardly  begun 
to  touch  the  outer  surface  of  the  work  it  has,  in  honor,  to 
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do.  In  this  Diocese  there  are  eight  towns  with  a  popula- 
tion ranging  from  two  thousand  to  almost  five  thousand  in 
which  this  Church  has  no  work  at  all  or  work  of  such 
meagre  and  scanty  nature  that  what  is  called  ''occasional 
services"  is  an  expression  entirely  too  optimistic  to  describe 
it.  There  are  twenty  towns  with  inhabitants  numbering 
between  one  and  two  thousand  of  which  the  same  may  be 
asserted  with  the  strictest  accuracy.  Of  the  greater  number 
of  these  places  it  can  be  said  without  contradiction  that  we 
know  little  or  nothing  about  them.  Such  towns  and  smaller 
ones  have  not  been  canvassed ;  services  are  not  held ;  and  it 
is  more  than  probable  that  in  many  villages  and  hamlets 
children  of  the  Church  are  at  this  moment  drifting  into 
heresy  and  schism  or  into  infidelity  and  evil  ways  of  living. 
Their  children  are  born  into  the  world  and  do  not  receive 
the  laver  of  regeneration;  grow  to  manhood  and  woman- 
hood without  the  grace  of  the  Sacraments;  live  their  lives 
nourished  by  an  attenuated  form  of  Christianity,  if  any; 
die  without  the  consolations  of  the  Church  and  are  buried 
by  the  ubiquitous  sectarian.  Truly  they  are  sheep  without 
a  shepherd.  But  it  is  the  Church's  plain  duty  to  provide  for 
them.  For  every  one  who  lapses  from  the  faith  because  of 
a  lack  of  opportunity  of  receiving  the  ministrations  of  our 
religion,  some  one  is  being  held  responsible.  In  how  many 
towns  of  fair  size  can  be  found  faithful  people  who  could, 
without  alteration  and  without  exaggeration,  repeat  the 
farewell  words  of  one  who  was  driven  from  us:  "O,  my 
mother,  whence  is  this  unto  thee,  that  thou  hast  good  things 
poured  upon  thee  and  canst  not  keep  them,  and  bearest  chil- 
dren, yet  darest  not  own  them  ?  Why  hast  thou  not  skill  to 
use  their  services,  nor  the  heart  to  rejoice  in  their  love? 
Who  hast  put  this  upon  thee,  to  have  a  miscarrying  womb 
and  dry  breasts,  to  be  strange  to  thine  own  flesh,  and  thine 
eyes  cruel  towards  thy  little  ones?  Thine  own  offspring, 
the  fruit  of  thy  womb,  who  love  thee  and  would  toil  for 
thee,  thou  dost  gaze  on  with  fear,  as  though  a  portent,'  or 
thou  dost  loathe  as  an  offence ;  at  best  thou  dost  endure,  as 
if  they  had  no  claim  on  thy  patience,  self-possession,  and 
vigilance,  to  be  rid  of  them  as  easily  as  thou  mayest.  Thou 
makest  them  stand  all  the  day  idle,  as  the  very  condition  of 
thy  bearing  them ;  or  thou  biddest  them  begone  where  they 
will  be  more  welcome;  or  thou  sellest  them  for  nought  to 
the  stranger  that  passes  by.  And  what  will  ye  do  in  the 
end  thereof?"    It  is  quite  time  that  the  Church  in  Oregon 
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faced  the  facts.  We  are  simply  not  doing  the  work  which 
God  has  placed  in  our  hands.  One  of  the  reasons  why 
this  is  so  is  that  those  in  charge  of  missionary  endeavor  are 
embarrassed  by  a  lack  of  money.  Any  one  who  wishes  to 
object  to  the  apportionment  of  sixty-two  cents  per  communi- 
cant may,  of  course,  do  so  but  we  submit  in  all  sincerity 
that  he  makes  a  spectacle  of  himself  when  he  does  it. 

In  this  connection  we  wish  to  introduce  a  resolution  of 
the  Board  adopted  unanimously  at  its  last  meeting:  **Re- 
solved,  That  this  Board  recommends  that  no  parish  or  mis- 
sion be  allowed  a  representative  at  the  Diocesan  Convention 
unless  its  Diocesan  apportionment  be  paid  by  the  time  of  the 
annual  Convention,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Canons."  This 
resolution,  if  enacted  into  a  canon,  would  be  of  the  greatest 
possible  assistance  to  clergy  and  vestrymen  on  whom  the 
duty  of  raising  the  apportionment  rests  most  heavily,  for 
most  congregations  care  for  their  standing  in  the  Diocese 
even  if  some  do  not  appear  to  regard  highly  the  needs  of 
Diocesan  missions.  Such  a  canon  would  be  an  additional 
incentive  to  pay  the  apportionment  and  as  such  we  hope 
that  it  will  receive  the  reasonable  attention  of  this  Conven- 
tion. 

Another  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board,  the  reason  for 
which  is,  we  trust,  obvious,  must  be .  introduced  for  your 
consideration :  "In  view  of  the  changed  methods  of  gath- 
ering money  for  Diocesan  and  General  Missions,  rendering 
the  present  Diocesan  Canon  largely  inoperative,  therefore, 
be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  that  the 
Diocesan  Convention  be  asked  by  this  Board  to  rescind 
that  portion  of  canon  seven,  section  seven,  which  applies  to 
offerings  for  General  and  Diocesan  Missions." 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  an  expression  of  our 
appreciation  of  the  support  we  have  received  during  the 
year  now  finished.  We  are  persuaded  that  the  mission  field 
in  this  part  of  the  state,  though  far  from  adequately  cared 
for,  is  nevertheless  in  a  better  condition  than  at  any  previous 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

The  detailed  financial  statement  herewith  presented  shows 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  principal  fund  during  the 
year  of  $20,  a  gift  from  Mr.  Perkins  F.  Smith. 

The  large  increase  in  the  amount  received  on  account  of 
interest  on  loans,  etc.,  is  chiefly  accounted  for  by  the  final 
payment  of  all  interest  due  on  the  Rodney  Note. 

The  final  payment  on  Lots  5  and  6,  Block  94,  Carter's  Ad- 
dition, has  been  made.    The  total  cost  being  $4,828.75. 

On  the  27th  day  of  February,  1911,  the  Board  accepted 
the  plans  of  Mr.  D.  G.  Lewis  for  a  new  episcopal  residence 
on  Lots  7  and  8,  Block  94,  Carter's  Addition,  which  had 
been  exchanged  for  Lots  5  and  6  above  mentioned,  and  he 
was  authorized  to  contract  for  the  building  of  the  residence 
at  a  cost  of  $18,941,  including  architect's  fees.  The  build- 
ing is  now  in  process  of  construction  and  is  expected  to  be 
completed  this  fall. 

A  lease  was  made  on  the  23rd  of  May,  1911,  to  Mr. 
Philip  Gevurtz  of  Lots  13,  16  and  17,  Block  275,  Couch 
Addition,  for  a  term  of  50  years  from  the  1st  of  June, 
1911,  at  the  following  rental: 

For  and  during  the  first  ten  years  of  the  term  six  per 
cent  net  on  a  valuation  of  $40,000.00. 

For  and  during  the  succeeding  second,  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  ten  year  periods  the  annual  rental  to  be  six  per  cent 
net  upon  valuations  to  be  based  upon  appraisement,  if  the 
parties  to  the  lease  cannot  agree,  to  be  determined  by  arbi- 
tration. The  valuation  of  each  of  the  appraisements  to  be 
not  less  than  $40,000.00.

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees. 

To  the  Tiventy  third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees  begs 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
carried  on  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  Early  in  the  year 
the  advisability  of  a  monthly  inspection  committee  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  suggested  itself  and  was  immediate- 
ly adopted.  This  is  now  a  permanent  feature  of  the  work 
of  the  Board. 

The  membership  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board 
has  been  increased  to  thirty  (30)  and  the  auxiliary  re- 
organized so  that  in  future  ten  (10)  of  the  members  are 
to  be  elected  every  year  at  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

Nine  (9)  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  surgical 
and  visiting  staflF  of  the  hospital. 

The  old  entrance  on  Lovejoy  street  has  been  torn  down 
and  the  remainder  of  the  old  building  has  been  remodelled, 
part  of  which  now  serves  as  a  maternity  ward  until  such 
time  as  a  new  and  larger  ward  is  erected. 

A  new  office  has  been  created  in  the  position  of  stewardess 
for  the  receiving  and  distributing  of  all  supplies.  Thus 
simplifying  the  methods  used  in  the  administration  of  the 
aflFairs  of  the  hospital.  The  following  bequests  have  been 
received  during  the  year :

Report  of  Board  of  ScBool  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  School  Trustees  hereby  submits  to  the 
convention  its  reix)rt  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31, 
1911,  with  the  following  statements  attached: 

Report  of  Treasurer, 

List  of  Real  Property. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  paid  the  balance  of 
the  indebtedness  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Helens 
Hall  for  the  Babbitt  Scholarship,  and  has  paid  on  account 
of  indebtedness  to  such  Board,  for  account  of  Spencer 
Library  Fund,  the  sum  of  $563.81. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  fiscal  year,  Dr.  A.  A.  Mor- 
rison, as  the  representative  of  the  Board,  made  a  thorough 
investigation,  in  person,  of  the  prominent  church  schools 
for  boys  in  the  Eastern  States,  and  reported  the  result  of 
his  investigation  of  the  Board. 

After  careful  consideration  of  this  report  and  of  the 
several  i)roperties  now  held  as  a  site  for  Bishop  Scott 
Academy,  when  it  shall  be  reopened,  the  Board  was  un^ni- 
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mously  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  for  opening  a  church 
school  for  boys  in  Oregon  had  not  arrived,  but  that  when 
this  time  should  arrive,  the  proper  location  was  the  prop- 
erty in  Yamhill  County,  at  Oak  Hill  Farm,  in  the  vicinity 
of  North  Yamhill.  The  property  has  been  carefully  man- 
aged and  improved  during  the  past  year  by  a  superintend- 
ent, acting  under  the  direct  instructions  of  the  Board,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  in  such  condition  that  a 
boys'  school,  under  some  proper  conditions,  may  be  opened. 

The  Board  having  now  reached  this  final  conclusion,  it 
is  proposed  to  reconvey  to  Mr.  C.  G.  Thayer  of  Rainier, 
Oregon,  the  property  heretofore  donated  by  him,  on  con- 
dition that  a  boys*  school  would  be  opened  upon  the 
premises.  Arrangements  are  well  under  way  for  ground 
lease  covering  the  remainder  of  Bishop  Scott  Academy 
property  now  occupied  by  the  Glendora  Hotel,  and  it  has 
been  hoped  that  these  arrangements  would  be  consummated 
so  that  before  autumn  the  Board  would  be  in  possession  of 
a  fixed  and  definite  income  from  this  source,  which  would 
be  applicable  to  the  maintenance  of  a  boys'  school.

The  number  of  resident  pupils  has  been  less  than  it  was 
last  year.  The  break  up  for  the  two  weeks  last  spring,  on 
account  of  illness  in  the  city,  may  be  the  cause.  The  girls 
whom  we  have  had  here  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and 
we  hope  that  most  of  them  will  continue  at  the  Hall  for  at 
least  one  more  year.  The  Day  School  has  increased  a  little, 
and  we  are  glad  to  use  the  room  left  vacant  by  the  Kinder- 
garten for  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades.  The  graduating 
class  this  year  numbers  seven  pupils  in  the  Academic  De- 
partment, and  four  in  the  Collegiate.  One  of  our  Collegiates 
has  been  accepted  at  Barnard  College,  New  York,  for  ad- 
vanced work,  and  has  been  granted  a  scholarship  on  the 
ground  of  her  excellent  record  at  the  College  Entrance 
Board  examinations.  Both  our  children  and  their  parents 
have  received  with  great  interest  the  announcement  of  the 
new  site  at  Willalatin  Park,  and  we  are  pleased  to  observe 
that  everyone  seems  to  think  the  location  attractive.  We 
will  close  this  report  by  expressing  our  gratitude  to  all  our 
kind  friends :  our  Bishop,  who  is  always  ready  to  help  us ; 
the  Rev.  W.  A.  M.  Breck,  our  Chaplain ;  the  Rev.  A.  A. 
Morrison,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ; 
and  our  physician  Dr.  Holt  Wilson.

Mr.  C.  B.  Pfahler  made  a  verbal  report  as  to  the  Insur- 
ance of  Church  property,  showing  that  all  such  property  in 
the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  was  kept 
insured. 

The  report  was  accepted. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  to  the  23rd 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  your  com- 
mittee has  endeavored  to  gather  data  concerning  the 
methods  in  use  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese,  and 
their  effectiveness  in  reaching  the  children  of  our  own  people. 
To  this  end  circulars  were  sent  to  all  our  clergy  asking  them 
to  answer  certain  questions.  Where  no  answers  were  re- 
ceived, second,  and  later,  third  copies  of  the  circular  were 
sent.  In  the  end  we  received  reports  from  twenty-one  of 
our  schools.  I  regret  to  say  that  no  reports  were  received 
from  Trinity,  Portland ;  St.  John's,  Milwaukie :  St.  Mary's, 
Eugene ;  St.  David's.  Portland,  or  from  the  schools  at  New- 
port and  Toledo,  and  our  report  is  therefore  necessarily 
incomplete. 

In  the  schools  from  which  reports  were  received  the  per- 
centage of  the  children  of  Church  families  enrolled  varied 
from  50  to  100  per  cent.  It  is  only  a  few  of  the  small 
schools  which  are  able  to  report  100  per  cent.  The  average 
seems  to  be  about  70  per  cent.  In  the  matter  of  attendance 
St.  Andrew's,  Portsmoutth,  is  in  a  class  by  itself,  with  100 
per  cent.  Oregon  City  reports  an  average  attendance  of 
94  per  cent,  which  is  well  above  the  ordinary.  The  lowest 
average  attendance  reported  is  50  per  cent.  There  are  more 
girls  than  boys  in  a  number  of  our  schools,  but  the  difference 
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is  more  marked  in  the  small  schools.  A  number  of  schools 
report  the  number  even.  St.  Matthew's,  Portland,  has  the 
honor  of  reporting  57  per  cent  of  the  school  boys.  The 
number  of  children  of  Church  families  receiving  instruction 
in  denominational  schools  is  so  small  as  to  be  negligible. 
The  same  is  true  of  children  known  to  be  receiving  instruc- 
tion at  home.  The  average  age  at  which  pupils  cease  to 
attend  varies  between  13  and  17.  One  Mission  reports  five 
pupils  over  18. 

A  variety  of  lesson  systems  are  in  use.  Some  schools  are 
using  one-lesson  systems,  some  a  system  with  two  grades, 
some  are  graded  throughout.  St.  Mark's,  Portland,  has  a 
graded  course  arranged  in  the  form  of  question  and  answer, 
prepared  by  the  clergy  of  the  parish.  It  has  the  advantage 
of  definite  teaching. 

Almost  all  our  schools  report  some  instruction  in  Mis- 
sions. But  amongst  the  exceptions  are  found  one  or  two  of 
our  largest  schools.  It  would  seem  that  it  is  just  in  our 
city  parishes  that  instruction  in  Missions  is  most  needed. 
May  I  suggest  that  a  course  in  Missions  may  help  to  keep 
the  older  children  in  the  school?  There  is  no  subject  so 
vital,  and  so  full  of  human  interest.  Teachers*  meetings 
seem  to  be  generally  adopted  as  the  schools  attain  some  size. 
Regular  examinations  are  hardly  employed  at  all.  St. 
Mark's,  Portland,  alone  holds  them.  The  great  majority  of 
our  teachers  are  women.  Of  the  teachers  in  the  schools 
from  which  reports  were  received,  83  are  women,  only  24 
men.  and  most  of  these  24  men  are  the  clergy.  A  number 
of  our  schools  report  no  use  at  all  of  either  maps  or  pic- 
tures. Only  one  school,  and  that  belonging  to  a  Mission 
church,  possesses  a  teachers'  library.  Most  of  the  clergy 
were  unable  to  answer  the  question  whether  attendance  at 
Sunday  School  generally  resulted  in  attendance  at  service 
in  later  years.  Those  who  did  answer  disagreed,  some  say- 
ing Yes,  some  No.  The  three  causes  commonly  assigned 
for  the  failure  of  our  schools  to  do  better  work  were: 
Lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of  capable  and  dependable 
teachers;  lack  of  interest  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
parents,  and  lack  of  definite  teaching. 

Various  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  .our  schools 
were  received,  which  will  be  found  with  the  individual  re- 
ports of  the  schools,  which  are  submitted  together  with  this 
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report.  Perhaps  the  most  promising  is  that  the  Diocese 
should  have  an  expert  Sunday  School  worker,  who  should 
visit  the  different  parishes  and  Missions  to  give  the  benefit 
of  his  knowledge  in  questions  of  organization  and  lesson- 
systems.  If  the  matter  of  expense  should  render  it  impos- 
sible to  retain  such  a  man  permanently,  it  might  be  that  he 
could  be  employed  for  a  few  months,  long  enough  to  go 
over  the  field,  and  get  the  schools  well  started.  Such  a 
man  might  be  of  assistance,  especially  to  those  schools  which 
are  not  under  the  constant  supervision  of  a  clergyman. 

In  speaking  of  the  Church's  work  for  religious  educa- 
tion this  report  must  make  mention  of  St.  Helen's  Hall, 
where  a  goodly  number  of  girls  receive  regular  and 
thorough  instruction  in  the  Christian  religion.  Together 
with  this  report  we  submit  the  reports  of  the  individual 
schools,  and  a  chart  giving  the  facts  about  each  school  in 
tabulated  form.  We  suggest  that  they  be  referred  to  the 
Sunday  School  Commission  of  the  Diocese  for  their  in- 
formation, with  the  request  that  they  draw  up  some  definite 
suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  the  Church's  methods  of 
carrying  on  the  work  of  Christian  education  in  the  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  Diocese.    Respectfully  submitted,

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Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  appoint  a  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee, to  consist  of  seven  members,  to  represent  this  Con- 
vention oflFicially  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  work  of  Social 
Service. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  C.  B.  Pfahler  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted : 

Resolved*  That  this  Convention  petition  the  civic  authorities 
of  the  City  of  Portland,  requesting  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mission of  Investigation,  with  scope  and  powers  such  as  those 
of  the  Chicago  Vice  Commission,  and  that  the  petition  be  left 
to  the  Committee  on  Social  Service  to  formulate  and  present 
on  behalf  of  the  Convention.

John  W.  Wood  of  New  York,  representing  the  General 
Board  of  Missions,  made  a  strong  address,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Rt.  Rev.  P.  T.  Rowe,  who  presented  greetings 
from  the  Church  in  Alaska  to  the  Church  in  Oregon.

A  long  discussion  took  place  over  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  St.  Helen's  Hall,  and  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  B.  G.  Lee 
the  following  amendment  on  the  resolution  offered  by  Arch- 
deacon Chambers,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  question  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, and  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  B.  G.  Lee,  Dr.  A.  A. 
Morrison,  Mr.  Frank  Spittle  and  Mr.  James  Laidlaw  with  in- 
structions to  report  tomorrow. 


On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  Dawson  the  following  reso- 
lution was  carried : 


Resolved,  That  the  nominations  made  by  the  Bi.shop  to  the 
Assessment   Board  be  accepted. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  sent  blanks  to 
all  clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  with  the  request  that  they  fill 
out  the  forms  and  return  in  time  to  make  the  data  asked  for 
available  for  this  report.  Many  were  not  returned  and 
therefore  this  Committee  is  not  able  to  make  a  full  and  com- 
prehensive report,  but,  using  the  figures  returned,  a  partial 
comparison  is  possible;  and,  taking  this  as  a  basis,  we  find 
much  that  is  encouraging  in.  the  growth  of  the  Church  in 
Oregon. 

While  figures  are  of  small  value  in  gauging  spiritual 
forces  nevertheless  they  do  show  the  physical  growth  of  the 
Church,  and  to  quite  an  extent  the  spiritual  forces  at  work. 
Comparing  the  figures  reported  by  these  parishes  and  Mis- 
sions for  the  years  1907  to  1911,  inclusive,  we  find  that  in 
these  five  years  the  number  of  communicants  has  increased 
over  42  per  cent,  and  the  number  of  services  in  an  even 
higher  ratio,  over  50  per  cent,  and,  while  the  ratio  of  the 
number  of  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  is  not  so  large, 
nevertheless  the  increase  of  over  34  per  cent  is  very  encour- 
aging. If  we  had  figures  to  show  the  ratios  of  attendance  at 
these  services,  it  might  throw  more  light  upon  the  spiritual 
influence  of  the  Church,  but  from  reports  received,  the  in- 
creased attendance  upon  the  services  indicate  that  our  people 
are  availing  themselves  of  the  Church  and  her  rites.  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  baptisms  (80  per  cent)  and  con- 
firmations (62  per  cent)  is  a  most  encouraging  sign,  show- 
ing a  ratio  far  beyond  that  of  the  growth  of  the  communi- 
cants.   The  only  part  of  the  work  which  does  not  show  this 
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growth  is  our  Sunday  Schools.    Something  must  be  done  to 
put  new  life  into  this  important  part  of  our  work. 

Another  cause  for  regret  and  even  apprehension  in  the 
fact  that  we  have  no  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  among 
our  parishes  and  Missions.  With  the  Church  so  firmly  estab- 
lished and  the  growth  so  encouraging,  there  should  be 
young  men  in  our  midst  ready  to  take  up  the  work  and 
carry  it  on  to  still  greater  success.  Where  lies  the  cause  of 
this  failure  ?  Our  schools,  our  colleges  and  our  universities 
are  annually  sending  out  young  men  well  fitted  for  this  holy 
work,  and  among  these  should  be  some  ready  to  hear  God's 
call.  Is  the  dullness  of  their  ears  due  to  our  failure  to  open 
them  to  the  call?  Let  us  heed  Christ's  command,  "Pray 
ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth 
laborers  into  his  harvest." 

While  our  reports  show  that  our  contribution  for  all  pur- 
poses have  kept  pace  with  our  growth  in  increase,  yet  the 
great  burden  placed  upon  this  Diocese  by  the  incoming  of 
large  numbers  of  new  settlers,  makes  it  impossible  for  those 
in  charge  to  respond  to  the  cries  for  services  which  are 
coming  from  all  points.  To  meet  this  condition  will  require 
larger  gifts  for  Diocesan  work  and  improved  methods  for 
gathering  them. 

Our  silent  Churches  are  beginning  to  send  forth  the  call 
to  service,  but  more  should  be  opened  and  new  communi- 
ties receive  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  This  can  only 
be  accomplished  by  more  clergymen,  for  our  small  band  of 
clergy  is  already  burdened  beyond  their  strength;  and  this 
increase  in  our  clergy  will  require  greater  offerings  for 
Diocesan  work  and  better  methods  for  gathering  these. 

Our  opportunities  in  this  Diocese  are  larger  and  our  re- 
sponsibilities equally  so ;  we  have  before  us  the  possibilities 
of  building  up  the  Church  upon  foundations  well  laid.  Let 
us  grasp  these  opportunities,  ask  God  for  strength  to  realize 
them,  and  in  that  Divine  strength  so  labor  that  an6ther  half 
decade  will  see  even  greater  increase.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  designed 
to  bring  the  Canons  into  substantial  harmony  with  the  new 
Constitution. 

The  Committee  regret  that  it  has  been  found  impossible 
to  bring  in  a  comprehensive  report,  with  a  new  set  of 
Canons.  But  we  are  unwilling  to  propose  an  imperfectly 
digested  code.  The  work  necessary  to  a  proper  revision 
is  very  great,  but  we  feel  that  it  will  be  worth  while  for 
the  Committee  to  undertake  it,  and  for  the  Convention  to 
wait  until  next  year  when  the  present  Committee  promises 
with  some  confidence  to  present  a  full  report. 

In  the  Canons  as  we  propose  leaving  them  for  another 
year,  there  will  be  some  slight  inconsistencies,  and  a  few 
minor  conflicts  with  the  new  Constitution.  But  the  Consti- 
tution supersedes  or  nullifies  all  conflicts,  and  the  inconsist- 
encies are  for  the  most  part  the  same  as  have  existed  for 
years.  We  have  desired  to  defer  as  many  changes  as  pos- 
sible until  a  full  revision  is  made,  so  as  to  avc»id  the  confu- 
sion which  always  must  arise  from  frequent  revisions  of  the 
same  law. 

The  Committee  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
be  authorized  to  prepare  a  revision  of  the  Canons  to  be  reported 
to  the  Convention  of  1912,  and  to  print  and  distribute  the  same 
to  the  Clergy  and  to  the  Parishes  and  Missions,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Convention,  sixty  days  before  the  date  set  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

For  this  time,  we  propose  the  following  changes  in  the 
Canons :

To  the  Convention: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  begs  leave  to  make  the  follow- 
ing observations  and  recommendations : 

1.  The  "average  attendance  of  four  out  of  seven  clerical, 
and  three  out  of  seven  lay  members"  at  the  eight  meetings 
of  the  Board,  shows  a  50  per  cent  attendance  of  the  whole 
membership,  and  seems  to  indicate  a  certain  lack  of  interest 
on  the  part  of  several  members. 

2.  The  incorporation  of  the  Board  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  is  noted  with  satisfaction. 

3.  The  financial  situation  is  very  encouraging :  the  deficit 
of  $1201.27  on  the  Treasurer's  books  being  accounted  for 
by  a  creditable  progress  in  missionary  activity.  A  portion 
of  this  indebtedness  seems  to  be  provided  for  in  the  increase, 
by  $500.00.  of  the  grant  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions 
to  Oregon. 

4.  The  "growing  circle  of  parishes  and  Missions  which 
regard  the  apportionment  as  a  debt  of  honor:  the  Advent 
Mite  Box  offering,  and  the  generally  increased  missionary 
spirit  manifested  in  the  Diocese  are  matters  for  sincere 
thankfulness. 

5.  It  is  desirable-  that  missionaries  be  placed  at  McMinn- 
ville  and  in  Clatsop  County  as  soon  as  the  funds  of  the 
Board  will  justify  such  appointments.  It  is  noted  that  the 
Board  has  abandoned  educational  work  among  the  Chinese 
of  the  city.  Your  Committee  suggests  that  the  Board  under- 
take as  a  serious  duty  the  religious  care  and  Church  train- 
ing of  those  Chinese  who  have  been  baptized  or  confirmed, 
or  in  any  way  drawn  towards  Christianity,  through  the  in- 
fluence of  the  school. 

6.  Your  Committee  endorses  the  strong  statement  made 
by  the  Board  of  the  need  of  missionary  work  throughout 
the  Diocese,  but  it  does  not  endorse  the  bitter  indictment 
of  the  Church  as  an  unnatural  mother,  made  by  one  who, 
instead  of  being  driven  from  her  bosom  as  the  report  jsug- 
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gests,  left  of  his  own  accord,  while  Catholics  like  Keble  and 
Pusey  remained  her  true  and  loyal  sons. 

Your  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution;  "Resolved,  That  this  Board  recommends  that 
no  parish  or  mission  be  allowed  a  representative  at  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention  unless  its  Diocesan  apportionment  be  paid 
by  the  time  of  the  annual  convention,  and  that  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  be  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,"  for  the  reason  that  such  action  would  be  the  com" 
plete  abandonment  of  the  appropriation  plan,  and  the  sub- 
stitution therefor  of  the  assessment  method  pure  and  simple. 
In  view  of  what  the  report  says  of  "the  growing  circle  of 
parishes  and  Missions  which  regard  the  apportionment  as 
a  debt  of  honor,*'  and  taking  into  account  the  indicated 
improvement,  all  along  the  line,  your  Committee  deems  such 
action  inexpedient. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  accomplished  much 
during  the  past  year,  having  brought  about  "a  better  copdi- 
tion  than  at  any  previous  time  in  the  history  of  the  Pio- 
cesef'  a  record  to  be  thankful  for,  and  to  encour^c  in- 
creased devotion  and  self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  Cnurch 
people.

Your  committee  on  the  proposed  Mary  B.  Rodney  House 
for  young  ladies  attending  the  State  University  at  Eugene, 
begs  to  report  progress,  but  they  are  not  yet  ready  to  recom- 
mend the  erection  of  such  a  building.  Undoubtedly  the 
need  for  such  a  house  exists,  and  it  would  be  an  excellent 
thing  for  the  Church,  and  for  the  young  women,  if  there 
could  be  such  a  house  under  Diocesan  supervision.  The 
committee  has  received  much  information  about  similar 
houses  iat  other  state  universities,  especially  about  Hyland: 
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House  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  Bishop  Osborne 
House  at  Springfield,  111.  Dr.  H.  B.  Leonard  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oregon  has  helped  us  in  looking  out  for  prop- 
erty, and  informs  us  that  a  good  location  can  be  secured 
for  $2,000 ;  and  that  a  capitalist  in  Eugene  is  ready  to  build 
a  house  to  cost  $10,000  or  $12,000  if  he  can  be  guaranteed 
an  income  from  rental  equal  to  10  per  cent  on  his  invest- 
ment. We  have  gone  over  the  proposition  with  the  Rev. 
P.  K.  Hammond,  rector  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  who  ap- 
proves the  undertaking.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  with 
20  young  ladies  paying  $25  per  month  such  a  house  could  be 
made  self  supporting,  and  would  prove  a  good  investment, 
and  it  ought  not  be  hard  to  find  some  investor  who  will  be 
satisfied  with  a  safe  7  per  cent;  and  the  consciousness  of 
aiding  the  home  life  of  many  undergraduates.  The  commit- 
tee asks  to  be  continued,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  Rev. 
P.  K.  Hammond,  Dr.  H,  B.  Leonard  and  Mrs.  C.  S.  Jackson 
as  additional  members  of  the  committee,  hoping  to  be  able 
to  present  a  definite  plan  to  the  next  convention.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  (1). 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of 
the  Rev.  S.  M.  Dorrance  in  regard  to  a  telegram  of  greeting 
to  the  venerable  William  Horsfall,  begs  to  state  that  we  have 
sent,  on  behalf  of  the  convention,  the  following  message:

Helen's  Hall,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:  We  desire 
to  congratulate  the  Board  of  School  Directors  upon  the 
efficient  management  of  the  funds  belonging  to  this  Board 
and  express  our  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  initial  steps 
have  been  taken  to  reopen  the  Bishop  Scott  Academy. 
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After  the  resolution  passed  last  year  by  the  convention, 
we  regret  the  Trustees  have  not  seen  fit  to  give  their  rea- 
sons more  clearly  for  changing  their  opinion  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  not  establishing  the  Bishop  Scott  Academy  on 
the  property  so  generously  given  by  Mr.  C.  G.  Thayer. 
The  Trustees  own  the  Yamhill  property  and  if,  as  was  ex- 
pressed last  year,  "that  the  best  interest  of  the  school  would 
probably  be  subserved  by  accepting  the  donation  of  the  land 
in  Columbia  County"  (which  cost  the  Trustees  nothing) 
"and  using  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property  in  Yam- 
hill County  for  construction  and  improvement." 

We  feel  the  Trustees  should  have  very  good  grounds  for 
their  action.  We  commend  the  wisdom  of  the  Board  in 
taking  steps  to  lease  the  Glendora  Hotel  property  instead  of 
disposing  it,  thus  insuring  a  yearly  income,  which,  with 
proper  safeguards,  will  always  be  a  source  of  income  for 
the  school. 

St.  Helen's  Hall. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  we  find  that  the  funds  held 
by  this  Board  are  now  in  such  condition  that  they  are  self- 
supporting.  We  most  sincerely  congratulate  the  Board  and 
the  Sisters  of  St.  John  Baptist  upon  the  efficient  manage- 
ment of  the  school  and  the  funds  connected  therewith. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  influence  that  St.  Helen's  Hall 
is  leaving  upon  the  community  where  there  are  to  be  found 
about  50  per  cent  more  day  pupils  than  there  are  boarders.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 

*Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Bishop's  ad- 
dress, wishes  to  state  that  in  making  this  report  we  have 
followed  the  custom  of  recent  years  but  we  desire  to  point 
out  to  our  successors  that  the  name  of  this  committee,  "On 
the  Division  and  Reference  of  the  Bishop's  Annual  Ad- 
dress," indicates  a  duty  of  quite  a  different  nature. 

However,  we  take  pleasure  in  saying  that,  presupposing 
the  publication  of  the  address  in  the  Journal,  we  advise  the 
printing  and  distribution  among  the  congregations  of  the 
Diocese,  preferably  in  pamphlet  form,  those  portions  thereof 
under  the  headings,  "Some  Evils  of  the  Day  and  the  Way 
to  Meet  Them,"  "God,"  "The  Call  to  Worship,"  "Salvation 
in  the  Church." 

The  full  and  exhaustive  reference  in  the  address  to  Dio- 
cesan affairs  and  institutions  gives  us  ground  for  encour- 
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agement  in  many  directions.  The  nvimber  of  confirmations 
(luring  the  year  is  particularly  a  matter  for  thankfulness. 
On  the  other  hand,  your  committee  views  with  alarm  and 
as  an  evidence  of  an  unhealthy  condition  in  our  congrega- 
tions the  fact  that  no  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  re- 
corded. 

The  members  of  this  committee  belieye  that  among  other 
subjects  touched  on  in  the  address  the  following  ought  to 
be  emphasized :  The  paramount  need  for  greater  unity  and 
cooperation  among  clergy  and  laity;  constant  effort  on  the 
part  of  parishes  and  missions,  which  receive  aid  from  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  towards  self  support  to  the  end 
that  money  now  used  for  their  benefit  may  be  released  for 
new  work  within  the  Diocese;  the  urgent  necessity  on  the 
part  of  the  laity  of  larger  appreciation  of  the  duty  of  Church 
attendance  if  this  Church  is  ever  to  possess  the  land;  the 
earnest  consideration  of  the  widely  prevalent  evils  of  prac- 
tical materialism  and  their  logical  consequence,  indifference. 

With  regard  to  the  gift  of  a  Diocesan  library  your  com- 
mittee recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  instruct  its  Secretary  to  con- 
vey to  Miss  Perceval  its  thankful  appreciation  of  her  generous 
g:ift  of  a  library  building^  as  a  memorial  to  her  learned  and  dis- 
tinpruished  brother,  the  Reverend  Henry  R.   Perceval,  S.  T.  D.

With  one  exception,  due  to  conflict  of  duties,  I  promptly 
attended  and  duly  presided  at  every  meeting  of  every  Board 
and  Committee  of  which  I  am  a  member. 

In  addition  to  these  statistics,  which  the  Canons  require 
me  to  report,  how  shall  I  tell  you  of  the  many  other  things 
that  take  a  Bishop's  time  and  fills  his  mind  and  heart?  Of 
the  hundreds  of  letters,  of  the  care  of  property,  of  personal 
interviews  with  the  clergy  and  with  vestries  and  committees, 
of  long  and  short  journeys,  and  last,  but  of  the  first  import- 
ance, of  prayers  and  intercessions.  If,  according  to  his  con- 
secration vow,  a  Bishop  "is  to  set  forward  quietness, love  and 
peace  among  men,  and  diligently  exercise  such  discipline 
as  by  the  authority  of  God's  Word,  and  by  the  order  of  this 
Church,  is  committed  unto  him,"  there  is  much  that  he  must 
do  that  cannot  be  tabulated.  Constant,  my  dear  brethren  of 
the  clergy,  are  my  prayers  for  you,  and  as  I  think  of  you 
each  individually,  and  of  the  particular  problems  for  each 
my  aflfection  for  you  and  appreciation  of  what  you  arc 
trying  to  do  deepens  and  grows.  I  desire  to  express  my 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  staunch  and  loyal  support  of 
those  faithful  clergy  and  laity  who  are  helping  in  efforts  to 
build  up  the  Diocese,  and  to  thank  them  for  that  sympathy 
and  co-operation  which  has  done  much  to  ease  the  burden, 
and  to  give  me  courage  for  the  duties  God  has  laid  upon  me. 

CHANGES  IN  CLERICAL  STAFF. 

The  changes  in  our  clerical  staff  have  been  as  follows: 
The  Rev.  F.  B.  Bartlett  has  left  Grants  Pass  and  is  now  at 
Cambridge,  taking  a  post  graduate  course  at  Harvard.    Rev: 
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WiHiam  B.  Hamilton  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago,  and  succeeds  Mr.  Bartlett  at  Grants  Pass.  The 
Rev.  O.  W.  Taylor  has  been  transferred  from  Sellwood  to 
Woodmere,  and  is  also  curate  at  Grace  Memorial.  Rev. 
T.  F.  Bowen  has  been  transferred  from  Oregon  City  to 
Sellwood.  Rev.  C.  W.  Robinson  has  been  received  from  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  and  is  now  rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Oregon  City. 

At  this  Convention  we  shall  miss  the  gentle  presence  of 
our  dear  Archdeacon  of  Coos  and  Curry  Counties,  Rev. 
William  Horsfall,  who  has  sent  me  word  that  on  account  of 
ill  health  he  feels  unable  to  come.  What  a  living  example 
he  is  to  all  of  us  of  the  true  missionary  spirit.  He  went 
to  these  coast  counties  twenty-two  years  ago.  There,  with 
never  tiring  zeal,  in  the  sure  confidence  of  God's  love  and 
care,  he  has  bravely  faced  all  obstacles  and  trials,  and  is 
loved  and  known  by  all  as  the  spiritual  father  of  the  whole 
community.  May  God  spare  him  for  many  years  of  useful 
ministry.  The  Rev.  Robert  Browning  has  been  received 
from  the  Missionary  District  of  Shanghai,  and  is  now 
rector  of  Marshfield  and  serves  the  missions  at  North  Bend, 
Empire  and  Gardiner.  He  has  done  such  good  work,  and 
is  so  well  supported  by  the  people  at  Marshfield  that  Em- 
manuel Church,  Marshfield,  will  apply  tomorrow  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Convention  as  a  parish. 

Miss  Caroline  P.  Sheffield  is  still  with  us  as  a  woman  mis- 
sionary, one  of  the  Triennial  OflFering  workers  of  the  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary.  Her  work  is  that  of  general  missionary 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  and  I  greatly  appreciate 
the  work  she  has  done,  especially  in  those  places  where  we 
have  no  clergyman. 

A  solitary  woman  worker  in  a  wide  missionary  field  has 
a  very  peculiar  and  difficult  position  to  fill.  Often  without 
priestly  background,  and  with  no  evident  and  recognized 
authority — as  the  clergy  always  have — she  draws  almost  ex- 
clusively on  personal  influence,  first  to  win  her  way,  then  to 
give  force  and  impel  a  hearing  to  the  message  she  tries  to 
bring.  She  is  without  the  companionship  of  others  of  her 
own  sex  and  vocation,  and  I  believe  that  only  the  grace  of 
God  added  to  natural  buoyancy  and  intense  belief  in  the 
principles  she  tries  to  enforce  can  carry. her  through  with  the 
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right  equilibrium  and  courage.  I  ask  the  prayers  and  in- 
terest, and  backing  of  the  clergy  and  the  Church  women  of 
this  diocese  for  Miss  Sheffield  in  her  work  this  year. 

REVIEW  OF  THE  FIELD. 

The  Bishop  gave  a  review  of  the  field,  but  owing  to  lim- 
ited space  it  is  omitted  from  the  Journal  at  his  request,  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  covering  the  subject  fully. 

THE  OREGON  CHURCHMAN. 

Our  Diocesan  paper  has  served  another  year  of  useful- 
ness. It  meets  a  need  in  distributing  information,  and  by 
stirring  us  all  by  putting  us  in  remembrance  of  Diocesan 
duties.  It  is  newsy,  and  missionary  in  character,  clear  and 
definite  in  its  editorials,  courteous  in  tone,  and  free  from  a 
controversial  spirit.  I  feel  that  a  Diocesan  paper  as  a 
vehicle  for  Diocesan  news  is  part  of  the  necessary  equipment 
of  a  Diocese,  and  it  ought  to  go  into  the  home  of  every 
Church  family,  and  be  carefully  read  by  all. 

Our  efficient  business  manager,  Dr.  F.  C.  Sellwood,  was 
obliged  to  give  it  up  on  account  of  ill  health.  On  May  31st 
there  was  a  deficit  of  nearly  $150  in  the  treasury,  which  will 
probably  be  covered  by  outstanding  unpaid  subscriptions 
and  advertising. 

ST.  HELEN'S  HALL. 

The  reports  of  our  Church  School  for  girls  are  most 
satisfactory.  We  have  had  all  the  boarding  pupils  we  could 
accommodate,  and  an  efficient  staff  of  teachers.  Under  the 
loving  and  careful  management  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  John 
Baptist  we  have  a  school  of  which  every  Churchman — 
indeed,  every  Christian  mother  and  father  in  Oregon  with 
daughters  to  educate,  may  well  be  proud.  I  desire  to  remind 
you  that  St.  Helen's  Hall  is  a  missionary  agency  of  very 
wide  scope.  In  each  year  we  have  at  least  200  children, 
and  that  means  a  hold  on,  or  at  least  an  interest  on  the  part 
of,  175  families,  both  in  and  out  of  Portland.  Each  year 
about  75  of  these  students  change,  so  that  in  five  years  we 
reacli  about  500  families  through  their  children.     Sunday 
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schools  have  the  children  but  once  a  week  irregularly,  while 
we  have  our  five  times  a  week  for  thirty-five  weeks  in  the 
year.  The  results  cannot  be  measured  in  actual  Sacra- 
ments (though  we  usually  have  ten  or  twelve  baptisms  and 
confirmations  every  year)  because  the  Sisters  encourage  the 
day  scholars  to  receive  these  Sacraments  in  their  own  parish 
churches ;  but  if  good  seed  is  sown  plentifully  some  of  it  is 
sure  to  come  up.  Further,  we  give  our  girls  something  of 
tone  that  they  cannot  get,  or  do  not  get,  in  public  or  merely 
secular  schools.  Many  graduates  bear  earnest  testimony 
tcf  the  fact  that  for  whatever  gentleness,  graciousness  of 
womanhood,  and  depth  of  character,  for  whatever  interest 
in  religion  and  love  for  the  Church,  and  knowledge  of  her 
teachings  they  may  have,  they  owe  all  to  the  training  of  St. 
Helen's  Hall. 


ST.  ELIZABETH'S  HOUSE. 


The  one  organized  rescue  work  the  Church  is  doing  in 
Portland  is  being  carried  on  at  St.  Elizabeth's  House  by 
the  Sisters.  I  thank  God  for  it.  In  the  case  of  wayward  girls 
it  has  always  been  found  the  wisest  plan  to  take  them  entirely 
away  from  their  old  friends  and  surroundings,  and  have 
them  begin  all  over  again  in  an  entirely  new  environment, 
where  they  can  lead  a  very  regular  and  healthful  life,  each 
hour  bringing  its  own  appointed  duty  or  recreation,  to 
know  they  are  with  friends  who  care  for  them,  sympathize 
with  them,  and  are  ready  to  help  them ;  and  where,  day  by 
day,  they  all  unconsciously  grow  in  Christianity  until  they 
come  to  love  the  Church,  and  some  of  them  long  for  the  Sac- 
rament, realizing  their  own  weakness,  and  feeling  the  need  of 
grace  to  help  them  grow  into  stronger,  purer  and  truer 
womanhood — ^true  children  of  God.  Such  a  sweet  home  is  St. 
Elizabeth's  House,  where  girls  so  needing  to  be  helped  may 
be  received  and  cared  for  free  of  charge.  There  are  now 
eleven  girls  in  residence,  and  our  capacity  is  only  fifteen.  It 
would  be  well  if  the  clergy  knew  more  about  this  home,  and 
would  make  it  known  to  mothers  who  are  anxious  about 
their  daughters.  I  would  urge  the  clergy  outside  of  Port- 
land to  visit  the'  house  while  in  the  city.  You  will  be  warmly 
welcomed,  and  the  Sister  in  charge  will  gladly  give  full 
irtformation. 
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THE  BISHOP  SCOTT  SCHOOL. 

Much  interest  is  felt  in  the  possible  reopening  of  the 
Bishop  Scott  School  for  boys.  One  member  of  the  School 
Board  made  a  careful  examination  of  several  eastern  schools 
last  autumn,  and  I  myself  have  discussed  the  problem  with 
Bishop  Robinson  of  Nevada,  for  many  years  the  very  suc- 
cessful head-master  of  the  boys*  school  at  Racine,  and  also 
with  Dr.  Thayer  of  St.  Mark's  school.  Everything,  it 
seems,  depends  upon  the  right  kind  of  head-master,  and 
then  giving  him  wide  freedom.  The  subject  is  bristling 
with  problems,  but  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  is  con- 
sidering it  carefully,  and  if  the  old  Bishop  Scott  school- 
ground  can  be  leased  for  a  term  of  years,  there  will  then 
be  income  enough  to  warrant  reopening.  We  have  ICX) 
acres  of  sightly  property  in  Yamhill  County,  and  the  lead- 
ing educators  of  the  day  tell  us  that  such  a  school  for  boys 
as  the  trustees  have  in  mind  should  be  in  the  country. 

A  CORPORATION  SOLE. 

As  a  Corporation  sole  I  have  to  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion that  the  property  of  the  Diocese  is  in  good  condition, 
and  that  it  is  growing  better  each  year.  Many  repairs  and 
betterments  have  been  made  during  the  year.  All  church 
property  in  the  Diocese  is  covered  by  insurance,  and  all 
taxes  and  special  assessments  have  been  paid.  There  has 
been  paid  from  the  income  of  the  "Bishop's  Fund"  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  during  the  year  $2,466.67 
for  stipends  of  the  clergy,  and  there  has  also  been  paid  from 
this  fund  for  repairs  to  church  property,  for  taxes  and  spe- 
cial assessments  over  $1,000. 

It  is  my  hope  that  our  missions  will  grow  stronger  each 
year,  and  that  they  will  require  less  aid  from  this  fund  from 
year  to  year,  so  that  the  income  may  be  used  for  the  exten- 
sion of  new  work,  and  for  the  opening  of  our  silent  churches. 

All  the  trust  funds  are  carefully  invested  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  Mr.  MacMaster, 
at  good  rates  and  without  charge.  I  desire  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  these  gentlemen,  and  to  Mr.  C.  B. 
Pfahler,  accountant,  who  has  faithfully  and  accurately  kept 
our  books,  examined  and  listed  our  property  and  securities. 
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Since  the  ceding  over  of  Eastern  Oregon  there  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  L.  Paddock,  Bishop  of 
Eastern  Oregon,  all  the  funds  and  property  belonging  to 
that  Missionary  District,  as  follows :

THE  GOOD  SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL. 

So  much  has  recently  been  written  about  our  Hospital  in 
the  Oregon  Churchman  that  now  I  shall  only  direct  your 
attention  to  a  few  matters.  Many  improvements  have  been 
made  since  last  year.  The  trustees  meet  monthly.  A  new 
Auxiliary  Board  of  Ladies  has  been  formed,  and  they  are 
doing  efficient  work.  An  inspection  by  one  of  them  and 
two  trustees  is  made  two  or  three  times  every  month.  Addi- 
tional physicians  and  surgeons  have  been  elected  on  the 
staff.     A  steward  has  been  secured  for  the  supply  and  ad- 
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ministration  department.  Provision  has  been  made  for  a 
school  of  dietetics  in  connection  with  the  Nurses  Training 
Home.  A  much-needed  house  for  orderlies  has  been  placed 
on  Northrup  Street,  and  there  is  need  for  another,  that  the 
employes  may  be  properly  housed.  The  Nurses  Home  was 
built  to  accommodate  fifty  nurses.  We  have  over  ninety, 
and  the  need  for  enlargement  of  this  building  is  imperative. 
The  Laundry  needs  enlarging,  and  new  machinery  is  re- 
quired at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000.  New  hard  surface  street 
improvements  are  increasing  our  obligations  materially. 
Lovejoy,  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-second  Streets  have 
been  completed,  and  Northrup  Street  nearly  finished.  This 
will  require  about  $7,500  and  we  are  taking  advantage  of 
the  bonding  act.  This  amount,  with  a  balance  of  $12,000 
owing  on  a  note  for  the  balance  for  the  Bishop  Morris  me- 
morial building,  makes  about  $20,000  indebtedness.  Last 
year  our  indebtedness  was  reduced  $13,000,  chiefly  by  the 
generous  donation  of  Mrs.  Maria  Flanders  and  family  of 
$10,000  for  a  memorial  ward  to  the  memory  of  Captain  and 
John  Couch  Flanders.  We  greatly  appreciate  this  generous 
gift.  Other  special  gifts  are  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer.  A  maternity  annex  to  the  hospital  is  greatly 
needed,  if  we  could  only  secure  funds  for  the  purpose. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION— GENERAL. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  action  of  the  last  general 
Convention  was  the  appointment  of  a  commission  for  a 
World  Conference  on  Faith  and  Order.  The  commission 
is  not  to  prepare  for  a  Conference  to  discuss  reunion,  but  to 
invite  a  representative  of  Christian  Communions  to  discuss 
essential  and  fundamental  matters  of  both  Faith  and  Order. 
The  outcome  will  be  of  the  greatest  possible  importance. 
Second  in  importance  was  the  change  made  by  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  This  reorganiza- 
tion is  already  justifying  itself.  The  Board  is  more  repre- 
sentative; and  the  same  time  through  division  of  labor  re- 
sponsibility is  placed  where  it  should  be.  and  the  system 
allows  of  greater  efficiency. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  Board  has  increased  the  appro- 
priation for  this  Diocese  to  $3,000,  beginning  September  1st 
next.  They  have  also  increased  the  apportionment  for  Ore- 
gon to  $3,4^50.     But  next  year  the  offerings  from  Woman's 
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Auxiliary  and  Sunday  schools  will  be  applied  on  the  appor- 
tionment. The  plan  is  good,  but  adjustment  to  the  change 
may  be  difficult.  Our  apportionment  committee  will  work 
out  the  problem  of  how  much  may  be  expected  from  every 
parish  and  mission  and  will  notify  the  rectors  and  wardens 
at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

By  action  of  the  General  Convention  every  Bishop  was 
expected  to  appoint  a  Diocesan  Committee  on  General  Mis- 
sions, and  on  suggestion  of  Mr.  John  W.  Wood  I  ap- 
pointed our  own  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  that  committee, 
requesting  two  members  to  give  special  attention  to  the 
cause  of  General  Missions.  Next  year  I  would  like  to  go 
a  step  further  and  have  only  one  Treasurer.  The  present 
system  of  two  Treasurers  is  confusing,  some  send  their  of- 
ferings for  general  missions  directly  to  Mr.  King  in  New 
York,  some  to  me,  and  some  send  to  Mr.  Hastings,  and  some 
treasurers,  alas,  keep  the  oflferings  for  missions  for  several 
months  in  their  parish  treasury,  and  r^emit  when  they  feel 
like  it  or  when  the  amount  is  as  they  think  large  enough. 

With  regard  to  method  I  would  repeat  and  emphasize  the 
plan  outlined  last  year,  and  approved  by  the  Convention. 
A  Missionary  Committee  in  every  parish,  and  an  every- 
member  canvass.  This  is  the  only  effectual  method  of  get- 
ting an  adequate  and  certain  revenue  for  missions,  both 
general  and  diocesan.  I  commend  the  duplex  system,  for 
it  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  single  envelope. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  with  us  Mr.  John  W.  Wood, 
General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  I  heartily 
welcome  him  to  the  diocese,  and  know  that  he  will  inspire 
us  for  the  work  for  General  Missions  before  us  this  year. 
Let  us  feel  the  privilege  and  resposibility  for  our  share  in 
the  glorious  work  of  extending  the  Church  throughout  the 
world.  Let  us  heartily  shoulder  our  share  of  the  burden 
laid  on  the  whole  Church.  We  can  if  we  will.  We  can  and 
we  will. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION— DIOCESAN. 

In  the  first  place  we  cannot  expect  to  extend  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  unless  there  is  much  greater  Diocesan  con- 
sciousness both  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  and  laity.  We  are 
but  a  little  band,  a  handful  of  clergy,  and  we  must  pull  to- 
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gether.  You  are  not  expected  to  be  all  of  the  same  opinion 
or  of  the  same  stripe  of  Churchmanship,  but  you  are  ex- 
pected to  work  together  in  the  building  up  of  our  Diocesan 
family  life.  If  elected  on  boards  or  committees  realize  the 
solemn  responsibility  resting  upon  you,  be  prompt  and  regu- 
lar at  the  meetings,  and  give  your  best  attention  to  the  work 
although  things  may  not  always  be  to  your  liking,  or  the 
way  you  would  have  them. 

Remember  that  the  Diocese  is  the  unit  of  Church  life, 
not  the  parish  or  mission,  and  that  everything  Diocesan  must 
have  your  active  support. 

We  have  now  on  our  staflf  twenty-nine  priests,  and  we 
have  forty-five  parishes.  This  means  that  we  are  still 
ufulermanned,  and  need  at  once  three  more  clergy.  Our 
income  from  all  sources  for  missionary  work  last  year  was 
$12,588.  Our  expenditures  for  stipends,  etc.,  was  $13,199. 
The  Treasurer  had*,  therefore,  to  report  a  deficit  on  May 
31st  of  $611.  This  deficit  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that 
some  places  had  not  then  paid  their  apportionment  in  full. 
Some  of  this  will  doubtless  come  in  before  the  close  of  the 
Convention. 

With  regard  to  our  policy  I  am  of  the  same  opinion  ex- 
pressed last  year.  Let  us  strengthen  our  stakes  before  we 
lengthen  our  cords.  It  is  better  to  have  a  few  missions 
strong  and  permanent  than  many  weak.  Our  work  in  Yam- 
hill County  is  not  to  our  credit.  Had  we  been  able  to  have 
regular  services  at  McMinnville,  with  a  settled  priest  to 
work  our  from  there  as  a  center,  missions  there  would  now 
be  self-supporting  parishes.  Here  is  a  neglected  mission 
field  at  our  very  doors,  and  these  people  must  not  be  for- 
gotten or  neglected.  Oregon  is  one  of  the  most  strategic 
points  for  the  Church  in  America,  and  every  $1  spent  in 
Church  extension  here  on  permanent  lines  is  worth  $10  to 
foreign  missions  in  the  future. 

The  Church  has  a  paramount  duty  to  serve  the  rural  dis- 
tricts. She  can  uplift  and  cheer,  and  make  people  happy, 
and  elevate  them  morally  and  spiritually.  We  must  send  to 
our  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  country  the  finest  type  of 
minister  that  can  be  had ;  godly,  earnest  priests,  broad- 
minded,  warm  hearted  pastors.  Mere  occasional  services 
will  not  sufiice.     The  sort  of  religion  which  many  country 
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places  get  is  that  offered  by  hectic  revivals,  which  draw 
crowds  chiefly  by  maligning  local  oflicials,  and  which  make 
voting  the  prohibition  ticket  synonymous  with  salvation. 
Thoughtful  people  are  getting  tired  of  such  travesty  of  the 
Christian  faith.  It  is  for  the  Church  to  present  a  saner, 
truer  conception  of  Christianity  than  has  yet  been  presented 
in  rural  parts.  She  is  a  trustee  for  the  Catholic  faith,  and 
that  is  what  men  need,  though  they  may  know  it  not.  We 
must  send  to  our  country  districts  our  best  men,  and  hold 
them  there  by  supplementing  their  salaries  until  these  places 
can  become  self-supporting.  Adjoining  the  church  building 
we  must  have  our  parish  houses,  where  the  young  may  have 
their  innocent  amusements,  where  high  class  lectures  and 
concerts  may  be  held,  with  social  gatherings  from  time  to 
time.  It  is  a  loud,  soul-stirring  appeal  that  sounds  in  our 
ears  for  the  Church  to  strengthen  her  stakes  in  the  home 
mission  field. 

I  am  deeply  thankful  for  the  clergymen  who  have  come 
to  us,  and  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  work  they  are  doing, 
and  I  thank  God  for  what  little  growth  and  improvement 
there  has  been,  but  so  much  has  been  left  undone,  and  there 
is  so  much  to  do,  such  fields  "white  ready  to  harvest." 
Pray  to  God,  my  friends,  for  an  outpouring  of  Spiritual 
power  on  this  Diocese,  for  a  quickening  of  our  enthusiasm 
and  zeal  for  His  cause,  and  men,  with  means  for  their  sup- 
port, will  be  forthcoming. 

SOME  EVILS  OF  THE  DAY  AND  THE  WAY  TO  MEET 

THEM. 

Human  society  clearly  evidences  an  alienation  from  God 
which  is  not  conscious,  which  is  not  combative,  which  is 
merely  indifferent  and  uninterested.  Consider  the  type  of 
people  who  are  giving  the  tone  to  modern  society.  If  they 
have  no  great  vices  they  have  no  great  virtues.  They  neither 
defy  God  nor  believe  in  Him.  They  do  not  hate  the  Chris- 
tian religion.  It  simply  does  not  interest  them  at  all.  They 
help  to  form  a  restless,  good-natured  society,  eager  for  dis- 
tractions. The  rush  of  life  is  the  worst  evil  of  the  present 
day.  Our  idols  are  convenience,  and  speed,  and  amusement, 
our  ideals  are  in  danger  of  becoming  commercialized.  Our 
beautiful  State  is  for  the  most  part  heralded  to  the  world  in 
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large  sounding  terms  essentially  materialistic.  The  vastness 
of  our  undeveloped  resources,  the  climate,  the  fertile  soil, 
the  timber,  fruit,  fishing  industries — all  are  proclaimed  to 
the  world  with  clarion  sound.  Let  us  be  among  the  7,000 
who  refuse  to  bow  the  knee  to  the  Baal  of  Bigness.  Let  us 
hold  to  a  proper  conservatism,  which  after  all  is  what  really 
impresses  thoughtful  persons,  and  let  us  aim  to  be  a  God- 
fearing people,  a  State  where  Christian  home  life  is^^cmpha- 
sized,  where  each  citizen  considers  the  rights  of  others,  and 
where  earnest  efforts  are  made  to  save  the  community  from 
fevered  commericialism  and  reckless  selfishness.  This  is 
not  a  wicked  age;  it  is  a  careless  and  a  thoughtless  age; 
careless  of  principle,  unconcerned  with  great  issues  and  be- 
sotted with  delight  at  its  own  petty  inventiveness.  Human 
society  is  engaged  in  a  fatal  game.  But  we  can  still  alter  its 
course  if  we  set  to  work  steadily  to  change  a  life  of  artificial 
pleasure,  unhealthy  excitements,  vain  pursuits,  ignored  re- 
sponsibilities into  a  life  of  healthy  purposes,  keen  physical 
and  intellectual  enjoyments  and  responsible  undertakings 
with  a  sense  of  duty. 

But  how  is  all  this  to  be  done,  how  are  the  evils  to  be 
met;  and  what  is  the  remedy? 

Decidedly  not  money.  All  those  campaigns  for  money  for 
missk)ns  and  the  Church's  work  are  doing  little  to  modify 
the  gravity  of  the  problem  before  us  as  members  of  the 
Body  of  Christ.  Money  is  not  the  deep  necessity  of  the 
time.  Money  has  never  failed  when  intelligence  has  been 
awakened  and  conscience  aroused. 

Not  philosophy  and  ethics. 

Not  libraries,  schools,  public  baths  and  soup  kitchens. 

These  all  have  a  place.  They  are  aids  to  convalescence, 
if  you  like. 


What  is  the  remedy  ? 


GOD. 


Many  men  and  women  have  ceased  to  hold  any  worthy 
conception  of  God,  and  they  have  consequently  got  a  wrong 
notion  of  the  relative  importance  of  things.  They  have 
never  improved  on  their  childish  thought  of  God.     They 
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have  not  worked  at  their  prayers,  their  communions,  their 
acts  of  self-sacrifice,  by  which  they  might  apprehend  God, 
as  they  have  worked  for  material  gains  and  physical  well- 
being. 

Brethren  of.  the  clergy,  have  you  and  I  so  preached  that 
men  and  women  have  gone  home  with  the  firm  resolve  to 
put  themselves  into  vital  union  with  God?  Have  we  al- 
ways given  that  availing  remedy  to  sick  and  gasping  souls? 
Or  Ifave  we  not  too  often  substituted  a  pabulum  of  pious 
plfititudes  or  traditional  doctrinal  dietetics  ? 

If  we  are  to  bring  religion  to  this  motor  car  world,  to  this 
non-religious  age,  to  the  rich,  to  the  laboring  classes  as  well 
as  to  the  poor,  we  must  see  that  it  is  arresting.  The  serv- 
ices must  not  be  dull,  and  our  message  must  ring  with  the 
assurance  that  the  pursuit  of  God  is  the  divine  adventure. 
And  because  you  must  preach  Jesus  as  the  ultimate  force, 
as  the  one  sure  remedy  for  the  malady  of  the  age,  you  had 
better  do  so  in  words  that  bite  in.  You  need  not  expect  to 
win  everyone,  nor  that  the  Church  will  rule  society.  When 
the  truths  of  our  Holy  Faith  are  brought  fearlessly  to  men 
:and  women,  some  accept  in  humility  and  earnestness,  but 
'many  frankly  give  up  profession  of  Christianity  which  is  at 
variance  with  their  whole  lives.  Church  membership  will 
not  be  large,  but  it  will  be  intense,  and  there  will  be  no  dry 
rot.  "Christians,"  says  Dr.  Figgis,  "are  to  be  the  salt  of 
the  earth,  the  leaven,  and  the  sooner  they  give  up  trying  to 
^  the  whole  lump  the  better."  It  is  better  that  the  Church 
should  be  small  but  real  than  that  it  should  be  big  in  nominal 
membership  or  the  successful  Sunday  club  of  a  privileged 
class.  Emphasize  the  spiritual.  Teach  the  Faith,  definitely, 
lovingly^  fearlessly.  Preach  simply  and  convincingly  GOD 
—the  infinite  love  of  the  Father,  the  presence  of  Jesus  ever 
living  in  sacramental  mystery,  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
The  souls  of  men  are  hungering  for  such  food. 

• 

THE  CALL  TO  WORSHIP. 

But,  brethren  of  the  laity,  preaching  is  only  part,  and  a 
small  part,  of  the  presentation  of  God  to  human  society. 
It  is  one  medium  for  the  administration  of  the  remedy  for 
the  malady  of  the  age.  Another  and  a  surer  is  worship. 
Calls  are  coming  thick  to  the  modern  Church  and  they  are 
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SO  loud,  and  so  insistent,  and  so  real,  and  so  worthy,  that 
they  are  apt  to  drown  the  profoundest  one  of  all.  There  is 
the  call  to  social  service,  to  organize,  to  extend  missions,  to 
give,  to  teach.  We  are  bound  to  heed  them  all.  But,  if 
they  or  anything  else  dull  our  ears  to  the  call  to  worship, 
it  is,  as  the  Bishop  of  CaHfornia  expresses  it,  "as  if  every- 
thing in  the  human  body  were  trying  to  function  without 
the  heart." 

The  call  to  worship  is  the  sounding  of  a  new  rally  in  habits 
of  Church  attendance.  This  is  really  the  weak  spot  of  the 
Church  today.  No  newspaper  editorial,  or  magazine  arti- 
cle, or  other  outside  investigation  of  the  question  "what  is 
the  matter  with  the  Church  will  be  as  illuminating  as  just 
this  simple  understanding  of  the  fundamental  relation  of 
worship  as  a  habit  to  Church  interest.  In  a  parish  where 
there  is  this  spirit  of  worship  and  devotion  there  may  not 
be  many  of  the  signs  of  stir  and  worldly  success  that  have 
grown  around  modern  parish  life,  yet  the  health  will  be 
sound  in  all  heart  action.  God  is  not  a  far  oflF  remedy.  He 
is  not  an  "absent  treatment."  He  is  here.  Emmanuel — God 
with  us.  For  redemptive  purposes  Christ's  life  is  extended 
in  His  Mystical  Body.  He  is  waiting  to  receive  you,  and 
you  must  find  him  where  He  is  waiting.  He  is  waiting  in 
His  Church.  And  if  you  ask  her  where  you  will  find  Him 
she  gives  you  her  age-long  answer  in  the  Sacraments  of  His 
grace. 

Make  the  Sacrifice  and  the  Sacrament  of  the  Altar  the 
center  of  your  activity  and  the  source  of  your  life,  and  you 
will  have  a  growing  sense  of  eternal  realities,  and  the  things 
of  time  and  sense,  "the  things  o'er  which  we  grieve  with 
lashes  wet"  will  fall  into  their  proper  perspective.  Your 
characteristic  act  tw  a  creature  toward  God  is  worship. 
Fence  off  a  bit  of  time  every  day  for  prayer.  Cultivate  a 
sense  of  the  adorable  Presence  of  God  by  trying  to  form  the 
habit  of  ejaculatory  prayer.  In  your  walk,  in  your  business, 
in  your  play,  give  a  thought  to  Him  Who  loved  you  and 
gave  Himself  for  you.  This  in  private,  and  then  in  public 
"forsake  not  the  aassembling  of  yourselves  for  the  breaking 
of  Bread  and  the  Prayers."  Your  religion  is  the  religion 
of  the  Cross.  No  man  in  the  world  escapes  the  Cross. 
But  the  religion  of  the  Cross  deprives  it  of  its  terror  by 
by   encountering   it,   and   voluntarily   clasping   it.     It   can 
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never  be  a  religion  which  costs  you  nothing  and  you  must 
not  evade  its  discipUne.  All  the  rules  of  the  Church  em- 
bodied in  the  Prayer  Book  you  must  obey  in  letter  and  in 
spirit,  and  these  are  the  things  which  make  strong  Church- 
men and  strong  parishes.  Besides  time  and  space  for 
prayer  you  must  give  personal  service,  and  you  must  give 
money;  not  as  an  assessment,  but  as  an  expression  of  wor- 
ship. Money  is  power,  and  we  hold  this  power,  with  all 
the  rest  of  our  power,  a  sacred  trust  from  God,  and  it  must 
be  expended  in  His  sight,  and  a  due  proportion  must  be 
offered  to  His  service. 

SALVATION   IN  THE   CHURCH. 

Salvation  awaits  us  all  in  the  Church.  Brethren  of  the 
clergy,  let  us  make  our  services  bright,  cheery,  instinct  with 
the  spirit  of  worship,  good  music,  simple  chants,  hearty  con- 
gregational singing,  a  genial  welcome  to  strangers  in  our 
midst.  Let  us  restore  the  Lord's  own  service  to  the  chief 
place  on  the  Lord's  Day,  with  a  simple  but  dignified  and 
worthy  and  serious  ceremonial  as  an  aid  to  worship,  and  as 
a  special  time  for  intercessions.  And,  dear  brethren  of  the 
laity,  "Come,  let  us  Worship  and  fall  down  before  Him." 
Harbor  not  a  critical  spirit,  do  not  nurse  hurt  feelings,  press 
forward  and  claim  your  privileges  even  in  spite  of  the  pecu- 
liarities and  idiocyncrasies  of  us  your  clergy.  "The  King- 
dom of  Heaven  suffereth  violence,  and  the  violent  take  it 
by  force." 

Read  and  study  the  Scriptures,  for  they  were  written  for 
our  learning,  and  they  testify  of  God;  but  remember  sal- 
vation awaits  you  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  which  by  virtue 
of  the  Incarnation  is  the  extension  of  the  Life  of  Christ  to 
our  day ;  and  the  pages  of  the  Gospels  point  to  that  life.  It 
is  most  important  to  know  this.  There  are  some  theories 
about  the  Bible,  its  inspiration  and  its  authorship  which,  in 
the  light  of  recent  scholarship,  are  no  longer  tenable;  and 
in  consequence  of  this  enlightenment  the  faith  of  some 
Christians  has  almost  become  shipwrecked,  because  they 
looked  for  salvation  solely  in  the  Bible,  perhaps  their  own 
theory  of  Scripture,  apart  from  the  Sacramental  Life  of 
the  Church.  The  Gospels  are  not  an  independent  biography 
of  Jesus.  They  are  a  selection  from  the  sayings  and  doings 
of  our  Lord  as  shall  best  illustrate  His  intercourse  in  His 
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risen  life  with  His  children  in  His  Church.  The  Church 
was  in  existence  before  these  pages  were  written.  She 
shaped  and  gave  these  Scriptures  to  her  members  in  order 
that  they  might  understand  better  the  life  they  were  already 
experiencing  within  her.  The  Bible  is  not  the  way;  it  is 
the  time-table  which  shows  us  when  and  where  the  train 
starts.  To  use  a  familiar  illustration.  If  you  want  to  go 
to  Medford  you  will  do  well  to  consult  a  time-table  of  the 
Southern  Pacific;  but  having  done  so,  you  do  not  do  well 
to  sit  down  on  the  open  page  and  say  "Here  I  go  to  Med- 
ford." That  is  not  the  way  the  time-table  conducts  you  to 
Medford.  It  points  you  to  two  parallel  lines  of  metal  and 
a  Pullman  car  that  runs  along  them,  and  if  you  get  into  that 
car  at  the  scheduled  time  there  is  every  hope  that  you  will 
reach  Medford. 

The  Bible  is  the  time-table  which  tells  us  the  time,  the 
way,  the  place,  the  plan.  "The  fact  is,"  says  Rev.  H.  F.  B. 
Mackay,  of  London,  "that  our  Bible  teaching  bores  people 
because  we  have  not  used  it  to  put  them  into  Sie  train.  We 
have  been  reading  them  the  time-table  when  they  wanted 
change  of  air.  The  age-long  Church  of  God  is  here  today 
— His  Holy  Catholic  Church.  Salvation  is  within  Her,  be- 
cause He  is  with  Her;  all  that  is  needed  is  a  fresh  grasp  of 
every  clause  of  the  Creed,  and  recourse  to  every  sacrament 
of  the  Church,  to  recover  the  light  and  warmth  and  glory  of 
worship. 

BISHOP'S  FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY. 

This  Convention  is  the  fifth  anniversary  of  the  present 
Episcopate.  Five  years  of  many  difficulties,  hard  work, 
anxious  problems  and  the  care  of  all  the  churches,  but  happy 
years  withal.  My  ideals  for  myself  and  for  our  Diocese 
have  not  been  realized,  but  on  looking  back  one  can  see 
progress  on  some  lines. 

For  the  next  half  of  the  decade,  should  God  spare  me  for 
ten  years,  I  hope  to  do  better,  and  I  expect  larger  results. 
Possibly  three  or  four  clergymen  more  are  all  we  can  look 
for  on  our  list  of  Diocesan  clergy ;  but  I  want  this  small 
staff  to  be  zealous,  to  have  a  larger  Diocesan  consciousness. 
One  grievous  source  of  weakness  is  lack  of  unity  and  co- 
operation among  the  city  clergy,  due  possibly  to  the  fact 
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that  each  one  has  had  his  hands  full  in  building  up  his  own 
work.  We  must  all  try  to  further  a  kindly  spirit  among  us. 
I  see  it  growing.  Forget  the  past.  Let  us  trust  each  other, 
believe  in  each  other,  and  help  each  other,  getting  together 
oftener  for  prayer  and  conference.  Let  us  lock  arms  to- 
believe  in  each  other,  getting  together  oftener  for  prayer 
and  conference.  Let  us  lock  arms  together  for  work,  if 
we  cannot  lock  opinions;  and  let  us  brace  ourselves  as  a 
band  of  brothers  under  the  same  ordination  vows  for  united 
work  for  God  and  His  Church,  and  the  next  five  years  will 
show  blessings  and  results  that  we  dream  not  of. 

With  thanksgiving  to  God  for  His  goodness  in  the  past, 
and  a  fervent  prayer  for  His  mercies  to  this  Diocese  and  its 
Bishop  in  the  future,  I  commend  you  to  the  duties  of  the 
Convention.

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REPORT  OF,  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE. 

It  should  be  understood  that  we  have  depended  to  some 
extent  upon  the  investigations  of  others  in  some  subjects 
discussed  in  this  report.  Otherwise  it  would  have  been 
.  impossible  to  have  secured  the  information  required  in  the 
time  at  our  disposal.  We  hj^ve,  however,  ■  no  rea- 
son to  question  the  trustworthiness  of  such  informa- 
tion for  we  have  been  exceedingly  careful  to  substantiate, 
as  far  as  possible,  statements  made  to  us  so  far  as  they  are 
incorporated  in  this  report. 

The  work  of  investigation  which  a  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee might  well  undertake  is  so  varied  that  it  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  limit  ourselves  to  certain  phases,  of  the 
subject,  if  we  were  to  present  an  intelligent  report.  We 
therefore  selected  the  following  topics : 

1.    Housing  and  Sanitary  Conditions. 

Portland  has  no  tenement  house  problem.  But  housing 
and  sanitary  conditions  present  very  serious  and  urgent 
problems.  Deserted  shacks  and  dilapidated  buildings  are 
..allowed  to  stand — a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  whole  com- 
munity. Certain  sections  of  the  city  are  reeking  with  filth. 
Foul  and  unsanitary  privies  are  frequent  within  the  city 
limits.  One  of  the  principal  menaces  is  to  be  found  in  the 
cheap  boarding  houses  where  no  animal,  let  alone  a  human, 
should  be  permitted  to  live.  A  cursory  inspection  of  the 
lower  south  end  of  the  city  discovered,  for  example,  at  188 
Mill  street,  three  dry  toilets;  at  185-187  Mill  street,  three 
dilapidated  houses  with  only  one  toilet  for  thirty  or  more 
occupants;  178-186  Grant  street,  a  row  of  deserted,  dirty 
dwellings  infested  with  vermin;  187  Harrison  street,  a 
tumble  down  shack,  reeking  with  rubbish,  a  dead  cat,  old 
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rags,  and  human  offal.  x\t  206j4  First  street  was  a  cheap 
boarding  house  where  the  inside  rooms  opened  onto  an 
area  covered  with  a  skylight.  These  in  turn  had  been  par- 
titioned off  so  that  the  rooms  thus  made  had  no  light  nor 
ventilation  save  that  which  came  through  the  doors  opening 
into  the  hallway,  itself  dark  and  unventilated. 

These  are  only  a  few  out  of  many  instances.  Such  condi- 
tions are  a  menace  to  public  health  and  morals.  The  matter 
needs  to  be  agitated.  The  good  work  begun  by  the  Woman's 
Club  and  the  People's  Institute  needs  to  be  pushed.  One 
cleaning  up  week  in  a  year  is  good;  there  should  be  fifty- 
two.  The  Board  of  Health  renders  admirable  aid  in  many 
ways  but  it  is  undermanned  and  it  has  not  the  intelligent 
support  of  the  public.  There  is  but  one  sanitary  inspector 
for  a  city  of  207,000  inhabitants.  One  man  cannot  do  all 
the  work.  The  strength  of  a  chain  is  in  its  weakest  link — 
Portland  Heights  and  Irvington  are  not  the  measure  of  the 
city's  condition  except  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  real 
estate  exploiter.  Such  instances  as  have  been  rehearsed 
call  for  intelligent  investigation,  study,  and  work. 

2.    Prostitution. 

The  exact  extent  to  which  the  social  evil  prevails  in  the 
City  of  Portland  is  a  matter  exceedingly  difficult  to  discover. 
Those  who  are  sufficiently  in  touch  with  rescue  work  to  be 
able  to  speak  on  the  subject  with  authority  regard  as 
ridiculously  incomplete  the  list  of  lewd  women  and  bawdy 
houses  in  the  possession  of  the  police.  Your  Committee 
was  shown  evidence  to  prove  that  the  social  evil  is  fearfully 
widespread.  The  law-abiding  element  in  our  city,  which 
goes  calmly  on  in  the  supposition  that  this  evil  is  one  on 
which  the  "North  End"  and  the  "down  and  outs"  have  a 
monopoly,  is  living  in  a  fool's  paradise.  Bawdy  houses 
draw  not  only  their  patrons  but  also  their  inmates  from 
every  quarter  of  the  city  and  from  every  class  in  society. 

Apart  from  the  notorious  and  long-established  houses, 
the  chief  danger  lies  in  places  of  assignation,  of  which  the 
number  is  legion.  Massage  parlors,  shooting  galleries, 
cheap  theatres,  rooms  for  transients,  and  many  boarding 
houses  will  not  infrequently  be  found,  on  inquiry,  to  be 
places  of  this  sort. 
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We  take  it  as  obvious  that  prostitution  in  all  its  phases 
is  an  unmitigated  evil,  the  demoralizing  effects  of  which  on 
society  and  on  the  individual  need  not  be  specified.  In  view, 
therefore,  of  the  widespread  danger  to  which  the  city  is 
being  exposed,  the  question  arises  as  to  what  efforts  are 
being  made  to  cope  with  the  evil,  and  in  what  way  may  these 
efforts  be  fortified,  and,  in  particular,  as  to  what  the  Epis- 
copal Church  as  a  body  is  doing  in  the  premises. 

The  statutes  of  the  State  of  Oregon  and  the  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Portland  make  prostitution  an  unlawful  oc- 
cupation. The  Ditsrict  Attorney  is  empowered  to  prose- 
cute all  cases  brought  to  his  attention,  and,  in  trial,  common 
fame  is,  by  statute,  admitted  as  evidence.  Legally,  there- 
fore, there  is  no  reason  why  this  evil,  the  alarming  extent 
of  which  has  been  referred  to,  should  prevail.  But  the  law 
is  not  enforced.  The  responsibility  for  this  state  of  affairs 
rests  primarily  on  the  city  officials  whose  business  it  is  to 
enforce  the  law,  ultimately  it  rests  upon  the  public  who  have 
by  indifference  suffered  the  law  to  become  a  dead  letter. 
Of  course  those  who  benefit,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
by  the  profits  of  this  immoral  business  are  unwilling  that  it 
should  be  stopped,  and  they  resort  to  every  sort  of  trickery 
to  conserve  their  sources  of  revenue.  Taking  advantage  of 
the  utter  lack  of  organization,  and  the  fatuous  complacency 
of  the  law-abiding  majority,  these  people  are  able  to  exert 
an  influence  out  of  all  proportion  to  their  numbers. 

In  this  connection  we  may  remark  that  we  were  shown 
evidence  to  convince  us  that  prostitution  is  flouurishing  in 
Portland,  and  has  been  for  some  time  past,  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  police.  The  evidence  we  speak  of  was  not 
gathered  by  your  committe,  but  can  be  relied  on  as  trust- 
worthy. Whether  or  not  it  would  secure  a  conviction  be- 
fore a  jury  we  are  not  competent  to  decide.  But  the  differ- 
ence between  a  jury  verdict  and  moral  certainty  is,  we  hope, 
obvious. 

There  are  many  citizens  who  are  persuaded  that  an  at- 
tempt to  suppress  prostitution  only  succeeds  in  disseminat- 
ing vice,  and  who  therefore  advocate  its  restriction  within 
a  limited  area.  This  remedy — if  such  it  may  be  called — is  one 
which  has  been  put  to  the  test  in  many  cities,  but  the  results 
have  been  such  as  to  procure  from  experienced  social  work- 
ers an  almost  unanimous  verdict  of  disapproval.     Segrega- 
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tion  as  a  matter  of  fact  does  not  segregate,  and  when  the 
plan  fails  in  this  point,  little  remains  to  be  said  in  its  favor. 
However,  the  fact  is  that  the  high  estimation  in  which  this 
plan  is  held  among  the  people  at  large  has  given  an  excuse 
to  the  officials  for  neglecting  their  plain  duty  of  enforcing 
the  law  as  it  stands. 

The  true  course  to  be  pursued  is,  as  social  workers  almost 
everywhere  agree,  to  enforce,  to  the  letter,  such  laws  against 
prostitution  as  the  City  of  Portland  has ;  while,  at  the  same 
time,  every  effort  is  made  to  render  the  ways  leading  into 
such  a  life  difficult  and  dangerous,  and  to  make  the  ways 
of  escape  from  it  as  easy  and  accessible  as  may  be.  In  other 
words,  this  casts  the  responsibility  upon  the  voters  of  the 
city.  It  becomes  their  duty  to  elect  officials  who  will  enforce 
the  laws  as  they  stand  not  fitfully,  nor  for  political  effect,  but 
constantly,  from  a  pre-determined  policy,  and  to  remove 
officials  from  office  forthwith  if  it  shall  appear  that  they 
have  been  negligent  in  the  performance  of  duty.  It  is  the 
citizen's  duty,  moreover,  to  investigate  the  social,  economic, 
and  moral  conditions  which  contribute  to  prostitution  and 
to  devise  remedies  when  evils  are  discovered.  It  is  their 
duty  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  methods  of  reforma- 
tories, houses  of  mercy,  etc.,  and  to  support  generously  all 
worthy  institutions. 

Along  the  lines  just  laid  down  a  start  has  already  been 
made,  though  to  tell  the  truth  the  van-guard  of  the  move- 
ment is  not  composed  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  which,  true 
to  some  of  her  instincts,  has  apparently  chosen  to  "tarry 
behind  with  the  stuff." 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  law  enforcement  a  Municipal 
League  has  been  organized  in  Portland,  and  has  done  excel- 
lent work.  This  league  endeavors  to  guide  public  opinion, 
to  suggest  legislation,  to  search  out  and  secure  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  who  can  be  depended  upon  to  do  their 
duty.  The  work  of  the  Municipal  League  has  been  severely 
handicapped  owing  to  a  widely  current  suspicion  among 
business  men  that  the  league,  despite  its  professions,  is,  in 
point  of  fact,  aiming  not  at  reform,  but  at  political  advan- 
tage. We  think  this  suspicion  most  unjust.  Whatever 
serious  effort  has  been  made  in  the  past  year  to  enforce  the 
laws  against  prostitution  has  emanated  from  the  Municipal 
L^agye-;  and  if  these  efforts  of  theirs  have  not  been:  sue- 
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cessful,  the  blame,  we  are  persuaded,  rests  on  other  shoul- 
ders. If  the  District  Attorney's  office  had  been  as  con- 
scientious and  as  accurate  as  the  Municipal  League  we  are 
sure  the  outcome  of  those  prosecutions  would  have  been 
different.  However,  the  fact  remains  that  the  motives  of 
the  league  are  suspected.  We  think  that  this  is  largely,  if 
not  altogether,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  league  is  blessed  with 
the  patronage  of  friends  who  regard  social  reform  as  a  fish 
pond  for  sensation,  and  whose  fish  stories  have  strained  the 
patience  of  the  public  beyond  the  breaking  point.  An  organ- 
ization with  objects  similar  to  those  of  the  Municipal  League 
is  imperatively  needed,  and  ought  to  be  strongly  supported. 

There  is  a  distinct  need  for  a  searching  investigation  of 
the  causes  which  lead  to  prostitution.  Until  the  facts  have 
been  assembled  and  classified  well  considered  measures  of 
reform  can  hardly  be  expected.  Such  an  investigation 
would  require  a  great  deal  of  time,  great  thoroughness,  and 
the  expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  of  money.  And  it  is 
one  which  a  private  unofficial  board  could  hardly  hope  to 
carry  out  successfully,  owing  to  the  fact  that  such  a  body 
would  depend  upon  voluntary  testimony,  and  the  most  es- 
sential data  would  not  be  disclosed  voluntarily.  A  board 
clothed  with  the  powers  of  the  Chicago  Vice  Commission 
would  seem  to  be  what  is  required.  Among  the  subjects 
which  such  a  board  would  be  expected  to  investigate,  the 
following  more  important  ones  may  be  specified :  (1)  The 
wages  paid  to  g^rls  in  stores  and  factories;  (2)  The  rela- 
tion betwen  their  wages  and  the  cost  of  living:  (3)  The 
best  means  of  protecting  young  women  from  the  artifices 
of  procurers  and  the  most  satisfactory  methods  of  surround- 
ing the  young  with  wholesome,  moral  influences  and  amuse- 
ments: (5)  The  character  of  places  of  recreation.  Of 
course,  the  only  way  to  obtain  such  a  board  is  to  create 
a  public  sentiment  which  will  demand  it.  In  the  creation 
of  that  sentiment  the  Episcopal  Church  should  not  be  lag- 
gard. 

It  now  remains  to  speak  briefly  of  the  organizations 
which  are  in  touch  with  social  reform : 

(1)  The  Department  of  Public  Safety  for  young  women, 
which  is  under  the  able  management  of  Mrs.  Lola  G.  Bald- 
win. •  Theofficcis  inthe  Y.  W.  C.  A.  building.    This  depart- 
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ment  is  sui^rted,  though  mcagerly,  by  the  city.    Mrs.  Bald- 
win's work  deserves  great  credit. 

(2)  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  endeavors  to  find  employment  for, 
to  recommend  suitable  boarding  houses,  and  to  give  good 
companionship,  to  young  women  living  in  Portland. 

(3)  What  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  does  for  women,  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  aspires  to  do  for  men,  though  its  aspirations  are  not 
so  often  realized. 

(4)  The  People's  Institute  provides  rooms  for  reading 
and  rest  for  men,  sewing  classes  for  women,  a  Sunday 
School,  mothers'  meetings,  men's  meetings,  etc.  This  work 
is  under  Presbyterian  auspices  and  is  well  supported. 

(5)  The  excellent  work  of  the  Portland  Commons  needs 
no  description,  but  we  cannot  neglect  this  opportunity  of 
speaking  of  the  great  debt  which  Portland  owes  to  Mr. 
W.  G.  MacClaren  for  it. 

(6)  The  Salvation  Army  carries  on  rescue  work  on 
much  the  same  lines  as  the  Portland  Commons. 

(7)  The  Boys'  and  Girls*  Aid  undertakes  to  care  for 
children  who,  if  left  to  themselves,  would  probably  end  as 
delinquents.     The  work  is  excellent. 

(8)  The  Sisters  of  St.  John  Baptist  have  a  home  at 
Montavilla  for  girls  who  have  gone  astray  or  are  in  dan- 
ger of  so  doing.  St.  Elizabeth's  House,  now  in  its  second 
year  of  operation,  has  already  gained  a  fine  reputation  for 
itself.  This  is  one  institution  dealing  with  rescue  or  social 
work  under  the  auspices  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
city  of  Portland.  The  Sisters  speak  most  gratefully  of  the 
support  they  have  received  from  our  Church  people  here, 
yet,  if  St.  Elizabeth's  House  were  depending  upon  the 
Church  in  Oregon  for  its  up-keep,  and  was  not  financed 
chiefly  from  outside  the  Diocese,  it  would  have  had  to  close 
its  doors  long  ago.  It  is  recommended  that  our  people  (the 
clergy  especially)  make  themselves  familiar  with  the  splen- 
did work  begun  by  this  institution  and  try  to  help  it  for- 
ward. 

(9))  The  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd  is  a  Roman 
Catholic  institution  for  fallen  women,  conducted  on  a  differ- 
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ent  plan  from  St.  Elizabeth's.    It  has  been  long  established 
and  has  a  large  number  of  inmates. 

(10)  The  Louise  Home,  under  the  same  auspices  as  the 
Portland  Commons,  and  the  Rescue  Home  of  the  Salvation 
Army,  are  smaller  institutions  struggling  with  the  same 
problem. 

(11)  The  Florence  Crittenden  Refuge  Home  also  gives 
great  assistance  in  this  branch  of  social  work,  providing  for 
maternity  cases. 

3.    Jails. 

Your  Committee  has  also  made  some  inquiry  into  the 
manner  in  which  city  prisoners  are  cared  for.  We  are 
more  than  glad  to  say  that  the  recent  election  has  rendered 
unnecessary  any  report  on  that  long  standing  example  of 
man's  inhumanity  to  his  less  fortunate  brother  known  as 
the  city  jail.  In  addition  to  the  city  jail,  your  Committee 
has  investigated  the  Linton  rock  quarry,  commonly  called 
the  LinntoD  rock  pile.  The  best  thing  which  can  be  said 
about  this  institution  is  that  the  prisoners  are  required  to 
work — whatever  the  motive  for  that  requirement  may  be. 
In  the  first  place,  the  accommodations  are  now  utterly  in- 
adequate for  the  average  number  of  prisoners  committed. 
It  is  not  unusual  to  find  confined  in  the  place  fifty  per  cent 
more  than  the  originally  contemplated.  The  building  is 
unsanitary  and  in  some  respects  indecent.  When  one  re- 
members that  the  prisoners  by  their  labor  more  than  pay 
for  their  expense  to  the  city  and  county,  it  remains  an 
unanswered  question  why  adequate  accommodations  are 
not  furnished.  Grand  juries  have  repeatedly  condemned 
the  place  but  with  no  result.  To  speak  truly  of  the  dis- 
cipline which  prevails  is  a  difficult  task.  The  majority  of 
those  committed  belong  to  a  hardened  class — real  "low- 
brows"— but  it  appears  to  be  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
the  discipline  is  too  rigorous,  and,  in  some  instances,  brutal 
and  uncalled  for.  We  can  find  no  justification  for  the  low 
and  blasphemous  language  often  addressed  to  inmates.  Your 
Committee  thinks  that  the  medical  attention  accorded  pris- 
oners in  case  of  illness  and  accident  altogether  insufficient. 
In  this  inquiry  we  have  found  slight  evidence  of  any  study 
or  interest  in  present  day  methods  and  ideals  of  penal  and 
reformatory    institutions.      Your    Committee    believes    that 
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the  cause  of  amendment  of  life  would  be  accelerated  by 
the  segregation  of  prisoners  according  to  their  records  and 
criminal  status.  This  we  think  could  be  accomplished  with- 
out much  additional  cost  to  the  sensitive  taxpayer.  From 
within  the  Gatehouse  Prison,  Richard  Lovelace  wrote : 

"Stone  walls  do  not  a  prison  make, 
Nor  iron  bars  a  cage; 
Minds  innocent  and  quiet  take 
That  for  an  hermitage." 

But,  under  the  present  arrangements,  minds  compara- 
tively innocent  in  Portland  jails  have  every  chance  of  re- 
ceiving more  injury  than  good.  The  really  sad  state  in 
which  city  prisoners  exist — we  use  the  word  sad  advisedly 
for  reformation,  a  thing  difficult  in  itself,  is  rendered  doubly 
so  by  surroundings  which  retard  any  efforts  in  that  direc- 
tion— is  due  in  the  last  instance  to  the  complacent  attitude 
of  the  average  citizen  who  is  very  amiable  but  very  poorly 
informed  in  regard  to  actual  conditions  in  our  charming 
municipality  and  is  inclined  to  resent  any  demands  on  his 
time  or  his  sympathy. 

4.    Summary  and  Recommendations. 

We,  your  Committee,  feel  that  the  social  work  which  is 
being  done  in  the  City  of  Portland  by  our  Church,  is  of  such 
small  moment  that  it  should  not  be  called  anything  more 
than  an  attempt.  Remembering  also  that  our  Diocesan 
Journal  for  1910  gives  us  a  communicant  list  (not  a  confir- 
mation list)  in  the  City  of  Portland  of  almost  2,400  and 
recalling  the  boasted  wealth  and  influence  which  some  of 
our  people  claim  to  possess  we  acknowledge  with  shame 
that  not  a  single  work  along  institutional  lines  is  under  the 
fostering  care  or  in  the  name  of  the  Episcopal  Church  save 
St.  Elizabeth's  House;  while  we  do  not  say  that  we  ought 
to  enter  into  the  work  in  the  spirit  of  competition  with 
others  in  their  endeavors  to 

"Rescue  the  perishing,  care  for  the  dying, 
Snatch  them  in  pity  from  sin  and  the  grave," 

we  are  convinced  that  among  the  "submerged"  there  arc 
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many  children  of  the  Church  for  whose  care  we,  primarily, 
are  responsible. 

In  the  complex  activities  and  demands  of  city  parishes  no 
rector  can  begin  to  do  his  duty  to  his  parish  and  be  re- 
sponsible for  any  particular  branch  of  social  service  work. 
Nor  are  any  of  our  parishes  able  unassisted  (with  one  pos- 
sible exception)  to  meet  the  expenses  that  must  be  incurred. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  foregoing-,  this  Committee 
hereby  recommends  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  the  following  proposals: 

( 1 )  That  the  Bishop  of  Oregon  call  a  meeting  of  the 
city  clergy — the  time  and  place  to  be  arranged  later — for 
the  purpose  of  accepting  or  rejecting  proposals  two  to  seven, 
inclusive ; 

(2)  That  each  clergyman  nominate  a  lay  parishioner  to 
be  added  to  this  general  committee  of  the  clergy ; 

(3)  That  from  this  general  committee,  a  special  com- 
mittee shall  be  elected  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  obtain 
financial  support  for  a  city  missionary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  work  of  a  city  mission ; 

(4)  That  an  adequate  salary  be  pledged  to  the  city  mis- 
sionary who  shall  not  be  attached  to  any  parish  or  other 
mission  in  Portland; 

(5)  That  the  general  committee  nominate  a  city  mis- 
sionary to  the  Bishop  of  Oregon  for  his  approval ; 

(6)  That  as  soon  as  practicable  a  suitable  place  be 
rented  in  the  down  town  district  for  the  work  of  the 
mission ; 

(7)  That  as  this  work  affects  only  city  parishes,  we 
recommend  that  it  shall  never  become  chargeable  to  or  de- 
pend on  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions ; 

(8)  Regarding  what  has  been  said  above  with  reference 
to  sanitation  and  reform  in  general  your  Committee  wishes 
further  to  recommend  that  a  committee  of  seven  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  for 
social  service  work,  with  power   to    represent    the    Diocese 
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Convention  officially  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  sub- 
ject in  hand: 

(9)  That  the  Diocesan  Convention  petition  the  proper 
civic  authorities  for  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  investi- 
gation with  powers  of  a  scope  similar  to  those  of  the  Chi- 
cago Vice  Commission.

APPORTIONMENT. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
held  on  Tuesday  evening,  August  1st,  the  fdllowing  resolu- 
tion was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  oi  this  meeting  that  the 
apportionment  for  Diocesan  Missions  for  the  current  year 
be  placed  on  the  basis  of  one  dollar  per  communicant. 

BASIS  OF  APPORTIONMENT. 

^or'Churdi  Extenftion  in  Oregon,  $1.00  per  cominunicant. 
For  General  Missions,  60  cents  per  communicant. 

This  "per  capita"  basis  of  raising  money  for  Missions  is 
wooden,  and  uninspiring,  if  not  sordid.  The  best  that  can 
be  said  for  it  is  that  it  discourages  the  padding  of  communi- 
cant lists,  and  is  an  easy  method  of  distributing  the  required 
apportionment,  indicating  the  minimum  of  what  a  congre- 
gation should  do.  There  are  many  children  who  are  com- 
municants, many  not  wage  earners,  and  many  "not  found," 
and  the  larger  the  parish  the  heavier  the  burden  of  appor- 
tionment ialls  on  the  few.  Some  day  a  better  basis  than  this 
"dollar  .per  communicant"  will  be  found.  Meanwhile  the 
rectors  and  vestries  are  urged  .to  have  a  special  missionary 
committee,  an  "every  member  canvass,"  and  the  duplex 
envelope.  There  are  many  communicants  who  can,  and 
we  believe  will,  give  fifty  times  their  "dollar  per  communi- 
cant" if  there  is  an  inspiring  missionary  spirit  created  in 
the  .parish. 

Giving  to  Missions  is  a  measure  both  of  the  interest  a 
priest  and  parish  take  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  and  of  their 
obedience  to  the  Lord's  command.  Further  it  indicates  the 
spiritual  vitality  of  a  parish.  The  parish  that  does  not  give 
willingly  and  generously  to  the  extension  of  the  Church  i.  e. 
stipends  of  missionaries,  is  on  a  rapid  decline,  and  sadly  in 
•danger  of  death  by  dry  rot. 

As  no  further  assessments  are  to  be  made  for  the  Episco- 
pal Fund  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  renewed  enthusi- 
asm for  Missions. 

Three  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  is  asked  for.  Let 
every  parish  and  Mission  begin  NOW  to  raise  its  quota, 
and  not  wait  until  next  Lent,  and  the  sum  can  be  easily 
raised.    It  must  all  be  paid  by  April  30,  1912.

DELINQUENTS. 

The  following  are  the  parishes  which  failed  to  complete 
their  amount  of  their  apportionments  for  the  convention 
year  1911.  As  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  relies  for 
its  work  on  payment  in  full  this  list  is  given  in  the  belief 
that  rectors  and  wardens  reading  it  will  have  these  amounts 
paid.

APPENDIX  H. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  CANONS. 

Note. — The  last  complete  edition  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  was  printed  in  the  Journal  of  1907.  The  new  Constitu- 
tion as  finally  approved  and  adopted  at  the  Convention  of  1911 
may  be  found  on  pages  51-64  of  the  Journal  of  1910.  All  amend- 
mexits  to  the  Canons  since  1907  are  given  in  full  or  by  refer- 
ence below: 

1.  Section  6,  Canon  II,  amended  by  adding*  the  words:  "Un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention  by  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present."     (Journal  of  1908,  page  18.) 

2.  New  Canon  enacted,  as  follows: 

CANON  XVI. 
OF  THE  CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Chan- 
cellor, upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop.  The  Chancellor  shall 
be  a  layman  learned  in  the  law,  and  a  communicant  member  of 
some  parish  or  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention.  His  office 
shall  be  to  act  as  legal  advisor  and  counsellor  to  the  Bishop,  the 
Standing  Committee,  ecclesiastical  courts  and  the  Convention, 
when  called  upon  to  do  so.     (Journal  of  1909,  page  23.) 

3.  Canon  XV  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

CANON  XV. 

Section  1.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  there 
shall  be  elected  an  Assessment  Committee  to  consist  of  two 
layman  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  assume 
office.  Such  committee  shall  make  annual  assessment  upon  the 
parishes,  missions  and  congregations  of  the  Diocese  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  Section  2  of  this  Canon,  for  defraying  the  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  Conventiion;  for  charges  of  the  General 
Convention:  for  the  Episcopal  salary:  for  ecclesiastical  trials 
and  discipline,  and  any  other  demands  which  the  Convention 
at  any  time  approve  and  direct.  And  each  parish,  mission  and 
congregation  is  hereby  made  responsible  for  the  payment  of  the 
assessment  levied  against  it. 

Sec.  2.  The  amount  assessed  upon  each  parish,  mission  or 
congregation  in  accordance  with   Section  1   of  this  Canon  shall 
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be  based  upon  its  current  expenses,  being  the  amount  paid  for 
ministerial  and  other  salaries,  organist,  choir,  sexton,  lights,  in- 
surance, heating,  rent  and  all  other  current  parochial  expenses 
incurred  for  conducting  and  maintaining  the  services,  the  care, 
preservation,  ordinary  repairs  and  expenses  of  church  buildings 
and  rectories  and  grounds,  exclusive  of  amounts  paid  on  account 
of  principal  and  interest  of  mortgage,  bonded  or  funded  debt  or 
for  permanent  street  or  other  permanent  improvements,  as 
shown  by  its  annual  report  filed  that  year.  The  Assessment 
Committee,  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  current  expenses, 
may  consider  the  income  side  of  the  annual  report.  If  in  any 
parish  the  rectorship  is  vacant,  the  committee  shall  take  the 
average  of  the  previous  five  years  (or  less,  if  the  parish  be  of 
less  age).  If  any  parish  or  mission  shall  fail  to  file  with  the 
Diocesan  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  as  required  by  Section  8  of 
Canon  VI,  a  copy  of  its  annual  report  for  that  year;  then  the 
Assessment  Committee  shall  arbitrarily  fix  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  of  such  parish  or  mission. 

(Journal  of  1909,  page  48.) 

4.     Article  I  of  Canon  XI,  Consttiution  of  Parishes,  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 


ARTICLE   I. 

ACCEDING  TO  THE  GENERAL  AND  DIOCESAN  CON- 
STITUTION, CANONS,  ETC. 

This  Parish,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  expressly  accedes  to, 
recognizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrines,  dis- 
cipline and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Oregon.'

APPENDIX  J. 


Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary to  Good  Samaritan  Hospital. 

The  Social  Service  Committee  has  so  far  found  only  a  few 
cases  needing  their  attention.  Shortly  after  its  appointment 
a  meeting  was  held  when  the  policy  of  using  existing  social 
organizations  such  as  the  Associate  Charities,  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  Peoples'  Institute,  etc.,  to  aid  discharged  pa- 
tients, was  adopted.  Our  mission  to  be  to  bring  them  into 
touch  with  these  agencies,  and  only  rendering  direct  help 
when  this  was  not  possible. 

The  chairman  addressed  the  assembled  nurses  in  the  lec- 
ture-room of  the  nurses'  home  after  chapel  service  one  Sun- 
day evening,  explaining  the  proposed  scope  of  the  work, 
and  asking  their  cooperation,  by  informing  the  committee 
of  persons  needing  its  assistance,  which  should  come  to  their 
knowledge  while  discharging  their  duties.  These  cases  to 
be  reported  to  the  superintendent,  or  head  nurse,  who  would 
telephone  the  chairman,  as  Miss  Loveridge  recommended 
this  plan. 

The  committee  then  met  at  the  hospital  in  order  to  inter- 
view patients,  whom  it  was  suggested  might  need  their 
services. 

Mr.  A.,  who  lost  the  use  of  his  legs,  so  that  he  was  obliged 
to  use  crutches,  while  working  at  street-paving  for  an 
asphalt  company,  had  a  wife,  and  same  conducting  a  bakery 
and  small  shop  in  the  middle  west,  so  it  was  decided  that 
he  should  return  to  them  on  his  discharge  as  he  could  be  of 
service  in  tending  the  shop  even  in  his  crippled  condition, 
but  his  departure  was  delayed  by  a  suit  he  had  already  begun 
against  the  company,  which  his  lawyer  had  said  could  not 
be  tried  for  almost  a  month.  The  lawyer  was  visited  and 
asked  if  it  was  possible  to  hasten  the  suit. 

The  superintendent  asked  the  committee  to  visit  the  wife 
of  a  patient,  who  had  been  transferred  to  the  Open  Air  Sani- 
tarium, as  it  was  reported  that  she  was  destitute,  and  in 
broken  health  from  nursing  him  before  his  removal  from 
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home.     It  was  found  the  Visiting  Nurses'  Association  al- 
ready had  charge  of  the  case. 

Mrs.  G.  had  had  pneumonia,  shortly  after  recovering  from 
a  severe  surgical  operation  was  visited  in  the  tenement  where 
she  lived,  the  physician,  who  had  attended  her  said  a  relapse 
was  quite  probable  if  she  did  not  have  very  nourishing  food. 
Her  husband,  who  had  been  out  of  work  some  months,  had 
secured  a  job  the  day  before  the  visit,  and  she  was  most 
unwilling  to  receive  charity.  It  was  only  when  it  was  sug- 
gested to  her  that  she  could  repay  them  at  some  future  time 
that  she  consented  to  accept  milk  from  the  Visiting  Nurses' 
Association,  and  a  member  of  the  committee  undertook  to 
supply  her  with  eggs  and  some  other  delicacies,  which  by 
bringing  them  herself  and  using  the  utmost  tact,  were  ac- 
cepted. Flowers  supplied  by  the  same  member  greatly 
pleased  her.  She,  however,  again  informed  the  committee 
that  they  better  discontinue  the  milk,  or  allow  her  to  pay 
for  it.  Some  weeks  before  they  actually  did  so,  as  the  nurse 
said  it  was  most  necessary  for  her  complete  restoration  to 
health.  It  was  gratifying  to  find  this  spirit  of  independence 
in  one  who,  prior  to  her  illness,  had  done  housecleaning 
and  acted  charwoman. 

A  patient  convalescing  from  a  severe  surgical  operation — a 
widow  whose  six  children  were  in  the  Odd  Fellows'  Home — 
was  greatly  distressed  at  not  having  a  visit  from  them, 
which  the  matron  of  the  home  informed  her  was  impossible. 
Through  one  of  the  committee,  who  also  had  connection 
with  the  home,  the  children  were  brought  to  see  their 
mother,  and  about  a  fortnight  later  a  member  of  the  Junior 
League,  after  consulting  with  us,  called  for  the  children  in 
her  automobile,  and  a  second  visit  was  made,  both  greatly 
cheering  the  sick  mother,  whose  gratitude  was  touching. 

Although  the  committee  feels  that  it  has  made  very  small 
beginnings,  they  hope,  as  its  gets  into  closer  touch  with 
the  hospital  (members  of  the  committee  are  making  weekly 
visits  of  inquiry  in  rotation),  to  be  able  to  assist  in  making 
the  cures  effected  by  the  hospital  permanent  by  ministering 
to  the  needs  of  any  one  who  needs  a  comfortable  place  of 
abode,  further  medical  aid,  work,  advice — in  short,  a  friend.

MINUTES 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  was  opened  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  of  St. 
Stephen  the  Martyr  at  10  a.  m.  on  June  14th  by  the  Right 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Oregon,  celebrating  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, assisted  by  the  Vicar  of  the  Pro-Cathedral,  Rev.  Horace 
Ramsey,  after  which  a  delicious  luncheon  was  served  by  the 
women  of  St.  Stephens  in  the  adjoining  parish  house,  and 
then  the  business  session  was  called  to  order  in  the  church, 
the  President,  Mrs.  Charles  Scadding,  in  the  chair,  and  an 
address  of  welcome  was  made  by  the  Honorary  President, 
Mrs.  Hill.  The  chair  then  appointed  Mrs.  Barker,  Mrs. 
Thayer  and  Mrs.  Hancock  nominating  committee,  and  the 
order  of  business  was  suspended  while  they  were  in  con- 
ference. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  accepted. 
The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  read  and 
accepted.  Report  of  the  Organizing  Secretary  read  and 
accepted.  She  declined  to  accept  re-election.  Report  of  the 
Mission  Study  Secretary  read  and  accepted. 

Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  accepted.  $782,49 
had  been  received,  $215.49  for  General  Missions,  $367.00 
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diocesan,  a  gain  of  $171.00  in  the  total  receipts,  and  specials 
had  amounted  to  $200.00,  which  perhaps  accounts  for  the 
fact  we  had  not  met  our  apportionment,  and  it  is  most 
important  we  do  this  before  contributing  in  other  directions, 
especially  as  Mrs.  Scadding  suggested  it  was  too  low  even 
as  it  stands  for  a  state  as  rich  as  Oregon. 

The  United  Offering  Secretary  reported  $520.06  sent  to 
the  triennial  meeting  in  Cincinnati,  and  $158.21  on  hand 
collected  since.

Stephen's — Miss  Elizabeth  Knight,  secretary,  reported  an 
average  attendance  of  six  members  and  $82.30  contributed 
to  missions.

The 
nominating  committee  presented  the  names  of  new  officers 
and  on  a  motion  to  have  the  Secretary  cast  a  ballot  they 
were  unanimously  elected. 

The  committee  on  place  of  meetings,  Mrs.  Breck,  chair- 
man, appointed  them  as  follows:  Second  Monday  in  Octo- 
ber, St.  Matthew's ;  second  Monday  in  January,  St.  Michael's 
and  All  Angels;  second  Monday  in  March,  the  Ascension.

Pfahler  and  seconded  that  Mrs.  Scadding  express  our  thanks 
to  Mr.  Wood.  Carried.  It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Talbot  and 
seconded  that  we  express  our  thanks  to  the  ladies  of  St. 
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Stephen's  for  their  hospitality.  Carried.  Meeting  adjourned 
to  convene  at  St.  Matthew's  Chapel  on  Monday,  Octo- 
ber 9th.

Will  we  raise  our  share,  namely,  $600,  before  August  31, 
1912?  We  can  if  we  will;  we  can  and  we  will.  It  can  if 
we  will  follow  the  new  method  being  adopted  by  the  Church 
Mission  House,  namely,  the  individual  weekly  pledge  for 
Missions,  t:)  be  placed  in  a  small  envelope  in  the  treasury  of 
the  home  parish.  This  plan  is  being  adopted  all  the  Church 
and  is  proving  most  satisfactory. 

NOTES. 

Among  ether  encouraging  features,  the  attendance  was  the 
largest  \vh*ch  has  been  at  any  annua]  meeting;  142  were  present, 
with  St.  David's  leading  with  32,  and  delegates  came  especially 
for  the  meeting  from  as  far  as  Marshtield  and  Ashland.  Already 
over  $ir>8  has  been  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  that  self- 
denial  fund,  the  united  triennial  offering,  which  is  better  than  the 
first  year  of  our  last  one,  although  we  will  have  to  be  more 
generous  if  we  wish  to  have  ready  to  present  at  the  time  of  the 
General  Convention  more  than  $520,  the  amount  given  for  past 
three  years. 

It  was  splendid  to  have  in  attendance  at  the  annual  meeting 
so  many  Juniors,  whose  flourishing  conditipn  makes  us  so  hopt" 
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ful  for  the  future  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  There  were  more 
of  them  present  at  this  annual  meeting  than  ever  before,  and 
their  reports  read  by  the  branch  secretaries  made  one  feel  that 
the  strength  of  the  organization,  when  the  present  leaders  pass 
it  on  to  other  hands,  is  assured. 

The  Rev.  C.  W.  Robinson,  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Oregon 
City,  preached  the  sermon  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  was  an 
inspiring  call  to  service  for  God.  Miss  Robinson  and  Miss  Per- 
cival  were  present  at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, gave  a  stirring  address,  and  it  was  a  great  uplift  to  all  to 
come  in  contact  with  a  keen  mind  and  fiery  zeal  in  doing  a  large 
part  in  furthering  one  of  the  great  movements  of  our  time,  and 
making  history.  His  address  made  us  feel  that  the  days  of  the 
saints  and  martyrs  are  not  of  the  past  when  we  heard  of  the 
heroic  work  done  by  our  missionaries. 

The  interesting  and  forceful  way  the  Bishop  presented  to  us 
the  local  work  cannot  be  passed  over  in  any  account  of  the 
meeting;  nor  the  systematic  and  expeditious  way  our  president, 
Mrs.  Scadding,  conducted  its  business  part.  Certainly  not  the 
least  enjoyable  part  was  the  time  and  opportunity  given  for 
social  converse,  and  who  will  forget  the  splendid  opportunity  af- 
forded for  prayer  and  praise  while  partaking  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion with  which  the  day  opened.  Surely,  if  signs  mean  any- 
thing, the  missionary  work  of  Oregon  Church  women  must  go 
forward  during  the  coming  year.     Let  our  watchword  be:  "Ad- 


vance."

The  T went) -fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon  assembled  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  of  St.  Stephen  the 
Martyr,  at  eight  o'clock,  on  Tuesday  evening,  May  14,  1912, 
for  the  ** Preparation  Service."  Evening  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Vicar,  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Ramsey,  Archdeacon  Horsfall 
reading  the  First  Lesson  and  Archdeacon  Chambers  read- 
ing the  Second  Lesson. 

'The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.  (See  Appendix  L) 
The  Offering  was  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  the  Service 
closed  with  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop. 

FIRST   DAY. 

Portland,  Ore.,  May  15,  1912.

The  Rev.  W.  A.  M.  Jkeck,  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
called  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  list 
of  Lay  Delegates  entitled  to  seals  in  the  Ccmvention. 

The  Chair  announced  a  quorum  present,  and  the  Con- 
vention ready  for  the  transaction  of  business.

The  undersigned  of  our  Committee  on  Assessments,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  request  of  St.  John's  Memorial 
Parish,  Portland,  for  privilege  of  lay  representation  in  this 
Convention,  notwithstanding  said  Parish  is  delinquent  in 
the  payment  of  its  assessment  prior  to  the  present  year,  beg 
leave  to  reix)rt : 

We  find  on  page  56  of  the  Journal  of  1911,  under  adopted 
resolution  that  in  accordance  with  Article  16  of  the  Con- 
stitution penalty  for  non-payment  of  assessments  is  exclu- 
sion of  lay  representation  of  such  delinquent  Parish  or 
Mission  '*until  such  time  as  its  assessments  are  paid  in  full." 

Accordingly  your  Committee  has  no  other  discretion  than 
to  recommend  lay  representation  of  St.  John's  Memorial 
Parish,  Portland,  be  denied  until  the  rule  of  Convention  is 
complied  with.

The  Rev.  T.  F.  Bowen  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  failed  of  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  assessment  against  St.  John's 
Church.  Sellwood,  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  the  Con- 
vention Fund  for  the  year  1910-11  be  remitted. 
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The  hour  of  twelve  having  been  reached,  the  Bishop  read 
the  prayers  for  Missions. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  was  then  declared  in  order. 

The  Rev.  W.  A.  M.  Breck  and  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Baker 
were  nominated  and  upon  the  report  of  the  tellers  the  Chair 
announced  that  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Baker  was  duly  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  nominated  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark  of  Port- 
land to  be  Assistant  Secretary,  which  nomination  was  con- 
firmed by  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  H.  R.  Talbot  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  by  a  standing  vote: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  herewith  expresses  its 
appreciation  to  the  Rev.  W.  A.  M.  Breck  for  the  eight 
years  of  faithful  and  courteous  services  which  he  has 
rendered  to  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  as  Secretary  of  its 
Convention. 

The  Rev.  H.  M.  Ramsey  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted  by  the  Convention,  "voting  by 
orders :" 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry 
and  congregation  of  St.  John's  Church,  Scllwood,  to  be 
reduced  to  the  status  of  an  organized  Mission  be  complied 
with,  but  on  the  condition  that  said  Parish  first  convey 
to  the  Bishop,  as  Corporation  Sole,  all  its  real  property, 
and  thereupon  proceed  to  dissolve  the  corporation  of  the 
Parish;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  action  shall  be  taken 
to  mean  that  said  congregation  is  absolved  from  its  obli- 
gations due  to  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  fl.  M.  Ramsey  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Convention,  "voting  by  orders:" 

Resolved,  That  the  Parish  of  St,  James,  McMinnville, 
be  reduced  to  the  status  of  an  organized  Mission,  and  be 
totally  dissolved. 

The  Rev.  B.  G.  Lee  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Convention,  "voting  by  orders:*' 

Resolved,  That  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Milwaukee, 
be  reduced  to  the  status  of  an  organized   Mis.'^ion. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  and 
Incorporation  of  Parishes  and  Missions  read  the  report, 
which  was  adopted.     (Appendix  X.) 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  2  P.  M. 
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Wednesday,  May  15,  1912,  2:00  P.  M. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Hon.  Rodney  L.  Glisan  for 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  Upon  motion  the  Secretary  was 
authorized  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Convention  for  Mr. 
Glisan.  The  ballot  was  cast  and  the  President  declared 
Mr.  Glisan  elected  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Service  was  read 
by  Mr.  C.  A.  Bell.     (See  Appendix  XI  ). 

The  Rev.  H.  D.  Chambers  moved  that  a  Special  Commit- 
tee of  three,  to  be  appointtd  by  the  Chair,  consider  the 
re|X)rt  of  the  Social  Service  Committee.  Carried,  and  the 
Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  H.  D.  Chambers  and  G.  F. 
Rosenmuller  and  Mr.  R.  K.  Page. 

The  Rev.  B.  G.  Lee  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  as  follows: 

That  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1911 
(p.  97  of  Journal  for  1911),  in  the  following  language  be 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Section  4  of  Article  X  of  the  Consti- 
tution be  amended  b}r  striking  out  the  numeral  **3"  in 
the  proviso,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  numeral  "4,** 
so  that  the  proviso  shall  read  as  follows,  viz.:  "Provided 
that  the  election  to  each  office  shall  be  by  separate  and 
distinct  votes;  but  the  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  as 
provided  in  Section  3  of  Article  IX." 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  1  of  the  projx^sed  Canon  on  '* Convocations 
and  Deans,  as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  three  Convocations,  the  North- 
ern, the  Central  and  the  Southern.  The  Northern 
Convocation  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Tillamook, 
Clatsop.  Columbia,  Washington,  Multnomah  and  Clack- 
amas. Tlie  Central  Convocation  shall  comprise  the  coun- 
ties of  Yamhill,  Polk,  Marion,  Linn,  Benton,  Lincoln  and 
Lane.  The  Southern  Convocation  shall  comprise  the 
counties  of  Douglas,  Coos,  Curry,  Josephine  and  Jackson. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  2  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  * 'Convocations 
and  Deans,*'  as  follows  be  adopted : 
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Sec.  2.  In  each  Convocation  there  shall  be  a  Dean, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  upon  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Convocation  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years.  The  Deans  shall 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  Convocation  in  the  absence  of 
the  Bishop,  or  at  his  request,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties   as  may  be  prescribed   by  Canon. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  3  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  ''Convocations 
and  Deans,''  as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  3.  Each  Convocation  shall  hold  two  regular  meet- 
ings annually.  Each  clergyman  canonically  resident  with- 
in its  bounds  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote,  and  each 
Parish  aoid  Organized  Mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
lay  delegates,  with  seats  and  votes.  The  qualifications  and 
manner  of  elections  of  lay  delegates  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  of  delegates  to  the  Convention.  All  members  of 
Convocation  shall  vote  as  individuals,  unless  a  vote  by 
orders  is  demanded  b'-  any  three  members,  in  which  case 
each  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  dele- 
gates from  each  Parish  or  Mission  to  one  vote,  and  a 
concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  an  af- 
firmative decision. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  4  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "Convocations 
and  Deans,"  as  follows  be  adopted  : 

Sec.  4.  The  primary  meeting  of  each  Convocation  may 
be  held  in  the  city  of  Portland  before  the  adjournment 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  which  adopts  this  Canon, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop.  The  lay  delegates  to  such 
primary  meeting,  if  held  under  this  provision,  shall  be  the 
lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  from  that  Convocation. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  5  of  the  proi)oscd  Canon  on  "Convocations 
and  Deans,''  as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  5.  The  principal  object  of  the  meetings  of  Con- 
vocation shall  be  to  consider  missi<inary  work,  and  other- 
wise to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Church  in  the  respec- 
tive Convocations. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  6  of  the  proix^sed  Canon  on  "Convocations 
and  Deans,'*  as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  6.  Each  Convocation  may  make  its  own  rules  and 
regulations,  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Canons. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 
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That  Section  7  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "Convocations 
and  Deans."  as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  7.  The  Deans  of  each  Convocation  shall  make 
an   annual   report   to   the   Convention. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  the  pr()ix>sed  Canon  on  "Convocatons  and  Deans," 
adopted  Section  by  Section,  be  now  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention  by  a  concurring  vote  of  both 
orders. 

That  Section  1  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "The  Arch- 
deacon," as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  1.  An  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Convention,  or,  when  the  Convention  is  not  in  session, 
by  the  Standing  Committee  and  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion. He  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Bishop, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  the 
Board  of  Church   Extension. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  2  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "The  Arch- 
deacon." as  follows  be  adopted: 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  Archdeacon  shall  be  those 
of  a  General  Missionary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop, 
and  he  may  represent  the  Bishop  in  such  matters  as  the 
Bishop  may  designate.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  each  Convention. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  3  of  the  proiK)sed  Canon  on  **The  Arch- 
deacon," as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  .S.  The  salary  of  the  Archdeacon  snail  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  and  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  the  proposed  Canon  on  **The  Archdeacon,"  adopted 
Section  by  Section,  be  now  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention  by  a  concurring  vote  of  both 
orders. 

That  Section  1  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "The  Board  of 
Church  Extension,"  as  follows  be  adopted: 
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Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  con- 
stituted as  follows:  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
be  ex-ofticio  president;  the  Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one; 
the  Deans  of  Convocation,  ex-officio;  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  ex-officio;  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  ex- 
officio;  and  three  clergymen  and  four  laymen,  who  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention.  Five  members 
shall  constitute   a  quorum. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  2  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "The  Board  of 
Church  Extension,"  as  follows  be  adopted :

That  Section  3  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "The  Board

Sec.  3.  This  Board  shall  have  general  jurisdiction  in 
all  financial,  property  and  secular  interests  pertaining  to 
Diocesan  Missions,  subject  to  such  ecclesiastical  and  civil 
provisions  as  may  otherwise  be  made  and  applicable;  shall 
have  sole  authority  to  draw  warrants  on  the  funds  for 
Church  Extension  in  the  Diocese;  may  adopt  measures 
for  the  increase  of  such  funds  of  the  Board;  shall  fix  and 
pay  the  stipends  of  all  missionaries,  and  may  alter  or 
discontinue  the  same  on  the  expiration  of  ninety  days* 
notice:  may,  by  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop,  appropriate  money  for  purposes  other  than  mis- 
sionaries* salaries,  in  aid  of  the  missionary  work  in  the 
Diocese;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  by  Canon  or  by  resolution  of  the  Convention. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  4  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "The  Board  of 
Church  Extension,"  as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  elect  annually  a  secretary, 
and  may  elect  a  president  pro  tempore  from  among  the 
clerical  members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop.  The  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

Adopted  by  the  Convention. 

That  Section  5  of  the  proposed  Canon  on  "The  Board  of 
Church  Extension,"  as  follows  be  adopted : 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Presi-

Mr.  James  Laidlaw  called  up  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Mr.  James  Laidlaw  offered  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,.  That  the  Convention  calls  special  attention 
to  the  Report  on  the  Principal  Fund  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  requests  the  new 
Board  to  take  action  on  reports  hitherto  made  requiring 
books  to  be  kept  showing  assets  and  liabilities,  and  that 
property  held  by  the  Board  should  be  valued  at  a  reason- 
able valuation. 

The  Rev.  H.  R.  Talbot  moved  that  the  Convention  ad- 
journ.   Carried. 

The  Bishop,  after  reading  appropriate  prayers  and  pro- 
nouncing the  benediction  declared  the  Convention  ad- 
journed.

THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Delivered  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  of  St.  Stephen  the  Martyr, 
IV^rtland,  on  the  eve  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  Tuesday,  May  14,  1912: 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

Grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  unto  you  from  God  the  Father, 
and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Surely  it  is  a  happy  and  uplifting  thing  that  our  Docesan 
Convention  this  year  should  begin  on  this  Rogation  day  and 
at  this  Ascension  time.  Let  us,  like  the  men  of  Galilee  of  old, 
gaze  up  into  heaven  that  we  may  catch  the  vision  of  our 
Ascended  Lord,  that  we  in  heart  and  mind  may  thither 
ascend,  and  then,  inspired  by  that  vision,  let  us  carry  into 
all  our  undertakings  the  recollection  of  His  commission  "Ye 
shall  be  witnesses  unto  Me." 

Witnesses  to  Christ  is  the  central  thought  for  us  on  this 
occasion.  Those  words  I  take  for  our  text.  I  desire  it  to 
be  the  strong  undertone  of  all  that  I  shall  say  in  this  annual 
**charge.''  The  thought  will  sweeten  the  record  of  our  work, 
will  save  it  from  being  dry  or  uninteresting,  and  will  give  us 
enthusiasm  and  courage  to  march  steadily  onward. 

We  pray  Thee  our  Ascended  Lord  to  accept  the  witness 
we  have  born  to  Thee,  and  to  graciously  pardon  our  mis- 
takes and  failings.

The  changes  in  our  clerical  staff  have  been  as  follows: 
Kev.  Samuel  M.  Dorrance  has  left  Ashland  and  gone  to  the 
Diocese  of  Rhode  Island.  For  three  years  he  did  faithful 
and  earnest  work  at  Ashland,  and  won  the  hearts  of  all. 
Rev.  VVm.  Lucas,  at  the  request  of  the  vestry  at  Ashland 
has  been  transferred  from  St.  Mark's  Mission,  Medford, 
to  Trinity  Mission,  Ashland.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Sheerin 
comes  to  us  from  the  Diocese  of  llarrisburg  and  has  taken 
charge  of  St.  Mark's,  Medford.  Rev.  W.  L.  Johnson  came 
to  us  as  a  deacon  from  Minnesota,  and  was  ordained  priest 
at  St.  Stephen's  Pro-Cathedral  on  Februry  4th,  and 'has 
been  placed  in  charge  of  Holy  Innocents,  Astoria,  and  tlie 
Clatsoj)  County  Missions.  The  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark,  from 
Chicago,  has  charge  of  Woodstock.  The  Rev.  Jerrald  Potts, 
who  began  the  promising  Mission  of  St.  Michael  and  All 
Angels  in  Rossniere,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  return  to 
Canada  as  assistant.  Rev.  D.  J.  Macdonald,  formerly  a 
Presbyterian  clergyman,  was  admitted  to  the  diaconate  on 
I*\*bruarv  4th.  and  sent  to  McMinnville,  but  has  this  last 
month  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Olympia.  The 
Rev.  John  Marshall  resigned  St.  Andrew's,  Portsmouth, 
and  he  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Armstrong  and  Rev.  W.  R.  Powell, 
are  tlie  non-parochial  clergy  in  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Lloyd,  Chaplain  at  Vancouver,  I  have  licensed  as  a  "For- 
eign Clergyman,"  licensed  to  officiate  in  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon.  Miss  Caroline  P.  Sheffield,  who  has  done  such  ex- 
cellent work  in  the  Diocese  for  several  years,  resigned  in 
March  and  i>  now  in  California. 
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A  CORPORATION  SOLE. 

As  a  Corporation  sole  I  have  to  report  to  the  Convention 
that  the  property  of  the  Diocese  is  fully  listed,  is  in  good 
condition,  and  that  with  the  exception  of  Holy  Innocents, 
Astoria,  and  a  small  piece  at  Cottage  Grove,  seems  to  be 
growing  slightly  more  valuable  each  year.  At  Sutherlin  a 
lot  120  by  140  has  been  given  to  us  by  the  Luse  Land  & 
Water  Company,  and  already  a  suitable  combination  parish 
house  and  chapel  has  been  built  upon  it.  All  Church  prop- 
erty in  the  Diocese  is  covered  by  insurance,  and  all  taxes 
and  special  assessments  in  the  missions  have  been  paid. 
While  there  has  been  paid  from  the  income  of  what  is 
known  as  'The  Bishop's  Fund''  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
I>oard  of  Church  Extension  for  stipends  of  the  missionaries 
less  than  was  given  last  year  the  special  assessments,  repairs 
on  property,  taxes  have  made  such  a  great  demand  that  at 
the  end  of  this  fiscal  year  the  income  is  exhausted  and  the 
account  overdrawn.  Years  ago  when  Bishop  Morris  secured 
property  in  the  small  towns  there  were  no  special  assess- 
ments, or  taxes  to  pay.  Last  year  these  charges  in  almost 
every  place  have  been  large,  and  the  burden  has  fallen 
heavily  upon  the  Bishop's  Fund.  Of  course,  wherever  pos- 
sible advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  Bonding  Act,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year  the  committee  in  these  missions 
will  see  to  it  that  these  special  assessments,  taxes,  etc.,  arc 
met  locally.  I  must  urge  upon  our  missionaries  and  their 
committees  watchfulness  in  these  matters,  for  in  two  cases 
some  property  was  sold  for  taxes  and  had  to  be  redeemed. 

Now  that  we  have  more  clergy  in  the  field  we  expect 
our  missions  to  grow  stronger  each  year,  and  that  they  will 
require  less  aid  from  this  fund  from  year  to  year,  so  that 
the  income  may  be  used  for  the  extension  of  new  work  in 
rapidly  growing  rural  districts. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  Mr.  Wm.  MacMaster 
have  kindly  invested  for  me  the  trust  funds  at  good  rate  of 
interest  and  without  charge.  I  desire  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  these  gentlemen,  and  also  to  Mr.  C.  B.  Pfahlcr, 
chartered  accountant,  who  has  faithfully  kept  my  books, 
examined  and  listed  our  property  and  securities. 

REINFORCEMENT   FUND. 

Lately  I  have  been  able  to  interest  a  few  of  our  laymen 
in  the  creation  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Reinforcement 
Fund,  the  purposes  of  which  are : 
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First — For  the  purchase  of  property  intended  for  Church 
purposes. 

Second — For  the  making  of  loans  secured  by  property, 
used  for  or  intended  for  Church  purposes. 

Third — For  assisting  missions,  and  wherever  possible 
parishes,  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  their  loans,  thereby 
enabling  them  to  direct  their  energies  toward  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  principal. 

The  committee  at  work  with  me  on  the  establishment  of 
this  fund  are  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  James  B. 
Kerr,  Mr.  Sanderson  Reed,  Mr.  C.  N.  Huggins,  Mr.  W.  B. 
Asher  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Pfahler. 

So  far  three  missions  have  taken  advantage  of  this  fund 
which  is  still  in  its  infancy,  but  which,  if  it  grows  as  seems 
likely,  ought  to  do  for  this  Diocese  in  a  simple  and  practical, 
if  limited,  way  what  the  American  Church  Building  Fund 
aims  to  do  for  the  Church  at  large.  I  commend  this  good 
work  to  our  laymen  and  women,  and  when  the  committee 
begins  its  work  next  autumn  I  hope  that  many  laymen  will 
be  found  to  make  direct  contributions  to  this  fund,  and 
some  will  be  found  who  will  be  willing  to  lend  sums  of 
money  from  $50  to  $500  at  five  per  cent  interest  for  the  pur- 
lK)ses  stated. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION— DIOCESAN. 

The  report  of  our  Board  of  Church  Extension  records  a 
year  of  active  work,  and  much  progress,  and  I  shall  not  at- 
tempt to  review  a  field  which  it  has  covered  so  well.  Briefly 
I  would  state  that  we  now  have  fourteen  parishes  self- 
supporting  except  Good  Samaritan,  Corvallis.  Twenty- 
seven  missions  where  we  have  property;  five  preaching  sta- 
tions where  we  have  no  property  and  give  occasional  services. 
Wc  have  on  our  staff  of  clergy  in  the  Diocese  twenty-nine 
priests,  two  of  whom  are  non-parochial,  and  one  chaplain 
at  the  hospital.  Fourteen  of  these  priests  are  dependent  on 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  for  their  stipends,  in  whole 
or  in  part.  Our  income  from  all  sources  for  missionry  work 
in  this  Diocese  last  year  (i.  e.  from  General  Board,  Bishop's 
Fund,  local  pledges  to  stipends,  apportionments),  was  $14,- 
016.  Our  expenditure  for  stipends,  etc.,  was  $13,538.  The 
Treasurer  therefore  reports  a  balance  of  $478  to  his  credit 
at  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  April  30th.  It  will  need  this  amount 
and  all  the  unpaid  amounts  of  apportionments  to  meet  the 
stipends  which  will  have  to  be  paid  in  June  and  July. 
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I  am  thankful  to  report  that  our  missions  are  g^radually 
beginning  to  realize  their  own  responsibiHty»  and  to  rest  less 
upon  **wliat  the  Bishop  is  going  to  do."  This  is  essentially 
a  missionary  field,  but  the  day  has  gone  by  when  we  can  beg 
for  our  work  in  the  East.  The  Diocese  of  Oregon  must 
learn  to  stand  alone.  We  cannot  expect  aid  from  our  Gen- 
eral Board  much  longer.  We  need  a  larger  Diocesan  con- 
sciousness, greater  sense  of  responsibility,  and  more  self- 
sacrifice. 

In  this  connection  I  urge  the  Convention  to  take  the 
greatest  possible  care  and  thought  in  the  elections  which  will 
occur  on  Thursday.  The  Lord's  business  should  be  carried 
on  with  the  same  care  and  thoroughness  surely  as  any  other 
business,  and  yet  it  has  occurred  that  members  of  Boards 
and  committees  have  in  some  cases  attended  but  few  meet- 
ings, and  have  shown  little  or  no  interest  in  the  work.  Think 
the  elections  over  before  hand,  and  vote  intelligently.  To 
those  of  you  who  shall  be  elected  on  any  committee,  accept 
the  solemn  responsibility  resting  on  you,  and  give  your  best 
attention  to  the  work  expected  of  you.  Do  not  let  other  mat- 
ters interfere  with  your  attendance  at  board  meetings,  enter 
fully  into  all  discussions,  express  your  convictions,  but  do 
not  feel  hurt  if  things  are  not  always  your  way.  Serve  out 
your  term,  and  do  your  duty.  We  have  a  body  of  faithful, 
hard-working  loyal  priests.  I  appreciate  the  work  you  are 
doing  my  brothers,  and  I  thank  God  for  the  growth  and 
^ood  spirit  in  the  Diocese  due  to  your  prayers  and  labor. 
Your  problems  are  great,  your  stipends  small ;  but  you  have 
the  great  joy  of  working  for  God  and  His  Church,  and  the 
opportunities  here  are  mag'tiificent.  Let  us  pull  together 
lovingly,  heartily  and  w;th  renewed  enthusiasm. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION— GENERAL. 

The  budget  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  this  year 
called  for  $1,503,528.  Of  this  sum  Oregon  is  asked  to  give 
its  apportionment  of  $3,400.  Of  that  amount  we  have  sent 
to  New  York  to  April  30th  the  sum  of  $1,415.64.  The  bal- 
ance must  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  l^oard 
before  August  31st.  Some  parishes  and  missions  have  al- 
ready paid  their  share  of  the  ap|X)rtionmcnt  in  full,  fhese 
are  honor  congregations.  Many  have  as  yet  made  partial 
payments,  and  will  pay  balance  by  the  end  of  August.  Some, 
I  regret  to  say,  have  so  far  paid  nothing:  but  have  taken 
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offerings  for  missions,  and  these  their  treasurers  should 
forward  to  Mr.  Hastings  at  once,  if  only  a  dollar.  The 
amount  expected  of  Oregon  by  the  General  Board  amounts 
to  an  average  of  95  cents  per  communicant.  What  is  raised 
by  the  Woman's  Auxih'ary,  and  by  the  children's  Lenten 
Offerings  will  apply  on  the  parish  apportionment.  In  view 
of  this  assistance  from  the  women  and  children,  and  consid- 
ering the  fact  that  the  Diocese  is  being  assessed  only  $500 
for  the  Bishop's  traveling  expenses,  instead  of  $1,500  for 
his  salary  as  last  year,  the  increased  apportionment  ought 
not  to  depress  anyone.  It  ought  to  act  as  a  spur  and  a 
challenge.  It  is  not  a  doom  laid  upon  us,  as  some  seem  to 
think,  but  a  privilege  offered  us  to  help  God  extend  His 
Kingdom ;  and  every  dollar  of  it  comes  back  again  to  Ore- 
gon. We  can  easily  raise  our  apportionment  if  we  will. 
How?  ORGANIZE.  If  the  plan  of  a  missionary  commit- 
tee in  every  parish  and  mission,  the  Duplex-envelope,  etc., 
were  carried  out,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon  should  not  meet  its  full  duty.  But  it  largely  de- 
pends upon  the  clergy,  and  their  committees.  If  this  great 
obligation  is  brought  persistently,  clearly,  reasonably,  and 
persuasively  to  the  attention  of  our  laity  they  will  meet  it. 

■  Like  the  men  of  Galilee,  my  brethren,  gaze  up  into  heaven 
that  you  may  sec  our  triumphant  and  Ascended  Lord ;  and  if 
you  catch  the  vision  you  will  be  impelled  to  be  earnest  wit- 
nesses of  Him  in  your  own  parish,  your  own  Diocese,  and 
unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

THE  GOOD  SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL. 

How  can  vvc  better  witness  unto  Christ  than  by  making 
every  effort  to  carry  out  His  ministry  of  healing?  This  is 
what  our  Hospital  stands  for.  I  rejoice  to  tell  you  of  its 
growth,  its  high  standards,  and  its  efficiency.  The  more 
financial  supjx^rt  we  get,  the  more  paying  patients  we  re- 
ceive, the  more  free,  or  charity  work,  can  be  done. 

Portland,  which  lx)asts  of  its  high  standing  among  the 
cities  of  the  country  for  its  bank  clearings,  an(l  commercial 
prosperity  does  not  l^egin  to  realize  its  res|X)nsibility  to  its 
hospitals.  While  the  Good  Samaritan  is  an  institution,  begun 
and  fostered  by  the  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  and  has  received  large  and  generous  gifts  from 
Church  families,  yet  it  is  not  narrow  or  sectarian.    Its  doors 
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are  open  to  all  the  needy  sick,  without  regard  to  station, 
creed,  or  color;  but  the  general  public,  while  quick  to  use 
it,  has  been  slow  to  support  it.  1  would  not  be  surprised  if 
this  were  largely  our  own  fault  for  we  have  not  gone  before 
the  general  public  by  a  vigorous  campaign  to  inform  them  of 
our  work,  our  needs,  and  to  solicit  their  contributions  of 
money.  This  city  is  generous,  if  rightly  approached,  and  I 
believe  the  time  has  come  for  larger  efforts  on  our  part  to 
reach  the  general  public.  Last  year  we  began  the  endow- 
ment of  a  Newsboys  Cot,  and  our  own  children  have  given 
their  gifts  for  it,  but  so  far  we  have  had  no  response  either 
from  the  newsboys  themselves,  or  from  the  daily  newspapers 
for  which  they  work.  We  need  $5,000  for  this  purpose, 
and  believe  that  if  the  city  daily  papers  will  support  the 
movement,  that  sum  can  be  realize  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  Annual  Ref)ort  of  the  Hospital  will  give  you  details  of 
the  work  and  the  needs.  I  would  simply  remind  vou  of  a 
few  things.  The  debt  on  the  Bishop  Morris  Memorial  Build- 
ing has  been  reduced  to  $10,000.  Owing  largely  to  the  fact 
that  the  operating  department  has  assumed  part  of  the  ex- 
pense of  furnishing  the  memorial  building  it  has  an  indebted- 
ness of  about  $15,000.  We  need  a  new  house  for  orderlies 
and  maids,  thus  giving  more  rooms  for  patients  in  the  hos- 
pital. The  Nurses'  Training  Home  should  be  enlarged.  It 
was  built  for  fifty  nurses,  and  we  now  have  ninety-three.  A 
new  elevator,  in  addition  to  the  one  already  in  use,  is  sorely 
needed,  and  a  maternity  annex  should  be  built  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  meets  monthly  in  the  Hospital. 
They  are  greatly  aided  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Hospital.  Two  members  of  this  auxiliary,  with  one  mem- 
ber of  the  I'oard  make  a  careful  inspection  monthly,  and 
their  report  is  made  in  writing  to  the  Trustees,  who  careful- 
ly and  exhaustively  follow  up  all  reports,  and  criticisms  and 
complaints. 

Read  the  story  in  the  official  repc^rt  of  the  operations  suc- 
cessfully j)erfornied  this  year,  the  diseases  cured,  the  wounds 
healed,  and  you  will  thank  God  for  the  Good  Samaritan  Hos- 
pital. All  honor  to  my  illustrious  predecessor  for  his  cour- 
age in  establishing,  and  to  the  Churchmen  of  his  day,  for 
financially  supporting  this  noble  institution.  It  is  for  us, 
their  successors,  to  see  to  it  that  "the  barrel  of  meal 
wastes  not,  and  that  the  cruse  of  oil  does  not  fail." 
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THE  BISHOP  SCOTT  SCHOOL. 

The  old  Bishop  Scott  School  property  on  Nineteenth 
street,  has  l>een  leaaed  for  a  long  term  of  years,  details  of 
which  will  be  given  you  in  the  Secretary's  report.  The  com- 
mission paid  the  real  estate  agent  for  negotiating  the  lease 
will  materially  reduce  the  income  for  this  next  year, but  there- 
after we  should  be  in  receipt  of  an  annual  income  of  over 
$6,000.  We  still  have  100  acres  of  farm  land  with  buildings 
in  Yamhill  County.  A  generous  offer  came  from  Ashland, 
offering  the  old  Normal  School  buildings  and  fifteen  acres 
of  land  for  a  site  for  the  school,  and  the  Trustees  considered 
carefully  the  advisability  of  selling  the  Yamhill  Farm,  ac- 
cepting the  Ashland  offer.  For  various  reasons  they  finally 
concluded  that  should  the  school  be  reopened  at  all  it  may  be 
well  to  open  it  in  a  small  way  in  or  near  Portland,  as  a 
School  Home  for  orphans  and  destitute  boys.  The  intention 
is  to  begin  a  home  near  some  good  public  and  high  school, 
with  a  clergyman  and  his  wife  to  care  for  the  boys,  and  have 
the  lx)ys  go  to  the  public  school,  and  in  summer  holidays  take 
them  to  the  farm  at  Yamhill.  The  working  out  of  these 
details  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  committee.  Mr.  Thayer 
had  also  offered  sixty-five  acres  down  the  Columbia  River 
as  a  site  for  the  school.  Appreciating  both  these  generous 
offers  the  Trustees  declined  both  with  sincere  tlianks  to 
the  donors. 

ST.  HELEN'S  HALL. 

St.  Helen's  Hall  has  so  far  by  God's  blessing  had  a  pros- 
perous year.  The  numbers  have  kept  up  well,  both  in  the 
day  school  and  in  the  resident  department,  and  the  girls 
themselves  have  been  for  the  most  part  those  with  a  real 
desire  to  improve.  St.  Helen's  Hall  has  to  cope  with  the 
excessive  desire  for  pleasure  characteristic  of  our  age,  and 
the  girl  who  comes  to  school  only  *^to  have  a  good  time,"  has 
to  l)e  either  converted  or  dismissed  after  fair  trial.  At  the 
same  time,  between  the  excellent  concerts  and  dramas  which 
are  presented  in  Portland  every  season,  and  the  various 
school  happenings,  such  as  musicals,  lantern  lectures,  basket- 
ball matches,  school  parties,  etc.,  our  girls  have  a  number 
of  pleasant  breaks  in  the  usual  routine  of  school  and  seem  to 
enjoy  school  life  as  girls  should.  In  the  midst  of  study  and 
play  and  Chapel  services,  and  teaching,  we  feel  that  char- 
acter is  being  formed,  g(X)d  developed,  and  evil  cast  out. 
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This  work  is  slow,  character  is  not  formed  in  a  day,  and 
consistency  is  the  last  virtue  acquired,  not  the  first.  That  a 
|T^irl  may  delight  in  Chapel  services,  and  work  hard  on 
the  Altar  Guild,  while  she  may  be  idle  or  even  disobedient 
in  the  school  r(X)m,  does  not  mean  that  she  is  a  hypocrite; 
but  only  that  her  religion  has  not  yet  extended  far  enough ; 
but  after  the  last  eight  years  those  Sisters  who  have  worked 
long  in  the  Hall  assure  me  that  they  feel  that  there  is  a 
steady  work  of  upbuilding  going  on  month  by  month,  and 
year  by  year,  so  that  lx)th  as  to  the  individual  girl,  and  as 
to  the  school  as  a  whole  the  standard  (intellectual,  moral, 
and  spiritual),  is  higher  than  it  was  five  years  ago.  The 
girls  who  have  been  graduated  still  look  upon  St.  Helen's 
I  fall  .as  *Miome,"  and  every  year  an  increasing  number  of 
Alumnae  gather  at  the  annual  luncheon.  This  Association 
of  graduates,  including  some  of  the  very  earliest  in  Miss 
Rodney's  time,  and  now  embracing  each  class  as  it  leaves 
the  school,  is  in  itself  a  strength  and  support ;  and  at  present 
we  believe  its  members  are  seriously  planning  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Hall  in  the  future.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  a 
strong  movement  among  all  Diocesan  schools  to  secure  en- 
dowments, and  we  hope  St.  Helen's  Hall  will  be  among 
those  so  favored  before  very  long.  It  is  necessary  if  the 
school  is  to  be  put  on  a  firm  foundation  for  future  use- 
fulness. 

ST.  ELIZABETH'S  HOUSE. 

Some  years  ago  the  Sisters  of  St.  John  Baptist  began  a 
work  for  fallen  girls,  and  for  those  going  astray,  at  St. 
Klizalieth's  House,  Montavilla.  Go(i  has  greatly  blessed 
and  prospered  the  work,  and  this  Summer  the  Sisters  will 
( D.  V. )  remove  to  a  larger  and  more  convenient  house, 
further  out  in  the  country,  at  El  wood  on  the  Mount  Hood 
Railway. 

The  records  of  the  House  show  that  43  girls  have  been 
received  during  the  past  three  years,  some  have  remained 
for  a  year  or  even  two  and  others  have  through  one  cause 
or  another  remained  a  few  days  only.  Strange  as  it  may 
seem,  only  three  of  these  forty-three  have  come  through  the 
influence  of  the  clergy.  These  three  are  still  at  St.  Eliza- 
beth's and  are  doing  well.  Surely  some  of  the  reverend 
clerg)'  must  know  of  girls  who  need  to  Ik  hel])ed.     Will 
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they  not  either  bring  or  send  tliem  to  St.  Elizabeth's,  or  put 
the  Sisters  in  touch  with  them?  If  the  clergy  do  not  al- 
ready know  about  St.  Elizabeth's  House,  will  they  not  make 
inquiries  altout  it  and  its  lines  of  work,  or  better  still,  I  urge 
you  to  visit  the  house.  You  will  find  a  plain  but  comfort- 
able home,  containing  a  bright  and  happy  set  of  girls  who 
are  honestly  striving  to  be  good.  Help  them,  and  the  Sis- 
ters in  tlieir  work  for  them,  by  your  prayers  and  interest. 
1  desire  to  express  on  my  own  behalf,  and  I  am  sure  on 
behalf  of  this  Convention,  our  hearty  thanks  to  God  for  the 
work  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  which  is  being  done  in  this 
Diocese  by  the  eight  Sisters  of  St.  John  the  Baptist, 
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THE  NEW  BISHOPCROPT. 

The  jiroperty  at  the  corner  of  Everett  and  20th  Street. 
150  feet  by  116,  known  as  Hishopcroft.  has  been  leased  for 
a  |)crio(l  of  50  years  at  6  per  cent  on  a  valuation  of  $40,000 
for  the  first  ten  years,  to  be  increased  by  arbitration  every 
len  years.  \o  commission  was  paid  for  securing  this  lease. 
con.sei|uently  the  full  income  lias  been  received  monthly 
since  last  May.  The  trustees  have  by  the  rearrangement  of 
their  funds  in  conser|ueiicc  of  tliis  lease  been  able  to  biiild 
a  modem,  attraclive,  comfortable  new  Hi.slioiKroft  on  prop- 
erty they  already  owned  on  tlie  corner  of  I'Hh  and  Elm 
Streets,  I'ortland  ilcights.    Mr.  David  Lewis  was  the  archi-

tect  and  Mr.  Mackenzie  the  general  contractor.  The  house 
is  delightfully  planned,  and  well  built,  and  will  be  a  worthy 
liome  for  future  Bishops  with  larger  families.  That  its 
building  was  in  no  way  a  tax  upon  the  Diocese,  that  no 
Parish,  or  Mission,  or  individual  was  asked  for  money  to 
help  in  its  construction,  adds  greatly  to  the  pk-asure  of  its 
occupants;  and  we  further  rejoice  that  by  this  rearrange- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  Trustees  the  Parishe.s  and  Missions 
have  been  relieved  of  assessment  for  their  Bishop's  salary, 
and  are  now  assessed  for  his  traveling  expenses  only.  The 
house  chapel  is  a  haven  of  rest,  and  a  quiet  place  for  prayer 
and  meditation,  and  for  such  sjiecial  services  as  the  Bishop 
may  be  called  upon  to  perform,  and  for  our  daily  prayers. 
.-\!l  the  furniture,  including  altar,  windows,  silver  vessels, 
and  linen,  are  the  gifts  of  personal  friends  to  whom  I  am 
very  grateful.  Our  desire  is  to  make  it  a  genial  home,  ra- 
diating love  and  sympathy,  and  offering  a  hearty  welcome 
to  all,  "Peace  be  to  this  house,  and  to  all  who  dwell 
therein." 


THE  HENRY  R   PERCIVAL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY. 

A  very  beaulifui  gift,  making  a  valuable  ad<!ition  to  the 
property  of  the  Diocese,  has  come  to  the  Diocese  throiish 
the  generosity  of  Miss  Catharine  R.  Percival,  formerly  of  St. 
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Elizabeth's  Parish,  Philadelphia,  and  now  of  Portland.  In 
loving  memory  of  her  brother,  the  late  Rev.  Henry  R.  Percival, 
Miss  Percival  has  built  in  the  rear  of  Bishopcroft,  on  prop- 
erty held  by  the  Bishop,  a  fireproof  library  buildinjjf  of  brick. 
It  contains  a  well  lighted  and  ventilated  stack  room  with 
capacity  for  about  7,000  volumes,  an  office  for  the  Bishop, 
Librarian,  Registrar,  and  Archdeacon,  a  large  store  room 
in  second  story,  and  an  ample  basement.  The  large  room 
is  a  suitable  place  for  committee  meetings,  mission  study 
classes.  Miss  Percival  presents  this  Library,  its  furniture, 
and  heating  and  lighting  equipment  to  the  Glory  of  God 
and  in  memory  of  her  brother.  I  am  sure  I  voice  the  feel- 
ing of  this  Convention  when  I  thus  publicly  thank  Miss  Per- 
cival for  her  generosity,  and  her  beautiful  gift  which  will 
aid  us  in  venerating  her  brother's  saintly  character.  He 
wag  one  of  the  great  theologians  of  the  American  Church, 
pious,  humble  minded,  loyal  and  a  great  preacher  and  faith- 
ful priest.  May  he  rest  in  peace  and  may  light  perpetual 
shine  upon  him. 

THE  OREGON  CHURCHMAN. 

A  Diocesan  paper  as  a  vehicle  for  Diocesan  news  is  a 
part  of  the  necessary  equipment  of  the  Diocese.  Under  the 
energetic  management  of  Mr.  Ralph  Hahn  it  is  rapidly  get- 
ting on  its  feet  financially.  It  is  ably  edited  by  Rev.  B.  G. 
Lee,  and  attractively  printed  by  Mr.  A.  S.  Auterson  at  low- 
est possible  cost.  As  a  medium  for  the  dissemination  of 
news,  and  of  communication  between  the  Bishop,  clerg}' 
and  Church  meml>ers  it  ought  to  receive  better  support  from 
uur  people  than  it  does.  It  is  uncontroversial  in  tone,  defi- 
nite in  teaching,  and  gladly  gives  up-to-date  news  of  lead- 
ing events  in  the  Church  at  large  and  of  the  Diocese  in 
particular.  The  committee  on  publication  have  in  view  a 
further  increase  of  its  usefulness,  by  issuing  certain  num- 
bers as  special  illustrated  editions.  This  number  for  May 
is  the  Eastern  Oregon  number,  and  largely  devoted  to  the 
splendid  work  Bishop  Paddock  and  his  clergy  are  doing 
east  of  the  Cascade  range.  The  September  issue  will  deal 
with  our  Coast  Missions  and  Southern  Oregon:  and  other 
issues  will  be  specials  on  behalf  of  our  Institutions.  The 
subscription  is  50  cents  per  year.  It  ought  to  go  into  the 
home  of  every  Church  family,  and  be  carefully  read  bv  ail. 
There  ought  to  be  some  members  of  this  body  who  would 
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find  it  to  their  advantage  to  advertize,  and  some  of  you 
who  could  secure  advertisements,  or  direct  our  manager  in 
the  way  of  securing  them.  As  a  tabulated  statement  of  the 
financial  standing  of  every  parish  and  Mission  with  rej2:ard 
to  assessments  and  apportionments  is  printed  monthly,  in  it 
I  would  recommend  to  the  Convention  that  it  subsidize  the 
paper  to  the  amount  of  $50  or  $60  per  year. 

THE  SOCIAL  WITNESS  OF  THE  CHURCH  TO  CHRIST. 

The  saving  of  the  individual  soul,  the  making  strong  our 
I'arishes  and  Missions,  the  extending  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  is  only  part  of  the  witness  we  must  bear  to  Christ. 
The  Church  has  a  social  message.  Three  years  ago  I  ap- 
ix)inted  a  Social  Service  Committee,  and  at  each  Convention 
since  then  that  conmiittee  has  given  us  clear  and  forceful 
reports.  Such  interest  was  awakened  in  the  community  that 
the  Mayor  appointed  a  Vice  Committee  of  fifteen,  and  made 
our  Chairman  the  chairman  of  his  committee.  Their  first 
report  has  been  published.  Recently  the  Grand  Jury  has 
handed  in  its  report,  and  it  has  been  circulated  in  printed 
form.  It  is  a  startling  expose  of  awful  conditions  in  this 
city.  The  recommendation  of  the  V^ice  Commission  is  being 
supplemented  by  the  work  of  the  Social  Hygienic  Associa- 
tion of  Portland,  whose  publications  are  being  produced  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  What  is 
going  to  be  done  officially  with  these  reports  ?  Do  you  not 
care?  Has  Portland  no  conscience?  Has  it  no  civic  pride? 
Is  its  conscience  so  dead  as  to  let  it  rest  in  its  filth  ?  Loath- 
some diseases  of  the  body,  soul  destroying  ])cstilences  arc 
spreading  and  all  the  while  the  inert  public  regards  as  in- 
evitable the  things  that  are  largely  preventable.  Where  is 
the  city's  conscience?  Where  is  the  Church's  conscience? 
The  Church  must  witness  to  Christ  by  making  an  effort  to 
awaken  the  public  conscience.  The  city  and  the  nation  look 
to  the  Church.  The  Church  must  furnish  example,  inspira- 
tion and  conviction.  May  God  give  us  courage  to  bear 
such  social  witness,  and  to  preach  the  eternal  gospel  that 
Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  and  that  Sin  is  a  reproach 
to  any  people. 

A  WORD  TO  WARDENS,  VESTRYMEN  AND 

TREASURERS. 

With  all  my  heart  I  wish  to  thank  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  our  Parishes,  and  the  official  Committees  in 
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our  Missions  for  the  faithful  and  effective  service  you  are 
rendering  as  a  whole  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  Great 
resix)nsibilities  rest  ujjon  you.  Yours  is  chiefly  a  ministry 
of  administration,  a  care  of  property,  a  building  up  of  the 
temporalities  of  the  Parish  or  Mission  to  which  you  belong. 
In  admonishing  you  at  this  time  I  would  try  with  God  s 
help  to  elevate  your  duty  to  a  high  spiritual  plane.  Oh  that 
each  and  every  one  of  you  might  catch  the  vision  of  the 
Church  as  the  Body  of  Christ,  as  the  extension  of  His  Life 
in  the  world,  and  that  you  are  in  a  large  measure  respon- 
sible for  the  extension  of  His  Life  first  of  all  in  the  circle 
of  your  parish,  then  in  your  Diocese,  and  then  in  all  the 
world.  Your  work  is  not  commonplace,  or  secular.  The 
office  is  not  honorary  or  a  sinecure.  The  office  is  what  the 
man  makes  it.  You  are  stewards,  and  it  is  required  of 
stewards  that  they  be  found  faithful.  The  Lord's  business 
should  be  carried  on  with  as  great  care  and  thoroughness 
as  your  own  business.  To  keep  accounts,  to  attend  vestry 
meetings,  to  care  for  the  fabric,  to  welcome  strangers,  to 
pay  bills  promptly,  to  see  that  your  parish  is  solvent  finan- 
cially, to  advise  the  rector,  and  to  do  all  this  as  for  the 
Ix)rd  is  a  sweet  privilege  as  well  as  a  solemn  duty.  I  lov- 
ingly counsel  you  to  regard  your  election  or  appointment 
to  office  from  this  high  point  of  view  and  to  fulfill  your 
duty  with  scrupulous  conscientiousness. 

It  has  hapi)cned  in  ;^omc  places  that  bonded  sewer  assess- 
ments, and  instalment  ])aymcnts  for  street  improvements 
have  been  allowed  to  lapse  so  that  it  became  necessary  to 
pay  them  in  full ;  and  lots  have  been  sold  for  taxes  and 
have  had  to  be  redeemed  all  because  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men have  failed  to  be  careful  alx)ut  the  business  end  of  their 
Parish.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  the  loose  offerings,  so 
called,  to  receive  no  check  or  audit  whatever..  Sometimes 
they  are  carried  to  the  Treasurer  by  this  or  that  or  the  other 
person  who  may  happen  to  be  on  hand.  Worse  still,  they 
are  occasionally  left  for  some  time  in  the  alms-basin  in  the 
vestry  or  choir  room  with  no  one  to  look  after  them.  All 
this  is  loose-jointed  and  discreditable.  It  is  not  a  question 
of  the  loss  of  sacred  funds,  but  it  is  a  question  of  protecting 
the  Church,  the  Vestry,  the  Treasurer  from  attack  where 
no  defense  could  be  forthcoming.  Slipshod  and  haphazard 
methods  in  Church  affairs  are  a  reproach  to  the  Church  and 
nerve-racking  to  every  upright  man.  Bishop  Potter  once 
brought  this  matter  before  his  Diocesan  convention*  and 
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later  on  before  the  General  Convention,  and  proposed  the 
following  canon: 

**Thc  amount  of  other  offerings  received  in  connection 
with  any  service  in  any  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  ascertained 
by  the  wardens,  or  two  vestrymen,  or  two  other  persons 
appointed  by  the  Rector  and  Wardens  for  that  purpose." 

The  Diocese  of  Chicago  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

"That  arrangements  be  made  to  have  two  persons  count 
the  collections  received  at  all  services.  We  would  also  re- 
mind the  treasurers  that  they  should  insist  on  this  plan  as 
a  precaution  to  save  themselves  from  the  evil  gossip  of  sus- 
picious persons." 

After  preaching  in  some  twenty  parishes  in  England,  in 
every  single  case  I  met  the  two  Wardens  in  the  vestry  room 
at  the  close  of  service,  who  counted  the  offering,  recorded 
it  in  a  book,  placing  their  initials  after  the  item. 

Speaking  generally,  treasurers  of  our  congregations  han- 
dle two  kinds  of  funds: 

First,  those  that  are  contributed  in  various  ways  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  parish. 

Second,  the  contributions  made  throii^s^h  the  parish,  but 
not  to  it  for  various  specified  objects. 

The  funds  belonging  to  the  first  class  should  be  paid  on 
order  of  the  V'estry  or  Finance  Committee.  In  some  cases 
the  Treasurer  acts  under  a  blanket  resolution  to  pay  certain 
bills  regularly  without  further  reference  to  the  vestry.  In 
some  cases  the  Treasurer  receives  his  authorization  from 
meeting  to  meeting.  But  in  some  cases  alas :  the  treasurers 
present  no  monthly  statement,  receive  no  O.  K.  on  bills  to 
be  paid,  and  use  their  own  wide  discretion  as  to  what  will 
be  paid  and  when  and  how.  In  such  cases  both  vestry  and 
congregation  are  apt  to  be  in  ignorance  of  financial  condi- 
tions. There  have  been  instances  where  the  clergyman's 
salary  was  in  arrears,  where  insurance  premiums  were  over- 
due, taxes  unpaid,  fuel  bills  unpaid,  and  all  the  while  the 
vestry  was  in  inexcusable  ignorance.  Fortunately  these  in- 
stances have  been  few  and  far  between,  but  they  should 
never  occur. 

The  funds  belonging  to  the  second-class  are  contributions 
for  extra-parochial  purposes,  e.  g..  Diocesan  and  General 
Missions,  and  require  less  formal  treatment.  These,  says 
Bishop   Anderson   in   a   Letter   to   Treasurers  of  Chicago. 
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"work  automatically.  They  are  contributed  through  the 
Parish,  not  to  it."*  The  treasurer  is  the  obliging  medium 
through  whom  such  moneys  pass  to  their  designated  des- 
tination. Treasurers  should  not  use  their  own  procras- 
tinated convenience  in  passing  on  what  does  not  belong  to 
them  to  where  it  does  belong.  The  last  issue  of  The 
Lrcing  Church  reports  that  hundreds  of  dollars  raised  by 
children  in  their  Lenten  Offering  are  still  held  back  by 
parish  treasurers.  1  trust  this  is  true  of  no  Parish  or  Mis- 
sion in  Oregon. 

When  I  was  a  member  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Chicago  the  question  came  up  repeatedly  as  to  whether 
Church  Treasurers  should  be  bonded.  The  question  was 
not  raised  because  of  any  feeling  of  insecurity  about  the 
funds  of  the  Church.  The  underlying  motive  was  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Treasurer's  good  name  and  the  Church's  busi- 
ness reputation.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago 
in  1908  concurred  in  the  following  recommendation  of  its 
committee  on  finance: 

''That  all  Parishes  and  Missions  take  steps  to  bond  their 
treasurers.  Especially  would  we  suggest  that  the  treasurers 
themselves  urge  that  this  be  done  for  their  own  protection.*' 

I  realize  the  unwisdom  of  being  dogmatic  and  saying  that 
every  treasurer  ought  to  do  precisely  so  and  so.  I  do  not 
l>resume  to  tell  you  hoic  to  manage  the  business  end  of  vour 
parish  or  Mission  or  how  to  keep  books.  You  are  capable 
business  men,  and  know  how  to  do  all  this  or  you  would 
not  have  been  elected  to  office,  and  you  are  more  familiar 
with  business  methods  than  I  am.  Circumstances  alter 
cases,  and  one  system  in  one  place  might  not  do  in  another. 
I  hit  there  is  such  a  thing  as  a  right  and  a  wrong  wav.  Let 
us  conduct  our  religion  on  business  principles,  and  our  busi- 
ness on  religious  principles.  It  is  the  Lord's  business.  It 
is  the  I^)r(rs  money.  I>o  your  work  with  loving  care,  with 
your  best  skill,  in  the  best  way  it  can  be  dqne.  You  are 
serving  the  Divine  Master.  You  are  extending  His  Life 
in  the  world. 

A  CLOSING  WORD  TO  WITNESS  BEARERS. 

A  few  words  in  closing  to  vou,  mv  brothers  in  the  min- 
istry,  my  loyal,  faithful  clergy.  You  do  not  expect  or  de- 
sire my  thanks   for  duty  faithfully  done.     God  gives  you

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your  rich  reward.  I  do  appreciate  every  effort  you  have 
made  in  witnessing  to  God  by  working  for  the  upbuilding 
of  His  Church  which  is  His  I3ody.  In  living  close  to  God 
we  shall  be  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  for  His  Church, 
and*  we  shall  learn  of  Him  how  to  exercise  our  ministry. 
Remember  Christ  gathered  His  Apostles  into  companion- 
ship with  Himself  before  He  gave  them  commission  to  go 
forth.  He  restrained  men  who  were  eager  to  preach  an 
incomplete  Gospel.  No  apparent  urgency  of  work  may 
lawfully  divert  or  withhold  us  from  these  devotions  and 
studies  that  deepen  our  association  with  our  Lord.  We 
must  be  constantly  with  Him,  since  we  have  to  go  forth 
from  Him,  and  witness  to  Him.  Activity  and  zeal  have  place 
in  the  Christian  ministry,  but  its  main  characteristics  is  "the 
Spirit  of  Christ ;"  and  this  can  be  ours  only  through  prayer, 
and  meditation,  and  discipline,  and  sacrament.  Spiritual 
character  is  the  effective  force  of  Christian  witness  bearing. 

Sometimes  I  think  the  diaconate  has  ceased,  and  that  it 
has  passed  over  into  the  episcopate  for  the  modern  bishop 
has  so  much  "serving  of  tables"  to  occupy  him.  Prav  for 
your  Bishop  that  he  may  have  a  wise  and  understanding 
lieart,  that  he  "may  be  to  the  flock  of  God  a  shepherd.'' 

Let  us  all  realize  the  momentousness  of  our  calling  and 
vocation.  The  work  of  Christ  is  in  our  hands.  He  Him- 
self has  declared  this  in  plain  terms,  "All  authority  is  given 
unto  Me  m  heaven  and  in  earth,  go  ye  therefore  into  all 
the  worla.'*  Every  act  of  authorized  ministry  has  that 
sanction  and  support.  We  must  know  how  much  has  been 
put  into  our  hands.  It  is  a  strange  mystery  that  so  much 
of  divine  blessing  and  eternal  happiness  for  so  manv  peo- 
ple must,  humanly  speaking,  depend  u|X)n  the  view  that 
one  man  takes  of  his  ministry.  The  pilot  that  mistakes  his 
course,  the  doctor  or  dispenser  that  by  loss  of  memory 
mixes  his  poisons  with  his  drugs,  the  officer  that  misunder- 
stands his  commander's  orders  in  a  crisis  of  battle,  can  work 
no  such  havoc  as  a  parish  priest  who  misreads  his  commis- 
sion, or  misknows  his  resj)onsibility.  It  is  wonderful  that 
(jod  should  have  put  the  heavenly  treasure  into  earthen  ves- 
sels;  let  us  not  count  the  treasure  earthen  because  He  has 
condescended  so  greatly.*  As  the  Father  sent  the  Son.  so 
the  Son  has  sent  us :  our  ministry  is  His.  and  what  we  do 
is  His  deed.

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Let  us  remind  ourselves  constantly  that  the  Church  mijjht 
live  without  preaching,  but  could  not  live  without  prayer 
for  a  single  day ;  let  us  make  full  proof  of  our  ministrv  as 
intercessors.  It  is  our  blessed  privilege  to  stand  before 
God  in  the  name  of  our  people,  to  invoke  His  blessing  on 
their  souls  and  bodies,  their  homes  and  goods,  their  em- 
ployments and  interests.  Job  rose  up  early  in  the  morning 
and  offered  burnt  offerings  for  his  seven  sons;  for  said 
Job.  "It  may  be  that  my  sons  have  sinned  and  forsaken 
God  in  their  hearts,  and  this  did  Job  continually"  (Job  1 :5). 
We  in  our  apostolate  must  have  such  thought  for  our  people 
and  pray  for  them  even  though  they  may  not  pray  for  us. 
We  in  our  ministry  plead  Christ  for  our  people  in  union 
with  His  constant  intercession.  If  we  are  not  surrounded 
by  large  congregations,  or  many  parishioners,  is  it  not  far 
l)etter  that  we  are  identified  with  the  One?  If  our  ministry 
is  unpopular,  is  it  not  better  that  it  is  effective  and  accept- 
able with  God?  Wc  shall  gather  from  our  prayers  incen- 
tives and  inspirations  for  witness  bearing,  we  shall  gain  for 
our  people  helps  and  blessings  we  could  secure  for  them  in 
no  other  way,  and  we  shall  keep  astir  the  spiritual  influ- 
ences which  bind  our  flock  to  the  heart  of  the  Father.

REPORT  OF  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon: 

Your  Auditing  Committee  begs  to  report  that  acting  un- 
der resolution  on  page  58  of  Journal  of  1911,  they  employed 
Mr.  Alex  C.  Rae,  a  public  accountant,  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees,  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund ;  and  we  herewith 
submit  his  bill  amounting  to  $205.00,  and  ask  that  the  pay- 
ment be  provided  by  the  Boards  interested. 

A. 

The  accounts  of  Mr.  R.  W  .Hastings,  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  have  been  examined,  checked  with  the  vouchers 
and  found  correct. 

B. 

The  accounts  of  Mr.  Hastings  as  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop 
Morris  Jubilee  Fund,  G^nvention  Fund,  and  Board  of 
Ciuircli  ICxtetision  have  been  examined,  compared  with 
vouchers  and  found  correct. 

C. 

The  accounts  of  Dr.  Josephi,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
I  [ospital  Trustees,  and  statement  of  securities  and  invest- 
ments u])  to  March  31.  1912,  have  been  examined  by  Mr. 
Rae  and  endorsed  correct. 

The  general  accounts  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital 
have  l>een  also  examined  and  reported  by  him  to  be  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition  and  correct. 

Your  Committee  notes  that  this  is  the  only  Board  which 
has   fully  complied    with   the   recommendations   heretofore 
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made,  and  we  understand  the  Board  to  be  well  satisfied 
with  the  change. 

D. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees  have  been  audited  by  Mr.  Rae  and  found  correct, 
hut  we  would  call  attention  to  his  recommendations  that  a 
proper  balance  sheet  should  be  included  in  the  report,  show- 
ing assets  and  liabilities. 

E. 

The  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Helen's 
Hall  have  been  found  by  the  accountant  correct  and  endorsed 
accordingly.  He  recommends  that  a  proper  balance  sheet, 
showing  assets  and  liabilities,  should  be  included.  The  state- 
ment of  the  Treasurer  should  be  more  explicit  as  to  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  stating  their  nature  in  addition  to 
the  amounts. 

He  also  examined  the  accounts  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  and 
found  them  correct,  but  reports  the  present  system  cumber- 
some and  insufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  School. 

F. 

With  reference  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  the  accountant  reports  the  book  of  account,  vouchers 
and  securities  to  be  in  order  and  in  accordance  with  the 
report  of  the  Secretary  Treasurer. 

It  seems  useless  to  repeat  the  recommendations  made  vear 
by  year  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  principal  account  is 
kept,  which  have  never  been  carried  out  bv  the  Board. 

Mr.  Rae's  report  and  recommendations  are  attached  and 
we  concur  in  same  and  recommend  their  adoption  by  all  the 
rU)ard8  interested.

School  Trustees ;  the  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
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of  the  Sister  Superior  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  and  also  the  books 
of  account  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  have  attached  my  cer- 
tificate to  the  reports  submitted  by  the  various  officers  en- 
closed herewith. 

GOOD  SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL. 

Superintendent's  Books. 

I  found  the  Books  of  the  Superintendent  to  be  correct  and 
the  records  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  The 
prices  paid  for  some  of  the  supplies  appear  to  me  to  be 
somewhat  high  and  I  think  a  saving  could  possibly  b.e  ef- 
fected by  keeping  a  close  watch  on  the  wholesale  market 
prices.  It  might  also  be  well  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  having  one  central  heating  plant  for  the  whole  of  the 
hospital  buildings  with  a  view  of  reducing  the  fuel  expense. 

Treasurer's  Books. 

The  books  of  the  Treasurer  were  found  to  be  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition  and  all  cash  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments regularly  accounted  for.  The  securities  referred  to 
were  also  examined  and  found  correct. 

ST.  HELEN'S  HALL. 

The  report  of  the  Sister  Superior  to  April  30,  1912,  were 
cxamitied  and  found  to  be  in  order,  but  a  number  of  vouch- 
ers have  yet  to  be  produced.  The  present  system  of  keeping 
the  accounts  is  cumbersome  and  insufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  school. 

BOARD  OF  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES  OF  ST.  HELEN'S  HALL. 

The  lx)oks  of  account,  vouchers  and  securities  of  the 
Secretary  were  found  to  be  in  order  and  in  accordance  with 
his  re]x)rt.  1  would  suggest  that  a  ])roper  balance  sheet  be 
included  in  his  rejxirt  showing  a  comi)lete  statement  of  all 
assets  and  liabilities. 

BOARD  OF  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES. 

The  books  of  account  and  vouchers  were  found  to  be 
correct  and  in  accordance  with  his  rc[K)rt.  I  suggest  here 
also  that  a  proper  balance  sheet  be  included  as  a  part  of  his 
report. 
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Two  of  the  properties  referred  to  on  his  previous  list  of 
real  property  do  not  occur  in  this  year's  reports  and  I  under- 
stand that  these  properties  h^ive  been  reconveved. 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  EPISCOPAL  FUND. 

The  book  of  account,  vouchers  and  securities  were  found 
to  be  in  order  and  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. The  real  estate  belon^in^  to  the  Board 
has  been  included  in  this  year's  '^principal  account/'  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  Auditing  Committee  in  1910  report,  but 
is  placed  at  a  nominal  value.  The  episcopal  residence  is  the 
cost  price  of  the  building.  The  adopted  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  on  Report  of  this  fund  regarding  O.  W. 
l\  and  C.  &  S.  bonds  and  note  of  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  of 
$1,500  have  not  been  given  effect  to. 

General  Remarks. 

Every  facility  was  afforded  the  Auditor  to  make  a  thor- 
ough examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  and  all  ques- 
tions asked  were  satisfactorily  answered  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  care  and  attention  is  being  given  by  the  various 
officers  and  treasurers  to  the  affairs  entrusted  to  them.  It 
is  necessary,  however,  that  adequate  records  be  kept  of  all 
assets  and  liabilities  of  the  various  funds  and  I  recommenci 
that  each  treasurer  be  instructed  to  keep  a  ledger  in  which 
to  perpetually  record  the  intromissions  of  the  various  funds 
and  accounts  under  his  management. 

It  is  also  desirable  that  a  fixed  date  be  set  for  <:losing 
the  yearly  accounts  at  which  date  all  accounts  should  be 
closed  and  the  Treasurer  should  then  report  on  the  income 
and  expenditure  and  the  assets  anci'  liabilities  for  the  year 
as  well  as  produce  a  statement  of  the  securities. 

It  would  be  undesirable  to  change  the  date  for  closing 
the  books  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  as  they  should  be  closed  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year,  but  the  books  of  other  funds  should 
all  be  regularly  closed  at  the  date  designated.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Ijoard  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Oreg^on  has  held 
eleven  meetings  since  the  last  Convention  with  an  average 
attendance  of  six  out  of  seven  clerical  and  five  out  of  eig^ht 
lay  members. 

We  have  to  report  that  during  the  year  there  has  been 
adopted  a  carefully  considered  set  of  by-laws  which  will  go 
into  effect  under  the  incoming  Board.  We  feel  that  these 
by-laws,  properly  observed,  will  materially  increase  the  ef- 
ficiency of  this  Board. 

As  usual,  there  have  been  changes  in  the  missionary  staff 
of  the  Diocese,  and  while  we  regret  the  absence  of  those 
who  have  gone,  we  shall  not  on  that  account  be  deterred 
from  rejoicing  over  those  who  have  come  to  lend  a  hand 
in  the  fight  for  the  Cross.  The  vacancy  at  Ashland  was 
filled  by  the  transfer  of  the  Rev.  William  Lucas  from  Med- 
ford.  The  new  clergy  are  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark  at  the 
Church  of  Our  Savior,  Woodstock;  the  Rev.  W.  L.  John- 
son at  Holy  Innocents,  Astoria,  who  also  has  charee  of  other 
missions  in  Clatsop  County,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Sheerin  at 
St.  Mark's,  Medford.  Since  the  last  report  of  this  Board, 
St.  Andrew's,  Portsmouth,  and  St.  Michael's,  Rossmere, 
which  at  that  time  had  resident  pastors,  have  become  vacant. 
The  Mission  at  McMinnville  is  still,  or  again,  without  a 
clergyman. 

Owing  to  conditions  which  appeared  to  warrant  the 
change,  consent  has  been  given  for  the  sale  of  the  property 
of  St.  Matthews  Mission.  Portland,  and  that  the  work  will 
Im?  continued  at  a  point  farther  south  where  property  will  be 
purchased  and  buildings  erected.  It  is  thought  that  this 
change  of  surroundings  will  be  beneficial  to  the  mission. 

With  the  hope  that  it  may  interest  the  Convention,  we 
present  some  figures  from  the  report  of  our  treasurer.  Dur- 
ing  the  eleven  months  past  we  have  received  from  all  sources 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  work  $14,489.67  and  have  dis- 
bursed $13,770.88,  leaving  a  balance  of  $718.79.  with  total 
liabilities  May  1st  of  $457.  The  receipts  of  the  Board  were 
{lerivcd  cliiefly  from  the  Missions  themselves,  the  apportion- 
ment oti  coujufregations   for  Diocesan  Missions,  the  allow- 
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ance  from  the  General  Board  and  the  allowance  from  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  a  cause 
for  thankfulness  that  our  income  has  been  sufficient. 

The  chief  items  of  expenditure  are  the  stipends,  travelinp^ 
expenses,  and  house  rent  of  the  missionaries.  During:  the 
past  year  twenty  clergymen  have  received  their  salaries  in 
whole  or  in  part  from  the  income  of  the  Board.  The  scope 
of  the  work  may  be  briefly  indicated  by  stating:  that  these 
missionaries  have  ministered  to  some  thirty-five  congrega- 
tions by  regular  or  occasional  services. 

It  is  a  distinct  cause  for  encouragement  that,  notwith- 
standing the  irregularity  of  the  Diocesan  year,  the  appor- 
tionment for  Diocesan  Missions  brought  in  $2736.05,  an  in- 
crease of  35  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year,  and,  prob- 
ably, the  largest  amount  contributed  for  extension  of  the 
Gospel  in  this  Diocese  in  its  history.  It  may  be  a  fair  in- 
ference from  this  increase  that  there  are  more  people  in- 
terested in  the  growth  of  the  Church  and  interested  in  a 
practical  way.  If  the  whole  truth  may,  occasionally,  at  any 
rate,  be  told,  there  was  still  due  on  May  1st  on  Diocesan 
apportionments  $990.33  from  twenty-two  parishes  and  Mis- 
sions and  of  that  number  eighteen  do  or,  until  recently  have 
received  assistance  from  the  funds  of  the  Board.  Your 
^committee  positively  refuses  to  draw  any  inference  from 
this  bewildering  fact. 

We  regret  to  state  that  the  receipts  from  the  pledges  of 
the  Missions  show  a  slight  decrease  during  the  year  past. 
On  May  1st  there  was  due  the  treasurer  from  this  source 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Taught  by  our  sad  experience  of  last  year  this  committee 
will  make  only  one  recommendation  to  the  Convention.  We 
proi>ose  to  the  consideration  of  this  body  the  advisability  of 
enacting  a  canon  which  will  require  the  1x)nding  of  all  treas- 
urers of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

BOARD. 

To  the  Tivcnty 'fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Oregon: 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  of  Oregon  hereby  submit.*^  the  following  report. 

It  is  mo.st  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital  has  had  a  most  satisfactory  year  as  .the 
reports  show. 

This  is  in  a  very  large  measure  due  to  the  fact  of  the 
active  co-operation  and  harmony  that  exists  between  the 
Board  and  the  management.  Monthly  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  monthly  inspections  by  committees  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  proving

strong  factors  in  promoting  greater  efficiency  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  tne  Hospital. 

To  the  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  great  credit  is  justly  due 
for  the  large  and  growing  number  of  friends  that  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  interested  in  the  Hospital  and  its 
many  needs. 

Acting  upon  the  advice  given  by  the  Auditor  last  year 
the  lk>ard,  as  soon  as  practicable,  adopted  and  carried  out 
the  suggestions  relative  to  the  changes  in  the  system  of 
bookkeeping. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  desire  to  acknowledge  the  gift  of 
$500  from  Mr.  J.  N.  Teal  to  be  used  in  any  way  the  Board 
saw  fit.  In  order  to  simplify  matters  of  endowment  funds, 
the  Board  thought  it  wise  to  consolidate  some  of  the  smaller 
funds  with  the  above  named  gift  and  have  therefore  put  into 
one  fund  the  following :

Making  of  the  whole  one  fund  to  be  known  as  "The  Moth- 
ers' Bed  Endowment  Fund,"  said  fund  to  be  completed  when 
the  total  amount  reaches  $5000. 

As  far  as  possible  those  instrumental  in  starting  these 
given  their  consent  to  the  action  of  the  Board. 

In  the  year  1891,  by  the  authority  and  direction  of  the 
then  Convention,  a  sinking  fund  was  created  by  setting 
separate  funds  have  been  communicated  with  and  have  gladly 
aside  a  percentage  of  the  incomes  of  cottages  that  repre- 
sents certain  bed  funds.  This  has  been  regularly  continued 
and  now  with  the  accrued  interests  the  sinking  fund  amounts 
to  $10,000.

However,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Trustees  to  keep  invested  this  $10,000  and  add  to  it  yearly 
all  interests  that  may  accrue  until  the  sinking  fund  equals 
the  amounts  of  the  original  endowments. 
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Accompanying  this  report  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer 
is  hereby  submitted.  The  Treasurer's  statement  is  for  the 
period  of  twelve  months  ending  March  31,  1912.  This  is 
because  of  the  impossibility  of  carrying  out  the  wishes  of 
the  convetion  by  having  the  year  end  on  April  30.  As  the 
time  is  altogether  too  short  between  the  close  of  the  Diocesan 
year  (April  30)  and  the  date  of  the  Convention  (May  14) 
to  allow  for  the  closing  of  the  books  and  the  proper  auditing 
of  the  same.  The  retiring  Trustees  are  the  Rev.  John  Daw- 
son and  Mr.  R.  L.  Glisan.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  BISHOP 

SCOTT  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

I'or  the  eleven  months  ending  April  30,  1912. 

To  the  Tzventy-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Oregon: 

The  lx)ard  of  school  trustees  hereby  submits  to  the  Con- 
vention its  report  for  the  fiscal  period  ending  April  30,  1912, 
with  the  following  statement^  attached : 

Report  of  treasurer. 

List  of  real  property. 

During  the  past  year  the  board  has  paid  the  balance  of  the 
indebtedness    to   the    Spencer   library   fund,   amounting   to 
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$989.95,  and  has  paid  on  account  of  the  indebtedness  to  the 
Doane  scholarship  the  sum  of  $548.06  leaving  the  entire  in- 
debtedness from  this  board  to  the  scholarship  funds,  held  by 
the  board  of  trustees  of  St.  Helen's  Hall,  $900.00. 

In  the  report  of  this  board  to  the  last  annual  Convention 
reference  was  made  to  arrangements  that  were  then  under 
way  for  a  ground  lease  covering  Bishop  Scott  Academy 
property,  now  occupied  by  Glendora  Hotel.  These  arrange- 
ments were  finally  consummated  on  November  15,  1911,  and 
a  lease  was  entered  into  upon  that  date  for  a  period  of  fifty 
years,  from  which  lease  the  board  is  to  receive  annually  as 
rental  during  each  of  the  first  and  second  years  of  said  term 
tile  sum  of  $3750.00;  during  the  next  eight  years  the  sum  of 
$7500.00;  during  the  next  ten  years  the  sum  of  $10,500.00; 
during  the  next  ten  years  the  sum  of  $13,500.00;  during  the 
next  ten  years  the  sum  of  $16,500.00,  and  during  the  last 
ten  years  of  such  fifty-year  term  the  sum  of  $19,500.00  per 
vcar,  all  of  such  sums  to  be  net  to  the  board  of  school 
trustees,  the  lessee  to  assume  and  pay  all  taxes  and  publish 
charges  of  any  character  whatever. 

The  board  feels  that  this  is  a  most  satisfactory  transaction 
and  that  by  its  consummation  there  is  assured  a  fixed,  per- 
manent and  constantly  increasing  income  by  means  of  which 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  board  may  be  carried  into 
cflFect. 

The  matter  of  the  reopening  of  Bishop  Scott  Academy 
lias  very  seriously  occupied  the  attention  of  the  board.  Pre- 
liminary negotiations  were  inaugurated  looking  toward  the 
employment  of  a  rector  and  principal  of  the  school,  but  no 
satisfactory  result  has  been  reached.  Since  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1912,  a  very  exhaustive  investigation  has  been  made, 
by  all  the  members  of  the  board,  through  correspondence 
and  by  personal  visit  of  the  Bishop  and  four  other  members 
of  the  board,  of  an  offer  made  by  Ashland  Commercial  Club 
and  citizens  of  Ashland,  to  secure  the  donation  to  the  board 
of  the  site  of  the  former  state  institution  known  as  The  Ash- 
land Normal  School.  The  proposition  as  finally  submitted 
included  the  transfer  of,  approximately,  15^'  acres  of  land, 
about  a  mile  from  the  center  of  Ashland,  on  which  are 
situate  two  large  buildings  and  a  number  of  smaller  buildings 
formerly  occupied  by  the  normal  school.  The  offer  was  a 
very  generous  one  and  the  board  was  particularly  impressed 
by  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  proposition  and  the  cour- 
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tcsy  shown  to  the  members  of  the  board  by  the  committee 
of  the  Ashland  Commercial  CUib  and  the  citizens  of  Ash- 
land. 

There  were  some  serious  questions  as  to  the  desirability  of 
location,  particularly,  in  view  of  its  remoteness  from  the  see 
city  of  the  diocese.  Further  consideration  of  this  matter 
was  finally  eliminated  by  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  at  the 
last  meeting  of  this  lx)ard,  held  on  Wednesday,  April  24, 
1912,  by  which  the  board  definitely  committed  itself  to  a 
ix)licy  and  a  plan  of  future  operations  which  would  be  en- 
tirely incompatible  with  the  proposed  site  at  Ashland  or  with 
the  re-establishment  of  a  school  for  boys  along  the  lines 
heretofore  considered  by  the  board.  The  resolution  was  as 
follows : 

"Resolved,  That  this  board  hereby  adopts  as  its  settled 
policy  and  plan  of  operations,  the  establishment  of  church 
homes  for  boys,  availing  itself,  so  far  as  secular  education 
is  concerned  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  public  school 
system  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  and  supplementing  such 
secular  education  with  Christian  home  influences,  and  that 
the  efforts  of  the  board  be  devoted,  primarily  but  not  ex- 
clusively, to  the  establishment  of  such  homes  for  worthy 
destitute  boys  in  the  city  of  Portland  and  other  centers  of 
population  in  the  diocese :  that  the  farm  owned  by  the  board 
in  Yamhill  county  be  operated  in  the  interest  of  such  liomes 
as  shall  be  established,  and  to  be  used  during  the  summer 
months  as  a  summer  country  school  for  the  inmates  of  such 
homes." 

The  lx)ard  respectfully  submits  this  resolution  and  the  plan 
of  operations  therein  outlined  as  a  fit  and  proper  work  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  board  and  to  receive  the  sanction  and 
ai)proval  of  this  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  ST.  HELEN'S 

HALL  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

To  the  Tzvcnty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Oregon: 

The  board  of  trustees  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  hereby  submits 
to  the  Convention  its  report  for  the  eleven  months  ending 
April  30,  1912,  with  the  following  statements  attached: 

Summary  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

Summary  of  assets  and  liabilities. 

List  of  real  property. 

Report  of  Sister  Superior  of  St.  Helen's  Hall. 

All  the  scholarships  and  the  Potter  professorship  are  self- 
sustaining  and  invested  in  first  mortgages  dn  improved 
property  in  the  city  of  Portland,  drawing  interest  at  from 
six  to  eight  per  cent  per  annum,  with  the  exception  of 
$W0.00  still  owing  from  the  board  of  school  trustees  to  this 
board  as  trustees  for  the  Doane  scholarship,  which  is  rep- 
resented by  promissory  note  drawing  interest  at  six  per 
cent  per  annum. 

Referring  to  a  resolution  introduced  at  the  last  Con- 
vention, *That  the  board  of  trustees  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  and 
that  of  the  school  lx)ard  be  separate  and  distinct  bodies ;  also 
that  as  soon  as  possible  the  funds  of  the  two  boards  be  seg- 
regated," the  board  would  respectfully  call  to  the  attention 
of  the  Convention  the  fact  that  the  boards  have  been  abso- 
lutely separate  and  distinct  bodies  since  June  1,  1909,  and 
that  all  funds  of  the  two  boards  have  been  segregated  since 
that  date.  The  only  iK)int  at  which  the  two  boards  come  in 
contact,  from  a  financial  view,  is  the  promissory  note  of 
$900.00,  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

The  rc]X)rt  of  the  Sister  Superior  which  is  hereto  attached 
shows  a  most  gratifying  condition  as  to  finances,  attendance 
and  cchicational  results.  With  each  year  of  operation  the 
conviction  of  the  lx)ard  of  trustees  has  been  strengthened 
that  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
fact  that  its  school  for  girls  has  been  placed  under  the  very 
capable  management  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  John  the  Baptist. 

To  one  ])hase  of  the  financial  reports  which  are  attached 
the  board  desires  to  call  especial  attention. 
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At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
St.  Helen's  Hall,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Convention  of  1906,  and  the  segregation  of  the  funds 
formerly  held  by  the  board  of  school  trustees,  the  property 
in  the  custody  of  this  lx)ard,  for  the  maintenance  of  St. 
Helen's  Hall,  consisted  of  five  scholarship  funds,  the  Potter 
professorship  and  the  Spencer  library  fund,  the  income  of 
which  was  specifically  appropriated  to  the  maintenance  of 
five  scholarships  at  St.  Helen's  Hall,  the  maintenance  of  a 
chaplain,  and  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Spencer 
library ;  block  3,  Johnson's  Addition  to  the  city  of  Portland, 
the  site  of  St.  Helen's  Hall,  and  a  few  scattered  lots  from 
which  no  income  was  derived.  There  was  no  general  endow- 
.ment  to  cover  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  owning  of  such 
property  and  the  investment  of  the  funds. 

The  secretary  has,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  carry  on 
his  books  under  the  heading  **General  Fund"  all  miscellane- 
ous disbursements  such  as  taxes,  street  improvements  and 
the  improvement  of  property  in  Willalatin  Park  acquired 
two  years  ago  as  a  possible  future  site  for  St.  Helen's  Hall, 
and  that  account  is  now  represented  by  a  deficit  of  $1171.29, 
having  increased  during  the  past  year  from  $400.15,  the 
items  of  disbursement  during  the  year  which  have  produced 
this  deficit  being,  respectively  taxes  and  street  improvements, 
$267.42 ;  improvement  of  Willalatin  Park,  $466.22,  and  mis- 
cellaneous expense,  $37.50,  or  a  total  of  $771.14. 

These  are  accounts  which  cannot  properly  be  cared  for  as 
a  part  of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  school.  Payment  of 
insurance  on  the  buildings  and  the  ground  rent  of  the 
gymnasium  has  been  assumed  by  the  Sister  Superior,  but 
these  charges  should  properly  be  carried  by  a  general  en- 
dowment. 

With  the  increased  attendance  at  the  hall  comes  an  in- 
creased demand  for  improvements  and  betterments,  and  your 
l)oard  of  tru.stees  has  no  funds  to  meet  such  requirements. 
A  committee  of  the  board  has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
to  co-operate  wi'th  the  Sister  Superior  and  the  alumnx  of 
the  hall  in  an  earnest  effort  toward  the  establishment  of  a 
creneral  endowment  fund.  The  aid  and  support  of  the  Con- 
vention and  the  diocese  in  this  endeavor  is  earnestlv  solicited.

St.  Helen's  Hall  has  had  during  the  year  1911-12,  an  en- 
rollment of  210  pupils.  Of  these  60  have  Ix^en  resident 
pupils,  150  day  pupils.

83  in  the  Elementary  Department. 
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The  school  year  1911-1912  has  so  far  been  greatly  blessed. 
The  resident  department  opened  in  September  with  our  full 
number,  52,  and  several  were  refused  for  lack  of  room. 
After  Christmas,  there  were,  as  usual,  some  withdrawals  for 
various  reasons,  illness  at  home,  change  of  family  plans,  etc., 
but  new  pupils  came  in  so  that  the  number  through  the  sea- 
son has  kept  up  to  46  or  47.  Also  we  are  glad  to  state  that 
the  girls  whom  we  have  had  this  winter  are  generally  such  as 
can  use  profitably  the  advantages  the  hall  offers. 

The  day  school  has  kept  up  very  well  though  we  have 
room  for  a  few  more  children  in  the  elementary  department. 

The  graduating  class  this  year  numbers  16,  of  whom  6 
will  probably  go  to  college,  and  several  of  the  others  will 
specialize  in  music  or  art. 

On  the  spiritual  side  we  are  thankful  to  record  8  baptisms, 
and  16  confirmations.  Of  those  baptized  and  confirmed  8 
were  day  scholars.  Our  rule  is  always  to  advise  our  day 
pupils  to  seek  the  sacraments  at  their  parish  church  if  they 
have  one;  but  many  of  our  girls  Lome  to  us  either  quite 
licathen  or  perhaps  having  moved  to  Portland  but  not  con- 
nected themselvesc  with  any  parish.  In  such  cases  we  try 
to  secure  their  baptism,  confirmation,  and  first  communion, 
here,  where  we  can  so  easily  have  them  prepared  and  then 
pass  them  on  to  the  parish  Church  most  convenient  for  them 
to  attend. 

We  desire  to  close  with  an  expression  of  thankfulness  to 
God  for  His  Fatherly  Hand  which  has  indeed  been  over  us 
and  under  Him  to  our  many  helpers,  to  our  Bishop  for  his 
unfailing  interest,  our  chaplain  for  his  generous  devotion  to 
the  spiritual  good  of  the  household,  to  the  members  of  the 
board  and  to  our  friend  and  physician.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Social  Service  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
at  the  last  or  Twenty-third  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Church,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

During  the  year  there  have  been  held  eleven  (11)  meet- 
ings with  a  full  attendance  of  the  Committee  at  all  the 
meetings  with  one  or  two  exceptions.  The  subjects  and 
matters  discussed  during  the  year  were  as  follows : 

1.  The  Vice  Commission. 

2.  A  rest  and  lunch  room  for  the  working  girls  in  the 
north  end  of  the  city. 

3.  Distribution  of  a  Social  Service  Programme  through- 
out the  various  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  Proper  rooming  accommodations  for  needy  girls. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  if  they  had  done  nothing  more 
than  secure  the  appointment  of  a  Vice  Commission  for  the 
City  of  Portland  they  would  have  accomplished  a  good 
work.  By  and  through  the  efforts  of  your  Committee  this 
\'ice  Commission  was  appointed  by  the  Mayor  on  the  29th 
day  of  August,  1911,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  following 
ordinance  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  the  Social 
Service  Committee: 

An  ordinance  appointing  a  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
inquiring,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Portland,  with 
reference  to  vice  in  its  various  forms. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY  OF  PORTLAND: 

Section  1.  That  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is  created  a 
Commission  to  be  known  as  the  Vice  Commission,  which 
shall  constitute  fifteen  (15)  persons.  The  Mayor  shall  ap- 
ix)int  a  Chairman  of  the  Commission  from  among  its  mem- 
bers. The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall  call  meet- 
ings of  the  Commission  whenever  he  may  see  fit  and  when- 
ever he  shall  be  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  any  five 
members  of  the  Commission. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Commission 
to  inquire  into  the  conditions  within  the  limits  of  the  city 
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with  reference  to  vice  of  various  forms,  including  all  prac- 
tices which  are  debasing  and  degrading  and  which  affect 
the  moral  and  physical  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time 
transmit  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  a  written  report 
of  existing  conditions  as  it  may  find  them  respecting  vice, 
with  such  recommendations  as  it  shall  deem  advisable  for 
the  suppression  thereof,  and  said  Commission  shall,  upon 
request,  either  of  the  Mayor  or  the  City  Council,  immedi- 
ately prepare  and  transmit  a  report  of  existing  conditions 
as  said  Commission  may  find  them. 

Section  4.  That  there  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated 
from  the  general  fund  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000)  for  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Vice  Commission  to  be  paid  out  by  the  Auditor  upgn  the 
written  order  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission. 

Section  5.  Said  Vice  Commission  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  employ  such  assistant  or  assistants  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  6.  The  Chairman  of  said  Vice  Commission  or 
any  officer  or  agent  designated  or  appointed  by  said  Vice 
Commission  shall  have  full  power  to  compel  the  attendance 
and  testimony  of  witnesses,  to  administer  oaths,  and  to  ex- 
amine such  persons  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  com- 
pel the  production  of  books,  documents  or  other  records. 

Section  7.  Wilful  or  false  swearing  by  any  witness 
called  before  said  Commission  or  any  of  its  officers  or 
agents  for  examination  shall  be  i>erjury,  and  punishable  as 
such  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon. 

Rev.  H.  R.  Talbot  of  this  Committee  was  made  head  of 
the  Vice  Commission  and  we  herewith  incorporate  a  report 
made  by  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot  to  this  Committee,  showing  the 
work  accomplished  by  the  Vice  Commission : 

In  the  last  report  oi  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  of  Oregon  attention  was  called  to  the  effective 
work  a  Wqq  Commission  in  the  City  of  Portland  might  ac- 
coini)lisli  for  the  municipality  by  way  of  a  survey  and  an- 
alysis of  immoral  conditions  in  the  city,  as  a  preliminary 
to  some  constructive  method  of  handling  such  problems. 
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The  Social  Service  Committee  was  directed  to  i^etition 
the  city  authorities  to  that  end.  The  legal  member  of  the 
Committee  drew  up  an  Ordinance  framed  somewhat  on  the 
lines  of  that  creating  the  Chicago  Vice  Commission ;  the 
various  members  of  the  Committee  interviewed  the  Mayor 
and  each  member  of  the  Council,  and  on  August  29,  1911, 
the  Ordinance  was  passed,  the  Council  later  appropriating 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  for  its  use,  and  in  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year  a  further  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000).  On  September  22  the  Mayor  appointed  the  fif- 
teen members  of  the  Commission,  as  follows :

The  method  of  procedure  of  the  Commission  has  been  as 

follows : 

The  various  aspects  of  the  problem  have  been  assigned

to  the  Committees  which  are  at  present  as  follows:  The 
mciiical,  juvenile,  commercial,  economic  and  legfal  aspect. 
ICach  week  the  whole  Commission  meets  to  consider  reports 
from  the  various  Committees  and  to  determine  questions  of 
jL^eneral  policy.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  Commission  to  render 
its  rejxDrts  and  recommendations  as  each  completes  its  par- 
ticular survey  instead  of  waiting  until  the  whole  field  of 
investigation  is  covered  and  occasionally,  as  opportunity  of- 
fers, or  some  particular  matter  presents  itself  which  the 
Commission  finds  it  has  data  on  to  offer  recommendations 
based  on  such  data.  For  example,  in  February,  1912,  the 
Commission  found  as  a  result  of  one  of  its  investigations 
that  the  curfew  law  having  fallen  into  a  state  of  innocuous 
desuetude,  on  two  nights  in  February  one  investigator  ob- 
served 1215  boys  and  girls  under  the  age  of  17  on  the 
streets  and  unaccompanied,  between  the  hours  of  8  and  12 
P.  M.  Working  in  unofficial  but  harmonious  conjunction 
with  other  civic  bodies,  the  Commission  recommended  the 
appointment  of  a  special  curfew  squad  of  ten  policemen 
who,  in  sixty  days,  warned  off  the  streets  after  9  o'clock 
2.000  children  unaccompanied  by  elders,  223  being  made 
subject  to  report  to  headquarters. 

Again,  in  view  of  delay  and  opposition  to  a  much  needed 
measure  forbidding  the  employment  of  women  and  girls 
in  shooting  galleries,  the  Commission  was  able  to  furnish 
the  Council  such  a  substantial  array  of  data  in  the  matter 
that  the  measure  was  forthwith  passed  by  the  Council. 

But  one  aspect  of  the  proble.n  has  been  reported  on  in 
full,  that  of  the  medical  aspect.  From  a  most  careful  and 
conservative  survey  the  Commission  brings  certain  facts 
and  recommendations  to  the  public.  The  data  on  which  the 
findings  rest  are  as  follows: 

1.  Consultation  with  genito  urinary  specialists. 

2.  A  questionary  sent  to  all  the  regularly  licensed  and 
practicing  physicians  and  surgeons  in  the  city. 

3.  A  questionary  to  the  principals  of  the  schools  in  the 
city  and  school  doctors  and  school  nurses. 

4.  A  questionary  to  the  Juvenile  Court  and  other  institu* 
tions  dealing  with  children. 

5.  An  investigation  of  the  conditions  and  methods  which 
obtain  in  the  public  institutions  and  hospitals  in  the  city. 

6.  An  examination  of  conditions  in  other  municipalities. 

7.  A  questionary  addressed  to  1000  persons. 
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From  the  information  thus  collected  certain  features  are 
emphasized : 

1.  The  presence  of  venereal  diseases  in  the  city,  bein^ 
21  per  cent  of  all  diseases  treated. 

Attention  is  called  both  to  the  serious  and  insidious  na- 
ture of  the  disease  affecting,  as  it  does,  not  only  the  phys- 
ical but  moral  condition  of  the  patient,  the  family  and  the 
community,  as  well  as  the  individual,  and  to  the  conserva- 
tive character  of  the  sources  from  which  the  data  is  known. 
Quacks,  medical  institutes,  public  institutions  could  furnish 
additional  data  which  would  increase  the  percentaj^e  very 
considerably,  as  many  persons  so  afflicted  ifjnorantly  or 
shame-facedly  avoid  a  proper  treatment. 

2.  Attention  is  especially  directed  to  the  fact  that  the 
public  makes  no  corporate  attem])t  to  protect  itself  or  its 
citizens  from  a  disease  which  is  essentiallv  social  in  char- 
acter, although  70  out  of  the  128  doctors  agree  that  venereal 
diseases  should  be  made  reportable.  The  nub  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Commission  in  this  matter  is  the  need 
of  publicity,  of  education  in  proper  sex  relations  and  the 
creation  of  a  public  opinion,  which,  instead  of  regarding 
the  disease  as  a  private  matter,  should  liold  it  as  a  public 
menace,  one  which,  instead  of  being  ashamed  of  and  not 
fearing,  the  public  should  not  be  ashamed  of,  but  fear. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter 
are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  pending  action  and 
this  Committee  expresses  a  hope  that  the  members  of  this 
Convention  will  bring  such  pressure  to  bear  on  the  officials 
as  shell  tend  to  formulate  these  recommendations  into  some 
specific  legislation,  or,  at  any  rate,  in  some  definite  way 
looking  toward  the  formation  of  the  more  intelligent  public 
opinion  in  the  matter. 

The  point  of  contact  between  the  work  of  this  Commis- 
sion and  the  function  of  the  Church  in  the  community  must 
be  clear  to  any  man  with  a  social  conscience  who  has  gone 
to  school  to  the  Master  of  the  World,  namely,  the  proffer 
of  a  motive  which  shall  withptand  and  overcome  the  attacks 
of  temptation  that  no  amount  of  knowledge  is  likely  to 
combat  successfully  alone. 

fSignerf)  Henry  Ru.ssrll  Talbot. 

Your  Committee  being  made  aware  of  the  great  success 
in  other  cities  of  a  rest  and  lunch  room  for  working  girls 
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in  laundries,  factories,  wholesale  houses,  ci^ar  factories  and 
kindred  employments  paying  small  wages,  deemed  that  such 
an  institution  to  care  for  the  needs  of  girls  working  in  sim- 
ilar institutions  in  Portland  would  be  a  good  work  and 
made  some  investigation  of  this  matter.  Mr.  Talbot  and 
Mr.  Dawson  of  this  Committee  made  personal  investiga* 
tion  of  the  factories,  laundries,  wholesale  houses  and  other 
institutions  employing  girls  in  the  north  end  of  the  city, 
and  reported  that,  in  their  judgment,  a  rest  and  lunch  room 
would  do  much  good  and  would  be  much  appreciated. 

Mr.  Ramsey  and  Mr.  Hahn  were  thereupon  appointed  as 
a  sub-committee  to  look  up  a  suitable  location  and  ascer- 
tain whether  or  not  the  rent  thereof  would  make  it  pos- 
sible for  a  rest  room  of  this  character  to  be  established. 
Their  report  on  this  matter  was  very  favorable,  and  your 
Committee,  believing  that  the  permanent  executive  manage- 
ment of  a  rest  room  of  this  kind  must  necessarily  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  women,  took  this  phase  of  the  question  up 
through  the  Sister  Superior  of  St.  Helen's  Hall.  The  Sister 
Superior  seemed  interested  and  suggested  that  she  would 
ascertain  whether  or  not  a  Sister  could  be  sent  from  the 
Kast  to  take  charge  of  the  work,  but  nothing  has  been  heard 
from  this  source. 

Your  Committee,  not  wishing  to  rely  entirely  upon  the 
chances  of  a  Sister  being  sent  from  the  East  to  take  charge 
of  this  work,  instructed  its  chairman,  Mr.  Talbot,  to  re- 
el ucst  the  Pastor  of  each  parish  in  the  city  to  meet  with  the 
S(H:ial  Service  Committee  in  the  Commercial  Club  Audi- 
torium on  the  21st  day  of  November,  1911.  At  this  meeting 
alxjut  fifty  (50)  representative  women  from  the  various 
parishes  were  present  and  discussed  the  question  of  the 
establishment  of  a  rest  room.  The  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee explained  to  the  women  at  such  meeting  that  inas- 
much as  it  was  a  purely  temporary  committee,  it  necessarily 
C(»ul(l  not  undertake  to  establish  a  work  of  this  character, 
which  for  its  success  must  extend  over  a  long  period  of 
time.  In  addition  to  that  it  seemed  to  the  Committee,  as 
heretofore  suggested,  that  the  active  executive  management 
must  necessarily  be  in  the  hands  of  the  women,  your  Social 
Service  Committee  did,  however,  guarantee  to  the  women 
that  if  they  would  take  charge  of  the  work  through  an  or- 
ganization to  be  formed  by  them,  your  Committee  would 
see  that   the   necessary   funds   for  the  carrying  on  of  the 
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work  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year  would  be  furnished 
to  them.  After  a  discussion  of  tlie  questions  involved,  the 
women  present  at  the  meeting  seemed  to  have  some  doubt 
as  to  the  advisability  of  a  Rest  Room  of  the  character,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  making  investigation  of  the  needs  and 
possible  requirements,  a  committee  of  five  women  was  ap- 
pointed. This  committee  later  reported  that  after  investiga- 
tion, in  which  they  had  talked  with  many  of  the  girls  whom 
it  was  supposed  would  be  aided  by  a  Rest  Room,  they  were 
of  the  opinion  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  attempt  the  estab- 
lishment thereof  at  this  time. 

While  having  every  respect  for  the  judgment  of  the 
women  on  this  committee,  your  committee  is  still  of  the 
opinion  that  a  Rest  and  Lunch  Room  for  working  girls  in 
the  north  end  factories,  etc.,  would  do  much  good  and  would 
meet  with  much  success,  but  it  is  a  matter  that  a  temporary 
committee  cannot  of  itself  handle. 

Your  Committee,  feeling  that  a  more  general  knowledge 
throughout  the  Diocese  of  the  possible  scope  of  the  work  of 
the  Social  Service  Commitee  would  be  of  benefit  to  future 
Committees  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  has  secured  a  pamphlet 
prepared  by  the  joint  commission  on  social  service  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  the  pamphlet  being  headed 
and  known  as  a  Social  Service  Programme  for  the  Parish. 
A  number  of  these  pamphlets  are  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hahn, 
the  secretary  of  this  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  distribu- 
tion to  the  members  of  this  Convention,  and  your  Committee 
hopes  that  these  pamphlets  will  be  read  with  care  and  the 
ideas  therein  suggested  be  hereafter  taken  up  by  the  Social 
Service  Committees  of  the  various  parishes  that  may  be 
appointed  as  hereinafter  recommended. 

Your  Committee  further  suggests  to  its  successor  that  if 
these  pamphlets  be  not  too  expensive,  a  sufficient  number  be 
secured  to  be  distributed  in  each  parish. 

There  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  your  Committee 
that  from  June  29  to  July  6,  1913,  there  will  meet  in  Port- 
land the  Second  World's  Church  Citizenship  Conference, 
and  upon  motion,  duly  made  and  carried,  the  Social  Service 
Committee  resolved  to  request  this  Convention  to  appoint 
delegates  to  represent  the  Episcopal  Church  of  this  Diocese 
at  said  Convention. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  this  Convention 
by  motion  request  the  Bishop  to  issue  an  Episcopal  letter 
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requesting  the  Pastors  of  the  various  Parishes  in  this  Diocese 
to  appoint  a  Social  Service  Committee  for  the  Parish,  said 
Committee  to  consist  of  as  many  members  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  by  the  Pastor,  these  Parochial  Social  Service  Com- 
mittees to  report  to  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
at  least  quarterly  and  oftener  if  desired,  as  to  the  work  being 
conducted  by  them  and  offering  suggestions  as  to  the  work 
that  may  be  taken  up  by  this  Committee,  and  further,  that 
the  Social  Service  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  be 
at  all  times  authorized  to  call  upon  the  various  parochial 
Social  Service  Committees  for  such  work  as  may  be  outlined. 

Your  Committee  also  desires  to  call  attention  of  this  Con- 
vention, and  through  this  Convention  the  people  at  large,  of 
the  work  of  what  is  known  as  the  Social  Hygiene  Society. 

Dr.  Hyde,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  H.  R.  Talbot,  addressed 
the  men  of  St.  David's  Church  upon  the  subject  of  Social 
Hygiene.  As  this  subject  is  of  importance  in  connection  with 
the  Social  Service  work,  it  is  suggested  by  the  Committee 
that  such  addresses  be  given  by  suitable  persons  in  the 
Dioceses,  when  occasion  occurs  and  the  time  is  opportune. 

In  connection  with  the  part  of  the  work  of  this  Commit- 
tee, which  may  properly  be  called  Social  Hygiene,  Dr.  L.  W. 
Hyde,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 
and  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Social  Hygiene 
Society  of  Portland,  reports  the  work  of  this  Society  to 
the  Committee.  It  is  the  belief  of  this  Committee  that  the 
work  of  the  Social  Hygiene  Society  has  been  thus  far 
judicious,  careful,  well  thought  out  and  of  great  benefit  to 
the  youth,  as  well  as  parents.  We  endorse  what  they  have 
done  and  we  recommend  the  moral  support  of  the  Dioceses 
for  their  work. 

Another  mater  of  great  importance  to  this  Committee  and 
one  which  it  hopes  its  successor  will  have  time  to  look  into 
is  the  question  of  Rooming  and  Lodging  Houses  for  needy 
girls.  While  there  are  many  places  within  the  city  where  a 
man  may  secure  clean  and  proper  lodgings  for  a  very  nom- 
inal consideration,  there  is  no  such  place  where  a  needy  girl 
may  be  thus  accommodated.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  does  not  fill 
this  want  as  the  prices  for  rooms  at  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  or 
the  prices  of  rooms  under  their  control  or  supervision,  while 
not  high  probably  for  the  accommodations  offered,  are  not 
within  the  reach  of  a  large  and  increasing  demand  for 
smaller  and  cheaper  quarters. 
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As  may  have  been  gathered  from  the  several  statements 
made  in  this  report,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  best  work  of  a  Social  Service  Committee  cannot  be  had 
so  long  as  the  Committee  is  temporary  in  its  character. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  suggests  that  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  future  committees  the  term  of  the  work  be  ex- 
tended to  five  (5)  years  with  a  provision  that  of  the  first 
Committee  one  member  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  three, 
one  for  four  and  one  for  five  years,  thereby  permitting  of  a 
new  appointment  by  the  Bishop  each  year  without  interfering 
with  any  plan  of  work  which  may  be  outlined  by  the 
Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 

EDUCATION. 

To  the  Convention : 

No  duties  havinp^  been  assij^^ned  to  your  committee  this 
year,  either  by  the  IHshop  or  the  Convention:  and  the  com- 
mittee of  last  year  havin)j^  made  a  very  complete  statistical 
reix)rt  of  the  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Diocese,  there  appears  to  he  little  for  the  undersigned  to  do, 
excei)t  comment  upon  one  or  two  matters  of  interest,  and 
make  a  few  su/j^j^estions. 
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Your  committee,  two  of  whom,  by  the  way,  belong  to  the 
Board  of  School  Trustees,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  an- 
nounced intention  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees,  to  use 
the  Bishop  Scott  Academy  endowment  for  the  education  of 
boys  of  the  poorer  or  destitute  classes,  by  instituting  a  home, 
or  homes  where  they  may  be  nurtured  under  proper  Christian 
influences,  while  they  receive  their  secular  training  in  the 
public  schools  maintained  by  the  state,  is  praiseworthy ;  and 
that  the  plan  of  using  this  endowment  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  really  need  help  commend  itself  to  the  sympathy 
and  interest  of  Christian  men  and  women. 

Thoroughly  good  work  continues  to  be  done  in  St.  Helen's 
Hall,  and  in  St.  Elizabeth's  House,  and  your  committee  feels 
that  the  Diocese  is  under  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Sisters 
or  St.  John  the  Baptist  and  the  Christian  ladies  who  assist 
them  in  their  work  of  training  young  girls  for  Christ. 
"Mention  should  be  made  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  Miss 
Eaton  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  in  teaching  week  day  Bible  classes 
in  St.  Mark's  Parish  and  in  Piedmont.  The  teaching  mis- 
sions conducted  by  the  Bishop  at  various  points  in  the 
Diocese  have  undoubtedly  done  much  to  promote  intelligent 
Churchmanship,  and  we  commend  the  Bishop's  zeal  and 
faithful  service  in  this  direction. 

The  ever-abiding  difficulty  of  manning  our  Sunday  Schools 
with  efficient  and  consecrated  teachers,  especially  in  the 
smaller  towns  and  districts,  suggests  the  thought  that  the 
clergymen  who  find  themselves  hampered  and  their  work 
retarded  in  this  respect,  give  their  serious  consideration  to 
the  St.  Sulpice  Method  of  Instruction,  or  some  modification 
thereof.  By  this  system  one  teacher,  be  he  priest  or  layman, 
can.  with  the  assistance  of  one  or  two  helpers  (not  teachers), 
do  more  to  promote  discipline,  create  interest  and  inculcate 
Christian  knowledge,  than  under  like  circumstances  can  be 
accomplished  in  any  other  way.  The  judicious  use  of  a 
gavel  will  ensure  order  and  precision.  The  enthusiastic  teach- 
ing of  that  with  which  the  teacher  is  thoroughly  familiar  will 
produce  interest  and  receptivity  on  the  part  of  the  Christian. 
The  use  of  carefully  prepared  and  proper  illustrations  will 
fix  truths  in  the  minds  of  the  children  and  stir  their  hearts. 
Of  course  this  method  means  careful  work  and  preparation 
on  the  part  of  the  Catechist ;  but  no  one  need  hope  to  teach 
who  will  not  work  and  prepare. 

It  would  be  an  excellent  thing  if  someone  familiar  with 
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the  St.  Sulpice  Method  could  give  "demonstrations"  in  many 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD 

OF  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES. 

Your  committee  cannot  too  strongly  commend  the  sound, 
common  sense  and  beautiful  practical  charity  of  the  proposal 
to  establish  a  Church  home  for  boys  such  as  is  suggested  in 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees.  Such  a  policy 
merits  the  approval  and  cordial  co-operation  of  the  entire 
Diocese. 

However,  in  view  of  the  change  of  plan  disclosed  by  the 
report,  we  recommend  that  the  Convention  urge  upon  the 
Board  of  School  Trustees  the  advisability  of  considering  the 
sale  of  the  Oak  Hill  Farm  for  not  less  than  has  been  in- 
vested therein  and  such  a  use  of  the  proceeds  as  may  seem 
best  adapted  to  promote  the  present  policy  of  the  Board. 

In  view  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Convention  of  1910, 
this  Committee  notes  that  the  Ascension  School  Fund  now 
held  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  be  handed  over  to  the 
T»ishop  of  Eastern  Oregon  as  soon  as  a  request  for  same  is 
made.  The  reason  that  this  fund  has  not  been  conveyed 
licfore  this  time  is  that  the  Bishop  of  Eastern  Oregon  has 
requested  that  the  fund  be  held  by  our  School  Trustees  pend- 
ing the  settlement  of  a  suit  with  the  railroad  company. 

The  attention  of  the  Convention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
in  signing  the  lease  to  the  school  property  Lx)ts  2-11,  Block 
277  and  Lots  4-5,  Block  278,  Couch  Addition,  the  Board  of 
School  Trustees  of  Bishop  Scott  Academy  has  made  no 
provision  to  protect  the  Diocese  against  the  use  of  the  prop- 
erty for  undesirable  or  immoral  purposes.  The  situation  as 
it  now  stands  gives  the  Church,  which  is  the  owner,  and 
therefore  finally  responsible  to  the  community  as  well  as  to 
the  communicants,  no  control  over  the  uses  to  which  it  may 
be  put. 

If  the  specious  argument  be  advanced  CI)  that  the  city 
ordinances  provide  against  immoral  and  therefore  illegal 
use  of  the  premises  or  (2)  that  to  insert  a  clause  prohibiting 
an  immoral  use  of  the  property  this  commercially  desirable 
lease  could  not  have  been  consummated,  the  answer  is 
obvious;  that  the  responsibility  of  a  religious  body  holding 
property  cannot  be  discharged  on  merely  legal  or  commercial 
grounds ;  that  if  the  Church  of  Christ  or  any  part  of  it  docs 
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not  lead  the  way  in  a  sense  of  moral  responsibility  for  the 
conduct  of  its  property,  the  whole  community  is  that  much 
poorer  in  real  wealth. 

This  committee  therefore  unhesitatingly  and  unanimously 
condemns  such  actions  and  desires  to  utter  this. feeble  and 
futile  protest.  It  has  no  recommendations  to  offer.  The 
thing  is  done  and  the  Diocese  must  accept  the  consequencjcs ; 
no  very  cheerful  outlook  to  any  member  of  a  religious  body 
who  is  familiar  with  the  conditions  as  they  obtain  today 
under  such  a  lease  in  this  or  any  other  large  city.

BY-LAWS  OF  BOARD  OF  GHDRGH  EXTENSION 

ARTICLE  I. 

Meetizigs. 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  in 
the  City  of  Portland,  Oregon,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  each 
month,  except  the  months  of  August  and  September,  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  if  not  a  legal  holiday,  and 
if  a  legal  holiday  then  on  the  day  next  thereafter. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at  any 
time  and  at  any  p/lace  within  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  on  call  of 
the  Secretary,  acting  upon  the  order  of  the  Chairman,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Vice  Chairman,  or  any  five  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Notice  of  all  meetings,  specifying  the  time  and 
place  for  holding  same,  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Secretary  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  not  less  than  three  days  in  advance  of  said . 
meeting.  Notice  of  special  meetings  shall  also  set  forth  the 
purposes  for  which  such  meeting  is  called  and  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  at  such  special  meeting  other  than  that  indicated  in 
the  notice. 

Section  4.  Five  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  at  all  meetings,  but  a  lesser  number  may 
convene  and  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum  is  pres- 
ent, of  which  adjournments  no  notice  need  be  given.  All  ques- 
tions coming  before  any  meeting  of  the  Board  for  action  shall  '^  "T-t-- 
be  decided  by  a  majorirty  vote  of  the  members  present  at  said 
be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  said 
meeting,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  these  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  IL 
Officers  and  Committees. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  Chairman 
of  the  Board  ex-officio. 

Section  2.  At  their  first  regular  meeting  held  after  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  the  Board  shall  choose  by 
ballot  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-Chairman,  a  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon; 
an  Executive  Committee  of  five  members  including  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  who  shall  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
of  which  Committee  two  of  those  elected  shall  be  clerical  mem- 
bers and  two  shall  be  lay  members;  a  Committee  on  Establish- 
ment of  New  Missions,  consisting  of  five  members  including  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  who  shall  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, of  which  Committee  two  of  those  elected  shall  be  clerical 
members  and  two  shall  be  lay  members,  and  to  membership  on

which  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon  shall  be  eligible;  a  Committee  for  Examination  of  Mis- 
sionaries' Reports,  consisting  of  three  members;  a  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  consisting  of  three  members,  and  a  Property 
Committee  consisting  of  three  members  including  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  No  officer  of  the  Board  or  member  of  any  Com- 
mittee shall  receive  compensation  as  such  from  the  Board  but 
the  necessary  expenses  of  all  Officers  aoid  Committees  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Duties  of  Ofificers  and  Committees. 

Section  1.  The  Vice-Chairman,  in  the  absence  or  disability 
of  the  Chairman,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  act  as  Secretary  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  and  shall  record  all  the  minutes  of  such  meet- 
ings in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  give  due 
notice  of  all  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  his  office  or  may  be 
•  assigned  to  him  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board,  the  Executive 
Committee  or  the  Chairman.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  the  presiding  officer  may  appoint 
any  other  member  to  act  as  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  be  responsible 
for  all  cash  and  securities  of  the  Board  coming  into  his  posses- 
sion and  shall  be  authorized  to  give  receipts  for  all  monies  due 
and  payable  to  the  Board,  to  endorse  checks  and  drafts  in  the 
name  of  the  Board  and  to  pay  out  money  as  the  business  of  the 
Board  may  require,  taking  proper  vouchers  therefor.  All  funds 
of  the  Board  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  in 
such  banks  or  other  depositories  as  they  may  designate.  The 
Treasurer  shall  keep  a  proper  record  of  all  financial  transactions 
of  the  Board  and  present  a  written  report  of  the  same  at  each 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

All  books  and  records  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  subject  to 
audit  by  the  Diocesan  Auditing  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  possess  and  ex- 
ercise all  the  powers  of  the  full  Board  during  the  recesses  there- 
of and  shall  submit  to  the  Board  at  their  regular  meeti^igs,  for 
approval,  a  written  report  of  any  official  action  taken  by  them. 

Section  5.  Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  so  request  the  Com- 
mittee on  Establishment  of  New  Missions  shall  advise  and  co- 
operate with  the  Bishop  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  establish- 
ment of  new  missions  or  employment  of  additional  missionaries 
for  which  the  Board  will  be  held  financially  responsible,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  upon  questions  of  abandonment  or  removal  of 
existing  missions  maintained,  wholly  or  in  part,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Board  and  upon  questions  of  extending  financial  aid  to 
missionary  work  not  under  control  of  the  Board. 
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All  acts  and  conclusioiis  of  the  Committee  involving  the  Board 
shall  be  reported  in  writing  and  will  not  be  effective  until  rati- 
fied and  approved  by  the  Board. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  for  Examination  of  Missionaries 
Reports  shall  receive  and  examine  all  reports  of  missionaries  in 
the  Diocese  and  shall  submit  a  statement  of  their  findings  to 
the  Board  quarterly.  They  shall,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Board,  prepare  and  revise  the  forms  of  reports  required  from 
the  missionaries  and  shall  determine,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Board,  whether  or  not  any  stipends  of  missionaries  shall  be 
withheld  on  account  of  delinquency  or  irregularity  in  their  re- 
ports. 

Section  7.  The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  shall  prepare 
the  Annual  Budget  and  submit  same  to  the  Board  for  considera- 
tion and  approval  at  its  regular  meeting  held  in  July.  If,  and 
when,  authority  is  g^ven  the  Board  by  action  of  Convention  it 
shall  make  annually  a  fair  and  equitable  apportionment  among 
all  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese  of  the  sums  deemed 
necessary  to  be  paid  by  them  t«nvard  the  support  of  missionary 
work  within  the  Diocese.  In  cases  of  delinquency  or  default  in 
payment  of  pledges  the  Committee  shall  with  due  diligence  as- 
certain the  reasons  therefor  and  submit  written  reports  of  their 
findings  to  the  Board. 

Section  8.  The  Property  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  pass  upon  all  donations,  legacies  and  en- 
dowments, the  principal  or  income  from  which  is  to  be  used  by 
the  Board;  shall  examine  and  approve  titles  to  all  real  property 
before  same  is  acquired  by  the  Board:  shall  approve  bills  for 
taxes,  repairs  and  improvements  before  their  payment  and  in 
general  attend  to  all  details  incident  to  the  custody  and  proper 
maintenance  of  the  property  of  the  Board.  The  Committee  shall 
collect  and  turn  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  all  rentals 
and  other  income  from  such  property  and  shall,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  make  all  settlements  with  heirs,  execu- 
tors or  others  having  interest  with  the  Board  in  legacies,  dona- 
tions or  endowments. 

The  Committee  shall  cause  to  be  published  annually  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  a  list  of  all  endowments  held 
by  the  Board  together  with  a  statement  showing  disposition  of 
same. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Amendments. 

These  By-Laws  m«iy  be  amended,  altered  or  repealed  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Hoard  of  Missions  given 
at  any  regular  meeting,  provided  that  a  resolution,  giving  the 
substance  or  object  of  such  propo:^ed  amendment,  alteration  or 
repeal  shall  be  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  not  lesj^ 
than  three  weeks  previous  thereto,  and  a  copy  of  such  resolution 
shall  have  been  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less 
than  three  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  at  which  such  amend- 
ment, alteration  or  repeal  is  acted  upon.

Rales  of  Order 

First — No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  has 
been  seconded;  and  every  motion,  when  required,  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing. 

2.  When  a  motion  :s  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
made,  except : 

(a)  To  lay  on  table,  which  shall  be  without  debate ; 

(b)  To  postpone  indefinitely; 

(c)  To  postpone  to  a  certain  time : 

(d)  To  commit;  or 

(e)  To  amend. 

And  these  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  here  stated,  provided  that  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
always  be  in  order  and  be  decided  without  debate. 

Second — When  any  question  is  before  the  Convention, 
every  member  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Convention. 

Third — When  any  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention 
reports,  the  report  shall  be  considered  accepted,  and  the 
only  action  necessary  will  be  upon  its  adoption,  which  shall 
be  by  sections  or  paragraphs,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a 
majority  vote. 

Fourth — No  change  shall  be  made  in  the  foregoing  rules, 
except  at  an  annual  convention;  and  when  any  change  is 
proposed,  no  action  shall  be  taken  until  one  day's  notice 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  Convention,  and  a  motion  to 
change  shall  be  carried  by  a  majority  vote. 

Fifth — All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  determined  by  the  usually  recognized  rules  of  parliamen- 
tary practice. 

Sixth — ^The  deliberations  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
suspended  each  day  at  noon,  and  the  Chairman  shall  read 
the  "Collect  for  Missions"  in  conformity  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  General  Board  of  Missions.

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon  assembled  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  of  St.  Stephen  the 
Martyr,  at  eight  o'clock,  on  Tuesday  evening,  May  20,  1913, 
for  the  "Preparation  Service/'  Evening  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Dean,  the  Very  Rev.  H.  M.  Ramsey,  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Horsfall  reading  the  First  I-esson  and  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Rosen- 
muller  reading  the  Second  Lesson.  The  Rt.  Rev.  A.  U.  de 
Pencier,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Westminster,  B.  C, 
was  in  the  Chancel. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.  (See  Appendix  I.) 
Archdeacon  Chambers  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension.  The  Offering  was  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, and  the  Service  closed  with  the  Benediction  by  the 
Bishop. 

FIRST  DAY. 

Portland,  Ore.,  May  21,  1913. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  in  Trinity  Chapel 
at  9  A.  M.,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  H.  Bloor,  officiating. 

The  Convention  was  opened  in  Trinity  Parish  House  at 
10:15  A.  M.,  with  prayer  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  C.  W.  Baker,  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  called 
the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  list  of  Lay 
Delegates  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention.

The  Chair  announced  a  quorum  present  and  the  Conven- 
tion ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  Regular  Committees. 

The  Rev.  J.  E.  H.  Simpson  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Lord  Bishop  of  New  Westminster 
be  invited  to  a  seat  upon  the  platform. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  A.  U.  dePencier,  Bishop  of  New  West- 
minster, B.  C,  was  escorted  to  a  $eat  on  the  platform. 
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Archdeacon  Chambers  moved  that  the  Assistant  Secretary 
cast  the  ballot  of  the  Convention  for  the  Rev.  Charles  Wilson 
Baker  as  Secretary  of  the  Convention.     Carried. 

Such  ballot  was  cast  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  the 
Chair  announced  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Wilson

And  further,  That  a  joint  commission  of  five  Bishops, 
five  Presbyters,  and  five  Laymen  he  appointed  to  recom- 
mend to  the  following  General  Convention  such  legisla- 
tion as  is  necessary  to  bring  the  official  standards  of  the 
Church  into  harmony  with  the  above  change  of  the  title 
page. 

And  further,  That  the  said  commission  be  instructed  to 
report  a  form  for  the  permanent  embodiment  in  the  or- 
ganic law  of  the  Church  such  statement  as  shall  set  forth 
the  continuity  of  this  Church  through  the  ancient  Church 
of  England,  from  the  historic  Church  founded  by  Christ 
Himself;  its  loyalty  to  the  principles  established  by  and 
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through  the  reformation  of  the  Church  of  England  as  tMi- 
shrined  in  the  Rook  of  Common  Prayer:  and  its  Catholic 
and  comprehensive  character. 

The  Rev.  A.  A.  ^^orris(>n  moved  that  the  first  part  of 
this  resolution  be  adopted.     Carried. 

The  Rev.  J.  E.  II.  Simpson  moved  that  the  remainder 
of  the  resolution  be  adopted.     Carried. 

The  Rev.  P.  K.  Hammond  offered  the  followinj^  resohi- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  which  apportions  the 
amounts  necessary  for  Diocesan  and  General  Missions  be 
instructed  to  base  their  apportionments  on  the  Parishes 
and  Missions  on  the  parochial  expenditures,  with  the 
same  limitations  as  to  extraordinary  expenditures  as  is 
now  used  by  the  Board  of  Equalization. 

And  further.  That  fractions  of  dollars  be  eliminated, 
so  that  apportionments  shall  be  in  even  dollars. 

And  moved  that  this  resolution  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  to  report  tomorrow.     Carried. 

The  Rev.  H.  R.  Talbot  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  draw  the  attention  of 
the  State  and  City  Boards  of  Education  to  the  lack  of  any 
course  in  ethics  in  the  school  curricula,  and  urges  the 
introduction  of  a  course, — a  system  of  Moral  Education  in 
the  public  schools. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Resolution  reported 
favorably  on  the  preceding  resolution,  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion.

A  CORPORATION  SOLE. 

As  a  Corporation  Sole  I  have  to  report  to  the  Convention 
that  our  mission  property  is  in  better  condition  than  at  any 
time  in  the  hi.story  of  the  Diocese.  Its  value,  exclusive  of 
the  mortgage  indebtedness,  is  approximately  $75,000.00. 
All  the  property  has  been  carefully  and  accurately  listed,  and 
I  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  present  to  the  Convention  at  this 
time  a  detailed  report  of  its  value,  but,  notwithstanding  the 
effort  which  has  been  made,  it  has  been  impossible  to  collect 
the  data  necessary  for  such  a  report.  We  feel  confident, 
however,  that  with  the  data  which  we  are  now  seeking,  a 
very  full  report  of  all  Church  property  in  the  Diocese  will 
be  forthcoming  next  year. 

-  All  the  property  is  covered  by  insurance,  and  all  taxes  and 
special  assessments  payable  during  the  year  have  been  paid, 
and  the  latter  has  been  a  heavy  drain  upon  the  Bishop's 
Fund. 
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The  rcceii)ts  from  what  is  known  as  the  ** Bishop's  Fund" 
have  been  used  in  strict  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the 
legacy,  which  provides  that  the  income  shall  be  used  by  the 
Bishop  of  Oregon,  at  his  discretion,  for  **the  Missionary, 
Benevolent,  and  Education"  purposes  of  the  Diocese. 

Xow  that  we  have  more  clergy  in  the  field,  and  our  Mis- 
sions are  growing  stronger,  we  expect  them  to  require  less 
aid  from  the  '*  Bishop's  Fund,"  so  that  the  income  may  be 
used  for  new  work,  and  for  assisting  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  two  of  whom  we  hope  to  have  at  the  Seminary 
next  year. 

The  investments  are  all  made  by  Mr.  Rodney  Glisan, 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  Mr.  William  McMaster,  and 
the  accounts  are  carefully  kept  by  Mr.  Charles  B.  Pf abler, 
chartered  accountant,  to  all  of  whom  I  desire  to  express  my 
grateful  appreciation. 

To  encourage  parishes  and  missions,  and  to  help  them  to 
help  themselves,  I  have  organized  a  "Reinforcement  Fund," 
and  once  a  year  invite  about  100  Churchmen  to  meet  me  in- 
formally for  the  purpose  of  discussing  some  of  our  financial 
problems  and  increasing  our  membership.  The  first  report 
of  the  "Reinforcement  Fund"  is  hopeful,  and  is  printed, 
and  will  be  before  you  tomorrow. 

THE  BALLOTING  SYSTEM  AND  ELECTIONS. 

Owing  to  an  error  in  cutting  the  ballot  into  separate  slips 
for  each  Board  last  year,  there  was  much  confusion  and 
waste  of  time  in  the  matter  of  elections.  To  avoid  this  I 
appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Rector  of  St.  David's 
Church,  Mr.  Horace  Ramsdell  and  Dr.  Josephi  to  study  out 
and  prepare  a  workable  plan  for  voting  this  year.  This  will 
be  submitted  to  you  early  tomorrow  in  the  form  of  a  sample 
ballot,  with  the  instructions  printed  on  the  back ;  and  I  hope 
that  you  will  take  immediate  action  upon  it,  that  the  voting 
may  be  expedited,  and  carefully  and  thoroughly  done  on 
Thursday.  In  this  connection  I  urge  the  Convention  to  take 
the  greatest  possible  care  in  the  matter  of  these  elections. 
The  Lord's  business  should  be  carried  on  with  the  same 
thoroughness  surely  as  any  other  business,  and  yet  it  has 
occurred  that  members  of  Boards  and  committeees  have  not 
been  regular  in  attendance  at  meetings,  and  have  shown 
little  or  no  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Board  on  which  they 
were  placed  by  this  Convention.     Think  the  elections  over 
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before  hand  and  vote  intelligently.  To  those  of  you  who 
shall  be  elected,  accept  the  honor  and  responsibility.  Serve 
out  your  term  ajid  do  your  duty.  Express  your  convictions 
forcibly,  and  do  not  feel  hurt  if  things  are  not  always  going 
your  way. 

On  Thursday  we  will  ( D.  v. )  elect  four  priests  and  four 
laymen,  with  others  as  substitutes  in  case  of  illness,  to  rep- 
resent the  Diocese  in  the  General  Convention  at  New  York 
next  October.  Our  delegates  go  to  represent  us,  not  their 
own  private  opinions.  They  do  not  go  to  represent  any  par- 
ticular parish  or  town,  but  to  represent  the  Diocese  as  a 
whole.  We  should  choose  men  who  have  a  full  ai)preciation 
of  this  and  who,  before  they  give  our  vote,  will  counsel  to- 
gether and  ask,  '*What  would  our  Diocese  have  us  do  ?"  It 
must  be  remembered  that  each  Diocese  votes  as  a  unit.  A 
division  of  opinion  in  the  delegation  expressed  by  a  divided 
vote  pratically  takes  the  vote  of  the  Diocese  away  and  leaves 
it  worse  than  unrepresented.  A  divided  vote  silences  the 
voice  of  the  Diocese  and  destroys  such  influence,  even  if  it 
be  but  little,  which  the  Diocese  possesses  and  exf)ects  its 
delegates  to  use.  We  need  therefore  to  choose  faithful  men 
who  can  be  depended  upon,  without  detailed  instructions 
form  us,  to  speak  and  vote  as  we  would  have  them,  and  to 
make  the  voice  of  the  Diocese  to  be  ever  heard  for  the  Catho- 
lic Faith,  and  Catholic  life  in  the  Holy  Catholic  Church. 

GENERAL  SURVEY  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

A — Our  Policy:  My  policy  for  the  Diocese  during  the 
past  four  years,  if  I  may  state  it  in  a  sentence,  has  been  to 
unify  the  Diocese,  and  to  build  up  the  family  idea.  In  the 
making  of  the  treasury  of  our  Board  of  Church  Extension 
into  a  "family  fund,"  or  **war  chest  of  the  Diocese,"  into 
which  all  parishes  and  missions  pay  their  apportionments 
and  their  pledges  for  stipends,  into  which  also  comes  the 
interest  from  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  the  General  Church 
Apportionment,  and  from  which  all  stipends  of  the  mission- 
aries are  paid ;  in  the  general  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese 
of  our  efficient  Archdeacon,  and  Deans  of  Convocation ;  in 
the  uniform  teaching  of  all  the  clergy  that  each  congrega- 
tion cannot  **flock  by  itself"  but  is  part  of  the  Diocesan 
family ;  in  the  increased  circulation  of  the  "Oregon  Church- 
man" and  in  my  own  frequent  visitation  of  our  struggling 
missions — in  all  these  things  a  large  measure  of  success  has 
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crowned  this  policy.  The  reproach  of  the  "Silent  Churches 
in  Oregon"  is  now  fast  passing  away.  The  vacancies  at  Al- 
bany, Corvallis  and  Salem  will  be  filled  by  September.  We 
have  fourteen  -parishes  self-supporting  except  the  Good 
Samaritan,  Corvallis,  and  twenty-nine  missions.  We  have 
on  our  staff  of  clergy  30  priests.  Seventeen  of  these  priests 
are  dependent  on  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  for  their 
stipends,  in  whole  or  in  part.  A  new  rectory  and  parish  hall 
has  l)een  built  for  St.  Barnabas,  McMinnville.  A  new 
Church  building  will  soon  be  erected  in  Marshfield.  Two 
lots  will  be  sold  this  month  at  Ban  don  in  order  to  pay  off 
the  debt  there,  and  six  lots  will  still  be  left,  St.  Matthew's 
Church  building  on  Caruthers  Street  has  been  sold,  and  a 
new  site  has  been  purchased  further  south  on  which  an  at- 
tractive Church  hall  has  been  built,  leaving  a  balance  of 
about  $5,000.00.  A  new  Church  will  eventually  be  built  on 
the  corner.  The  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  has  been 
obliged  to  make  extensive  repairs,  the  Church  building  hav- 
ing become  a  veritable  fire  trap.  These  changes  and  repairs 
have  been  made  as  necessity  required,  and  now  the  building 
is  in  good  condition,  and  is  attractive  and  well  furnished. 
The  heavy  debt  incurred  is  l>eing  bravely  shouldered  by  the 
congregation.  The  property  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels* 
Mi.ssion  will  be  sold,  and  a  lot  secured  five  blocks  further 
east.  The  present  Church  building  of  this  Mission  is  too 
small  for  the  growing  congregation,  and  while  hardly  two 
years  old  shelters  a  Sunday  School  of  more  than  70  children. 

B — Our  Institutions:  Our  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  con- 
tinues its  noble  ministry  of  healing,  and  is  growing  in 
efficiency. 

Our  St.  Helen's  Hall,  and  St.  Elizabeth's  House  under 
the  loving  care  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  make 
satisfactory  reports.  They  should  be  supported  by  our 
prayers  and  liberal  gifts  and  endowments.  They  are  ac- 
complishing great  things  for  the  daughters  of  Oregon. 

It  is  expected  to  reopen  the  Bishop  Scott  Grammar  School 
on  our  100-acre  farm  in  Yamhill  County  next  September 
with  20  boys  and  three  capable  masters,  and  a  house  mother, 
and  a  superintendent  who  comes  with  highest  testimonials 
from  a  school  in  Philadelphia.  The  idea  is  not  to  compete 
with  the  high  priced  boys*  lx)arding  schools  in  the  East,  but 
to  provide  a  good  grammar  school  education,  manual  train- 
ing, and  healthy  out-d(X)r  life  on  the  farm,  all  for  $300.00 
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per  year.  Neighboring  Bishops  commend  this  plan  as  a 
worthy  memorial  of  Bishop  Scott,  and  one  which  will  meet 
a  real  need  in  Oregon. 

C — Our  Vicars:  In  order  to  emphasize  further  the  unity 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  personal  relationship  of  each  mission 
to  its  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  has  given  consent  to 
my  request  for  a  uniform  name  for  the  missionary  clergy, 
which  will  clearly  express  to  our  missionary  congregations 
their  close  relationship  to  their  Bishop.  1  leretofore  the  mis- 
sionaries have  been  variously  titled.  **Priest-in-charge," 
^'Assistant,'*  '^Missionary  Rector,**  "Minister-in-charge,"  etc. 
All  missionary  property  being  vested  in  the  Bishop  who  is 
a  Corporation  Sole,  he  is  the  Rector  of  all  missions,  and  the 
clergyman  appointed  to  each  mission  is  his  deputy,  and  is 
now  called  "Vicar."  The  title  "V^icar'*  means  one  deputed 
or  authorized  to  peform  the  functions  of  another,  a  substi- 
tute in  office,  a  deputy.  When  a  "Vicar"  leaves  a  mission  it 
falls  automatically  under  the  Rector,  who  will  see  to  it  that 
at  least  occasional  services  are  maintained,  and  another 
"Vicar"  appointed  as  soon  as  possible.  This  is  no  new 
"fad."  merely  to  give  titles  to  our  hard-working,  practical, 
self-effacing  missionaries  who  care  nothing  for  titles,  but 
a  simple  old-fashioned  title,  clear  and  beautiful  in  its  mean- 
ing, and  tending  to  unify  the  Diocese.  Already  the  congre- 
gations in  the  mission  field  have  fallen  in  with  the  plan  and 
appreciate  it. 

Therefore  our  missionary  force  consists  of  one  Arch- 
deacon, three  Deans  of  Convocation,  Dean  of  the  Pro- 
Cathedral,  and  thirteen  Vicars. 

D — Our  Finances: 

Income  for  Church  Extension $14,872.82 

Expenditures  for  stipends,  etc 13,856.78 

Balance  for  Treasury $  1.016.04 

This  balance  will  be  entirely  absorbed  in  paying  the 
stipends  of  the  Vicars  during  the  next  two  months ;  but,  even 
so.  this  is  the  best  financial  showing  the  Diocese  has  ever 
made.  In  addition  more  money  has  been  raised  and  sent 
outside  the  Diocese  for  the  flood  sufferers  in  Ohio,  and  to  l>e 
applied  on  the  General  Missionary  Apportionment  than 
the  Diocese  has  ever  raised  before.    These  items,  and  many 
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Other  statistics  will  be  placed  before  you  in  the  reports  of 
Others.  Tor  the  blessings  we  have  had,  and  for  the  small 
measure  of  growth  we  have  had  1  thank  God. 

THE  DIOCESE  AS  A  WHOLE. 

We  shall  never  get  a  true  view  of  the  Diocese,  just  as 
we  cannot  get  a  true  view  of  a  book,  or  a  character,  if  we 
seek  first  for  the  details  and.  adding  up  our  impressions, 
produce  the  result  as  a  sort  of  sum  in  addition.  Fancy 
judging  a  Keat's  sonnet  by  the  first  four  lines,  or  a  book  by 
Figgis  or  Tyrrell  by  two  or  three  chapters  taken  at  random. 
It  is  as  a  whole,  showing  things  which  cannot  be  put  into 
statistics,  that  we  may  more  correctly  estimate  the  value, 
force,  power  of  a  Diocese,  or  a  life,  or  a  book.  In  this 
larger  vision,  in  the  view  of  the  whole,  by  evi<lence  which 
eludes  statistics  we  feel  that  Our  policy  of  unifying  the 
Diocese  has  made  a  distinct  advance. 

UNITY  BY  COMMON  PRAYER. 

The  negative  unity  of  tolerance  and  kindly  feeling  is 
manifest  among  us  in  Oregon,  but  that  positive  unity  of 
conscious  spiritual  fellowship  in  co-operative  spiritual  serv- 
ice leaves  much  to  be  desired.  The  first,  indeed,  is  neces- 
sary, but  by  itself  is  wholly  impotent.  The  second  is  the 
true  and  only  way  God  builds  His  Church,  and  brings  His 
Kingdom.  In  this  we  are  lacking.  We  live  in  parishes,  we 
work  in  groups.  We  pray  by  ourselves.  The  Diocese  is  the 
real  cell  of  our  spiritual  organism.  It  is  the  real  unit  of  the 
Church's  structure.  In  it  we  are  caught  up  into  the  Spirit's 
unity.  Whatever  helps  us  to  Diocesan  consciousness,  and 
Diocesan  devotion  helps  to  unite  us.  If  we  as  a  Diocese  are 
ever,  and  in  any  measure,  to  be  at  one  with  God,  and  with 
each  other,  it  will  be  only  as,  and  if,  we  learn  and  love  and 
pray  together.  A  Diocese  at  prayer  is  a  Diocese  at  work. 
Realizing  all  this  we  set  apart  Wednesday,  February  12th, 
as  a  Diocesan  Day  of  Intercession.  It  was  an  occasion  of 
great  spiritual  refreshment  and  uplift  to  all  who  took  part 
in  its  observance  at  the  Pro-Cathedral,  and  in  other  places 
outside  Portland.  Many  of  our  prayers  that  day  have  been 
directly  answered.  The  inspiring  addresses  on  prayer,  the 
requests  for  intercession,  the  silent  prayers  and  meditations, 
together  with  the  daily  prayers  of  members  of  our  Diocesan 
Prayer  Union,  make  us  realize  that  the  Diocese  is  being 
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guided  towards  a  stronger  unity,  through  the  deepening  of 
its  spiritual  Hfc,  than  can  be  tabulated  in  statistics.  Brethren 
pray  for  us. 

UNITY  BY  COMMON  SERVICE. 

A  learned  and  gifted  writer  has  shown  us  that  civiliza- 
tion is  at  the  Cross  Roads,  that  the  conflict,  observed  every- 
where in  human  life  is  not  one  on  the  surface  or  even  about 
doctrine,  but  that  it  is  a  veritable  Armageddon  between  the 
spirit  of  Christ  and  that  of  Antichrist.  Certainly  around  us 
is  much  social  unrest,  and  especially  on  this  Coast  the 
Church  has  to  breast  the  waves  of  materialism,  commercial- 
ism, worldliness,  extravagant  living,  luxury  and  lust.  All 
kinds  of  reforms  are  suggested,  and  legislation  proposed. 
But,  Brethren,  it  is  a  NEW  SOLiL  the  world  needs,  not  a 
scheme  of  reform.  Rudoli)h  Euchene  of  Jena,  one  of  the 
weightiest  of  living  philosophers,  preaches  strongly  this 
very  need  of  redemption  as  distinct  from  remedies  of  re- 
fonn.  The  Church  faces  men  today,  not  as  a  theory,  but 
as  a  LIFE,  giving  to  many  amongst  us  a  sense  of  superna- 
tural vision  and  redemptive  peace  to  be  gained  nowhere  else. 
This  fact  unites  us  in  our  common  service.  This  must  be 
our  uppermost  thought,  our  underlying  motive. 

A — In  City  Missions: 

It  is  evidenced  in  our  new  departure  in  City  Mission  work. 
In  our  age,  with  all  its  unregulated  ideals,  with  its  material- 
ism and  pathetic  unrest,  there  is  one  cry  in  which  there  is 
hope — the  cry  for  life,  life,  more  life.  It  is  this  cry  our 
Chaplain  heeds  and  is  trying  to  satisfy  in  some  small  meas- 
ure ;  not  approaching  the  problems  with  some  "cure-all,"  or 
anything  that  is  merely  institutional,  but  in  the  kindly  spirit 
of  the  Master,  assuring  each  and  every  unfortunate  with 
whom  he  deals  of  his  eternal  worth ;  that  he  is  worth  the  life 
and  death  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  this  service  which  is  accept- 
able to  the  inmates  of  the  city  prison,  our  hospital,  and  the 
poor  farm,  to  the  strangers  within  our  gates,  actors  and 
actresses  and  transients  at  the  hotels.  This  city  mission  work 
unites  us.  It  is  the  work  of  all  of  us.  The  Chaplain  is  our 
\'icar,  acting  on  behalf  of  all  priests  in  this  city.  Read  his 
fir.st  report  carefully  and  supix)rt  him  heartily.  Early  in  the 
Autumn  I  hope  we  shall  have  secured  some  down-town  room 
or  hall,  where  men  may  find  a  comfortable  reading  and  game 
room,  where  coflfee  can  be  served  at  a  nominal  cost,  where 
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the  Chaplain  and  a  number  of  lay  assistants  may  hold  serv- 
ices, discussions,  conferences,  and  come  into  personal  and 
helpful  touch  with  those  who  now  may  reproach  the  Church 
with  the  statement  that  she  does  not  care  for  their  souls. 
Here  is  where  parochialism  fades  away.  Here  is  where  we 
may  stand  should  to  shoulder  in  a  q^reat  cause.  Every  com- 
municant in  the  city,  as  well  as  every  Rector,  should  be 
deeply  interested  in  this  City  Mission  work.  I  request  that 
once  a  year  every  Rector  invite  the  Chaplain  to  tell  the  story 
of  his  work  to  the  morning  congregation,  and,  w^hen  con- 
venient, give  the  laity  an  opportunity  to  make  an  offering 
for  the  support  of  this  worthy  cause. 

B -Social  Service: 

Our  policy  of  Diocesan  Unity  nnist  also  be  evidenced  in 
common  service  along  the  line  of  the  Report  of  our  Com- 
mittee on  Social  Service.  Strong,  awakening,  stirring  re- 
ix)rts  have  been  made  by  the  Social  Service  Committee,  and 
by  the  Vice  Commission,  and  not  long  ago  by  the  Grand 
Jury.  It  will  not  do  for  us  to  hear  the  condemnation  of  a 
''restricted  district  for  the  social  evil,"  the  enactment  of  a 
"tin  plate  ordinance,"  or  the  proposal  to  establish  a  "Morals 
Court,"  etc.,  and  say  "splendid,"  but  remain  inactive.  This 
is  my  business,  and  it  is  your  business,  and  we  must  co- 
operate with  the  committee  in  common  service.  They  have 
laid  before  us  a  workable  plan.  Let  us  follow  it,  and  in  each 
and  every  parish  and  mission  establish  a  branch  that  by 
thorough  study  we  may  act  unitedly  and  intelligently  as  cir- 
cumstances arise.  It  is  right  that  by  every  means  in  our 
]X)wer,  legislative  and  other,  we  should  try  to  diminish  ex- 
ternal evils :  but  a  world  wherein  everybody  is  respectable 
might  very  well  be  a  world  wherein  no  one  is  religious, 
therefore  the  real  task  of  the  Church  is  to  awaken  a  vision 
of  God,  and  by  her  faith  to  effect  the  redemption  of  human 
nature.  Here  is  where  we  stand  together.  This  is  the 
Master's  message  that  the  Church  would  have  you  deliver 
from  your  several  pulpits.  The  claim  of  the  Gospel  is  not 
so  much  to  solve  problems  as  to  come  near  to  human  lives. 
It  is  to  MAN,  as  he  lives  and  works,  as  he  fights  and  sins, 
as  he  loves  and  hopes,  as  he  feels  the  need  of  outside  sup- 
port to  sustain  him  in  his  weakness,  of  Love  from  Beyond 
to  console  him  in  his  gloom,  of  social  institutions  and  en- 
vironments to  prevent  his  spirit  from  being  crushed  by  the 
world,  that  Christ  appeals.     Some  tell  us  that  Jesus  pro- 
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claimed  a  social  gospel.*  So  lie  did.  But  it  was  not  that 
of  Karl  Marx  or  Henry  George  or  any  legislator.  He  came 
to  upset  the  whole  scale  of  values.  He  came  to  alter  men's 
wants.  The  real  economic  reformer  is  not  the  man  who 
alters  the  laws,  but  he  who  changes  the  wants  of  a  suf- 
ficiently large  number  of  people  to  change  the  markets. 
Consider  how  great  a  reformer  was  Peter  the  Hermit.  He 
made  more  difference  than  many  legislators.  So  does  any 
effective  preacher  of  standards  above  the  common.  There 
would  be  fewer  harlots  if  the  great  majority  of  men  even 
tried  to  live  purer  lives ;  while  the  appalling  inequalities  of 
our  day  would  vanish  as  if  by  magic  if  a  sufficient  number 
of  men  were  to  leave  off  "making  haste  to  be  rich"  and  a 
sufficient  number  of  women  were  to  **set  their  affections  on 
things  above."  Christianity  is  in  its  essence  social.  What- 
ever else  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  means,  it  means  this — 
that  God  is  Himself  a  fellowship,  and  we  His  Church  on 
earth,  are  to  express,  as  best  we  may,  that  Divine  harmony. 
In  this  harmony  we  find  our  unity.  As  Churchmen  we  do 
not  enter  into  what  is  technically  called  "social  service"  offer- 
ing this  man's  theory,  that  man's  scheme,  or  another  man's 
individual  remedy,  or  even  a  widely  commended  "institu- 
tional church."  But  we  stand  together,  trustees  for  a  "Faith 
once  delivered  to  the  Saints,"  members  of  one  Body — the 
Holy  Catholic  Church,  which  makes  her  appeal  to  all  sorts 
and  conditions  of  men,  resting  on  definite  facts  issuing  in 
clear  statements,  and  ministering  gifts  real  but  supernatural. 
So  the  Church  faces  men  as  a  LIFE,  and  that  alone  will 
satisfy  their  deepest  needs,  will  answer  their  bewildered  cry. 

I>)  you  realize  the  enormous  demands  the  Church  makes 
upon  us  as  a  LIFE — as  nothing  less  than  the  extension  of 
the  Incarnation  of  our  Blessed  I>ord  into  this  generation? 
SHE  WANTS  A  LIFE  FOR  A  LIFE.  I  have  not  preached 
a  begging  sermon  this  year,  have  made  no  appeals  from  the 
pulpit  for  money.  I  have  prayed.  I  have  tried  to  work  hard. 
I  have  tried  to  hold  before  the  souls  of  men  this  LIFE,  and 
our  necessar}'  Diocesan  unity  because  we  are  this  life  "which 
is  hidden  in  Christ  with  God."  The  financial  returns  are 
better  than  they  ever  were.  The  Church  demands  are  great, 
and  we  mu.^^t  not  be  timid  in  presenting  them.  We  get  little 
because  we  ask  little,  and  very  likely  because  we  give  but 
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little  real  service.  It  is  as  Mr.  George  Wharton  Pepper  of 
Philadelphia  recently  said  to  the  Bishop  of  Los  Angeles, 
"The  average  man  knows  what  the  Church  in  his  parish  with 
its  Rector  and  machinery  has  done  for  him,  and  if  the 
Church  has  not  done  enough  for  him  to  arouse  him  from  his 
lethargy,  to  inspire  his  enthusiasm  and  to  enlist  his  profound 
interest,  he  is  not  likely  to  make  response  to  any  appeal, 
however  eloquently  it  may  have  been  pleaded,  to  perpetuate 
what  so  far  as  he  can  see*  is  a  futile  system,  BUT  when  he 
realizes  that  the  Church  through  its  ministry  has  brought 
peace  to  his  soul  and  joy  to  his  heart,  when  he  has  been 
aroused  to  the  privileges  of  membership  in  the  Body  of 
Christ,  then  his  reply  will  be  not  only,  "here  is  my  money, 
but  here  am  I,  send  me.'  " 

So,  my  brothers  in  Holy  Orders,  whose  zeal  in  the  Mas- 
ter's work,  and  whose  patience,  and  loyal  cc^-operation  with 
me  I  deeply  appreciate,  let  us  evidence  unity  in  our  common 
service.  However  we  may  differ  in  opinions  let  nothing 
keep  us  apart.  Let  us  help  each  other,  stand  should  to  shoul- 
der. Let  us  counsel  together,  read  together,  pray  together 
more  than  we  have  ever  done  before.  Let  not  tempestuous 
debates,  or  vexing  personalities  which  may  ruffle  the  sur- 
face, in  any  way  disturb  the  deep  under  current  of  brotherly 
love,  and  let  us  move  forward  in  unity  of  spirit  in  the  service 
of  God  for  men.

Consent 
denied. 

Consent  was  also  granted  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas  for  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  to  the  election  of  the 
Rev.  Theodore  Irving  Reese  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio. 

Your  Committee  in  January  endorsed  and  approved  the 
action  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  in  appointing  .Wednes- 
day, February  12,  1913,  as  a  day  of  intercession.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

To  the  'I'lirnty- fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon: 

The  Pioard  has  held  eleven  meetings  during  the  year  with 
an  average  attendance  of  nine  members. 

The  Board  has  been  working  under  the  new  rules  and 
By-Laws  as  printed  in  the  Journal  of  last  year's  Convention 
with  very  satisfactory  results,  many  of  the  details  having 
been  handled  by  committees  thus  simplifying  and  facilitating 
the  work  of  the  Board. 

There  are  now  seventeen  missionaries  in  the  Diocese 
serving  twenty-nine  missions.  Two  missionaries  have 
retired,  two  have  been  added  and  a  third  has  accepted  a 
call  but  will  not  enter  upon  his  work  until  after  convention. 

For  the  year  ending  April  30,  1913,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  have  been  as  follows:

All  stipends  and  other  claims  have  been  paid  regularly 
and  promptly,  and  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  this 
has  been  accomplished  without  the  necessity  of  making 
temporary  loans.     It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  state- 
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ment  that,  financially,  the  year  has  been  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  Board,  if  not  of  the  Diocese,  and  we  cannot 
refrain  from  expressing  the  appreciation  of  the  Board  for 
the  hearty  financial  support  given  it  by  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  in  the  Diocese.  Not  only  have  the  funds  available 
for  its  work  been  larger  than  in  the  past,  but  requests  for 
prompt  remittances  of  pledges  and  apportionments,  made 
twice  during  the  year,  have  met  with  cheerful  and  imme- 
diate response. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  it  appears  that  there 
were  on  May  1,  1913,  unpaid  apportionments  of  something 
over  $700  distributed  among  seventeen  parishes  and  missions, 
and  unpaid  pledges  toward  stipends  amounting  to  almost 
$1,300  distributed  among  seventeen  missions.  Some  of 
these  have  since  been  paid  or  reduced,  but  the  amount  still 
outstanding  is  quite  large,  and  if  paid  would  make  it  jx^ssible 
for  the  Board  to  maintain  one  or  two  additional  mission- 
aries in  the  field.  Extension  work  in  tire  Diocese  is  limited 
only  by  our  ability  to  prosecute  it,  and  it  is  this  fact  which 
prompts  us  to  place  so  much  importance  on  money  matters 
as  furnishing  a  means  to  an  end 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  said  that  it  has  been  neces- 
sary for  the  Archdeacon  to  devote  a  very  large  portion  of 
his  time  in  caring  for  and  holding  together  the  unoccupied 
missions  in  the  Diocese,  with  consequent  neglect  to  the 
development  of  new  fields  and  the  ministering  to  the 
unshepherded. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  received  and  forwarded 
to  the  General  Board  of  Missions  the  sum  of  $3,447.97,  thus 
surpassing  any  previous  record  of  the  Diocese  and  placing 
us  in  an  enviable  position  with  the  General  Board. 

The  results  of  the  year's  work  are  altogether  inspiring, 
and  it  is  gratifying  indeed  to  report  continued  progress  and 
hope.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

BOARD. 

To  the  Tivcnty-Hfth  Annual  Convention: 

Gentlemen :  The  Hoard  of  Hospital  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  of  Oregon  hereby  submits  the  following  report: 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  held  twelve  regular 
and  seven  special  meetings  with  an  average  attendance  of 
six  members.     This  is  in  itself  very  gratifying. 

The  Board  has  endeavored,  more  than  €ver,  to  realize 
the  great  responsibilities  that  rest  upon  it  and  has  given 
most  careful  attention  to  many  details  so  that  the  efficiency 
of  the  hospital  may  be  increased.  The  Board  desires  to 
make  public  record  of  its  appreciation  of  the  valuable  serv- 
ices rendered  by  the  Superintendent,  Miss  Loveridge.  the 
Assistant  Sui>erinten(lent,  Miss  Welch,  the  head  of  the 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  Miss  Jolly,  and  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  medical  and  surgical  staff. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  been  compelled,  ow'ing 
to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  hos])ital  in  our  growing 
city,  to  purchase  a  house  to  be  used  as  a  dormitory  for 
housing  the  surgical  nurses,  matrons,  stewardess,  office  help. 
etc.,  so  as  to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  hospital  proper. 
This  house  is  situated  on  Northrup  street  beside  the  house 
that  was  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  orderlies  about  three 
years  ago. 

Necessity  has  also  compelled  the  ^addition  of  another 
surgery.  an<l  one  of  the  rooms  adjoining  on  the  third  floor 
has  Ix^en  taken  and  is  now  almost  ready  for  use. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  had  under  most  careful 
consideration  the  erection  of  a  central  heating  plant  with 
a  |X)ssible  light  and  power  plant  combined.  The  large 
expense  (about  $25,000  or  $30,000)  in  connection  with  this 
item  has  made  it  the  most  important  subject  before  the 
Board.  But  as  the  consulting  engineer,  Mr.  W.  S.  Turner, 
reports  that  some  of  the  present  boilers  are  in  "poor"  con- 
dition and  others  "fair,"  principally  through  long  time 
service,  it  is  evident  that  in  the  near  future  a  central  heating 
plant  must  be  erected,  using  oil  instead  of  coal  or  wood. 

Preliminary   steps   have   been   taken   to   install   another 


TWENTY-FIFTH  CONVENTION  53 

elevator  for  the  use  of  the  hospital,  and  this  will  probably 
be  in  use  before  the  next  annual  convention. 

During  the  year  the  Board  received  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Hannah  Mason  the  sum  of  $3,450,  and  this  amount 
is  being  kept  separate  with  the  view  of  liaving  a  fund  in 
the  memory  of  the  late  Hannah  Mason.  The  Board  also 
received  from  Mr.  A.  H.  Devers  the  sum  of  $4,000  in 
memory  of  his  wife,  the  late  Nellie  H.  Devers.  The  interest 
of  this  fund  is  to  be  used  only  in  cases  of  cancer  when  the 
patient  is  properly  received  as  such  by  the  management 
of  the  hospital. 

During  the  year  a  new  department  has  been  created  in 
the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  that  of  administering 
anesthetics  by  nurses,  and  will  in  all  probability  be  operative 
when  the  law  passed  at  the  recent  Legislature  becomes 
effective  June  1st  next. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  the  Woman's  AuxiHarv 
to  the  Board  for  its  efficient  services  during  the  past  year.

During  the  year  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  has  repaid 
to  this  board  the  balance  of  $900  on  the  note  held  by  this 
board  as  trustee  for  the  Doane  scholarship. 

The  report  of  the  Sister  Superior,  which  is  hereto  at- 
tached, shows  a  continuance  of  the  gratifying  conditions 
which  have  heretofore  prevailed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  desires  to  again  call  the  attention 
of  the  Convention  to  the  deficiency  in  the  general  fund  of 
the  board.  Notwithstanding  the  sale  of  real  property  in 
Hawthorne  Avenue  Addition  from  which  was  realized  the 
sum  of  $750,  the  deficit  in  this  fund  has  been  increased  dur- 
ing the  current  year  from  $1171.29  to  $1411.10,  the  prin- 
cipal items  causing  the  increase  being  taxes  and  street  assess- 
ments $630.31,  interest  $358.7.S. 

During  the  year  a  special  committee  of  the  board  has  been 
cooperating  with  a  committee  appointed  by  the  General 
Alumnae  Association  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  with  the  view  to 
the  establishment  of  a  permanent  endowment  from  the  in- 
come of  which  miscellaneous  charges  of  this  character  may 
be  met.    It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year 
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the  efforts  of  this  joint  committee  will  result  in  the  perma- 
nent establishment  of  such  fund.

St.  Helen's  Hall  has  had  during  the  year  1912-1913  an 
enrollment  of  187  pupils.  Of  these  S3  have  been  resident 
pupils,  134  day  pupils.

In  September,  1912,  the  school  opened  with  4S  resident 
pupils ;  the  smaller  number  than  last  year  being  due  possibly 
to  general  financial  conditions,  also  perhaps  to  the  slightly 
increased  terms.  There  have  been  as  usual  some  with- 
drawals during  the  year,  also  new  pupils  coming  in  so  that 
the  average  number  of  resident  pupils  has  been  40.  Most 
of  our  girls  have  come  from  Oregon  and  Washington  and 
have  been  with  few  exceptions  satisfactory  pupils. 

In  the  day  school  also  there  has  been  a  smaller  attendance ; 
about  20  pupils  less  than  for  the  last  two  years.  The  loss 
was  chiefly  in  the  upper  classes  of  the  elementary  depart- 
ment, and  is  in  a  measure  due  to  the  attraction  of  a  school 
recently  started  with  somewhat  different  ideals.  St.  Helen's 
Hall  was  founded  for  thorough  school  work  and  definite  re- 
ligious instruction,  and  in  fidelity  to  these  principles  lies  its 
hope  of  future  usefulness.  The  special  needs  of  our  own 
times  must  of  course  he  considered,  and  in  view  of  the 
present  demand  for  "practical  subjects"  we  have  this  year 
given  a  systematic  course  in  sewing  by  hand  and  machine. 
Next  year  we  intend  to  add  dressmaking  and  millinery,  also 
a  theroetical  course  in  domestic  science.  (It  would  be 
unwise  in  this  building  to  attempt  courses  that  involve  ex- 
pensive equipment.) 

Last  autumn  it  so  happened  that  about  half  of  our  teachers 
were  new  arrivals  and  some  fears  were  expressed  that  they 
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might  not  be  equal  to  their  predecessors.  We  are  glad  to 
say  that  they  have  proved  their  ability  in  every  department 
and  this  is  becoming  recognized  so  that  we  have  good  pros- 
pects of  increase  next  year,  especially  as  we  expect  to  retain 
all  of  our  present  staff. 

Among  the  year's  many  blessings  we  desire  to  mentwn 
with  gratitude  to  God  that  thus  far  the  record  of  health 
has  been  excellent.  There  has  been  no  serious  illness  and 
few  colds  so  that  we  have  had  less  need  than  usual  for  Dr. 
Holt  Wilson's  kind  and  unfailing  attention.  Although  we 
have  not  had  illness,  death  for  the  first  time  since  the  arrival 
of  the  Sisters,  has  drawn  very  near.  Olga  Freiwald,  a  girl 
in  the  graduating  class,  passed  away  suddenly  in  November 
at  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  shortly  after  an  operation. 
She  had  been  with  us  as  resident  or  day  pupil  over  four 
years,  and  had  received  all  her  sacraments  in  the  Chapel  of 
St.  Helen's  Hall.  She  was  so  sincerely  Christian  in  her  life 
that  we  felt  she  was  ready  when  her  call  came.  Our  Chap- 
lain, the  Rev.  W.  A.  M.  Breck,  who  had  given  her  her  last 
Communion,  committed  her  body  to  its  rest  in  Riverview 
Cemetery. 

We  wish  in  closing  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our  Bishop 
and  the  members  of  the  board  for  their  interest  in  the  En- 
dowment Fund  and  the  help  they  have  given  the  Alumnae  in 
this  matter.  Now  that  the  need  has  been  recognized  and  a 
beginning  made  we  trust  that  with  God's  blessing  it  may  be 
brought  to  the  desired  conclusion.

During  the  year  the  board  has  paid  the  balance  of  the  in- 
debtedness to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  as 
trustee  for  the  Doane  scholarship. 

During  the  past  year  the  building  erected  by  Metropolitan 
Investment  Company  on  the  property  covered  by  the  ground 
lease  on  the  property  lying  between  Nineteenth  Street  and 
Trinity  Place,  immediately  adjoining  the  property  of  Trinity 
Church,  which  was  in  process  of  construction  at  the  time  of 
the  last  annual  Convention,  has  been  completed,  resulting  in 
complete  .security  to  the  board  for  the  annual  rentals  pro- 
vided for  in  said  lease,  and  insuring  the  permanency  of  the 
income  to  be  derived  from  this  source  for  school  purposes. 

The  board  has  completed  arrangements  for  the  reopening 
of  a  Diocesan  school  for  lx)ys  under  the  old  name  of  "Bishop 
Scott  Grammar  School/'  on  the  property  owned  by  the  board 
in  the  northern  part  of  Yamhill  County,  near  the  town  of 
Yamhill.    Rev.  Barr  Gifford  Lee,  now  rector  of  St.  Paul's 
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Church,  Salem,  has  been  chosen  as  rector  and  head  master, 
and  Paul  T.  Stucke,  late  of  St.  Martin's  School,  Philadel- 
phia, and  for  a  long  time  connected  with  Racine  College 
Grammar  School  at  Racine,  Wisconsin,  has  been  appointed 
superintendent  of  the  physical  plant  and  in  charge  of  the 
commissary  department. 

This  action  of  the  board  has  been  taken  in  response  to  an 
apparently  earnest  and  sincere  demand  for  a  school  of  this 
character  and  it  is  earnestly  desired  by  the  board  that  this 
new  venture  receive  the  support  of  the  Diocese. 

To  quote  briefly  from  the  prospectus  now  in  process  of 
pubHcation  by  the  board,  "The  school  will  aim  to  give  a 
thorough  grammar  school  education  at  a  very  moderate  cost. 
It  is  to  be  a  practical  home  school,  under  moral  and  religious 
influences,  where  every  boy,  whatever  his  means  or  social 
position,  will  be  on  the  same  basis  with  every  other." 

"The  Rector  hopes  to  make  the  religious  tone  of  the  school 
simple  and  genuine  with  nothing  of  unreality.  The  services 
will  be  arranged  and  conducted  with  this  in  view." 

"Good  breeding  will  be  cultivated  as  one  of  the  most 
important  of  the  social  virtues." 

"The  school  is  not  in  any  sense  to  be  a  commercial  institu- 
tion. The  rates  are  designed  to  cover  the  bare  cost  of 
operation,  *  *  *  lower  than  that  of  any  other  church 
.school  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  about  half  the  rate  of  most 
schools.  It  is  made  possible  in  part  by  the  fact  that  we  shall 
produce  the  greater  part  of  the  food  supplies  on  the  farm 
at  small  cost."

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REPORT  OF  DIOCESAN  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

COMMITTEE. 

To  the  TwoUy-Hfth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon: 

Your  committee  appointed  under  the  resolution  of  last 
year  met  and  formed  for  its  work  shortly  after  the  appoint- 
ments were  received.  At  this  first  meeting  Rev.  H.  M. 
Ramsey,  whose  efficient  work  in  the  preceding  year  had 
been  much  appreciated  by  the  committee,  felt  it  was  neces- 
sary, to  resign,  and  the  Bishop  therefore  appointed  in  his 
place  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Robinson,  of  Oregon  City. 

There  were  held  during  the  year  seven  regular  meetings 
which  were  well  attended  by  the  various  members  of  the 
committee,  and  numerous  irregular  meetings  by  members 
who  had  been  appointed  to  do  certain  work. 

Your  committee  cannot  say  its  work  for  this  year  will 
make  the  same  direct  showing  that  the  one  of  last  year 
made,  but  it  feels  that  at  least  in  part  the  committee  is 
entitled  to  take  credit  for  much  of  the  activity  displayed  by 
the  people  of  this  community  in  the  social  questions  of  our 
everyday  life,  which  fact  we  hope  will  .be  more  apparent  as 
this  report  progresses. 

The  first  work  of  your  conunittee  was  in  response  to  the 
request  of  the  Bishop  that  we  follow  his  pastoral  letter, 
written  by  him  at  the  suggestion  of  the  committee  of  last 
year  to  the  various  parishes  of  this  Diocese,  with  a  parochial 
letter.  The  pastoral  letter  of  the  Bishop,  as  you  will  recall, 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  various  parishes  in  a  general 
way  the  necessity  for  local  social  service  commitees  to  work 
in  conjunction  with  the  social  service  committee  of  the 
Diocese.  The  parochial  letters  prepared  and  sent  out  by 
your  committee  were  in  the  nature  of  follow-up  letters  out- 
lining and  suggesting  possible  work  that  might  be  taken  up. 
We  regret  to  report  that  as  a  result  of  these  letters,  some 
fifty  or  more  in  number,  we  received  very  few  replies.  Of 
these  replies  all  were  to  the  effect  that  work,  such  as  sug- 
gested by  the  Bishop's  letter  and  the  parochial  letters  of  your 
committee,  was  practically  impossible  in  the  various  parishes 
answering,  with  the  exception  of  St.  Mark's,  St.  David's, 
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and  Ascension  Chapel,  all  of  Portland,  and  St.  Paul's  of 
Oregon  City. 

St.  Mark's  Parish  has  established  a  social  service  com- 
mittee, and  Rev.  Henry  Russell  Talbot  and  Mr.  Ralph  Hahn 
of  your  committee  apj>eared  before  tlie  St.  Mark's  committee 
and  addressed  them  uix)n  the  possible  work  that  might  be 
accomplished  by  a  social  service  organization.  We  are 
unable  at  this  time  to  report  in  detail  the  work  that  has 
been  accomplished  by  St.  Mark's,  but  from  information  re- 
ceived believe  that  the  work  is  progressing  in  a  very  favor- 
able manner. 

Ascension  Chapel  has  also  established,  by  and  through 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Ralph  Hahn  of  your  committee,  a  social 
service  work  in  the  nature  of  a  club  for  young  men  and 
young  women.  This  club  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and 
is  doing  much  good  along  the  lines  of  educating  the  young 
men  and  women  to  higher  ideals  with  reference  to  social 
questions. 

The  Rev.  C.  W.  Robinson  reports  that  St.  Paul's  at  Ore- 
gon City  has  not  felt  it  wise  to  attempt  the  organization  of  a 
social  service  committee  to  work  within  St.  Paul's  Parish 
alone,  but  he  has  been  able  to  create  an  interest  along  these 
lines  in  the  parish  with  the  result  that  some  of  St.  Paul's 
parishioners  are  working  in  conjunction  with  other  church 
and  municipal  organizations  at  Oregon  City  along  social 
lines.  Your  committee  suggests  that  in  many  of  the  smaller 
towns  this  method  of  joining  with  others  will  accomplish 
better  and  quicker  results  than  to  form  strictly  Church 
organizations. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  work 
of  the  local  social  service  committee  of  St.  David's  Parish  is 
proving  a  very  great  success.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Henry  Rus- 
sell Talbot  gave  the  use  of  the  yard  surrounding  his  home 
for  a  play  ground  and  through  a  public  subscription  $620.00 
was  raised  and  the  play  ground  equipped.  Children  under 
nine  years  of  age  are  permitted  the  use  of  these  grounds  and 
it  is  only  to  be  regretted  that  the  same  is  not  larger  in  order 
that  children  of  even  more  mature  years  might  be  cared  for. 
This  playground  is  at  present  in  charge  of  Miss  Katherine 
Taylor  and  is  accomplishing  a  good  work,  not  only  locally 
but  also  has  great  educational  value  in  teaching  the  public 
generally  the  value  and  necessity  of  such  play  grounds. 
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In  addition  to  this  work  of  the  play  ground,  St.  David's 
Parish  has  under  the  auspices  of  its  local  committee  held 
numerous  meetings  at  which  have  been  presented  and  dis- 
cussed questions  of  the  hour  pertaining  to  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  community.  At  these  meetings  men  well  quali- 
fied to  speak  upon  the  subjects  presented  have  been  present 
with  the  result  that  the  social  service  life  of  St.  David's 
Parish  is  not  only  active,  but  accomplishing  results. 

Generally  speaking,  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident 
that  if  a  Diocesan  social  service  committee  is  to  render 
efficient  service,  its  efforts  must  be  supplemented  and  ex- 
tended through  parochial  units :  bodies  of  men,  or  men  and 
women,  who  will  undertake  the  study  of  local  social  condi- 
tions either  as  an  organization  or  in  collaboration  with  other 
local  bodies. 

From  its  correspondence  with  reference  to  forming  social 
.service  committees  during  the  past  year  your  Diocesan  com- 
mittee considers  that  its  efforts  to  inaugurate  such  groups 
would  meet  with  better  results  if  preceded  by  a  campaign  of 
enthusiasm  and  education.  It  accordingly  submits  the  fol- 
lowing outline  for  a  social  service  mission  with  a  request 
that  it  be  approved  by  the  convention : 

( 1 J  Such  mission  to  cover  a  period  of  one  or  more  days 
and  to  consist  of  (a)  social  service  hymns  set  to  stirring  and 
singable  tunes;  (b)  devotional  service  emphasizing  the  social 
side  of  Christianity;  (c)  addresses  on  social  service  adapted 
to  1st,  Industrial  and  Commercial  communities;  2nd,  Agri- 
cultural communities;  such  hymns,  devotions  and  subjects  of 
addresses  to  be  prepared  by  the  social  service  committees, 
and  the  missions  to  be  conducted  by  the  duly  authorized 
missioners  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon. 

The  outline  above  is  the  only  active  result  that  your  com- 
mittee can  lay  claim  to,  yet  it  desires  to  call  attention  to  the 
large  increased  interest  throughout  the  entire  community  on 
social  questions  of  all  kinds,  particularly  those  relating  to 
social  hygiene  and  the  welfare  of  girls  and  minors.  This 
result  we  think  was  largely  brought  about  by  the  active 
work  of  the  Vice  Commission  of  this  city.  As  you  will  re- 
member, the  Vice  Commission  was  originally  appointed  by 
and  through  the  efforts  of  the  social  service  committee  of 
last  year. 

In  addition  to  the  creating  of  interest  in  social  service 
questions,  various  members  of  your  committee  have  taken 
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an  active  interest  with  reference  to  legislation  before  the 
late  session  of  our  legislature  and  made  active  efforts  to 
have  passed  certain  laws  for  the  betterment  of  social  con- 
ditions in  this  city.  The  Rev.  Henry  Russell  Talbot  caused 
to  be  formed  and  presented  a  bill  known  as  the  Morals  Court 
Bill.  This  bill  failed  of  passage  but  this  was  due  largely  to 
the  fact  that  it  was  not  thoroughly  understood  and  sufficient 
time  was  not  had  after  its  completion  for  educational  work. 
We  believe  that  eventually  the  Morals  Court  Bill  will  be 
introduced  in  our  legislature  along  the  lines  outlined  in  the 
one  presented,  and  that  it  will  become  a  law,  and  urge  all  to 
prepare  themselves  to  assist  in  securing  such  a  measure. 

Members  of  your  committee  also  took  an  active  interest 
in  the  preparation  and  passage  of  what  is  generally  called 
the  Iowa  Abatement  Law,  soon  to  be  on  our  statute  books. 
This  law  gives  ample  authority  and  power  to  handle  the 
social  evil  in  its  commercialized  form  with  considerable  hope 
of  effective  results. 

The  social  service  committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago 
sent  to  your  committee  a  communication  in  the  form  of  a 
resolution  with  reference  to  the  marriage  of  diseased  persons 
and  requested  that  your  committee  study,  and,  if  it  approved 
the  communication,  present  a  similar  resolution  for  the  ac- 
tion of  this  convention.  Your  committee  takes  pleasure  in 
submitting  to  you  the  following  resolution  with  the  request 
that  it  be  acted  upon  and  approved  by  this  convention : 

"Whereas,  it  is  generally  agreed  on  the  part  of  authorities 
on  the  subject  of  mental,  moral,  and  physical  deficiencies,  that 
there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  afflicted  persons,  and 

Whereas,  much  time  is  being  given  to  changing  the  environ- 
ment of  the  unfortunate  persons,  too  little  time  is  gfiven  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  disease,  and  mental  and  moral  degeneracy 
to  succeeding  generations,  and 

Whereas,  medical  societies,  national,  state  and  local,  the 
American  Bar  Association,  social  workers,  and  the  clergy  in 
general  of  the  country,  are  giving  increased  attention  to  the 
subject  of  safeguarding  marital  selection,  and 

Whereas,  the  Legislature  of  the  St^te  of  Oregon  has  passed 
a  law  requiring  that  before  license  to  marry  shall  be  issued  there 
be  filed  with  the  court  a  certificate  of  a  reputable  physician  that 
the  contracting  parties  are  free  from  contagious  diseases. 

Be  It  Resolved,  that  this  Diocesan  Convention  heartily  ap- 
prove of  this  action  taken  by  the  Legislature  of  Oregon  in  re- 
quiring a  medical  certificate  of  freedom  from  venereal  disease 
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prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  marriage  license  and  engages  to  do  all 
in  its  power  to  formulate  public  opinion  in  support  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  further. 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  through  its  social  serv- 
ice committee,  lay  before  other  conventions  and  convocations  of 
other  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  this  action  and  the 
legislation  had  by  the  State  of  Oregon,  and  urge  their  co-opera- 
tion in  framing  similar  statutes  in  their  respective  states  by  en- 
couraging the  spreading  of  educational  matter  before  the  con- 
gregations withm  their  jurisdictions  and  by  any  other  means 
at  hand  " 

Your  committee  in  closing  desires  to  request  this  Conven- 
tion that  it  consider  the  advisability  of  apportioning  for  the 
work  of  the  social  service  committee  a  reasonable  sum  of 
money.  During  the  past  year  the  expenses  of  the  committee 
have  been  met  by  the  voluntary  subscription  of  its  members 
and  your  committee  feels  that  the  work  it  may  accomplish 
is  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  a  request  for  financial 
aid.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon: 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  Mr.  Alex  C.  Rac,  Pul)- 
lic  Accountant,  on  the  accounts  of  the  Good  Samaritan 
Ho.spital  (Superintendent  and  Treasurer),  the  Trustees  of 
St.  Helen's  Hall,  Board  of  School  Trustees  and  the  lioarU 
of  Tnistees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.  Vouchers  have  been 
carefully  examined  and  the  statements  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements are  certified  as  correct. 

Wc  have  personally  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers 
of  Mr.  R.  W.  Hastings  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  of  the 
Bishop  Morris,  Jubliee  Fund,  Convention  Fund  and  Board 
of  Church  Extension,  and  find  the  same  to  be  in  order  and 
correct. 

It  was»  suggested  in  last  year's  report  that  a  simplified 
form  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  St.  Helen's  Hall  would  be 
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of  advantage  and  it  is  hoped  a  better  system  will  be  in- 
augurated during  the  coming  year. 

The  repeated  suggestion  of  your  Auditing  Committee 
and  the  resolution  adopted  at  last  year's  Convention  that 
property  held  by  the  Board  should  be  valued  at  a  reasonable 
valuation  has  been  ignored  in  the  re|)ort  of  the  Trustees  of 
Episcopal  Fund,  and  we  call  your  attention  to  the  fact.  It 
might  be  in  order  for  the  Convention  to  appoint  appraisers 
to  fix  the  valuation  of  these  properties. 

In  order  that  this  rejx^rt  may  be  properly  presented  to  the 
Convention  it  would  seem  desirable  that  the  chairman  or 
acting  chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee  should  be  ex- 
officio  a  delegate  to  the  Convention,  or  that  at  least  he  should 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  and  we  recommend  some 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Convention  to  that  end. 

The  bills  of  Mr.  Alex  C.  Rae,  the  Public  Accountant  who 
has  been  employed  by  the  Committee,  amounting  to  $200.00, 
are  submitted  herewith.  Mr.  Rae  engaged  to  do  the  work 
of  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  Hospital  for  $150.00  per 
year,  but  the  time  consumed  by  the  work  during  the  year 
and  the  multiplicity  of  the  transactions  have  resulted  in  a 
money  loss  to  Mr.  Rae.  We^  recommend  that  the  Auditing 
Committee  in  its  option,  be  allowed  to  expend  such  amount 
as  may  be  necessary,  up  to  $250.00  per  annum,  for  compen- 
sation of  the  accountant  auditing  these  books.

REPORT  OF  THE  RURAL  DEAN  OF  THE  NORTHERN 

CONVOCATION. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Tiventy-fifth  Ceynvcntion 
of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon: 

In  obedience  to  a  recent  Canon  of  this  Diocese,  the  follow- 
ing is  offered  as  a  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Northern  Con- 
vocation, for  its  first  year : 

Two  meetings  of  the  Northern  Convocation  have  Ixfen 
held.  The  first  at  Grace  Chiircli,  Astoria,  September  25th 
and  26th,  1912;  the  second  at  St.  David's,  Portland,  Novem- 
ber 13th  and  14th,  1912.  Careful  preparations  had  been 
made  at  both  places  for  a  spiritual  uplift,  and  a  mutual  kind- 
ly understanding  of  those  relations  between  priests  and 
people,  which  only  come  on  a  frank  interchange  of  opinions, 
and  personal  acquaintance  with  each  other. 

Both  meetings  were  attended  by  our  good  Bishop,  and, 
we  regret  to  say,  by  only  a  few  of  the  Clergy,  with  some  of 
the  local  laymen. 

The  hospitality  prepared  by  these  parishes  was  of  so  gen- 
erous a  character,  as  to  suggest  the  lack  of  nothing  towards 
the  happiness  and  success  of  these  convocational  meetings. 

The  programs  of  these  two  events  included  much  to  stimu- 
late helpful  thought,  and  earnest  spiritual  assistance,  and 
so  it  proved  to  all  those  whose  good  fortune  it  was  to  be 
present. 

The  value  of  convocational  meetings  is  that  rare  oppor- 
tunity, so  greatly  needed  especially  by  every  priest,  of  a 
heart  to  heart  talk  with  his  brethren,  of  the  many  trials  and 
serious  problems  that  constantly  confront  him.  It  is  by  such 
intercourse  that  the  priest  may  see  clearly  how  to  meet  his 
perplexities,  and  gather  that  strength  and  courage  that 
comes  from  the  expressed  interest  and  sympathy  of  his 
fellows. 

And  further,  the  purport  of  these  meetings  is  that,  as 
honest  servants  in  the  fields  of  The  Blessed  Master,  to  make 
a  careful  survey  of  all  that  is  being  done  within  the  limits  of 
the  convocation ;  and  so  far  as  possible,  to  strengthen  such 
work  as  already  exists,  and  to  provide  for  the  successful 
development  of  such  new  work  as  needs  and  opportunity  are 
seen  to  invite  and  encourage. 
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To  accomplish  our  evident  duty,  every  priest  must  re- 
member that  he  is  a  member  of  the  common  family  and  as 
he  helps,  or  neglects,  so  is  the  entire  family  effected.  The 
very  life  of  the  family  must  exact  the  fullest  interests  and 
consecration  of  its  members.  No  excuse  may  prevail  with 
Him  who  has  charged  us  with  the  highest  commission  given 
unto  men,  for  neglect  of  opportunity  to  make  our  presence 
and  per.sonal  efforts  felt  for  the  common  good,  and  the  up- 
building of  Tlis  Kingdom.  In  unity  there  is  invincible 
strength.  In  the  lack  of  unity  there  is  always  an  unhealthy 
weakness.  In  all  solemnity,  we  must  remind  ourselves  that 
we  need  no  other  interpretation  for  our  recognized  weakness 
in  this  Diocese,  than  our  lack  of  enthusiastic  unity.  God 
grant  us  grace  to  see  the  danger  to  our  Diocese,  and  the 
fault  of  it  in  ourselves.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BISHOP'S 

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

The  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address  desires 
to  express  the  gratification  of  the  Convention  uix)n  hoth  the 
growing  unity  of  the  Diocese  and  upon  the  practical  mani- 
festation of  this  temper  of  co-operation  in  unprecedented 
offerings  and  contributions  for  the  manifold  work  of  the 
Church. 

Attention  is  especially  invited  to  the  Church  Endowment 
Society  which  is  strongly  commended  by  both  the  Bishop 
and  the  Chancellor.  The  proposition  is  extremely  simple.  A 
person  can  take  out  an  ordinary  life  policy  or  a  20  or  15- 
year  endowment  and  be  sure  the  money  will  go  to  the  paro- 
chial or  Diocesan  object  in  which  he  is  interested.  The  pro- 
posed new  system  of  balloting  commends  itself  to  our  judg- 
ment and  we  think  the  Convention  will  do  well  to  adopt  this 
time-saving  method.

The  Church  of  Oregon  in  Diocesan  Convention  as- 
sembled desires  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  life  and 
example  of  our  deceased  brother,  the  late  James  Laidlaw. 
He  was  a  Christian  soldier  whose  deep  convictions  and  cour- 
ageous warfare  in  the  Master's  service  were  an  inspiration

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

Your  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  reix)rt  of  the 
Hoard  of  Church  Extension,  desire  heartilv  to  commend  the 
]»oard  for  its  most  faithful  and  efficient  work,  and  to  con- 
gratulate the  Hoard  on  the  advantages  which  it  has  en- 
joyed under  the  working  of  their  new  rules. 

The  Convention  should  feel  profoundly  grateful  for  the 
record  of  the  year  past  so  far  surpassing  anything  the  Dio- 
cese has  known  in  its  past  history.  Hut  go(Kl  rules  are  gocnl 
only  as  they  are  worked  and  your  Committee  trusts  that  all 
clergy,  parishes  and  missions  will  co-operate  heartily  with 
the  Hishop  and  the  Hoard  of  Church  Extension  in  the  so 
far  successful  efforts,  under  the  new  rules,  to  push  forward 
the  advance  line  of  effort. 

Two  matters  in  this  report  seem  to  call  for  sj^ecial  men- 
tion. P'irst,  that  the  sum  of  the  unpaid  pledges  would,  if 
paid,  enable  the  l^oard  to  place  one  or  two  more  mission- 
aries in  the  field.  If  delinquent  congregations  would  realize 
that  they  are  actually  thus  depriving  places  and  people  of 
the  Church's  ministrations  thev  would  no  doubt  make  some, 
or  greater  efforts  to  do  their  duty.  This  we  are  told  is 
true.  At  least  two  fields  are  unw<:)rked  l^ecause  of  their 
delinquency.     May  it  be  hoped  that  next  year's  report  will 
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show  these  two  places  at  least  supplied.  Second,  the  Arch- 
deacon rejwrts  that  he  has  been  so  largely  engaged  in  sup- 
plying vacancies  that  he  has  been  prevented  from  engaging 
as  largely  as  he  would  like  to  do  in  Church  extension  work. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  rectors  planning  holi- 
days and  committees  of  vacant  parishes  and  missions  try 
other  sources  of  supply  first,  only  turning  to  the  Archdeacon 
when  all  other  possible  sources  have  failed.

REPORT  OF  THE  OREGON  CHURCHMAN. 

l^ccnty-fifth  Annual  Convention,  Diocese  of  Oregon: 

The  liishop  has  asked  me  to  make  a  report  on  the  business 
management  of  the  Oregon  Churchman. 

I  only  wish  that  I  could  reix)rt  favorably.  My  failure  to 
reixjrt  favorably  is  partially  due  to  the  lack  of  attention 
given  by  the  Business  Manager,  and  largely  by  the  lack  of 
evident  signs  of  interest  shown  by  a  large  percentage  of  both 
clergy  and  Communicants  in  the  Diocese. 

I,  as  Business  Manager,  have  not  had  at  my  disposal  suf- 
ficient time  nor  help  to  devote  to  its  successful  management. 
During  the  year  I  have  made  several  attempts  to  arouse 
some  interest,  and  I  might  here  say  that  Coos  r>ay  made  the 
only  successful  effort  in  the  Diocese  towards  enlarging  its 
circulation,  and  also  through  their  efforts  they  ])aid  for  that 
month's  entire  issue. 

I  want  at  this  time  to  give  credit  to  Mr.  A.  S.  Auterson, 
the  publisher,  who  has  worked  heart  and  soul,  and  has 
financially  carried  the  publication,  at  times  amounting  to 
over  $200.00,  and  who  has  at  all  times  given  his  best  efforts 
in  its  behalf. 

The  publication  is  sorely  in  need  of  a  Business  Manager 
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who  can  devote  sufficient  time  to  its  management  to  make  it 
a  success. 

The  circulation  has  declined,  due  to  many  requesting  that 
their  subscriptions  be  discontinued  and  by  many  being  taken 
from  the  roll  by  failure  to  pay  their  dues.  The  latter  has 
only  been  done  in  extreme  cases,  which  have  been  entirely 
too  frequent.    We  have  subscribers  as  follows : 

In  the  city  of  Portland  262,  of  which  71  per  cent  are 
delinquent. 

In  the  country  451,  of  which  80  per  cent  are  delinquent. 

Outside  of  the  Diocese  128,  making  a  total  of  702,  of 
which  only  574  reside  in  the  Diocese. 

Looking  at  the  circulation  from  an  Advertiser's  stand  it 
is  of  little  value.  The  Oregon  Churchman  reaches  only  16 
per  cent  of  the  Communicants  of  the  Diocese,  which  is  not 
a  very  good  showing,  taking  into  consideration  the  number 
of  years  that  the  paper  has  been  in  existenece.  My  observa- 
tion has  been  that  a  great  many  look  upon  the  Oregon 
Churchman  as  an  object  of  charity.  I  am  positive  that  the 
Piishop  is  much  opposed  to  having  it  considered  as  such.  It 
is  the  official  publication  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  and 
should  be  given  active  support,  and  should  not  be  treated  as 
a  joke. 

With  only  574  Communicants  taking  the  paper  in  the 
Diocese,  the  publication  has  but  a  small  chance  to  survive. 
The  publication  costs  considerably  more  than  the  amount 
charged  for  by  subscription,  so  consequently  we  must  rely 
almost  solely  upon  our  advertising,  and  it  is  needleess  to 
say  that  the  average  Advertiser  will  not  take  space  in  a 
paper  whose  representation  among  its  own  people  is  so 
small. 

r^inancially  the  paper  is  in  fairly  good  shape. 

In  the  last  year,  beginning  May  1st,  1912,  and  ending 
April  30th,  1913,  we  have  received  from  all  sources  $1,- 
011.85.  We  have  expended  $1,074.20.  You  will  note  a 
difference  of  $62.35  in  favor  of  expenditures,  which  repre- 
sents money  advanced  personally  by  the  Business  Manager 
to  keep  the  affairs  of  the  paper  going. 

The  Business  Manager  would  suggest  that  the  Bishop 
either  appoint  some  one  to  assist,  or  appoint  some  one  to 
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fill  the  office  of  Business  Manaii^er  whose  duties  during  busi- 
ness hours  are  so  divided  as  to  permit  time  to  successfully 
fill  the  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN  OF  THE  CITY  MISSION. 

To  the  7\i' en fy-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon: 

The  Committee  on  City  Missions,  apjx)inted  by  the  Bishop, 
consists  of  the  following  members : 

Mr.  F.  C.  Malpas,  treasurer,  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce. 
Mr.  C.  F.  Adams,  Mr.  Oscar  Menefee,  Dr.  K.  A.  J.  Mac- 
kenzie. 

Besides  the  work  of  surveying  the  field,  with  a  view  of 
establishing  at  least  a  reading  room  and  conducting  services 
in  the  downtown  district,  many  other  lines  of  service  have 
been  found  to  need  the  time  and  services  of  the  Chaplain  of 
the  City  Missions. 

To  speak  of  these  first,  I  would  report  that,  on  the  invita- 
tion of  four  of  our  city  Clergy,  I  have  preached  on  the 
subject  of  our  work  in  their  Parish  Churches  and  have 
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addressed  several  guilds  and  other  organizations  and  have 
given  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  West  and  East  Sides  to 
arouse  and  instruct  the  social  consciousness  of  our  Church 
people. 

In  the  matter  of  conducting  the  services  of  the  Church  in 
public  institutions :  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  serv- 
ices so  long  maintained  by  the  late  Mr.  Laidlaw  have  been 
continued  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each  month  largely 
through  the  co-operation  of  Churchmen  and  women,  mostly 
from  Trinity  Parish.  Lack  of  opportunity,  time  and  organi- 
zation have  prevented  services  being  held  in  other  public 
institutions. 

In  pastoral  work  among  individuals  my  cards  have  been 
left  with  the  managers  of  the  hotels  with  the  request  that 
their  guests  be  informed  that  the  chaplain's  services  were 
at  their  disposal  in  cases  of  sickness  and  distress. 

As  chaplain  of  the  Actors'  Church  Alliance,  I  have  had 
posted  in  the  theatres  the  cards  of  the  AlHance  which  an- 
nounce the  Clergy,  the  services  in  their  Churches,  who  are 
chaplains  of  the  A.  C.  A. 

Some  time  and  much  thought  and  correspondence  have 
been  given  to  the  work  for  the  sailors  hut  so  far  it  has  been 
confined  to  individual  ministration ;  two  lads  being  prepared 
for  Confirmation. 

Ministry  to  individuals  in  the  jails  and  other  places  has 
brought  me  into  contact  with  county  and  city  officials  and 
has  taught  me  somewhat  of.  local  needs  and  conditions.  Ac- 
cordingly, I  can  safely  report  that  there  is,  in  such  ministry 
to  private  individuals  and  in  public  institutions,  enough  work 
to  more  than  occupy  the  time  and  ability  of  a  city  missionary. 

While  much  of  this  work  has  given  sights  and  insights 
into  our  needs  and  opportunities,  the  survey  proper  has 
consisted  of  two  automobile  trips,  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Adams,  to  the  south,  north  and  east  parts  of  the  city,  in 
addition  to  many  walking  trips  over  portions  of  the  same 
territory.  Speaking  subject  to  correction  by  better  informed 
persons,  I  would  consider  the  North  End  the  field  best 
adapted  to  the  location  of  a  reading  room  and  to  reaching 
with  the  Church's  ministrations  the  largest  number  of  single 
and  homeless  men,  which,  I  infer,  is  the  sort  of  ministry 
contemplated  in  this  survey.  The  availability  of  rooms  in 
this  quarter  has  not  been  investigated  by  the  chaplain  be- 
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cause  he  thinks  that  business  men  can  handle  such  affairs  to 
better  advantage.  From  the  police  and  my  own  observation 
I  learned  that  the  district  is  filled  with  men  from  November 
to  March,  to  many  of  whom  a  decent  resort  would  be  wel- 
come and  through  which  others  might  be  shown  the  better 
way  of  spending  their  time.  Back  of  and  previous  to  begin- 
ning such  a  settlement,  with  a  reading  room  and  services  for 
a  starter,  lies  the  necessary  organization  of  men  and  women 
who  would  work  in  the  mission  and  share  in  all  the  under- 
takings of  the  City  Missions. 

To  this  end  I  would  suggest  that,  with  your  approval,  the 
Bishop  arrange  for  a  meeting  of  the  Church  people  of  Port- 
land to  organize  so  that  the  City  Missions  shall  represent  the 
whole  Church  in  action  for  the  common  good.  Realizing 
that  by  reason  of  my  newness  in  the  city  and  especially  on 
account  of  my  inexperience  with  this  particular  work  the 
omissions  and  defects  of  this  report  must  be  patent  to  every 
member  of  this  committee.  I  therefore  submit  it  with  much 
diffidence  to  your  tender  mercies  and  crave  your  indulgence 
for  its  shortcomings.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT  OF 
THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  FUND. 

Your  Committee  begs  to  report  that  from  an  examination 
of  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and 
from  supplemental  examination  furnished  by  members  of 
said  board  it  appears  that  payments  of  rentals  due  from  the 
lessees  of  property  in  block  275,  Couch  addition,  to  the  City 
of  Portland,  are  delinquent,  and  it  seems  probable  that  the 
lease  on  said  property  will  be  cancelled.  Such  cancellation 
will,  temporarily  at  least,  cause  a  reduction  of  approxi- 
mately two  thousand  dollars  per  year  in  the  income  of  the 
Fund,  with  the  result  that  the  total  income  will  be  insuf- 
ficient to  pay  the  Episcopal  stipend  and  other  necessary  ex- 
penses. This  situation  is  regretable  from  a  financial  view- 
point, but  this  Committee,  nevertheless,  looks  forward  with 
feelings  of  gratification  and  relief  to  the  probable  severance 
of  all  business  relations  with  the  lessees  of  the  pro])erty  in 
question. 

We  recommend  that  in  future  no  lease  of  any  magnitude 
covering  a  considerable  period  of  time  shall  be  made  with- 
out thorough  investigation  of  the  moral  and  financial  re- 
sponsibility of  the  second  party  thereto  and  without  a  good 
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and  sufficient  lK)nd  guaranteeing  perfonnance  of  the  con- 
tract on  the  part  of  the  lessee. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rei>ort  is  approved  and  the  work 
of  the  Trustees  is  highly  commended.

ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE  AND  BOUNDS  TO  THE  DIOCESE. 

§1.  This  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  as  the  Diocese 
of  Oregon,  and  its  hounds  shall  be  those  of  that  part  of  the  State  of 
Oregon  lying  west  of  the  Cascade  Range  of  Mountains,  to-wit :  West 
t)f  the  eastern  lioundary  line  of  the  Counties  of  Multnomah,  Clacka- 
mas. Marion.  Linn,  Lane,  Douglas  and  Jackson. 

ARTICLE  II. 

AICEI>IN(;  TO  CONSTITUTION   OF  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

§3.  The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  accedes  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  that  part  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  now 
known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  recognizes  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of 
the  same. 

ARTICLE  in. 

AUTHORITY. 

§5.  Section  1.  The  authority  of  this  Diocese  is  vested  in  the 
Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  (if  there  be  one),  the  Convention,  and 
the  Standing  Committee. 

§6.  Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  is  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese. 

§7.  Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  disability  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  shall  assume  all  the  powers  and  perform 
all  the  duties  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  act  as  the  Eccles- 
iastical Authority  of  the  Diocese;  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  III.  of  Canon  48  of  the  General  Convention. 

§8.  Sec.  4.  Should  there  be  no  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or 
none  able  to  act,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  for  all  purposes  declared  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  this  Diocese;  subject  to  the  provisions  cited  in  the  foregoing 
section. 

§9.  Sec.  5.  All  controversies  between  the  rectors  of  two  or  more 
parishes,  or  between  a  parish,  or  its  vestry,  and  its  rector,  or  between 
persons  adversely  claiming  to  be  vestrymen  of  a  parish,  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Ecclesistical  Authority  for  determination. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

THE  ORDINARY. 

§12.  Sccton  1.  The  Bishop  is  the  Ordinary  of  all  religious  and 
benevolent  organizations  of  the  Church  within  this  Diocese,  and  as 
such  may  «'ittend  and  preside  at  any  of  their  meetings,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  the  law  of  the  State. 

§13.  Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  is  the  Chief  Pastor  of  the  Diocese,  and 
can  officiate  in  the  offices  of  the  Church  within  any  parish  or  mission, 
or  elsewhere  in  the  Diocese. 

§14.  Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  issue  a  Pastoral  Letter 
it  .shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  charge  of  a  congregation  to 
read  such  letter  to  his  congregation  on  the  Sunday  succeeding  its 
receipt. 

ARTICLE  V. 

CONVENTION. 

§17.  Section  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  is  vested 
in  the  Convention. 

§18.  Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop  and 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  and  of  Presbyters,  Deacons 
and  laymen,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§19.  Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  each 
have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention. 

§20.  Sec.  4.  Every  Presbyter  or  Deacon  who  for  six  months  next 
preceding  any  meeting  of  the  Convention  has  been  canonically  and 
actually  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  who  is  regularly  settled  as 
rector  or  minister  in  some  Church  or  parish  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention, or  is  a  missionary  duly  appointed  by  the  Elcclestiastical 
Authority,  or  is  engaged  as  officer  or  instructor  in  any  incorporated 
institution  of  learning  or  beneficence  under  the  authority  of  this 
Church,  or  is  a  chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  state  institution,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  provided,  that  no  clergyman  once  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote 
shall  be  deprived  of  these  privileges  because  disabled  from  the  func- 
tions of  his  office  by  age  or  infirmity. 

§21.  Sec.  5.  The  lay  members  shall  consist  of  three  delegates 
from  each  parish  and  one  from  each  organized  mission  in  union  with 
the  Convention.  The  lay  delegates  from  each  parish  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  vestry  thereof,  and  the  lay  delegate  from  each  organized  mis- 
sion shall  be  chosen  by  the  adult  members  thereof.  They  shaU  be 
male  communicants  and  stated  worshippers  in  the  respective  parishes 
or  missions  they  represent,  and  entitled  to  vote  for  vestrymen  or 
officers  of  the  same,  and  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
Provision  may  be  made  by  Canon  for  the  election  and  designation  of 
alternates. 

§22.  Sec.  6.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  quali- 
fications of  its  members;  but  no  clergyman  under  canonical  sentence

of  suspension  or  degradation,  or  under  conviction  of  any  offense 
rendering  him  liable  to  such  sentence,  and  no  layman  repelled  from 
the  Holy  Communion  with  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Bishop, 
shall  be  allowed  a  seat  or  vote  in  the  Convention. 

§23.  Sec.  7.  Officers  of  the  Diocese,  and  members  of  boards  and 
permanent  committees  reporting  to  any  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats  therein,  with  all  rights  except  the  right 
to  vote. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS  OF  CONVENTION. 

§26.  Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, beginning  on  the  Wednesday  next  following  the  third  Sunday 
in  May  of  every  year,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  shall  appoint. 

§27.  Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  have  power  to  call 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  (and  shall  call  a  special  meeting 
upon  request  of  the  Standing  Committee),  designating  the  time, 
place  and  purpose  of  such  meeting.  No  business  other  than  that 
stated  in  the  call  shall  be  transacted,  except  by  unanimous  vote  on  a 
vote  by  orders,  tke  record  of  which  vote  must  show  a  quorum 
present  in  both  orders. 

§28.  Sec.  3.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  stated  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  ia 
a  printed  or  written  letter  sent  by  mail  to  every  clergyman  and  to 
the  clerk  of  every  parish  and  organized  mission  in  the  Diocese  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  such  meeting.  The 
notice  of  every  special  meeting  shall  also  include  a  verbatim  copy 
of  the  call  issued  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

§29.  Sec.  4.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  change  the  time  or 
place,  or  both  the  time  and  place,  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  taking  care  that  due  notice  be  given  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section.  If  the  date  of  any  stated  meeting 
be  changed  to  a  date  later  than  that  provided  in  section  1  of  this 
Article,  then  the  notice  shall  be  sent  not  later  than  the  Wednesday 
next  following  the  first  Sunday  in  May;  provided,  that  in  any  case  at 
least  thirty  days'  notice  shall  be  given. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OPENING  OF  CONVENTION. 

§32.  Every  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
Opened  with  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

PRESIDENT  OF  CONVENTION. 

§35.  The  Bishop  is  cx-officio  President  of  the  Convention.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  shall

preside.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  and  that 
of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  a  Presidecft  pro  tentporc 
shall  he  elected  from  among  the  Presbyters  of  the  G>nvention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

QUORUM — TRANSACTION  OF  BUSINESS. 

§38.    Section  1.     One-half  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  and  votes 

in  the  Convention,  and  lay  delegates  from  one-third  of  the  parishes 

entitled  to  representation,  when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a 

quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may 

.  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

§39.  Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  deliberate  and  act  as  one  body 
(except  as  elsewhere  provided  in  this  Constitution),  unless  a  vote 
by  orders  be  required  by  five  members,  in  which  case  each  clerical 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  the  lay  delegates  from  each 
parish  jointly  to  one  vote,  and  the  lay  delegate  from  each  organized 
mission  to  one-half  of  a  vote;  and  when  the  vote  is  by  orders  a 
majority  of  the  votes  given  and  cast  by  each  order  shall  be  necessary 
to  an  amrmative  decision,  or  to  an  election,  as  the  case  may  be. 

§40.  Sec.  3.  When  any  vote  is  t«iken  by  orders,  a  majority  of  the 
lay  delegates  from  each  parish  shall  detennine  the  vote  of  that  parish. 
When  the  delegates  of  a  pari.sh  are  equally  divided  the  vote  of  the 
parish  shnll  be  given  as  "divided."  and  shall  have  no  affirmative 
value.  In  the  case  of  an  election,  however,  in  computing  the  total 
number  of  votes  cast  a  divided  vote  shall  be  reckoned  as  one  vote. 

§41.  Sec.  4.  -All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot  unless  the  same  be 
dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent.  In  any  election  in  which  a 
vote  by  orders  is  not  prescribed,  such  vote  may  be  required  in  the 
manner  provided  in  Section  2  of  this  Article. 

§42.     3tic.  5.     No  vote  may  be  cast  by  proxy. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OFFICERS. 

§4().  Section  1.  At  each  stated  meeting  the  Convention  shall  elect 
a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Registrar,  and  a  Chancellor,  the  election 
of  the  Chancellor  being  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop.  They 
shall  remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  assume 
office.  They  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  this  Constitution. 
by  Canon,  and  by  resolution  of  the  Convention. 

§47.  Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  from  amon^  the 
clerical  members  of  the  Convention.  He  may  appoint  an  Assistant 
Secretary  from  among  the  merrtbers  of  the  Convention,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Convention.  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  act 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Secretary,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assist- 
ant Secretary,  if  there  be  one;  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  until  such  time  as  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled. 
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§48.  Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  must  be  a  communicant  member  of 
some  parish  or  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention,  and  additional 
qualifications  may  be  prescribed  by  Canon.  He  shall  give  such 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  Canon.  The  Standing  Committee,  acting  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Chan- 
cellor, may  remove  the  Treasurer  from  office  for  any  serious  neglect 
or  misconduct,  of  which  they  shall  be  the  judges;  provided,  that  the 
Treasurer  shall  in  no  case  be  removed  unless  and  until  he  shall  have 
had  sufficient  opportunity  to  appear  in  person,  and  if  he  desire,  by 
counsel,  and  to  defend  himself  before  a  regularly  called  meeting  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  at  which  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and 
the  Chancellor  must  also  be  present,  unless  they  are  without  the 
bounds  of  the  Diocese,  or  incapacitated  by  serious  illness  at  the  time 
appointed  for  the  said  meeting. 

§49.  Sec.  4.  The  Registrar  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Pres- 
byters of  the  Convention,  and  the  same  person  may  be  elected  to  the 
offices  of  Secretary  and  Registrar,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention; 
provided,  that  the  election  to  each  office  shall  be  by  separate  and  dis- 
tinct votes;  but  the  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  as  provided  in  §41 
Section  3  of  Article  TX. 

§50.  Sec.  5.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  a  layman  learned  in  the 
law,  and  a  communicant  member  of  some  parish  or  mission  in  union 
with  the  Convention. 

§51.  Sec.  6.  In  case  any  of  the  officers  provided  for  in  this 
article  should  die.  resign,  remove  from  the  Diocese,  or  become 
incapable  of  acting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  thus  created  by  the  election  of  persons  eligible  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article:  provided,  that  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one, 
shall  exercise  the  right  of  nomination  in  the  election  of  a  Chancellor. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

§55.  Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  elect  at  each  stated  meeting 
by  a  vote  by  orders  a  Standing  Committee  to  consist  of  three  Pres- 
I)3rters  and  three  laymen,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  assume  office. 

§56.  Sec.  2.  The  said  Presbyters  must  be  chosen  from  those 
entitled  to  seats  and  votes  in  the  Convention,  and  each  of  said  lay- 
men must  be  a  communicant  member  of  some  parish  or  organized 
mission  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

§57.  Sec.  3.  The  Committee  at  their  first  meeting  shall  choose  a 
president  from  among  the  clerical  members  and  a  secretary,  cither 
clerical  or  lay.  The  secretarj-  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a 
book  provided  for  this  purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in  their 
hands  relative  to  the  Church  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of 
the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention  and  a  full  report  of  their  acts  shall 
be  made  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention.  Any  four  mem- 
bers (the  whole  having  been  summoned),  shall  be  a  quorum;  except 
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for  atjch  purposes  a:^.  agreeably  to  their  own  mles^  may  require  a 
larger  number.  They  may  make  rules  of  meeting  and  business  and 
alter  and  repeal  them  from  time  to  time.  Vacancies  in  said  Com- 
mittee, ''jccurring  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  snpfilied  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  Conmiittce. 

i5S.  Stx.  4.  Oue  notice  in  writing  shall  be  sent  to  all  members 
at  least  three  days  before  the  time  of  any  meeting  of  the  Standing 
Committee:  provided,  however,  that  with  the  express  consent  of 
ever>-  member  a  meeting  may  at  any  time  be  held  without  such  notice. 

859.  Sec  5.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate  the  powers 
and  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline 
<»hall  be  performed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  except  in  those  cases 
where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to 
or  enjoined  upon  the  clerical  members  of  said  Committee,  in  which 
case  such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  said  clerical  mem- 
Inrrs  alone.  Provided,  that  no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  upon  a 
clerg>man  but  by  a  Bishop ;  and  that  where  there  is  occasion  for  it 
some  neighbr>ring  Bishop  shall  be  invited  to  perform  the  office. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

IiKPUTIE.S  TO  THE  GENERAL  rON\-ENTION. 

56.'J.  Section  1.  At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  next 
preceding  the  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  four  cler- 
ical and  four  lay  deputies  shall  be  elected,  by  a  vote  by  orders,  to 
represent  this  Diocese  in  said  General  Convention,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  their  successors  arc  chosen. 

§64.  Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  in  like  manner  elect  the  same 
number  of  alternate  deputies  from  each  order. 

§05.  Sec.  3.  Each  deputy  so  elected  shall  notify  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  in  writing  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  said  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  of  his  acceptance  of  the  appointment  and 
intention  to  perform  its  duties,  in  default  of  which  the  Ecclesiastical 
.\uthority  shall  designate  one  of  the  alternate  deputies  to  take  his 
place :  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  likewise  designate  one 
or  more  of  the  alternate  deputies,  as  the  case  may  require,  to  supply 
any  deficiency  in  the  representation  of  the  Diocese  which  may  in  any 
way  occur.  And  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the  Ex:cles- 
iastical  Authority,  being  furnished  with  his  or  their  certificate  thereof. 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  deputies 
dulv  elected  bv  the  Convention. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

ELECTION  OF  A  BISHOP. 

§68.  Section  1.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor 
shall  be  made  only  in  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention,  or  in  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Convention  called  for  the  purpose,  the  object 
being  stated  in  a  notice  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to 
every  clergyman  canon ically  connected  with  the  Diocese  and  to  the 
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clerk  of  every  parish  and  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention,  at 
least  sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  such  special  meeting; 
anything  in  Article  VI.  of  this  Constitution  appearing  repugnant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

569.  Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner : 
The  order  of  clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by  ballot  some  fit  and 
qualified  clergyman  for  that  office;  and  if  this  appointment  be 
approved  by  the  lay  order  voting  thereon  by  ballot  and  by  parishes 
and  missions,  each  parish  being  entitled  to  one  vote  and  each  organ- 
ized mission  to  one-half  of  a  vote,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected ; 
provided,  that  in  order  to  the  election  of  any  person  to  be  Bishop  or 
Bishop  Coadjutor  such  person  must  have  received  the  votes  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to  vote,  and  this 
nomination  and  appointment  must  have  been  approved  by  a  number 
(»f  votes  equivalent  to  a  majority  of  the  sum  of  the  number  of  all 
the  parishes  and  one-half  of  the  number  of  organized  missions  in 
the  Diocese  entitled  to  vote. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PARISHE.S  AND   MISSIONS. 

§72.  Section  1.  Every  pari.sh  and  organized  mission  in  the  Dio- 
cese at  the  time  this  Constitution  is  adopted  shall  be  considered  in 
union  with  and  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Convention,  unless 
hereafter  deprived  of  such  standing  and  right  by  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

§73.  Sec.  2.  A  parish  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Con- 
vention by  a  majority  vote;  provided,  that  it  shall  have  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention,  a  certificate  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
that  he  or  they  approve  of  the  organization  of  such  parish ;  also  a 
duplicate  copy  of  a  constitution  of  the  parish,  duly  subscribed  by 
the  wardens  and  vestrymen  thereof,  in  which  thev  expressly  accede 
to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  dtx'trine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon ;  also  evidence  satisfactory  that  the  parish  is  regularly  organ- 
ized by  the  election  of  not  fewer  than  five  nor  more  than  nine 
vestrymen,  of  whom  two  shall  be  wardens,  and  that  the  parish  has 
not  fewer  than  fifty  communicants  and  is  ready,  able  and  willing  to 
assume  the  entire  support  of  a  rector  without  missionary  or  Diocesan 
aid. 

§74.  Sec.  3.  An  organized  mission  may  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Convention  on  motion  by  a  majority  of  votes ;  provided,  that 
it  shall  have  presented  tr>  the  Convention  a  certificate  from  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Committee, 
stating  that  such  mission  is  duly  organized. 

§75.  Sec.  4.  The  Convention  may  by  Canon  prescribe  further 
ternts  for  the  organization  and  the  admission  of  parishes  and  mis- 
sions, not  in  conflict  with  this  Article. 
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§76.  Sec.  5.  Provision  may  be  made  by  Canon  for  the  establish- 
ment of  territorial  bounds  for  parishes  and  missions;  and  when  such 
bounds  shall  have  been  established,  no  parish  or  mission  shall  be 
fonned  within  the  limits  of  an  existing  parish  without  the  consent 
first  given  of  the  rector  and  vestry  of  said  parish,  unless  by  decision 
of  the  Bishop  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

SUSPENSION  AND  DISSOLUTION  OF  PARISHES. 

§78.  Section  1.  Whenever  a  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention 
shall  neglect,  for  three  successive  years,  to  make  a  parochial  report 
to  the  same;  or  during  the  like  period  shall  have  been  without  a 
rector  or  stated  minister,  and  shall  not  have  requested  of  the  Eccles- 
iastical Authority  the  services  of  a  clergyman  as  rector  or  stated 
minister;  or  for  the  period  of  one  year  shall  have  persistently  dis- 
regarded or  disobeyed  any  provision  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  due  notice  of  such 
violation  having  been  given  to  such  parish  by  the  Bishop;  or  shall 
be  essentially  defunct,  the  Bishop  shall  report  the  facts  in  the  case 
to  the  Convention ;  and  the  Convention  may  proceed  by  concurrent 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order  to  suspend  such  parish  from  repre- 
sentation in  the  Convention,  or  to  reduce  the  same  to  the  standing 
of  an  organized  mission,  or  to  dissolve  the  same,  as  the  case  may 
require;  provided,  that  the  Convention  may  of  its  own  motion  take 
up  the  case  of  any  such  parish  and  deal  with  it  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

§79.  Sec.  2.  Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended,  reduced 
or  dissolved  may,  on  its  application,  be  restored  to  full  standing  as 
a  parish,  or  afforded  other  and  lesser  relief  at  any  subsequent  stated 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  by  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each 
order. 

§80.  Sec.  3.  Any  organized  mission  may  be  suspended  from 
representation  in  the  Convention,  or  its  existence  dissolved,  when- 
ever the  same  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  by  concurrent  vote  of  a 
majority  of  each  order;  but  any  mission  thus  suspended  or  dissolved 
may  be  restored  to  its  former  standing  at  any  subsequent  stated 
meeting  of  the  Convention  by  the  like  vote. 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

§83.  The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  levy  assessments  on  the 
parishes  and  missions  in  union  with  it  by  Canon  or  by  resolution 
for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  The  Convention  shall 
have  power  to  fix  the  dates  at  which  such  assessments  shall  fall  due. 
and  to  impose  such  penalties  as  it  may  see  fit  for  failure  to  pay  such 
assessments, 
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ARTICLE  XVII. 

PRO-CATHEDRAL. 

§85  Until  such  time  as  a  Diocesan  Cathedral  shall  be  established 
upon  a  proper  and  permanent  foundation,  the  Bishop  may  with  the 
consent  of  the  clergy  and  lay  officers  of  the  Church  selected,  choose 
and  designate  a  Church  in  the  City  of  Portland  as  the  Bishop's 
Church,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Pro-Cathedral.  Provision  may 
be  made  by  Canon  for  the  form  of  organization  and  government  of 
such  Church.  In  its  relations  with  the  Convention  and  the  Diocese 
the  Pro-Cathedral  shall  have  the  rights  and  duties  of  a  parish. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

BOARD  OP  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

887.  Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  the  elective  members  of  which  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  and  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

§88.  Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  define  by  Canon  the  member- 
ship and  powers  of  this  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

CORPORATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

§90.  The  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon  under  the  name  and  title  of  "The  Dio- 
cese of  Oregon."  Provision  shall  be  made  by  Canon  for  the  election 
of  trustees  of  said  corporation  and  for  the  definition  and  exercise 
of  their  powers. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

CANONS. 

§92.  Canons  of  this  Diocese  may  be  adopted,  amended  or  repealed 
by  concurrent  vote  of  a  majority  of  each  order,  as  provided  by  Article 
IX.  of  this  Constitution;  but  no  Canon  shall  he  adopted,  amended 
or  repealed  during  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  which  such 
action  shall  have  l)een  proposed,  except  upon  affirmative  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  each  order.  Any  proposal  for  the  adoption,  amendment 
or  repeal  of  any  Canon,  if  approved  by  a  majority  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  each  order  voting  separately,  shall  lie  over  for  considera- 
tion and  final  action  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  0)nvention. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

THE  CON.STTTUTION. 

§94.  This  Constitution  is  the  fundamental  law  of  this  Diocese 
under  and  in  subordination  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Oregon.     All  Canons,  rules,  regu- 
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lations,  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Convention  which  conflict  with 
this  Constitution  shall  be  held  to  be  null  and  void  and  of  no  force 
or  effect  insofar  as  they  so  conflict. 

ARTICLE.  XXII. 

ALTERATION  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

§96.  The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows: 
Any  proposed  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing  and  con- 
sidered in  the  Convention,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority  vote  shall 
lie  over  until  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  if  again 
approved  in  such  next  stated  meetmg  by  two-thirds  of  each  order 
voting  separately  thereon  (the  laity  voting  by  parishes  and  missions), 
and  by  the  Bishop  (if  there  be  one,  and  he  be  present),  the  amend- 
n^nt  shall  be  adopted,  and  shall  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  adop- 
tion, unless  some  future  date  be  specified  in  the  amendment  itself. 

ARTICLE  XXIIL 

REPEAL  OF  FORMER  CONSTITUTIONS. 

§98.  All  previous  Constitutions  of  this  Diocese  are  hereby  annulled 
and  repealed ;  provided,  that  such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  case  of 
a  violation  of  existing  Articles  of  any  such  Constitution,  committed 
before  the  date  of  the  adoption  hereof;  but  such  case  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  same  law  as  if  no  repeal  had  taken  place.

Canons. 


CANON  1. 

Clerical  Members  of  Convention. 

Sec.  101.  One  week  before  every  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  prepare, 
or  catise  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  clergy  of  the  Church 
canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of 
their  respective  parishes,  missions  or  chaplaincies,  or  of  the 
institution  of  learning  in  which  they  may  be  engaged,  or  in  the 
case  of  those  who  are  not  engaged  as  herem  stated,  their 
respective  places  of  residence  only;  specifying  at  the  same 
time  who  of  any  class  are  deacons.  The  said  list  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  be  called  to 
order,  and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal.  In  the  said  list  of 
clergy  shall  be  declared  the  names  of  those  clergymen  entitled 
to  seats  and  votes  in  the  Convention,  and  such  declaration  shall 
be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  right  of  those  who 
shall  be  thus  indicated,  and  of  the  right  of  none  others. 

Sec,  102.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention  to  attend  the  same. 

CANON  2. 

Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  105.  The  appointment  of  lay  delegates  to  any  Con- 
vention shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  rector  or  clergy- 
man m  charge  of  the  parish  or  mission  of  which  they  are  the 
representatives,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  warden,  or  by  the 
clerk  of  such  parish  or  mission.  Kvery  certificate  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  lay  delegates  shall  be  substantially  in  the  follow- 
ing form:

Sec.  106.  The  certificate  of  election  of  lay  delegates  shall 
he  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  at  least  five 
days  previous  to  the  time  appointed  for  its  meeting,  and  from 
these  certificates  the  Secretary  shall  make  a  list  of  the  names 
of  the  delegates  to  he  used  hy  him  at  the  organization  ol  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  107.  No  parish  or  mission  which  shall  fail  to  pay  its 
quota  of  the  assessments  made  under  authority  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  entitled  to  lay  representation  in  the  Conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  these 
Canons.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
one  day  prior  to  the  assembling  of  the  Convention,  to  furnish 
the  Secretary  with  a  list  of  all  delinquent  parishes  and  missions, 
and  the  Secretary  shall  omit  the  names  of  such  delinquent 
parishes  and  missions  from  the  roll  call  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  108.  Alternate  delegates  shall  be  appointed  and  certified 
in  like  manner. 

Sec.  109.  Tt  is  the  duty  of  lay  delegates  to  attend  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Convention  to  which  they  have  been  elected 
members. 

Sec.  110.  If.  for  whatever  cause,  a  parish  or  mission  is 
not  represented  in  any  Convention  or  in  any  session  thereof, 
such  parish  or  mission  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  all  acts 
of  such  Convention. 


CANON  3. 

Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  114.  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  oi  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese 
to  take  minutes  cf  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  and  when 
approved  to  enter  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  the  rec- 
ords and  (in  addition  to  the  written  minutes)  at  least  three 
copies  of  the  printed  Journal  of  each  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion; to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Convention,  and  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  printed  Journal,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  to  his 
successor  all  documents  pertaining  to  his  office. 

Sec.  115.  The  Secretary  shall  enclose  with  every  notice  of 
meeting  of  the  Convention  a  printed  slip  containing  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  9nd  Qanons  relating  to  the  election 
and  qualifications  of  lay  delegates,  together  with  two  copies  of 
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the    form    of    certificate    thereof    contained    in    Section    105    of 
Canon  2. 

Sec.  116.  The  Secretary  shall  send  annually  a  printed  copy 
of  the  Journal  of  Convention  to  each  Bishop  of  the  American 
Church,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  to  each  clergyman  canonically  con- 
nected with  this  Diocese.  He  shall  also  send  three  or  more 
copies  of  the  same  Journal  to  every  clergyman  in  charge  of  a 
parish  or  organized  mission,  one  of  which  copies  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  to  preserve  with  the  parish  records. 

Sec.  117.  After  every  meeting  of  the  Convention  the  Secre- 
tary shall  send  to  the  Registrar  such  number  of  copies  of  the 
printed  Journal  thereof  as  the  Registrar  shall  require,  together 
with  all  journals  of  other  diocesan  conventions  and  convoca- 
tions of  missionary  districts,  and  documents  bearing  upon  the 
Church  at  large  as  he  shall  have  received  as  Secretary  during 
the  year. 

Sec.  118.  Within  ninety  days  after  the  adjournment  of  any 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  Secretary  shall  send  to  the 
Treasurer  a  certified  statement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the 
Convention.  He  shall  examine  and  certify  to  the  Treasurer  the 
bills  for  printing  and  other  expenses  of  the  Journal,  and  for 
any  other  official   work  which  may  be  committed  to  him. 


CANON   4. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  122.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
collected  under  authority  of  the  Convention,  the  collection  and 
disbursement  of  which  .shall  not  otherwise  be  regulated.  He 
shall  render  his  account  annually  to  the  Convention  to  be  audit- 
ed by  its  auditing  committee. 

Sec.  123.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  or  other  security 
satisfactory  to  the  corporation  of  "The  Diocese  of  Oregon,"  as  it 
shall  require,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  de- 
clared in  these  Canons  and  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  124.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  corporation  of  "The 
Diocese  of  Oregon"  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  follow  as  the  said  board  shall  deem  just  and  necessary,  and 
to  designate  the  depositaries  and  investments  of  the  funds  in 
the  custody  of  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  125.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  such  other  and  further 
duties  as  may  from  time  to. time  be  ordered  by  the  Convention, 
the  corporation  of  "The  Diocese  of  Oregon,"  and  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension. 

Sec.  126.  The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  always  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
of  aiiy  committee  of  the  Convention.

CANON  5. 

The  Re^^istrar. 

Sec.  J  30.  The  Registrar  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  journals 
of  dioceses  and  missionary  districts,  tiles,  papers,  reports  and 
documents  that  shall  become  the  property  of  the  Diocese,  and 
shall  keep  the  same  in  a  suitable,  accessible  place  of  deposit, 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Convention.  He  shall  also  keep 
a  record  of  the  consecration  of  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Diocese. 
and  of  the  ordinations  of  priests  and  deacons  in  or  for  this 
Diocese,  in  a  suitable  book,  and  the  Registrar's  certificate  thereof 
shall  be  competent  evidence  of  the  fact  of  any  such  consecra- 
tion or  ordination. 

Sec.  131.  The  Registrar  shall  also  present  to  each  stated 
meeting  of  the  Convention  a  full  and  accurate  report  of  all  his 
official  acts  during  the  year  preceding. 

CANON  6. 

The   Chancellor. 

Sec.  134.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chancellor  to  act  as 
legal  advisor  and  counsellor  to  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee and  the  Convention,  when  called  upon  to  do  so.  He  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  provided  by  Canon. 

CANON  7. 

Assessments. 

Sec.  137.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  there 
shall  be  elected  an  assessment  committee  to  consist  of  two 
laymen  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  hold  oftice  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  assume 
office.  Such  committee  >hall  make  annual  assessments  upon 
the  parishes,  missions  and  congregations  of  the  Diocese  in  the 
manner  provided  in  Section  138  of  this  Canon,  for  defraying 
the  incidental  expenses  of  the  Convention;  for  charges  of  the 
General  Convention:  for  the  Episcopal  salary;  for  ecclesiastical 
trials  and  discipline,  and  any  other  demands  which  the  Con- 
vention at  any  time  approve  and  direct.  And  each  parish, 
mission  and  congregation  is  hereby  made  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  the  assessment  levied  against  it. 

Sec.  138.  The  amount  assessed  upon  each  parish,  mission  or 
congregation  in  accordance  with  Section  137  of  this  Canon 
shall  be  based  upon  its  current  expenses,  being  the  amount 
paid  for  ministerial  and  other  salaries,  organist,  choir,  sexton, 
lights,  insurance,  heating,  rent  and  all  other  current  parochial 
expenses  incurred  for  conducting  and  maintaining  the  services, 
the  care,  preservation,  ordinary  repairs  and  expenses  of  church 
buildings  and  rectories  and  grounds,  exclusive  of  amounts  paid 
on  account  of  principal  and  interest  of  mortgage,  bonded  or 
funded  debt   or  for   permanent    street   or  other  permanent  im- 
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provements,  as  shown  by  its  annual  report  filed  that  year.  The 
assessment  committee,  in  determining  the  amouiit  of  the  cur- 
rent expenses,  may  consider  the  income  side  of  the  annual  report. 
If  in  any  parish  the  rectorship  be  vacant,  the  committee  shall 
take  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years  (or  less,  if  the  parish 
be  of  less  age).  If  any  parish  or  mission  shall  fail  to  file  with 
the  Diocesan  Secretary  a  copy  of  its  annual  report  for  that 
year,  as  required  by  Section  290  of  these  Canons,  then  the 
assessment  commitee  shall  arbitrarily  fix  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  of  such  parish  or  mission. 


CANON  8. 

Missionary  Apportionments. 

Sec.  142.  The  Bishop,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  may  apportion,  or 
cause  to  be  apportioned,  to  each  parish  and  mission  its  equitable 
share  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  to  meet 
the  apportionment  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  to  the 
Diocese,  and  also  the  equitable  share  of  each  such  parish  or 
mission  for  Church  extension  in  the  Diocese:  and  it  shall  l)e 
the  duty  of  every  parish  or  mission  to  endeavor  to  raise  and 
pay  the  amounts  apportioned  to  it;  provided,  that  the  Con- 
vention may  at  any  time  regulate  the  matter  of  such  appor- 
tionments as  it  may  see  fit,  anything  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 


CANON  9. 

Elections — Vote  by  Orders. 

Sec.  143.  In  all  elections  by  a  vote  by  orders,  when  more  per- 
sons than  the  number  to  be  elected  receive  the  required  number 
of  votes  in  each  order,  those  only  shall  be  declared  elected  who. 
among  the  said  persons,  have  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  in  each  order:  and  no  more  than  the  re<|uired  number  of 
persons  shall   be  declared  elected. 

CANON  10. 

Representatives   to    Missionary    Council. 

Sec.  148.  At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except 
in  the  years  in  which  the  triennial  meetings  of  the  General 
Convention  are  held,  there  shall  be  elected  four  clerical  and  four 
lay  representatives  to  the  Council  of  the  Eighth  Missionary  De- 
partment, and  the  same  number  of  alternates  from  each  order. 
In  default  of  election  of  such  representatives,  the  Bishop  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  the  same. 
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CANON  11. 

Delegates  to  Department  Sunday  School  Convention* 

Sec.  151.  At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except 
in  the  years  in  which  the  triennial  meetings  of  the  General 
Convention  are  held  there  shall  be  elected  five  delegates  to  the 
Sunday  School  Convention  of  the  Eighth  Missionary  Department, 
and  the  same  number  of  alternates.  In  default  of  election  of 
such  delegates  the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  appoint  the  same. 

CANON  12. 

The  Missionary  Sjrstem. 

Sec.  154.  The  missionary  system  of  the  Diocese  shall  include, 
with  the  Bishop,  a  Board  of  Church  Extension,  an  Archdeacon, 
Convocations,   missions  and   missionaries. 

CANON  13. 

Control  of  Missionary  Work. 

Sec.  157.  The  Bishop  shall  supervise  and  control  all  mis- 
sionary work  within  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  with  the  advice  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  establish  and  organize  mis- 
sions and  appoint  all  missionaries,  and  may  transfer,  suspend 
or  remove  such  missionaries  when  not  inconsistent  with  the 
General   Canons  of  the   Church. 

CANON  14. 

The  Archdeacon. 

Sec.  160.  An  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  subject  to  confirmiaton  by  the  Convention,  or, 
when  the  Convention  is  not  in  session,  by  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee. He  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  161.  The  duties  of  the  Archdeacon  shall  be  those  of  a 
general  missionary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  and  he 
may  represent  the  Bishop  in  such  matters  as  the  Bishop  may 
designate.    He  shall  be  cx-officio  a  member  of  each  Convocation. 

Sec.  162.  The  salary  of  the  Archdeacon  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Hoard  of  Church  Extension,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  board. 

CANON  15. 

Convocations  and  Deans. 

Sec.  165.  There  shall  be  three  Convocations,  the  Northern, 
the  Central  and  the  Southern.  The  Northern  Convocation  shall 
comprise  the  counties  of  Tillamook,  Clatsop,  Columbia,  Wash- 
ington, Multnomah  and   Clackamas.     The  Central  Convocation 
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shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Yamhill,  Polk,  Marion,  Linn,  Ben- 
ton, Lincoln  and  Lane.  The  Southern  Convocation  shall  com- 
prise the  counties  of  Douglas,  Coos,  Curry,  Josephine  and  Jack- 
son. 

Sec.  166.  In  each  Convocation  there  shall  be  a  Rural  Dean, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
Convocation  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  two  years.  The  Rural  Deans  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  Convocation  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  or  at  his  re- 
quest, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  Canon. 

Sec.  167.  Each  Convocation  shall  hold  two  meetings  annually. 
Every  clergyman  canonically  resident  within  its  bounds  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote,  and  each  parish  and  organized 
mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  lay  delegates,  with  scats  and 
votes.  The  qualifications  and  manner  of  election  of  lay  dele- 
gates shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  delegates  to  the  Convention. 
All  members  of  Convocation  shall  vote  as  individuals,  unless  a 
vote  by  orders  is  demanded  by  any  three  members,  in  which 
case  each  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  dele- 
gates from  each  parish  or  mission  to  one  vote,  and  a  concur- 
rence of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  de- 
cision. 

Sec.  168.  The  primary  meeting  of  oach  Convocation  may  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Portland  before  the  adjournment  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention  which  adopts  this  Canon,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Bishop.  The  lay  delegates  to  such  primary  meet- 
ing, if  held  under  this  provision,  shall  be  the  lay  delegates  to 
the  Convention  from  that  Convocation. 

Sec.  169.  The  principal  object  of  meetings  of  Convocation 
shall  be  to  consider  missiojiary  work,  and  otherwise  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  Church  in  the  respective  Convocations. 

Sec.  170.  Each  Convocation  may  make  its  own  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Canons. 

Sec.  171.  The  Dean  of  each  Convocation  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  172.  The  Deans  of  Convocation  shall  promptly  return 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  together  with 
their  own  comments  and  recommendations  in  relation  thereto, 
the  quarterly  reports  of  missionaries  required  by  Section  203. 


CANON  16. 

Board  of  Church  Extension. 

Sec.  177.  The  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  constituted 
as  follows:  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  ex-officio 
president;  the  Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one;  the  Rural 
Deans,  ex-6fficio:  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officio; 
the   Chancellor  of  the   Diocese,  ex-gfficio;   and   five   clergymen 
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r  1*0  Tr.*  Soird  ^r-ill  elect  annually  a  secretary,  and 
nuy  fl'tcr  a  ;*r*-:'i^r:  pro  tempore  frotn  amoQ^  ^^  clerical 
m'^mber*  of  the  boar'f.  irho  5hall  preside  in  the  absence  or  dis- 
iMlity  of  the  Bi*hop  The  Treisrrer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be

Sec.  1%1.  The  board  5hall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  president 
within  one  month  after  the  idjotzrnment  of  the  stated  meeting 
of  the  Conventior..  when  it  shall  organize  in  accordance  with 
these  Canon*.  The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  as  it  may 
determine,  and  special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
pfe.«iident  or   of   five  member -=•. 

Sec.  182.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  \-acancies  occur- 
ring in  its  membership  during  recess  of  the  Convention.  In  case 
nny  elected  member  of  the  board  shall  become  Archdeacon  or 
Rural  Dean,  thereby  becoming  ex-officio  member  of  the  board, 
the  iKiard  shall  fill  his  place  a-  such  elected  member  by  electing 
another  clergyman. 

Sec.  183.  Such  members  of  the  board  as  are  or  shall  be 
^tipeiuliarici  of  the  iKiard.  whether  rectors  or  missionaries,  shall 
have  neither  voice  nor  vote  in  regard  to  their  own  stipends. 

Sec.  184.  The  board  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  proceed- 
ings, including  in  its  report  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
missionary  work,  and  any  recommendations  concerning  the  same 


CANON  17. 
Organized  Missions. 

Sec.  188.  Twelve  or  more  baptized  persons  of  legal  age  (of 
whom  three  at  least  shall  be  male  communicants)  desirous  of 
establishing  the  Church  in  any  city,  town,  village  or  district,  may 
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make  application  to  the  Bishop  to  be  orf?anized  as  a  mission, 
as  follows:

Rev.  Father  in  God:    We.  the  undersigned  residents  of 

,  in  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  desiring 

that  the  Church  shall  be  established  i:n  this  place,  and  ready, 
according  to  our  several  ability,  to  sustain  the  services  of  the 
same,  do  hereby  request  you  to  provide  for  us  as  you  may 
deem  proper  and  expedient. 

We  do  hereby  agree  to  place  ourselves  under  your  charge, 
promising  conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  and  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  its  Convention.  We  now  ask  the 
privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  mission   under  the   name  of 

mission Furthermore, 

we  do  hereby  specially  stipulate  and  agree  to  raise  among  us 
and  faithfully  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  every  year,  such  contribution  as  may  be  assumed 
by  us  as  our  minimum  toward  the  stated  salary  of  the  mission- 
ary who  may  be  sent  to  us.  And  we  now  agree  for  the  first 
year  to  pay  in  monthly  installments  the  amount,  at  least,  of 
dollars   ($ ). 

Respectfully,  your  obedient  servants, 
(Here  shall  follow  the  signatures,  in  ink,  of  all  the  applicants.) 

Sec.  189.  If  the  Bishop  consent  to  the  organization  of  the 
mission,  he  shall  define  the  boundaries  thereof,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  these  Canons,  and  shall  call  a  meeting  of  those 
desiring  the  organization  of  the  mission,  at  some  place  within 
the  bounds  thereof.  At  this  meeting  the  Bishop  in  person,  or 
the  Archdeacon  or  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation,  or  some  other 
priest  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  shall  preside. 

All  persons  qualified  to  sign  the  application  and  intending 
to  be  members  of  the  mission,  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  and 
take  part  in  the  meeting,  whether  actual  signers  or  not.  The 
meeting  shall  choose  a  name  for  the  mission,  whether  the  name 
proposed  in  the  application  or  another,  which  name,  if  ap- 
proved b^  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  become  the  name  of 
the  mission.  The  meeting  shall  also  elect  two  wardens,  a  clerk 
and  a  treasurer,  all  of  whom  shall  be  communicants  of  full  age. 
The  wardens  shall  always  be  men,  but  in  case  of  necessity 
women  may  be  chosen  for  clerk  or  treasurer. 

Sec.  190.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  wardens,  under  the 
direction  of  the  missionary,  to  procure  a  proper  place  to  be 
used  as  a  place  of  worship;  to  see  that  the  same  is  kept  clean 
and  in  good  repair,  and  that  it  be  provided  with  all  things 
necessary  for  conducting  the  services  of  the  Church  decently 
and  in  order.  They  shall  also  have  the  charge  of  all  property 
of  the  mission,  except  real  property,  and  shall  co-operate  with

Sec.  193.  Th?  war'ierLS.  clerk  and  treasurer,  together  with 
the  rn:'?!on2.ry.  'who  <r::l\  he  chairman  cx-officio.  shall  con- 
stitute the  N'-ard  of  officerf  r^f  the  mission,  to  have  charge  of 
its  secular  and  nnancial  attair*^.  subject  to  such  civil  and  canon- 
ical limitati*"'n5  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided. 

Sec.  194.  The  title  oi  real  e>tate  given  to  or  purchased  by 
any  or^nized  mi>sior.  shall  be  vested  in  the  corporation  of 
"The  Diocese  of  Oregon":  but  no  gift  or  donation  shall  be 
accepted,  n^r  any  purchase  made  for  the  mission,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  said  corporation.  The  Bishop 
may,  in  his  discretion,  deed  and  convey  to  the  said  corporation 
the  title  to  any  or  all  mission  property  held  in  his  name  as 
corporation  sole  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  195.  Every  mission  in  which  a  missionary  of  the  Diocese 
ministers  shall  pledge  and  pay  monthly  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  such  an  amount  as  may  be  agreed 
upon,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  mission  and  the  said  board. 
And  the  refusal  or  failure  <~»f  any  mission  to  make  and  continue 
such  pledge  and  payment  shall  he  sufficient  ground  for  the 
withdrawal  of  the  missionary. 

Sec.  196.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members 
of  every  mission,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  at  eight  o'clock 
P.  M..  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  as  the  missionary  (or 
wardens,  if  there  be  no  missionary.)  may  determine.  The  qual- 
ification of  voters  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  a  parish.  The 
annual  meeting  shall  elect  the  lay  officers  of  the  mission,  and 
shall  transact  any  other  business  which  may  canonically  come 
before  it.  The  notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
the  missionary  (or  warden,  if  there  be  no  missionary,)  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  for  parish  meetings.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  warden,  clerk  or  treasurer  of  a  mission, 
the  Bishop  may  appoint  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

CANON  18. 
Missionaries. 

Sec.  201.  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  bv  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority.  The  salaries  of  missionaries  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension.     The  rector  of  a  parish,  with 
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the  consent  of  the  vestry,  may  be  assigned  to  additional  duty 
as  a  missionary. 

Sec.  202.  The  duties  of  a  missionary  in  charge  of  a  mission 
shall  be  as  far  as  applicable  the  same  as  those  of  the  rector 
of  a  parish. 

Sec.  203.  Every  missionary  in  the  Diocese,  or  other  clergy- 
man doing  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese,  shall  transmit 
quarterly  to  the  Bishop,  in  duplicate,  a  written  report,  separately 
for  each  mission  in  his  charge,  in  such  form  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  The  Bishop  shall 
file  such  reports  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  forward  one  copy 
of  each  of  said  reports  to  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  in  which 
the  mission  is  situated. 

Sec.  204.  The  style  and  title  of  a  missionary  in  charge  of 
any  mission  shall  be  "Vicar." 


CANON  19. 

Organization  of  Parishes. 

Sec.  208.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  which  shall  em- 
brace not  fewer  than  fifty  (50)  communicants,  of  which  com- 
municants at  least  ten  (10)  shall  be  males  of  full  age,  shall 
desire  to  organize  a  parish  at  any  place  within  the  Diocese,  they 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  Bishop  for  permission 
to  organize,  in  the  following  form:

Sec.  209.  Upon  receipt  of  the  above  application  the  Bishop 
shall  submit  the  same  to  the  Standing  Committee,  and  if  he 
and  a  majority  of  the  said  committee  shall  approve  the  organ- 
ization of  the  proposed  parish,  consent  shall  be  given  in  the 
following  form,  a  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  Standing  Committee:

Sec.  210.  In  case  any  proposed  parish  or  mission  or  any 
territorial  portion  thereof,  shall  lie  within  the  limits  of  any 
existing  parish  or  parishes,  the  secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  notify  the  said  parish  or  parishes  of  the  application 
made,  and  any  objections  to  the  organization  of  the  proposed 
parish  or  mission  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  and 
by  him  shall  be  laid  before  the  Standing  Committee  for  con- 
sideration. Within  sixty  days  of  such  notification  by  the  secre- 
tary, the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  known 
their  joint  decision.  If  it  be  in  favor  of  the  organization  of  the 
proposed  parish  they  shall  issue  the  formal  consent  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  209  of  this  Canon,  in  which  they  shall  pre- 
scribe and  define  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  oarish  as  shall 
to  them  seem  just  and  equitable;  and  the  said  boundaries  need 
not  be  the  same  as  those  proposed  in  the  application. 

Sec.  211.  Upon  receipt  of  the  formal  consent  of  the  Bishop 
and  Standing  Committee,  the  person^  interested  may  proceed 
forthwith  to  organize  the  proposed  parish.  This  shall  be  done 
at  a  public  meeting,  of  which  one  week's  written  notice  shall 
be  sent  to  each  person  sigping  the  application.  At  the  said 
meeting  a  clergyman  appointed  by  the  Bishop  shall  preside. 
The  first  order  of  business,  after  suitable  prayers  and  the  elec- 
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tiou  of  a  clerk  pro  tempore,  shall  be  the  adoption  of  the  con- 
stitution of  parishes  prescribed  in  Section  217  of  Canon  20 
which  having  been  adopted,  all  the  baptized  persons  present, 
being  of  full  age,  who  intend  to  be  members  of  the  new  parish, 
shall  sign  the  said  constitution,  ajid  only  such  persons  as  have 
signed  the  said  constitution  shall  be  entitled  to  take  part  in  the 
further  proceedings  of  the  meeting.  The  meeting  shall  there- 
upon proceed  to  determine  the  number  of  vestrymen  to  be 
elected,  being  not  fewer  than  five  nor  more  than  nine,  exclusive 
of  the  Rector;  which  having  been  determined,  that  number  of 
vestrymen  shall  be  elected,  by  ballot,  by  majority  vote  of  those 
entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  212.  Whenever  any  parish  shall  have  complied  with  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  Canon,  and  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  2  of  Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese, 
it  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  the  said  Article  XIV;  provided,  that  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  must  first  certify  that  all  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  applicable  in  the  case  have  been 
duly   complied   with.

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stitution  of  Parishes  by  general  Diocesan  Canon,  and  also  to 
enact,  amend  or  repeal  Canons  and  regulations  concerning  this 
and  all  parishes  within  the  Diocese  of  Oregon. 


CANON  21. 
Incorporation  of  Parishes. 

Sec.  221.     Any  parish  having  been  duly  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Convention  shall,  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  become 
incorporated   in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ore 
gon;  and  shall  execute  Articles  of  Incorporation,  substantially 
in  the  following  form:

In  compliance  with  the  state  law  the  Rector  should 
not  sig^  the  Articles  of  Incorporation. 

Sec.  233.  The  Constitutions.  Canons,  mles.  regulations  and 
discipline  of  the  Church  now  known  in  law  as  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America*  and  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  same  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon,  shall,  unless  they  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  state, 
always  form  pan  of  its  by-laws,  ordinances  or  articles  of  in- 
corporation, and  prevail  against  anything  elsewhere  therein 
contained  that  may  appear  to  be  repugnant  to  such  Constitu- 
tions. Canons,  rules,  regulations,  or  discipline. 


CANON  22. 
The  Vestry. 

Sec.  228.  In  every  parish  there  shall  be  a  vestry,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  rector  (if  there  be  one)  and  the  wardens  and 
vestrymen:  and  the  corporate  name  of  the  parish  shall  be  the 
same  as  provided  in  Canon  21.  The  duties  of  the  vestry  shall  be 
to  manage  all  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  parish.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  rectorship,  they  shall  elect  a  rector  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  these  Canons;  but  no  Rector  shall  have 
any  vote  in  the  election  of  his  successor. 

Sec.  229.  Every  parish  shall  ordain  for  itself  the  number 
of  vestrymen,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  the  annual  par- 
ish meeting  each  year;  provided,  that  no  change  shall  be  made 
in  the  number  of  vestrymen,  as  already  determined  and  exist- 
ing at  the  time  of  any  such  annual  meeting,  except  by  three- 
fourths  vote  of  all  the  qualified  voters  present  at  the  said  an- 
nual meeting;  and  provided  further,  that  the  number  shall  noi 
be  fewer  than  five  nor  more  than  nine,  exclusive  of  the  Rector. 
All  vestrymen,  except  the  rector,  shall  be  laymen,  qualified  to 
vote  for  vestrymen  in  the  parish,  and  a  majority  of  such  laymen 
must  be  communicants.    All  vestrymen  shall  be  males. 

Sec.  230.  The  vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  or 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  body  until  the  next  regular 
election  of  vestrymen,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected. 

Sec.  231.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  rector  or  clergyman 
in  charge,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  of  the  clerk,  to  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  vestrymen  as  soon  after  their  election  as  possible. 
At  this  meeting  the  rector  shall  appoint  one  of  the  vestrymen 
to  be  senior  warden,  and  the  vestry  .shall  elect  another  of  them 
to  be  junior  warden;  provided,  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
rectorship,  the  vestry  shall  elect  both  the  wardens.  At  the  same 
meeting  the  vestry  shall  also  elect  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer.  The 
clerk  and  treasurer  may  or  may  not  be  members  of  the  vestry. 

Sec.  232.  Both  the  wardens  must  be  communicants  in  good 
standing  in  the  Church.  They  shall  remain  in  office  until  their 
successors  arc  duly  chosen,  unless  they  or  either  of  them  shall 
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not  be  rc-elected  vestrymen  at  the  annual  parish  meeting  when 
held;  in  which  case  they  or  either  of  them  shall  ipso  facto 
vacate  the  oflFice  of  warden  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  said 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  233.  The  clerk  and  treasurer  shall  by  virtue  of  their 
election  become  the  clerk  and  treasurer,  respectively,  of  the 
parish  corporation.  They  ^hall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected. 

Sec.  234.  Each  parish  shall  regulate  for  itself,  through  its 
vestry,  the  stated  meetings  of  its  vestry;  but  special  meetings 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  rector,  or  both  the  wardens, 
or  by  any  three  vestrymen,  by  giving  three  days'  notice,  by  mail, 
to  each  member  of  the  vestry. 

Sec.  235.  A  quorum  of  a  vestry  shall  consist  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  thereof,  and  no  meetings  shall  be  held  with- 
out the  attendance  of  the  rector  or  one  of  the  wardens. 


CANON  23. 

Duties  of  Wardens. 

Sec.  240.  The  wardens,  under  the  rector  or  clergyman  reg- 
ularly officiating,  shall  have  a  care  that  the  church  building 
be  kept  from  all  secular  or  other  uses  not  authorized  by  the 
canon  law  of  the  Church,  that  it  be  kept  clean  and  in  good 
repair,  as  becometh  the  house  of  God,  and  that  the  premises 
thereof  be  kept  in  proper  order.  They  shall  also  see  that  the 
parish  be  provided  with  all  tln"ngs  necessary  for  conducting  the 
services  of  the  Church  decently  and  in  order:  shall  gather  the 
alms  and  other  offerings  of  the  people  in  decent  basins  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose,  and  reverently  bring  the  same  to  the 
minister;  and  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  and  around 
the  church  building  on  all  occasions  whatever,  and  especially 
during  the  time  of  divine  worship.  In  case  there  be  no  rector, 
or  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  senior  warden,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  junior  warden,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  vestry  and  of  the  parish.  The  wardens  shall  perform  all 
other  duties  which  are  assigned  to  them  by  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  and  of  this  Diocese. 


CANON  24. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  243.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  vestry  and  of  the  parish,  to  take  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  and  when  approved  enter  and  attest  the  same  in 
the  book  of  minutes  of  the  vestry  and  parish;  to  act  as  clerk  of 
the  parish  corporation  and  as  such  to  attest  the  public  acts  of 
the  vestry,  to  preserve  the  journals  and  records  of  the  parish, 
and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  legally  assigned 
him.     He  shall  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  the 
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books  and  papers  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the  parish,  which  may 
he  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  244.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  all 
moneys  collected  under  authority  of  the  vestry,  the  reception 
and  disbursement  of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for;  and 
in  case  there  be  no  collector  appointed  by  the  vestry,  he  shall 
also  collect  the  same.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
treasurer  except  on  an  order  from  the  vestry  signed  by  the 
rector  or  one  of  the  wardens.  The  treasurer  shall  present  to 
the  parish  at  the  annual  meeting  a  full  and  accurate  statement 
of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him  during  the  year  preced- 
ing, accompanied  by  vouchers.  The  treasurer  shall  be  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  vestry  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  answer  all  questions  as  to  the 
state  of  the  treasury;  and  if  he  be  4iot  a  member  of  the  vestry, 
shall  attend  its  meetings  when  requested.  The  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  treasurer  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  rector,  wardens  and  vestrymen. 


CANON  25. 
The  Rector. 

Sec.  248.  The  rector,  subject  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  shall 
have  exclusive  charge  of  all  things  pertaining  to  or  affecting  the 
spiritual  interests  of  the  parish.  It  shall  be  his  duty  and  right 
to  give  order  concerning  public  worship,  together  with  all  that 
appertains  thereto.  He  shall  at  all  times  have  access  to  the 
church  building  or  buildings,  and  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
keys  of  tlie  same.  He  shall  have  the  spiritual  direction  and  con- 
trol of  all  associations  of  the  parish,  and  shall  preside,  with  right 
to  vote,  at  all  parish  and  vestry  meetings;  provided,  that  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  vestry  or  parish  meeting,  if  voting  as  a 
member  thereof,  shall  not  have  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Sec.  241).  Whenever  the  rectorship  of  a  parish  shall  become 
vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  wardens  to  give  immediate 
notice  thereof  t«>  the  Bishop,  who  may  appoint  a  clergyman  to 
till  such  vacancy  until  a  rector  is  elected  and  takes  charge. 

Sec.  2o().  Whenever  <i  rector  shall  resign,  or  the  rectorship 
of  a  parish  shall  otherwise  become  vacant,  the  vestry  shall  not 
proceed  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  after  a  written  communication 
from  the  vestry  to  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  officially  advising 
him  of  the  vacancy.  At  the  expiration  of  at  least  ten  days 
thereafter  the  senior  warden,  or  in  his  absence  the  junior  warden, 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  vestry,  giving  not  less  than  ten 
days*  written  notice  thereof,  and  stating  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  to  be  the  selection  of  a  rector.  The  warden  shall 
at  the  same  time  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meeting  and  invite  him  to  be  present  thereat.  If  the 
Bishop  shall  not  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  vestry  at 
which  a  rector  shall  be.  selected,  the  warden  shall,  immediate- 
ly after  such  meeting,  communicate  to.the  Bishop  the  name  of 
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the  clergyman  selected.  If  the  Bishop  shall  deisire  to  confer 
with  the  vestry  therecui,  he  shall  designate  a  date  for  the  con- 
ference, which  date  shall  he  within  thirty  days  after  the  afore- 
said notification,  and  thereupon  the  warden  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  vestry  at  the  time  so  designated  for  tlic  pur])Ose  of  >uch 
conference.  Upon  the  expiratitni  of  thirty  days  after  the  meet- 
ing at  which  a  rector  shall  have  been  selected  the  warden  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  vestry,  giving  not  less  than  five  days'  writ- 
ten n(.)tice  thereof,  and  stating  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  to  be 
the  election  of  a  rector.  It  «]iall  require  an  affirmative  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  vestrymen  to  elect  a  rector. 
If  the  person  selected  shall  not  be  elected  or  being  elected  shall 
decline,  the  same  procedure  shall  be  followed. 

Sec.  251.  Upon  the  election  of  a  rector  the  wardens  of  the 
parish  shall  give  immediate  notice  of  such  election  tc)  the 
Rcclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  whereupon  the  person 
elected  may  enter  upon  the  rectorsliip,  subject,  however,  to  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  as  provided  in  the  General  Canons. 


CANON  26. 

Audit  of  Accounts. 

Sec.  254.  The  vestry  of  each  parish  shall  appoint  during  the 
year  two  auditors,  neither  of  them  being  treasurer  or  clerk  of 
the  parish,  who  shall,  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  pari.sh, 
examine  the  books  and  audit  the  accojinls  of  the  treasurer,  and 
make  a  written  report  to  the  vestry.  Tiie  same  report  shall  also 
be  read  at  the  annual  parish  meeting. 

CANON  27. 

Parish  Meetings. 

Sec.  257.  There  shall  be  an  annual  parish  meeting  in  every 
parish,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and  acting  upon  the  re- 
ports of  the  rector,  the  treasurer,  the  auditing  committee,  the 
Sunday  School,  and  the  various  parish  guilds  and  other  organi- 
zations; for  the  election  of  vestrymen,  as  provided  in  these 
canons;  and  for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may 
legally  and  canonically  come  before  the  meeting. 

Sec.  258.  The  annual  parish  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May  of  each  year,  at  eight  o'clock  P.  M..  or  on  such 
other  day  ajid  hour  in  that  same  week  as  may  have  been  de- 
termined by  the  vestry  at  a  duly  convened  vestry  meeting  held 
not  later  than  the  last  Monday  in  April  next  preceding;  pro- 
vided, that  if  for  any  cause  the  said  amiual  parish  meeting  shall 
not  be  held  during  the  said  week,  the  vestry  shall  appoint  an- 
other date,  as  early  as  possible  thereafter,  for  the  said  meeting. 

Sec.  259.  Official  notice  of  the  annual  parish  meeting  shall 
consist  of  a  written. notice  signed  by.  the  rector  or  by  one  of  the 
wardens,  and  posted  on  the  outside  of  the  church  door  at  least 
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one  week  before  the  date  for  such  meeting:  provided,  that  if  the 
said  meeting  shall  not  have  been  held  during  the  week  begin- 
ning with  the  first  Monday  in  May.  three  days'  notice  shall 
suffice. 

Sec.  200.  .Ml  communicants  of  the  Church  twenty-one  years 
of  age  who  have  been  enrolled  on  the  parish  register  for  six 
months  immediately  preceding  any  parish  meetin^^.  and  have 
communicated  in  the  parish  during  the  year  precedmg;  and  all 
baptized  persons  of  like  age  wlio  are  and  have  been  contributors, 
in  their  own  names,  to  the  support  of  the  parish  for  not  less 
than  six  months  preceding,  shall  be  legal  voters  of  the  parish. 
V^oting  by  proxy  shall  not  be  allowed.  If  the  parish  shall  have 
been  organized  within  six  months  prior  to  the  day  of  such  parish 
meeting,  then  the  period  of  membership  or  contributions  shall 
date  from  such  organization. 

Sec.  261.  The  rector  shall  preside  at  all  parish  meetings.  If 
there  be  no  rector,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  one 
of  the  wardens  shall  preside,  as  provided  in  Section  240  of 
Canon  23.  The  clerk  of  the  vestry  shall  be  clerk  of  the  parish, 
and  shall  act  as  such  at  all  parish  meetings.  In  case  of  his 
absence,  the  meeting  shall  elect  a  clerk  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  262.  The  election  of  vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot.  Three 
tellers  shall  be  appointed,  one  by  the  presiding  officer,  one  by 
the  vestrymen  present,  and  the  third  by  these  two.  The 
tellers  shall  receive  and  count  the  votes  for  vestrymen,  and 
shall  also  act  as  judges  of  the  election.  Any  legal  voter  may 
challenge  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote,  and  the  judges  of  elec- 
tion sliall  decide  the  question.  Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  chal- 
lenged, the  judges  sliall  endorse  upcui  the  ballot  the  name  of 
the  voter,  whether  the  vote  was  allowed  or  rejected,  and  affix 
thereto  their  signatures.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to 
enclose  all  ballots  cast  at  the  election,  and  all  rejected  ballots, 
in  an  envelope  duly  sealed,  to  be  endorsed  by  himself  and  the 
judges,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  vestry:  and  it  shall  be  pre- 
served unopened,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  263.  The  presiding  officer  shall  act  as  inspector  of  elec- 
tion and  certify  who  are  elected  vestrymen. 

• 

Sec.  264.  An  appeal  from  the  certified  result  of  the  election 
shall  lie  to  ilie  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  In  case 
of  such  appeal,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  recanvass  the 
vote  and  ascertain  and  declare  the  result  of  the  election;  and  its 
decision  upon  such  appeal  shall  be  final. 

Sec,  265.  Special  parish  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  the  rector  or  the  vestry,  notice  of  any  such  special  meeting 
being  given  in  the  same  manner  as  the  notice  of  the  annual 
parish  meeting;  provided,  that  the  notice  shall  set  forth  the 
business  which  it  is  proposed  to  transact:  and  no  other  business 
than  that  specified  in  the  notice  shall  be  in  order. 
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CANON   28. 

Parish  and  Mission  Boundaries. 

Sec.  269.  If  there  be  but  one  parish  or  mission  within  any 
village,  town,  city,  county,  or  section  of  a  county,  it  shall  be 
deemed  the  spiritual  cure  of  the  clergyman  having  charge  there- 
of. If  there  be  two  or  more  parishes  or  missions  therein,  it  shall 
be  deemed  the  cure  of  the  clergymen  thereof. 

Sec.  270.  No  parish  or  mission  may  be  organized  within  the 
limits  of  any  city  or  municipality  in  which  there  is  alreadv  a 
parish  duly  organized,  without  the  consent  in  writing  first  given 
of  the  rector  and  vestry  or  rectors  and  vestries  of  the  parish  or 
parishes  in  such  city  or  municipality  contiguous  to  the  proposed 
new  parish  or  mission,  imless  by  decision  of  the  Bishop  acting 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  271.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  rectors  and  vestries  of  two 
or  more  parishes  within  the  same  city  or  municipality 
to  agree  upon  boundaries  for  their  respective  parishes  without 
regard  to  existing  civil  divisions;  but  the  uarish  boundaries  thus 
agreed  upon  shall  not  be  definitely  settled  until  approved  by  the 
Bishop,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee;  provided,  that,  if  there  shall  be  another  parish  or 
other  parishes  within  the  limits  of  the  city  or  municipality,  then 
the  rector  and  vestry  or  rectors  and  vestries  of  such  other  parish 
or  parishes  shall  be  given  full  opportunity  for  a  hearing  before 
the  Standing  Commitee  before  such  approval,  advice  and  consent 
shall  be  given;  and  provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  held  to  prohibit  any  parish  from  having  its  territory 
partly  within  and  partly  witliout  tlie  limits  of  any  city  or  mu- 
nicipality. 

Sec.  272.  In  cases  where  the  rectors  and  vestries  of  any 
parishes,  however  situate  with  respect  to  each  other,  are  unable 
or  unwilling  to  agree  upon  boundaries  for  their  respective 
parishes,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  may  proceed  to 
define  the  boundaries  of  the  parislies  involved,  without  regard 
to  existing  civil  divisions;  provided,  that  such  definition  of  boun- 
daries shall  be  only  upon  application  of  the  rector  and  vestry  of 
one  of  the  said  parishes,  and  upon  proof  or  statement  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  that  such  rector  and 
vestry  have  requested  the  rector  and  vestry  or  rectors  and  ves- 
tries of  any  other  parishes  to  join  with  them  in  assigning  such 
boundaries,  and  that  such  other  rector  and  vestry  or  rectors  and 
vestries  have  refused  or  neglected  for  the  space  of  sixty  days 
to  comply  with  their  request,  and  after  due  notice  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  Standing  Commitee  to  the  rectors  and  vestries  of 
all  parishes  affected  by  the  application,  and  full  opportunity 
given  to  all  such  rectors  and  vestries  to  be  heard. 

Sec.  273.  The  rector  and  vestry  of  a  parish  may  at  any  time 
apply  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  to  have  boundaries 
assigned  to  their  own  parish,  provided  that  such  boundaries  do 
not  affect  any  other  parish.

Sec.  275  Parish  an*!  rnissic-n  bocodaries  estaWshed  under 
xY.t  provisioTi  oi  thi-  Car-^-n  may  b*  changed  froiB  time  to  time 
by  the  joint  action  -f  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee;  but 
no  such  change  shall  he  made  en  til  all  the  rectors  and  vestries 
whose  parish t*  wo-jU!  be  affected  by  it  shaD  have  had  full 
<'/pp'»rtunity  *>i   Seiri?  heard  ir.   relation   thereto. 

Sec.  276.  Whenever  it  ihall  be  proposed  to  define  or  change 
the  boondartc*  oi  ?.r:y  parish  or  parishes-,  the  missionary  and 
warden*  of  any  o-ganizc*!  mission  which  would  be  affected 
thereby  ^hall  have  the  ssme  risfht*  of  notice  and  hearing  before 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Commitee  as  the  rector  and  vestry 
of  a  parish. 


CANON  29. 
Change  of   Name  of  Parish  or  Misaofi. 


Sec,  281.  Whenever  a  parish  or  mission  shall  desire  to  change 
its  name,  apph'cation  therefor  shall  be  made  by  the  rector  and 
vestry  of  the  parish  or  the  vicar  and  wardens  of  the  mis- 
sion, as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee, with  a  full  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  proposed 
change;  and  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  give  consent  to  the  change  proposed.  But  no  such 
application  shall  be  made,  nor  such  consent  griven,  without  the 
approval  previously  obtained  of  a  duly  convened  meeting  of 
the  legal  voters  of  the  parish  or  mission. 


CANON  30. 

Parish  Register. 

Sec.  285.  Every  rector  or  clergyman  in  charge  of  a  parish  or 
mission,  or  if  there  be  no  clergyman,  then  one  of  the  wardens, 
shall  keep  in  a  suitable  book,  to  be  provided  by  the  officers  of 
the  parish  or  mission,  a  record  of  all  families,  baptisms,  con- 
firmations, marriages  and  burials,  within  the  cure;  specifsring 
the  names,  time  and  place  of  birth,  parents  and  sponsors  of 
each  person  baptized;  the  names  of  all  communicants;  the  time 
when  persons  became  comniur.icants  under  his  charg[e,  and 
whether  by  confirmation,  tran«fer  from  some  other  parish,  or 
otherwise;  the  names  of  tliose  confirmed,  and  by  whom;  the 
names  of  persons  married,  and  of  persons  buried,  and  the  time 
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and  place  of  such  rite  respectively.  This  book  shall  be  known 
as  the  "Parish  Register,"  and  shall  be  preserved  as  a  part  of 
the  record  of  the  parish  or  mission,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  rector  or  clergyman  in  charge,  in  case  of  his  removal, 
to  deposit  this  Register  with  the  wardens.  This  Register  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  wardens  and  vestry- 
men and  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  every  person  deputized 
by  the  Bishop  to  inspect  the  same. 

Sec.  286.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  a  parish  or  mission,  the 
Register  provided  for  by  this  Canon  shall  immediately  become 
the  property  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Register  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Bishop,  to  be  under  his  care  for  the  legiti- 
mate purposes  thereof. 

CANON  31. 

Parochial  Reports. 

Sec.  290.  On  or  before  the  10th  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
every  rector  or  clergyman  shall' file  with  the  Bishop  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  an  annual  report  of  his  official 
acts  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  parish  or  mission  which  he  serves,  according  to 
the  form  prescribed  by  authority  of  the  Convention. 


CANON  32. 

Dissolution  of  Pastoral  Relation  by  Reason  of  Disability  of  a 

Minister. 

Sec.  293.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Bishop,  on  competent  medical  testimony,  that  by  reason  of  in- 
curable mental  or  physical  disability  a  clergyman  has  become 
incapable  of  discharging  the  duties  of  his  cure,  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  Bishop,  on  the  application  of  the  vestry  of  the 
parish,  and  upon  reasonable  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  to 
dissolve  the  pastoral  relation  between  such  clergyman  and  his 
Church. 


CANON  33. 

Bonds  of  Treasurers. 

Sec.  296.  The  Treasurer  of  every  incorporated  board  of  the 
Diocese  shall  give  security  satisfactory  to  such  board,  by  bond, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  oflfice,  in  such 
amount  as  each  such  board  shall  require. 

Sec.  297.  The  treasurer  of  every  parish  shall  give  security 
satisfactory  to  the  vestry  thereof,  by  bond,  in  such  amount  as 
the  vestry  ah^ll  require,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office. 

Sec.  298.     The  expense,  if  any,  of  the  bonds  required  under 
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this  Canon  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  or  parish  concerned,  as 
>he  case  may  be.  . 

CANON  34. 
Corporation  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  301.  The  Bishop,  the  Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  and  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen  shall  become  and 
be  a  body  corporate  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  by  the  name  of 
"The  Diocese  of  Oregon."  for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust 
any  and  all  property  hereafter  given  or  acquired  for  objects 
connected  with  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  other  than  that  held 
by  parochial  or  other  corporations  duly  organized.  They  shall 
he  known  as  the  trustees  of  the  corporation  of  '*The  Diocese 
of  Oregon."  They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Canons 
may  provide. 

Sec.  302.  Such  trustees,  other  than  the  Bishop,  the  Chancellor 
and  the  Treasurer,  shall  he  elected  by  the  Convention,  and  their 
term  of  office  shall  be  two  ycaxs:  provided,  that  at  the  first  elec- 
tion of  trustees  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year,  and  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  shall  be  elected 
for  two  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  during  a  recess  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  filled  by  the  Standing  Committee  until  the 
next  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention,  which  shall  fill  the  un- 
expired term. 

Sec.  303.  The  Bishop  shall  be  the  president  of  the  corpora- 
tion. The  duty  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be,  under  the  direction 
of  said  corporation,  to  receive  and  pay  out  all  money,  and  take 
charge  of  all  deeds  and  papers  which  may  be  entrusted  to  said 
corporation  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Church,  and  to  keep 
its  books,  accounts  and  records;  and  he  shall  give  such  bond  or 
other  security  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  corporation,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  This  corporation  shall 
conform  to  such  instructions  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  given 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  report  annually 
its  proceedings  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  304.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  no  power 
to  convey  the  title  of  any  property  held  by  it.  except  by  per- 
mission of  the  Convention,  or  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  305.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  paid   out  of  the   Convention   fund. 


CANON  35. 
Commission  on  Church  Architecture. 

Sec.  309.  There  shall  be  a  commission  of  the  Diocese  to  be 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Church  Architecture,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  Bishop,  together  with  two  clergymen,  and  two 
laymen  to  be  appointed  annually  by  him. 
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Sec.  310.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  every  mis- 
sion of  the  Diocese  to  lay  before  this  commission  the  plans 
of  any  new  church,  or  chapel,  or  of  proposed  changes  in  the 
construction  of  any  existent  church  or  chapel;  and  no  such 
work  of  erection  or  material  change  shall  be  undertaken  until 
the  said  plans  have  received  the  approval  of  the  commission. 

Sec.  311.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  every  parish  by 
its  rector,  wardens  and  vestrymen,  shall  confer  with  this  com- 
mission for  its  counsel  and  advice  before  the  plans  of  any  new 
church  or  chnpcl.  or  the  plans  of  any  proposed  material  changes 
in  any  existent  church  or  chapel,  are  adopted;  and  it  is  further 
recommended  that  no  contract  for  such  work  of  erection  or 
change  shall  be  signed  before  such   conference. 


CANON  36. 
City  Mission  Societies. 

Sec.  314.  In  the  discretion  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  city  mission  societies  may  be  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ministering  to  such  classes  and  conditions  as  are  not 
reached  by  ordinary  parochial  agencies.  All  by-laws  or  rules 
drawn  up  for  their  government  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop  and  to  the  authority  of  the  Canons  of  the 
Diocese.  The  clergyman  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
to  the  charge  of  any  such  society  shall  present  to  the  Bishop 
at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  detailed  report  of 
its  work,  and  its  receipts  and    expenditures. 


CANON  37. 
Transfer  of  Communicants. 

Sec.  318.  A  communicant  of  this  Church,  changing,  by  re- 
moval or  otherwise,  his  or  her  parochial  connection,  shall 
present  a  certificate  from  the  minister  of  the  parish  or  mission 
of  his  or  her  last  residence  or,  if  there  be  no  minister,  from 
one  of  the  wardens,  stating  that  he  or  she  is  a  communicant 
in  good  standing;  and  the  minister  of  the  parish  or  mission 
into  which  a  communicant  removes  shall  not  record  his  or  her 
name  on  the  parish  or  mission  list  until  such  a  letter  of 
commendation  shall  be  delivered  or  a  satisfactory  reason  be 
given   why  the  same  can   not  be  obtained. 

Sec.  319.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  every  communicant,  by 
the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  to  apply,  on  removal, 
for  a  certificate  of  his  or  her  standing.  This  certificate  may  be 
given  in  the  form  following,  or  in  such  form  as  may  indicate 
his  or  her  true  standing  and  character:

(or  her)   desire  to  be  transferred  to  the  parish  or  mission  of 

,  has  been  a  communicant  of  good  standing  for

'  "This  certificate,  if  not  presented  within  six  months  from 
4^tc,  may  be  held  to  be  void,  and  it  is  not  to  be  used  as  a 
general   testimonial.  Signed,

CANON  38. 

Neglect  of  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  323.  If  the  clergyman  of  a  parish  or  mission  shall  ob- 
serve any  communicant  of  the  same  to  be  irregular  or  neg- 
ligent in  coming  to  the  Holy  Communion,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  visit  the  person  and  admonish  him  of  the  bouiiden  duty. 
4f.  after  such  admonition,  a  communicant  shall  continue  for  the 
space  of  one  year  to  neglect,  or  refuse  to  be  a  partaker  of  the 
Sacrament,  then  the  clergyman  may  suspend  the  offending  mem- 
ber, and  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  ordinary. 

Sec.  324.  If  any  communicant  shall  be  absent  for  the  space 
of  two  years,  consecutively,  from  a  parish  or  mission,  or 
neglect  to  receive  the  Holy  Communion  for  the  same  period, 
«vithout  reasons  assigned  therefor,  or  known  and  satisfactory 
to  the  clergyman,  then  he  shall  remove  the  name  of  the  said 
communicant  from  the  list  of  communicants;  provided,  that  the 
clergyman  may  restore  such  communicant  on  his  (or  her)  ap- 
plication accompanied  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  clergyman 
that  the  said  communicant  desires  to  become  an  active  com- 
municant. 


CANON  39. 

Complaint  on  Repulsion. 

Sec.  327.  When  a  person  to  whom  the  Sacraments  of  the 
Church  have  been  refused,  or  who  has  been  repelled  from  the 
Holy  Communion  under  the  rubrics,  shall  lodge  a  complaint 
with  the  Bishop,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he 
see  fit  to  require  the  person  to  be  admitted  or  restored  be- 
cause of  the  insufficiency  of  the  cause  assigned  by  the  clergy- 
man, to  institute  such  an  inquiry  as  follows:  The  Bishop  shall 
appoint  a  commission,  composed  of  the  Rural  Dean  and  two 
clergymen  of  the  Convocation  in  which  the  parish  or  mission  of 
the  complainant  is  situate,  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  examine  the  case,  and  make  a  report  of  the  facts  in 
writing  to  the  Bishop,  with  its  opinion  thereon,  who  shall  then 
pronounce  his  decision;  provided,  that  if  the  Rural  Dean  be  the 
clergyman  who  has  suspended  the  said  person,  the  Bishop 
jshalT  appoint  some  other  clergyman  to  serve  on  the  commission 
in  his  stead. 
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Sec.  328.  When  a  suspension  from  the  Holy  Communion  has 
been  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  the  suspension  shall  continue,  sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  of  the  rubric,  and  shall  be  bindini?  on  all  the 
clergymen  of  this  Diocese.  The  duration  of  all  sentences  of 
suspension  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bishop,  and  their  remission 
shall  be  pronounced  by  him. 


CANON  40. 

Ecclesiastical  Court. 

Sec.  332.  There  shall  be  an  ecclesiastical  court  of  the 
Diocese  of  Oregon,  to  try  any  clergyman  thereof  upon  charges. 
It  shall  consist  of  five  presbyters,  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  a  lay  assessor,  a  layman  learned  in  the  law,  who  shall 
be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  of  good  reputation  for  gravity 
and  soundness  in  the  faith,  to  act  as  advisor  to  the  court.  No 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  this 
court. 

Sec.  333.  The  Convention  shall  elect,  biennially  from  the 
presbyters  entitled  to  seats,  not  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, five,  who,  together  with  one  layman  fulfilling  the  re- 
quirements of  these  Canons,  and  elected  at  the  same  time  and 
in  similar  manner,  shall  constitute  the  court.  No  person  shall 
vote  for  more  than  three  presbyters,  and  the  five  presbyters 
and  one  Jayman  having  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  con- 
stitute the  court.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee until  the  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention,  by 
a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  334.  The  president  of  the  court  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop.  The  court  shall  choose  a  clerk,  to  hold  office 
during  its  pleasure.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings, 
of  convictions  and  sentences,  and  preserve  the  testimony  taken 
on  trials. 

Sec.  335.  At  any  trial  the  lay  assessor  and  three  clerical 
members  of  the  court  must  be  present,  and  if  a  less  number  be 
present,  they  shall  adjourn  from  day  to  day  till  a  quorum  be 
present.  In  case  the  lay  assessor  be  absent,  or  unable  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  trial,  or  disqualified  by  reason  of  interest  or  other- 
wise, or  if  for  any  reason  a  quorum  of  the  court  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, a  special  appointment  or  appointments  sufficient  to  con- 
stitute a  full  court,  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  members  of  the 
court  who  are  present  and  qualified,  be  made  for  the  occasion, 
as  is  hereinbefore  provided,  for  filling  vacancies.  The  accused 
may  then  reject  two  of  these  if  he  desires.  Should  a  lay 
assessor  be  thus  appointed  and  rejected,  another  shall  be  ap- 
pointed as  before,  and  the  court  thus  constituted  shall  proceed 
with  the  trial. 

Sec.  336.  Upon  the  question  of  guilt  or  innocence  of  the 
accused,  or  upon  thr  final  decision  of  the  cause,  the  clerical 
members  of  the  court  only  shall  vote. 
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They  shall  anticipate  the  opening  of  the  sitting  of  the  court, 
in  any  case,  by  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  remember  ever  that  the  power  committed 
to  them  is  to  be  exercised  without  pride,  prejudice  or  passion. 

Sec.  337.  The  court  shall  transact  its  business  in  accordance 
with  the  Cauons  of  the  Church  and  such  rules  as  it  may  make 
for  its  own  guidance 

Sec.  338.  There  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  court,  to  be  called 
the  Church  advocate,  who  shall  be  a  layman  learned  in  the  law. 
He  shall  be  cho>en  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  hold  office  during  their  pleasure.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  prepare  the  charges  and  conduct  the  trial 
on  behalf  of  the  Church.  He  shall  be  the  le^al  adviser  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  matters  of  discipline,  and  g^ve  his 
opinion,  wiien  called  upon,  on  such  (juestions.  The  accused  may 
have  counsel  to  aid  his  defence.  The  Church  advocate  and 
counsel  for  the  accused  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church, 
of  gruKl   rei)Utation   tor  gravity  and    soundness  in   the   faith. 

CANON  41. 

Confession  Before  TriaL 

Sec.  342.  Whenever  a  clergyman  is  accused  of  offenses, 
either  by  pu!)lic  rumor,  or  reliable  information,  charges  shall 
be  prepared  without  regard  to  form,  but  containing[  the  sub- 
stance of  the  offenses  alleged,  with  reasonable  certamty  as  to 
the  time,  place  and  circumstances,  and  delivered  to  the  ac- 
cused. 

Sec.  343.  Wlienever  a  clergyman  thus  accused,  or  against 
whom  charges  are  preferred,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall, 
before  the  tir>t  session  of  the  court  summoned  to  try  the 
cause,  voluntarily  confe>s  himself  to  the  Bishop  to  be  guilty  of 
the  offense  alleged,  tlie  Bishop  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  pronounce  such  sentence  as  he  may  judge 
proper,  and  cause  tiie  same,  with  the  accusation  reduced  to 
form  and  the  confession  annexed,  to  be  recorded  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court. 

CANON  42. 

Of  Charges. 

Sec.  34r).  Charges  against  a  clergyman  for  a  triable  offense 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority, and  by  it  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee.  Such 
charges  may  be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
vestry  of  any  church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  minister,  or  by 
any  five  members  of  a  missioi^  of  which  he  may  have  charge, 
or  by  any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in 
the    Convention,    or    as    hereinafter    mentioned. 

Sec.  347.  When  the  accused  is  not  connected  with  any 
Church    or    parish,    the    charges   may    be    signed   by   any   three 
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prcsbyttTS  and  three  lay  comiminicants   of  the    Diocese,  or   by 
seven    lay    coninuinicants. 

Sec.  348.  If  the  offense  consists  in  teaching  or  preaching 
publicly  and  advi.-edly  heresy  or  heretical  doctrine  or  doc- 
trines contrary  to  tho>c  of  this  Church,  a  presentment  with 
specifications  of  the  nature,  time  and  place  of  such  oflFcnsc, 
shall  be  made,  signed  by  three  presbyters  of  I  he  Church 
canonically  resident  within  tiie  Diocese,  and  delivered  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  349.  Whenever  the  Bishop  shall,  either  from  his  own 
o!)servation,  or  from  any  information  which  he  shall  deem 
worthy  of  notice,  have  reason  to  believe  that  tiierc  is  ground 
for  an  investigation  into  the  conduct  of  any  clergyman  of 
this  Diocese,  according  to  Canon  23,  Section  1,  of  the  Canons  of 
the  General  Convention,  he  shall,  at  his  discretion,  convene 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  lay  before  them  the  information 
in    his    po>>e>sion. 

Sec.  350.  Whenever  the  Standing  Committee,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall,  from  any  information  so  laid  before  them  by 
the  Hishop,  or  from  any  other  information  which  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  think  worthy  of  notice,  or  from  charges 
made  to  them  as  hereinbefore  specified,  be  of  opinion  that  it  is 
proper  that  a  judicial  investigation  of  the  conduct  of  a4iy  clergy- 
man of  this  Diocese  should  take  place,  they,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Bishop,  shall  cause  a  general  statement  of  the  facts  of 
the  case  to  be  made  and  delivered  to  the  Church  advocate. 

CANOX   43. 
Limitation. 

Sec.  353.  No  presentment  shall  be  sustained  in  any  case  un- 
le.^'S  the  oflfense  be  alleged  and  prc»ved  to  have  been  committed 
within  five  years  next  before  the  day  on  which  the  charges  are 
delivered   to   the   Church   advocate,  as   hereinafter   mentioned. 

CANON  44. 
Preliminary  Proceedings. 

Sec.  356.  Whenever  it  is  determined  to  bring  to  trial  any 
clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  notify 
the  Church  advocate,  and  direct  him  to  proceed  with  the  same. 
He  shall  thereupon  prepare  charges  and  specifications,  contain- 
ing the  substance  of  the  oflfense  alleged,  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty as  to  time,  place  and  circumstanco.  But  ik)  variance 
between  an  allegation  and  proof  shall  be  regarded  if  the  ac- 
cused has  not  been  misled  or  prejudiced  thereby.  The  style 
of  the  charge  or  charges  shall  be:

Sec.  357.  The  Bishop  shall  also  issue  a  precept,  directed  to 
aH  the  menibrr-  •»!  the  cccle-iastical  court,  requiring^  them  to 
proceed  to  the  trial  •  1  the  accused,  at  a  prescribed  time  and 
place,  which  precept,  together  with  the  other  copy  of  the 
charge>  signed  by  the  Church  advocate,  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  president  of  the  court.  who*e  duty  it  shall  be,  on  receipt  of 
the  same,  to  cau-^e  ail  member^  of  the  court  to  be  summoned 
to   meet   at   the   pre-»cribed    time   and   place. 

Sec.  358.  If  the  accused  shall  neglect  to  attend  at  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  court,  which  is  con- 
vened to  try  him.  after  due  notice  g^ven  him.  the  president  of 
the  court  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  there- 
upon suspend  ^uch  clergyman  from  the  exercise  of  the  ministry 
for  contumacy,  until  he  shall  appear  and  demand  a  trial.  If 
he  shall  not  apply  f«»r  a  trial  within  three  months,  the  Bishop 
shall  pronounce  such  sentence  a^  would  be  proper  upon  a  con- 
viction   for   the    offence    alleged. 

Sec.  359.  Any  resort  to  a  civil  court,  on  the  part  of  the 
accused,  for  the  purpose  of  impeding,  delaying,  or  averting 
the  trial,  shall  he  treated  as  contumacy,  and  the  Bishop  shall 
thereupon  suspend  Mich  clergyman  from  the  exercise  of  the 
ministry  for  contumacy,  until  he  appear  and  demand  a  trial. 


CANON  45. 
Of  Trial. 

Sec.  363.  The  accused  may.  not  later  than  ten  days  pre- 
ceding the  time  set  for  the  trial,  challenge  and  reject  two  of 
the  five  clerical  nienibcT>  of  the  court. 

Sec.  364.  The  accused,  on  appearance,  shall  be  called  upon 
lo  say  whether  he  is  Ruilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  offenses  charged 
in  the  presentment.  He  may  thereupon  except,  in  writing,  to 
the  sufficiency  of  the  presentment,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to 
all  or  any  of  the  specifications  therein,  and  such  exceptions 
shall   be  heard   and   disposed   of  by  the   court. 

Sec.  365.  If  no  exceptions  are  taken,  or  they  are  overruled, 
or  only  so  far  allowed  as  to  leave  substantial  ground  for  trial, 
the  same  shall  proceed.  If  the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to 
plead  to  the  presentment,  the  court  shall  enter  the  plea  of 
not  guilty  for  him,  and  proceed  with  the  trial.  The  accused 
may  attend,  produce  his  testimony,  and  make  his  defense  as 
advised. 
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Sec.  366.  All  testimony  shall  be  given  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion. The  manner  of  conducting  the  trial,  and  the  rules  of 
evidence,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Church, 
shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  law  courts  of  the  state  of  Oregon, 
so  far  as  applicable.  The  court  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time,  not  exceeding  one  week  at  one  adjournment,  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  testimony  or  furthering  the  ends  of 
justice. 

Sec.  367.  Proceedings  in  a  trial  shall  be  private,  unless  the 
accused,  ten  days  before  the  trial,  shall  demand,  in  writing, 
the  presence  of  not  exceeding  ten  persons,  communicants  of 
this  Church,  of  his  choice,  and  the  court  shall  have  like  privilege. 

Sec.  368.  In  case  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  the  at- 
tendance of  a  necessary  witness  cannot  be  had  on  trial,  either 
party  may,  at  any  time  after  the  presentment  is  served,  on  five 
days'  notice  to  the  other,  apply  to  the  lay  assessor  to  appoint 
a  commission  to  take  deposition  of  such  witness.  The  party 
so  applying  shall  accompany  his  application  with  the  inter- 
rogatories proposed  to  be  propounded  to  the  witness.  The  lay 
assessor  shall  then  appoint  a  commissioner,  and  fix  a  time  and 
place  to  settle  the  interrogatories  before  him,  at  which  time  and 
place  the  other  party  shall,  if  he  desire,  present  cross-interroga- 
tories; and  further  interrogatories  may  be  added  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  lay  asscssr)r.  and  a  reasonable  time  allowed 
for  that  purpose,  if  the  lay  as>essor  shall  deem  it  necessary  or 
proper.  The  lay  assessor  shall  then  transmit  the  deposition 
with  the  interrogatories  annexed,  to  the  commissioner,  who 
shall  take  the  testimony  under  oath  or  affirmation,  as  provided 
by  the  laws  of  the  state  where  taken,  and  certify  the  same  and 
transmit  it.  properly  sealed  and  secured,  to  the  president  of  the 
court.  The  deposition  so  taken  shall  be  read  upon  the  trial, 
subject  to  all  exceptions  that  would  avail  if  such  witnesses  were, 
examined. 

Sec.  369.  All  notices  and  papers  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, after  the  presentment,  may  be  served  on  his  counsel, 
and  all  papers  to  be  served  on  the  prosecutors  shall  be  served 
on  the  Church  advocate.  Such  service  may  be  made  by  leaving 
the  same  with  such  advocate  or  counsel  personally,  or  at  his 
place  of  residence  or  business,  or  ^uch  service  may  be  made 
by  mail,  by  depositing  the  notice  or  paper,  properly  folded  and 
enveloped,  in  the  post  office,  directed  to  the  said  counsel  or 
acfv'ocate,  at  his  place  of  residence  or  business,  and  prepaying 
postage.  But  in  case  of  service  by  mail,  three  days'  additional 
time  shall  be  allowed  for  transmission  and  receij)!. 

Sec.  370.  If  the  person  to  be  served  with  any  presentment, 
notice  or  paper  has  departed  from  the  United  States,  it  shall 
be  sufficient  service  thereof  to  leave  a  copy  at  his  last  place 
of  abode  within  the  United  States,  sixty  days  before  the  day 
on  which  his  appearance  or  other  act  required  by  such  notice 
or- papec  is  to  he  performed.  If. his  last  place  of  abode  cannot 
be    ascertained,   a   publication  . of    the.  copy  .in    a   public    news-

paper,  printed   at  the  seat  of  government  of  the  state  or  terri- 
tory in  which  he  last  resided,  shall  be  sufficient. 

Sec.  371.  The  court,  having  fully  heard  the  allegation^  and 
proofs  of  the  parties  and  deliberately  considered  the  same  after 
the  parties  have  withdrawn,  the  lay  assessor  shall  deliver  an 
opinion  in  writing  of  the  law  of  the  case,  in  matters  not  strictly 
theological.  The  clerical  members  of  the  court  shall  then  de- 
clare respectively  whether,  in  their  opinion,  the  accused  is 
guilty  or  not  guilty  of  each  particular  charge  and  specification 
contained  in  the  pre>entment,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
set  forth;  and  the  accused  shall  be  considered  as  not  guilty  of 
every  charge  and  specification  of  which  he  shall  not  be  pro- 
nounced guilty  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  clerical  members 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  372.  On  the  final  question  whether  the  accused  is  guilty 
or  not  guilty,  no  member  of  the  court  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote,  or  be  considered  present,  who  shall  not  have  been  present 
at  the  delivery  of  all  the  testimony.  Unless  the  accused  be 
found  guilty  he   shall  be  deemed  acquitted. 

Sec.  373.  Whenever  a  trial  shall  fail  by  negligence  of  any 
clerical  member  or  members,  the  president  of  the  court  shall 
report  the  names  and  the  facts  of  such  negligence  to  the  next 
ensuing  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  374.  The  decision  of  the  court  as  to  each  and  all  the 
charges  and  specifications  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed 
by  the  court.  Such  decision  or  decisions  shall  be  regarded  as 
the  judgment  of  the  court.  In  case  of  a  judginent  of  guilt  on 
any  charge,  the  court  shall  state  also  the  sentence  which,  in 
its   opinion,   ought   to  be  pronounced. 

Sec.  375.  The  expenses  accruing  in  the  trial  of  a  clergyman, 
except  his  own  when  convicted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  upon  the  order  of  the  Standing  Committee. 


CANON  46. 
Ecclesiastical  Sentences. 

Sec.  378.  All  proceedings  within  this  Diocese,  the  result  of 
which  may  involve  a  subjection  to  canonical  sentence,  must  be 
ultimately  revised  and  determined,  and  all  sentences  pronounced, 
by  the  Bishop.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  call  in  the  Bishop  of  some  other 
diocese,  who  shall  be  requested,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  to 
act  therein,  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Bishop  of 
this  Diocese  would  be  authorized  to  do. 

Sec.  379.  The  Bishop,  having  received  the  judgment  of  the 
court,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  inform  the  accused  of  the  said 
judgment,  and  call  upon  him  to  show  reason,  if  any,  why  the 
judgment  should  not  be  sustained.  He  may  receive  from  him 
any  statement  in  mitigation   of  sentence. 
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Sec.  380.  The  Bishop.  h*ivintf  reviewed  and  adjudged  upon 
the  case,  shall  proceed  to  pronounce  such  sentence  as  may 
be  proper,  not  exceeding  in  severity  that  recommended  by  the 
court.  Such  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  in  the  presence  of  any 
three  presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  after  notice  to  the  party  of 
the  time  and  place  appointed  theref<»r,  and  publicly  in  a  Church, 
or  privately,  as  the   Bishop  shall  determine. 

Sec.  381.  A  copy  of  a  sentence  of  suspension  shall  be  sent 
to  the  accused,  and  another  to  the  vestry  or  vestries  of  the 
Church  or  Churches  with  wliich  he  may  be  canonically  con- 
nected and  such  other  publicity  may  be  given  to  it  as  the 
Bishop   may   think   expedient. 

Sec.  382.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  after  the  final  de- 
cision, shall  transmit  all  papers,  with  >uch  decision,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  record  an  abstract  of 
the  proceedings,  including  the  final  judgment  and  sentence  in 
full,  in   a  book  kept   for  that   purpose. 

CANON  47. 

Record  of  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Sec.  386.  The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  ?%hall  procure  and  keep 
a  suitable  book,  entitled  "The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  of  Oregon."  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  with  a  certificate  of  their  adop- 
tion signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 
All  Constitutions  and  Canons,  and  all  amendments  thereof  and 
additions  thereto,  hereafter  ado]>tc<l  by  the  Convention  shall 
be  certified  to  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
as  having  been  duly  adopted,  an<l  shall,  with  the  certificate  of 
adoption,  be  recorded  in  the  said  book,  and  the  said  book  shall 
be  taken  and  regarded  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  due  adop- 
tion and  correctness  of  all  papers  recorded  therein  under  this 
Canon. 

CANON  48. 

Time   of  Taking  Effect. 

Sec.  389.  These  Canons  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
their  adoption. 

CANON  49. 

Repeal  of  Former  Canons. 

Sec.  391.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Diocese  are  hereby 
repealed;  provided,  that  such  repeal  shall  not  aflfect  any  case 
of  a  violation  of  existing  Canons,  committed  before  the  date 
of  the  adoption  hereof:  but  such  case  shall  be  governed  by  the 
same  law  as  if  no  repeal  had  taken  place.

PROPOSED  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  AND 
RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Order  of  Business. 

At  the  opening  of  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
after  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair.  In  case  of 
the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  the  president  of  the 
standing  committee  shall  take  the  chair,  pending  the  election  of 
a  president  pro  tempore.  Then  the  procedure  shall  be  according 
to  the  following  order  of  business,  and  in  conformity  to  the 
Rules  of  Order. 

(1)  Roll  call  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  and  votes. 

(2)  Roll  call  of  the  lay  delegates  of  parishes  and  missions 
entitled  to  lay  representation,  whose  credentials  are  in 
regular  form. 

(3)  A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  president 
shall  decare  the  Convention  duly  opened. 

(4)  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  the 
election  of  a  president  pro  tempore. 

(5)  Election  of  secretary  and  appointment  of  assistant  sec- 
retary. 

(6)  Appointment  of  a  committee  on  credentials,  consisting 
of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  which  shall  be 
referred  all  defective  or  contested  certificates  of  lay 
delegates. 

(7)  Appointment  of  committees,  by  the  President. 

(a)  On  division  and  reference  of  the   Bishop's  an- 
nual address. 

(b)  On  unfinished  business. 

(c)  On  admission  of  new  parishes  and  missions. 

(d)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(e)  On  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

(f)  On  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

(g)  On  report  of  the  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

The  rules  of  order  of  the  Convention  shall  be  as  follows: 

(O  In  any  case  not  herein  provided  for.  Roberts'  Rules  of 
Order  shall  be  the  authority. 

(2)  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention 
unless  seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

(3)  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  no  nir>tion. 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  received,  but  to  lay  it  on 
the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
time,  to  commit  it  or  to  amend  it:  which  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  named.  But  a  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend, 
and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

(4)  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  received.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under 
consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made:  no 
amendment  to  such  amendment  .^all  be  in  order. 

(5)  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

(6)  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  when  no 
member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A 
motion  to  fix  the  hour  or  day  to  which  the  Convention  shall 
adjourn  shall  take  precedence  of  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate,  if  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  pending. 

(7)  The  mover  may  withdraw  a  motion  or  resolution  at 
any  time  before  decision  or  amendmejit,  in  which  case  it  shall 
not  be  entered  upon  the  minutes. 

(8)  If  a  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct 
propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided,  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately. 

(9)  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once 
in  any  case  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have 
spoken. 

(10)  Every  member  present  shall  vote  whenever  a  question 
is  put,  unless  excused  by  the  Convention  on  account  of  his 
being  personally  interested  in  the  result,  or  for  other  cause. 

(11)  The  votes  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  by 
orders,  whenever  called  for  by  five  members, 

(12)  In  taking  the  vote  by  orders,  it  shall  be  the  right  of 
any  member  of  a  delegation,  who  may  dissent  from  the  vote  of 
the  majority  of  the  delegation,  to  have  the  fact  of  his  dissent 
recorded  on  the  minutes.

The  largest  annual  meeting  held  by  the  Juniors  occurred 
May  17th  in  St.  David's  Church,  Portland.  In  spite  of  most 
inclement  weather,  eight  branches  had  a  total  representation 
of  seventy-three.  Several  of  the  clergy  lent  the  inspiration 
of  their  presence — may  others  follow  their  good  example! 
Corporate  Communion  was  celebrated  at  11  A.  M.  l>ishop 
Scadding,  in  a  most  helpful  sermon,  emphasized  loyal  co- 
operation. 

After  luncheon  the  business  meeting  was  opened  with 
prayer  by  Mr.  Talbot.  A  greeting  from  the  President  of 
the  Minnesota  Juniors  was  read  by  the  Secretary.  Reports 
from  the  branches  showed  all  pledges  paid  in  full.

Bishop  Scadding 
has  a  plan  in  mind  whereby  all  the  Juniors  may  co-operate 
in  just  such  a  missionary  fete  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Juniors  have  sent  gifts  to  Hankow,  China :  to  Pioche, 
Nev..  and  to  Alaska;  total  value,  SIW.IO. 

In  some  branches  mission  study  has  kept  pace  with  the 
work.  It  is  hoped  to  emphasize  more  and  more  the  spirit 
of  unity  in  work  and  the  helpfulness  of  prayer  and  study. 

Owing  to  a  misunderstanding,  only  one  scrapbook  was 
made  this  year.

PREPARATION  SERVICE. 

The  Twentv-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon  assembled  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  of  St.  Stephen  the 
Martyr,  at  eight  o'clock  on  Tuesday  evening.  May  19,  1914, 
for  the  '* Preparation  Service."  Evening  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Dean,  the  Very  Rev.  H.  M.  Ramsey,  the  Rev.  C.  W. 
r»aker  reading  the  First  Lesson,  and  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Griffin 
reading  the  Second  Lesson. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.    (See  Appendix  I.) 

The  Offering  was  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  the  Service 
closed  with  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop.

5.  The  Report  of  the  **Joint  Commission  to  report  a  plan 
for  Uniform  Regulation  of  Communicants." 

Mr.  H.  D.  Ramsdell  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Communication  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Convention  be  placed  on  file,  and 

Further,  That  the  last  clause,  relative  to  the  status  of 
Communicants,  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  this  Con- 
vention. 
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In  accordance  with  the  above  resolution  the  following  is 
the  Report  of  the  "Joint  Committee  to  report  a  plan  for  a 
Uniform  Registration  of  Communicants*' : 

Report 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  in  1907,  and  continued 
in  1910,  "to  report  a  plan  for  the  uniform  registration  of 
Communications,"  respectfully  reports  that  it  has  given 
the  matter  careful  consideration,  and  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  different  aspects  of  the  question  arc  admirably 
covered  by  the  report  made  in  1907  by  a  similar  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Deputies,  to  which  they  beg  to 
refer.  It  will  be  found  on  pages  231  to  233  of  the  Journal 
for  that  year.  We  agree  with  all  that  is  there  said  de- 
fining a  "Communicant"  as  one  who  has  received  Baptism 
and  Confirmation,  or  has  been  formally  admitted  to  the 
Holy  Communion  as  being  "ready  and  desirous  to  be 
confirmed."  We  reiterate  that  all  such  should  be  en- 
rolled and  kept  upon  the  Parish  Register  until  death, 
transfer  or  discipline   removes   the   name. 

Neglect  of  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  Sacrament, 
long  absence,  or  even  departure  without  a  letter  is  not 
sufficient  reason  for  erasing  a  name,  as  the  person  may 
reappear  or  ask  for  transfer  after  many  years.  His  rights 
as  a  potential  Communicant  should  be  scrupulously  con- 
served. On  the  other  hand,  parochial  reports  should  not 
be  padded  with  misleading  statistics.  To  enumerate  all 
these  non-effective  members  is  to  exaggerate  the  real 
strength  of  the  Parish.  Communicants  known  to  have 
neglected  for  three  years  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, in  spite  of  due  and  sufficient  opportunity  thereof, 
should  not  be  reported  for  statistical  purposes.  But,  as 
above  suggested,  nothing  but  death,  transfer  or  discipline 
should  justify  the  removal  of  a  name  from  the  Register. 

We  recommend  that  this  ruling  be  made  known  to 
Diocesan  authorities  in  order  to  secure  the  required  uni- 
formity. 

The  Rev.  F.  K.  Howard  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Be  It  Resolved,  By  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon,  That  this  Convention  place  itself  on  record  as 
favoring  legislation  by  the  State  which  shall  guarantee  to 
all  employees  one  day's  rest  in  seven. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  consideration  of  the  resolu- 
tion introduced  by  Judge  Slater  (page  21).  the  same  was 
di.scus.sed  and  lost. 

Judge  Slater  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  present 
Assessment  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention 
and  Mr.  Walton  VanWinkle.  of  Salem,  be  appointed  to 
frame  a  new  blank  for  parochial  reports,  with  power  to 
act. 

The  Report  of  the  Manaj^fer  of  the  Oregon  Churchman 
was  read  and  received.     (See  Appendix  XVIII.) 

The  Rev.  J.  E.  H.  Simpson  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby,  in- 
structed to  have  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of 
the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  on  Marriage  and 
Divorce,  and  to  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of 
every  Parish  or  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  Clerk 
of  each  Parish  or  Mission  is  hereby  instructed  to  have 
such  copy  suitably  framed  and  hung  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  vestibule  of  the  Church.

Delivered  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  of  St.  Stephen  the  Martyr, 
Portland,  on  the  eve  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  Tuesday,  May  19th,  1914. 

NECROLOGY. 

lunir  of  our  IHshops  have  heen  taken  from  earth  since 
our  last  Convention,  the  Right  Rev.  William  CroswcU 
l>oane,  IJishop  of  Albany;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Douglas 
Robinson.  Bisho])  of  Nevada ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Scar- 
borough. Bishop  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  Rt.  .Rev.  William 
Woodruff  Niles.  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire.  Rishoj)  Robin- 
son, in  his  short  ei)iscoi)ate  in  Nevada,  in  which  he  bravely 
and  cheerily  met  tlie  difficulties  of  his  field  and  the  de- 
mands u|y)n  his  physi(|ue,  became  a  factor  in  the  life  of 
his  ixjoi)le.  both  as  P)ishop  and  citizen,  and  endeared  him- 
self to  his  brethren  in  the  Eighth  Department.  In  scanning 
the  necrology  as  rei)()rte(l  in  the  last  I.iving  Church  Annual.

in  His  divine  and  everlasting  glory,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord :  Amen.''

Grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  unto  you  from  God  the  Father, 
and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

CHANGES  IN  CLERICAL  STAFF. 

The  changes  in  our  clerical  staff  liave  been  as  follows : 
The  Clergy  who  have  been  canonically  received  are :  Rev. 
Bertram  C.  Runnalls,  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Gtx)d 
Samaritan,  Corvallis ;  Rev.  Robert  S.  Gill,  rector  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Salem ;  Rev.  J.  Derickson  Cummins,  vicar 
of  St.  Peter's,  Albany,  and  in  charge  of  the  Yaquina  Mis- 
sions:  Rev.  J.  O.  Vince,  vicar  of  Clatsop  County  Missions: 
Rev.  John  F.  Hamaker,  vicar  of  Trinity  Church,  Ashland. 
Rev.  Joseph  Sheerin  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese 
of  Massachusetts.  The  Rev.  William  R.  Hamilton  has  been 
transferred  from  Grants  Pass  to  Medford.  Rev.  J.  D.  Rice, 
vicar  of  St.  John's  Church,  Sellwood,  to  Milwaukie.  The 
Rev.  F.  O.  Jones,  for  more  than  ten  years  our  faithful  priest 
at  Newport  and  Toledo,  has  resigned,  and  is  living  near 
Newport,  and  is  willing  to  exercise  his  priestly  office  when 
called  on  for  missionary  work.  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Armstrong 
of  Jefferson,  and  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Powell,  our  faithful  and 
oldest  priest,  also  hold  themselves  ready  for  such  duty. 

The  Rev.  llarr  G.  Lee,  so  many  vears  the  beloved  rector 
of  St.  Paul's,  Salem,  and  for  the  past  year  rector  and  head 
master  of  the  l>ishop  Scott  School  at  Yamhill,  has  resigned, 
and  will  take  charge  of  the  missions  at  North  Bend  and 
Gardiner  during  the  Summer.  He  has  laid  a  strong  foun- 
dation for  the  school's  neu^  policy,  and  has  patiently  cared 
for  the  religious  and  home  life  and  education  of  the  l>oys. 
The  Convention  owes  Mr.  Lee  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  his 
untiring  work  as  chairman  of  our  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons.  Alaska  and  other  missionary  districts 
have  formally  adopted  our  Canons.  The  Rev.  P.  K.  Ham- 
mond has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Mary's,  Eugene, 
and  is  recovering  his  health  iu  outdoor  life  on  a  farm  at 
Gladstone.  He  is  willing  to  do  occasional  Sunday  duty,  and 
before  long  we  hope  will  return  to  full  exercise  of  his 
ministry.  The  vacancy  at  St.  Mary's,  Eugene,  has  been 
supplied  by  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Simpson  as  locum  tcncns.  The 
Rev.  A.  H.  Marsh,  of  the  Cathedral  School  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  comes  to  us  well  recommended  for  the  rectorship  of 
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the   Bishop   Scott   School,   and   will   begin   his   duties   in 
September. 

CONVEYANCES. 

The  conveyances  of  real  estate  of  the  Bishop  as  Corpora- 
tion Sole  will  be  duly  published  in  the  Appendix  of  the 
Journal,  as  will  also  the  certificate  of  the  Diocesan  Auditor 
after  careful  examination  of  the  securities  and  accounts  of 
the  funds  held  in  trust  by  the  Corporation  Sole.  While 
owing  to  the  confidential  character  of  some  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Sole  accounts,  they  are  not  given  in  extenso  in  the 
Journal,  the  auditor's  statement  will  be  published  and  access 
to  the  accounts  can  be  found  by  anyone  with  just  reason 
and  duly  authorized. 

The  only  piece  of  property  that  has  come  to  me  this  year 
has  been  through  the  generous  gift  of  a  large  niche  in  the 
Crematorium  from  the  Morris  brothers  and  Miss  Morris. 
According  to  Canon  34,  this  property  should  be  held  by 
"The  Diocese  of  Oregon,"  but  because  we  failed  at  the  last  . 
Convention  to  elect  members,  and  therefore  are  not  incor- 
porated, the  deed  has  not  yet  been  made  out.  The  value 
of  the  property  is  about  $500.  We  must  elect  at  this  Con- 
vention two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  and  they,  with  the 
Bishop,  the  Chancellor  and  the  Treasurer,  will  be  **The 
Diocese  of  Oregon,"  and  the  Chancellor  will  see  that  they 
are  incorporated.  When  this  is  done  I  purpose  turning 
over  to  this  corporation  certain  funds  for  which  I  am  now 
the  sole  trustee.  All  our  buildings  are  insured,  and  the 
property  accurately  listed  and  the  insurance  checked  by  Mr. 
Pf abler.  A  generous  of  fer  of  a  corner  lot  for  a  church  has 
been  made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ferris  of  Tigard,  and  the  little 
group  of  our  people  in  that  growing  suburb  are  eager  to 
have  a  small  church  building  erected  thereon. 

THE  EPISCOPAL  SOCIAL  SERVICE  LEAGUE. 

A  new  department  of  the  Church's  work  this  year  has 
been  the  work  of  our  Social  Service  Commission,  whose 
report  is  inspiring.  In  this  ministry  a  real  attempt  has 
been  ma<le  to  remove  the  reproach,  and  the  p>opular  mis- 
conception, that  the  Episcopal  Church  is  a  comfortable  or- 
ganization for  the  well-to-do;  by  the  establishment  of  a 
Men's  Reading  Room  in  the  north  end  of  the  city,  and 
holding  out  a  helping  hand  to  the  unemployed,  the  worthy 
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poor,  the  "down  and  outs."  This  room  has  provided  a  place 
where  clergy  and  laymen  have  met  to  minister  unto,  and  to 
love  back  into  health  and  courage  the  man  who  is  a  victim 
of  habit  or  circumstances.  There  has  never  been  a  move- 
ment in  the  Church  in  Portland  which  has  tended  in  so 
large  a  manner  to  unify  our  parishes,  and  to  commend  the 
Church  both  to  the  man  in  the  street  and  the  man  in  the  pew. 
The  building  generously  given  us  by  the  Weinhart  Estate 
for  five  months,  has  now  been  rented,  and  some  other  place 
will  have  to  be  secured  if  this  good  work  is  to  be  continued. 
The  Church  is  on  trial  in  the  modern  world  as  really  as 
it  ever  was  in  the  ancient  regime.  Social  problems  press 
upon  her.  It  is  as  she  adjusts  herself  to  this  new  social 
environment,  and  consciously  defines,  and  dedicates  herself 
to,  the  task  of  dealing  helpfully  with  these  problems,  will 
she  compel  the  allegiance  both  of  her  own  memlx^rs  and 
of  the  community  in  which  she  is  placed.  Her  only  justifi- 
cation for  existence  even  lies  in  the  words  of  her  Blessed 
I^rd  and  Master:  "I  am  among  you  as  He  that  serveth." 

MATERIAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

We  have  now  thirteen  parishes  self-supporting  (except 
the  Church  of  the  Go(xl  Samaritan,  Corvallis),  and  thirty 
missions.  We  have  on  our  staff  of  clergy  thirty  priests  and 
one  deacon.  Seventeen  of  these  vicars  are  dependent  on 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  for  their  stipends  in  whole 
or  in  part.  A  new  rectory  and  parish  hall  has  been  com- 
pleted at  McMinnville,  and  is  a  great  help  to  the  vicar.  The 
congregation  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Marshfield,  is  now  wor- 
shipping in  its  beautiful  new  church  building,  and  the  con- 
gregation of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Portland, 
is  now  worshipping  without  fear  of  being  caught  in  a  fire 
trap  in  its  well-restored  building.  The  financial  problems 
before  both  of  these  parishes  are  difficult;  but  under  the 
inspiration  of  their  efficient  rectors,  wardens  and  vestry- 
men the  respective  congregations  are  bravely  shouldering 
the  debts  incurred.  St.  Matthews*  Mission  has  now  a  new 
location  and  a  new  building  in  the  south  end.  At  present 
the  congregation  is  worshipping  in  this  parish  hall,  but  they 
have  $5,000  towards  a  new  church,  and  plans  have  been 
drawn  for  such  a  building.  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels 
have  secured  a  lot  on  Forty-fifth  street,  Rossmere,  and  have 
plans  for  a  new  church,  their  adult  membership  and  Sunday 
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school  having  so  far  ontg^rown  the  capacity  of  their  present 
building  that  for  several  months  two  large  tents  have  been 
used  for  Sunday  school.  Christ  Church  Mission,  St.  Helen's 
on  the  Columbia,  has  built  and  paid  for,  through  the  gener- 
ous gift  of  the  Messrs.  Muckle,  a  suitable  parish  house,  the 
church  building  has  l)een  put  in  good  repair,  and  electric 
lights  and  steam  heat  installed,  all  at  the  expense  of  the 
twenty-four  communicants  in  the  mission.  Througli  tlie 
help  of  the  reinforcement  fund,  attractive  parish  houses  are 
now  in  use  at  Sutherlin,  Ashland  and  Corvallis.  The 
Rectory  of  Calvary,  Seaside,  has  practically  been  rebuilt  at 
the  expense  of  the  members.  Grace  Church,  Astoria,  has 
added  much  needed  improvements.  On  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  the  Archdeacon  is 
negotiating  for  the  sale  of  our  lot  and  church  building  at 
Wellsdale.  With  the  aid  of  the  reinforcement  fu'nd  the 
church  at  Randon  has  been  painted,  and  the  rectory  prac- 
tically rebuilt.  A  new  ix)rch  has  been  added  to  the  church 
at  Coquille.  Tlie  women  of  St.  Mary's,  Gardiner,  have 
added  an  ample  sacristy  to  their  beautiful  little  churcli.  Our 
congregation  at  North  Bend  has  fitted  up  a  large  room 
over  a  store,  and  worship  there.  They  have  a  lot,  and  hope 
to  build  a  church  in  the  near  future.  The  little  chapel  at 
Woodmere  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  cleaned,  and 
re-carpeted.  St.  Elizabeth's  has  been  equipped  with  new 
kitchen  utensils  by  the  St.  Elizabeth's  helpers,  and  a  com- 
modious veranda  has  been  added,  the  gift  of  Miss  Catherine 
Percival.  A  new  heating  plant  has  been  added  to  the  hos- 
pital, and  the  modern  school  building  for  Bishop  Scott  school 
at  Yamhill  is  now  up  to  the  roof,  and  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  in  September. 

Mr.  Henry  Rodney,  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  left 
$1,000  for  a  memorial  window  to  l)e  placed  in  the  Chapel  of 
St.  Helen's  Hall,  in  commemoration  of  his  sister.  Miss  Mary 
B.  Rcxlney.  This  fund  is  invested,  and  will  accumulate  until 
such  time  as  a  new  Chapel  may  be  built,  should  the  school 
move  to  some  other  location.  Tentative  overtures  have 
reached  the  board  for  the  i)urchase  of  the  present  scho<^l 
site.  No  definite  proposition  has  been  made,  but  we  have 
been  asked  to  set  a  price  on  the  block.  It  will  not  be  many 
years  before  we  shall  have  to  face  the  problem  of  removal. 
It  is  not  improbable  that  we  can  receive  sufficient  on  the 
purchase  price  to  build  a  modern  school  to  accommodate 
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sixty  pupils  elsewhere,  and  have  investment  sufficient  to 
make  a  helpful  endowment. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  purchased  the  lot 
and  church  building  at  Goble,  where  the  Archdeacon  holds 
regular  services.  I^et  me  here  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  work  of  our  "handy  man"  of  the  Diocese,  our  Arch- 
deacon. I  lis  expert  knowledge  of  furnaces,  plumbing,  car- 
pentering, paperhanging ;  his  practical  ability  and  willing- 
ness to  do  anything  for  the  missions,  his  mission  preaching 
and  teaching,  his  loyalty  and  cheerfulness  when  things  don't 
go,  have  made  liini  truly  the  bishop's  eyes,  and  hands,  and 
feet.  In  addition  to  all  this  he  has  taken  on  the  manage- 
ment of  The  Oregon  Churchman,  and  is  rapidly  getting 
it  on  its  feet  financially.  St.  David's  Parish  has  added  a 
well-equipped  playground  which  is  a  joyful  place  for  the 
little  children  of  the  neighborhood.  St.  PauFs  Oregon 
City  has  completed  its  sustaining  wall  of  the  new  church 
which  will  some  day  be  one  of  the  finest  pieces  of  church 
architecture  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  On  the  whole  we 
have  much  to  be  thankful  for  in  the  way  of  material  im- 
provements. 

SIXTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  AND  ENDOWMENTS. 

This  year  marks  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  organized 
work  of  the  Church  in  Oregon.  The  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee  have  planned  a  program  for  a  fitting  celebra- 
tion from  Tuesday,  June  2,  until  Trinity  Sunday,  June  7, 
when  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky  will  be  our  honored  guest 
and  special  speaker.  This  program  will  be  distributed 
tomorrow.  1  hope  that  every  layman  will  be  present  at  the 
men's  dinner  to  be  held  in  the  University  Club  on  Tuesday, 
June  2.  Tickets  $1,  may  be  had  from  the  local  committee 
in  every  parish.  I  cordially  invite  all  the  clergy  of  the 
Diocese  on  behalf  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  myself 
to  come  as  our  guests,  and  also  the  clergy  in  Eastern  Ore- 
gon. The  other  part  of  the  celebration  will  take  place  in 
the  Autumn,  at  the  convenience  of  the  rectors  and  vicars, 
wlien  ])arochial  missions  and  evangelistic  services  will  be 
held  in  as  many  missions  as  possible.  I  hope  the  clergy  of 
]\)rtland  will  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  do  this  sf^ecial 
l)reacliing  for  our  vicars  as  invitations  may  come  to  them. 
A  practical  object  of  the  celebration  this  Spring  is  to  arouse 
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interest  in  the  Bishop  Morris  Jubilee  Fund,  and  to  increase 
it  by  offerings,  personal  gifts,  and  bequests.  This  is  a 
permanent  Endowment  Fund  of  the  lioard  of  Church  Ex- 
tension, the  interest  only  to  be  used  by  them  for  Church 
Extension  work  in  Oregon. 

The  time  has  come  when  we  must  do  our  best  to  secure 
endowments  for  our  parishes,  our  mission  work,  and  espe- 
cially for  our  institutions.  Through  the  efficient  manage- 
ment of  the  Sisters  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  our  St.  Helenas 
Hall  meets  its  current  expenses,  an  almost  unheard  of  thing 
in  a  school  of  this  kind,  and  the  moderate  charge  for  boanl 
and  tuition.  The  alumnae  have  started  an  endowment  fund, 
which  ought  to  be  increased  to  $100,000,  the  interest  thereon 
to  be  used  to  meet  expense  of  building  repairs,  scholarships 
for  worthy  girls  of  parents  of  small  means,  etc.  St.  Helen's 
Hall,  Bishop  Scott  School,  the  (jood  Samaritan  Hospital, 
are  church  institutions,  and  they  are  the  Church's  avenues 
of  service.  They  have  meant  much,  and  still  mean  much, 
for  the  welfare  of  this  state.  There  is  no  better  form  of 
social  service  and  of  healing  than  healing  the  sick  and  pro- 
viding Christian  education  for  the  young.  These  splendid 
institutions  are  yours,  and  church  people  ought  to  be  loyal 
to  them,  and  help  them  financially  as  far  as  possible.  Let 
us  hold  up  the  hands  of  the  faithful  workers  in  these  depart- 
ments of  our  Dicxresan  family  life,  and  encourage  them  by 
assurances  of  our  appreciation  of  their  difficult  tasks,  and 
by  sympathy  and  hopeful  helpfulness. 

PENSIONS  FOR  THE  CLERGY. 

There  is  a  proposal  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  now 
before  the  whole  Church  for  approval  or  rejection  in  the 
various  Dioceses,  and  this  Convention  ought  to  pass  tenta- 
tively on  the  matter. 

If  the  Church  is  to  be  really  efficient  and  her  clergy  are 
to  do  their  best  work,  and  sustain  their  self-respect  before 
the  community,  she  must  have  a  more  consistent  system 
for  the  support,  pension  and  relief  of  the  clergy  and  those 
dependent  upon  them  than  she  now  has.  Xo  calling  can 
respect  itself  which  is  the  object  of  pathetic  appeals  for 
I)ersonal  aid.  Again,  any  organization  to  be  efficient,  must 
retire  men  when,  through  age,  their  strength  is  gone.  A 
bishop  who  for  twenty-five  years  has  done  noble  mission- 
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ary  work  may,  in  the  last  ten  years  of  his  enfeebled  strength, 
set  his  Diocese  back  a  generation.  Efficiency  demands 
retirement  on  a  pension  and  the  service  of  a  younger  man. 
The  same  is  true  in  parishes  and  missions. 

Bishop  Lawrence  is  fathering  this  movement,  and  has 
secured  the  best  actuarial  al>ility  in  formulating  a  plan.  It 
is  big  business,  and  no  better  or  greater  work  is  before  the 
Church  than  to  put  it  in  operation. 

MINIMUM  CLERICAL  STIPENDS. 

The  stipends  of  our  vicars  is  now  uniformly  $1,000,  wnth 
rectory,  or  an  allowance  of  $15  per  month  for  house  rent, 
and  these  are  paid  promptly  monthly.  This  is  much  better 
than  under  our  old  plan,  whereby  they  received  $600  or 
$800  per  annum,  and  that  irregularly.  It  is  sometimes  said 
that  clerg>'men  are  pcx^r  business  men.  I  submit  that  the 
business  ability  shown  by  our  clergy,  to  bring  up  a  family, 
live  with  self-respect,  and  meet  the  demands  resting  on 
them  and  keep  out  of  debt — upon,  the  meager  salaries  paid 
them — is  evidence  of  remarkable  business  ability.  Their 
lives  are  not  idle  nor  luxurious-,  and  w^th  many  depreviatio'ns 
they  bravely  face,  without  complaint,  the  stern  problems  of 
existence.  All  honor  to  them,  and  to  their  heroic  wives — 
cheery  helpmates,  good  mothers,  capable  housekeepers, 
gracious  home-makers,  true  mothers  in  Israel  to  parishioners 
— for  the  courageous  and  faithful  ministry  in  a  field  where, 
at  best,  the  Church  has  a  difficult  task.  No  value  in  terms 
of  dollars  and  cents  can  be  placed  upon  the  helpful  wife 
of  a  clergyman ;  but  the  parish  that  is  blessed  with  such 
an  one  ought  to  add  at  least  $500  a  year  to  their  rector's 
salary  as  a  thank  offering.  In  view  of  increased  living 
exi>enses,  I  lovingly  counsel  the  laity  to  see  to  it  that  the 
minimum  salary  for  priests  in  this  I>iocese  shall  be  $1,200 
for  those  who  are  unmarried,  and  $1,500  for  those  who  are 
married. 

MISSIONARY  DEFICIT. 

Our  own  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  is 
not  alone  in  showing  a  decrease  in  income  this  year.  Four 
great  missionary  s(Kieties,  handling  together  $5,000,000  a 
year,  end  their  fiscal  year  this  Spring  with  deficits  which 
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total  $648,000.  The  reason  given  by  the  Baptist  Board 
for  their  deficit  is  '*the  lack  of  amy  supreme  appeal  com- 
pelling no  unusual  interest." 

Our  own  local  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  weathered 
the  storm  of  financial  distress  better  than  we  feared  a 
month  ago,  but  unless  parishes  and  missions  send  Mr.  Hast- 
ings part  of  their  apportionments  during  the  Summer  months 
the  Board  will  be  unable  to  meet  the  stipends  of  our  vicars. 
I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  reason  given  by  the  Baptist 
Mission  Board  for  their  deficits  and  financial  difficulties 
is  correct,  viz. :  "the  lack  of  a  supreme  appeal."  Just  what 
the  Baptists  mean  by  a  "supreme  appeal"  I  do  not  know. 
"Whirlwind  campaigns,"  which  do  hot  commend  them- 
selves to  us,  seem  to  be  supreme  efforts.  If  you  give  as 
a  reason  for  our  failure  to  meet  apportionment,  for  our 
deficit  in  funds  for  church  extension  "the  lack  of  any 
supreme  appeal,"  I  know  what  you  as  churchmen  ought  to 
mean,  e.  g.,  our  Lord's  supreme  appeal  to  us  to  build  U]) 
His  Kingdom  here  and  now.  It  is  that  which  compels 
uncommon  interest :  it  is  that  which  gives  vision  and  in- 
spiration :  it  is  that  which  changes  a  deficit  to  a  surplus.  It 
is  precisely  that  appeal  which,  for  the  most  i)art,  we  have  not 
given.  Here  and  there  there  have  been  exceptions,  but  for 
the  most  part  we  have  been  content  with  half-hearted  an- 
nouncements of  missionary  offerings,  with  such  statements 
that  we  have  3,600  communicants  and  if  each  communicant 
gave  $2  per  year,  all  apix)rtionments  could  be  met,  and 
necessary  funds  raised.  Some  i)laces  had  no  missionary 
system  in  the  parish,  have  talked  woefully  alxjut  our  large 
apportionments,  and  have  allowed  nearly  a  year  to  pass 
without  action.  5>ome  have  depended  u|x>n  bazaars,  teas 
and  suppers  for  income.  In  all  this,  there  has  l>een  no 
"supreme  appeal,"  and  the  result  is  a  deficit.  \\c  must  get 
beyond  this  mathematical  distribution  of  a  budget.  We 
must  make  the  supreme  api)eal  for  buiUling  the  Kingdom 
of  God  here  in  Oregon  and  the  world  today!  We  must  i)lace 
responsibility  where  it  belongs.     All  communicants  are  not 

equally  well  off ;  some  cannot  be  reached  and  some  can 
give  very  little.  Some  can  give  $200  as  easily  as  others 
can  give  $2.  Our  people  must  be  k)vingly  instructed  th.:it 
they  are  Kingdom  builders,  with  a  charter  and  commission 
from  the  King.  When  they  catch  this  vision ;  when  they 
hear  this  supreme  appeal,  they  will  give  as  the  Lx)rd  has 
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prospered  them,  not  because  other  communicants  have  given 
a  $2  quota. 

1  do  not  ask  you,  brethren  of  the  clergy,  to  beg.  I  do 
ask  you  to  adopt  some  well-tried  system.  Above  all,  I 
urge  you  to  present  the  supreme  appeal  and  you  will  find 
those  who  are  able  to  give  $50,  $100  or  $200  for  the  build- 
ing of  the  Kingdom  in  your  parish,  the  diocese  and  church 
at  large,  willing  and  ready  to  do  so.  Money-raising  cam- 
paigns— for  ^'World's  Christian  Citizenship  Conference," 
*'Rose  Festivals,"  "Ships  for  Alaska,"  ''State  Publicity," 
and  the  like,  obscure  the  needs  of  some  of  our  best  forms 
of  church  and  charitable  work.  It  is  surely  fair  to  plead 
with  our  own  people  to  think  of  the  needs  of  their  parishes, 
their  hospital  and  church  schools,  and  not  let  them  suffer 
for  the  need  of  a  few  thousand  dollars,  while  hundreds  of 
thousands  are  being  raised  for  other  purposes.  There  is, 
thank  (jod,  a  growing  number  of  our  Church  people  who 
give  thoughtfully,  systematically  and  according  to  their 
means,  and  their  number  will  increase  in  response  to  the 
appeal  supreme,  when  enthusiastically  and  inspiringly  pre- 
sented. 

Think  what  master  builders  of  the  Kingdom  we  church- 
men ought  to  be,  with  our  &)d-given  tools  and  equipment — 
the  Apostolic  Ministry — the  Ilible — the  Prayer  Book — the 
Sacraments.  If  the  modern  churchman  can  i>erceive  some- 
thing of  the  greatness  and  glory  of  the  Empire  of  Christ, 
the  missionary  enterprise  will  evoke  a  deeper  enthusiasm 
and  elicit  a  more  adequate  response ;  for  the  missionary 
cause  is  not  a  work  of  supererogation  which  may  be  left  to 
the  elect  few,  but  an  essential  part  of  the  churches  truer  and 
deeper  life.  Salvation  is  not  regarded  as  a  deliverance  from 
an  eternal  death  or  future  punishment,  but  as  an  entrance 
into  a  richer  and  fuller  life  now.  The  missionary  appeal 
no  longer  relies  on  a  vivid  imagination  to  picture  a  fearful 
l)recipice  over  which  thousands  of  souls  are  walking  blind- 
fold every  second  and  falling  into  an  eternity  of  unspeak- 
able woe ;  but  it  fixes  its  gaze  on  the  army  of  the  unem- 
ployed, on  women  and  little  children  in  factories,  the  im- 
moral or  unsanitary  condition  of  cities,  the  sick,  the  prisoner, 
the  consumptive,  and  it  draws  a  contrast  not  between  the 
joys  of  an  imaginary  heaven  and  the  miseries  of  a  mate- 
rialistic hell :  but  between  the  fulness  of  the  divine  life 
within  the  soul  of  the  reconciled  son  and  the  emptiness  of 
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him  in  the  far  country  who  has  not  yet  come  to  himself,  but 
would  fain  be  filled  with  the  husks  swine  did  eat.  What 
we  must  do  is  not  merely  to  arouse  interest  for  missions,  and 
beg  a  meager  api)ortionment.  We  must  create  a  passion 
for  the  Kingdom  to  come — to  Ikj  set  up  u|X)n  earth  now. 
W^hen  the  i>resent  interest  in  missionary  work  has  l>ecn 
replaced  by  this  supreme  appeal,  by  a  deep  sense  of  imperial 
resjx)nsibility,  and  a  passionate  enthusiasm  to  take  up  the 
Christ-Man's  burden,  the  mere  question  of  finances  will 
sink  into  insignificance  before  the  larger  and  far  more 
serious  question  of  vital  resources. 

The  Church,  as  a  Church,  is  giving  far  more  liberally 
to  the  support  of  the  work  than  she  ever  gave ;  but  the  w^ork 
is  making  greater  demands.  Of  course  it  is  because  the 
Church  is  growing.  The  taxes  of  a  town  increase,  and  men 
expect  them  to  increase,  or  the  town  is  a  dying  or  dead 
town.  Our  financial  difficulty  will  not  be  met  by  increas- 
ing appeals  to  those  within  the  Church  who  are  already  doing 
their  utmost,  but  by  bringing  those  who  are  outside  within 
reach  of  the  appeals.  Lack  of  money  is  but  a  symptom,  the 
most  apparent  but  the  least  serious  uf  a  sjMritual  anaemia. 
It  is  not  rouge,  but  blood,  that  is  wanted :  not  money,  but 
bread.  The  demand  is  for  more  religious  life.  It  is  not 
sufficient  to  solicit  merely  the  interest  of  people  in  build- 
ing up  the  Kingdom;  our  problem  is  to  arouse  their  pas- 
sion for  it.  The  interest  of  the  child  is  childlike,  but  the 
mere  interest  of  the  adult  is  childish.  Our  lUessed  Lord 
endured  the  agony  of  a  Gethsemane  and  the  heartbreak  of  a 
Calvary,  and  went  to  His  death  amidst  apparent  failure  and 
defeat,  content  to  forsee  the  result  of  the  travail  of  I  lis  soul 
which  should  satisfv.  Must  it  be  said  that  His  Church  can 
only  carry  on  His  work  as  she  sees  successes  carefully 
tabulated  into  statistics,  which  will  enable  her  to  work  out 
the  ratio  between  souls  saved  and  dollars  subscribed?  Can 
the  work  which  was  initiated  by  the  Passion  of  Christ  only 
be  carried  on  as  it  appeals  to  the  interest  of  the  Church 
on  a  business  budget  basis  of  $2  per  year  per  communicant  ? 
Church  extension  is  not  business  at  all.  but  the  building  of 
a  Kingdom,  and  it  demands  imperial  ideas  and  imperial 
resources  of  brain  and  heart  and  personal  service  and  devo- 
tion in  the  Church  that  would  carry  it  on.  Secure  these  and 
the  financial  resources  will  be  forthcoming. 
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Has  the  time  not  come  when  we  must  stop  using  business 
figures  of  speech — the  tailor's  maxim  of  "cutting  one's  coat 
according  to  one's  cloth" — and  also  when  we  must  lay  less 
stress  on  military  methods  of  w-ork — inspiring  as  it  is  to  sing, 
**Onward,  Christian  Soldiers,"  and  "Soldiers  of  Christ, 
Arise." 

A  few  days  ago  a  senior  w^arden  in  one  of  our  missions 
came  to  see  me  and  said:  *'Do  vou  and  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  realize  what  it  is  we  have  to  fight  against  here? 
The  Presbyterians,  the  Baptists,  the  Methodists,  have  large 
Sunday  schools ;  they  give  rewards  and  entertainments ; 
they  have  large  orchestras,  and  newcomers  to  the  town  are 
under  the  impression  that  it  is  not  good  for  their  business, 
or  social  standing,  to  be  members  of  a  feeble  flock,  and  so 
they  join  the  most  attractive  and  entertaining  place,  de- 
nomination. Do  you  see  what  we  have  to  fight  against, 
and  contend  with?" 

I  believe  he  was  greatly  relieved,  and  encouraged  and 
cheered  wiien  w-e  reminded  him  that  we  "wrestle  not  against 
flesh  and  blood,  but  only  against  spiritual  wickedness,"  and 
further  explained  that  I  cared  nothing  for  the  rewards, 
entertainments,  attractions  which  draw  the  crowds  else- 
where. Our  warfare  is  not  carnal,  but  spiritual,  and  our 
work  is  not  military,  but  civil.  The  Church  is  in  this 
Diocese — in  these  strategic  towns  wlicre  she  has  little  i)res- 
tige — to  build,  to  lay  the  foundation  of  "the  Faith  once 
delivered  to  the  Saints."  Tf  our  clergy  did  not  believe  this 
they  would  leave  the  Di(3cese  utterly  discouraged  by  the 
unequal  warfare  as  described  by  the  senior  warden,  and 
typical  of  all  our  towns.  Thank  Ciod  for  our  staff  of  earnest 
zealous  priests  in  this  Diocese.  I  know  your  problems,  my 
brothers,  and  the  difficulties  of  your  respective  fields,  and 
I  appreciate  your  patience,  your  loyalty  and  perseverance. 
There  is  nothing  now  romantic  about  the  Church's  work  in 
Oregon  like  the  romance  of  the  foreign  field.  It  is  prosaic 
work.  Vou  are  not  so  nnicli  a  regiment  of  soldiers  to  stonn 
a  fortress  picturesquely,  with  a  moving  picture  outfit  for 
the  Spirit  of  A  Fissions  in  the  rear,  and  then  to  rest  uix)n  your 
laurels.  No.  your  work  is  harder.  \\)u  are  builders,  crafts- 
men, master  masons,  workmen  who  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed — excavators,  foundation  layers,  stone  upon  stone, 
here  a  little,  there  a  little:  a  difficult  task,  but  of  infinite 
importance,  for  it  is  the  empire  of  Christ — ^the  Kingdom  ojf 
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God — you  arc  building,  and  therefore  worth  infinite  pa- 
tience, wisdom  and  efficiency.  Church  extension  work  to- 
day demands  that  the  appeal  should  rest  on  the  depth  of 
religious  life,  on  definite  constructive  teaching  of  the  facts 
of  our  holy  Faith,  rather  than  on  a  sui)erficial  sentiment 
which  is  nourished  by  the  romantic  in  the  missionary's 
story.  The  romantic  has  largely  passed  away,  and  the  time 
has  come  when  the  plain  and  often  prosaic  story  of  excava- 
tion and  foundation  laying  should  evoke  even  a  greater 
enthusiasm  than  the  hair-breadth  escapes  and  daring  adven- 
tures of  the  pioneer.  And  so,  brethren  of  the  laity,  I 
counsel  you,  nay,  I  charge  you,  rally  around  your  clergy 
as  you  have  never  done  before.  Cement  their  work,  and 
see  to  it  that  they  are  not  compelled  to  make  bricks  without 
straw.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHLRCH  EXTENSION. 

To  the  Tzifcnty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon: 

During  the  year  your  Board  has  held  eleven  meetings 
with  an  average  attendance  of  seven  members. 

There  have  been  perhaps  more  than  the  usual  number  of 
changes  among  the  clergy  in  our  mission  field,  and  there 
are  now  but  fifteen  missionaries  in  the  Diocese  as  compared 
with  seventeen  a  year  ago.  We  have  suffered  a  loss  through 
the  death  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Lucas,  of  Ashland,  the  vacancy 
thus  created  being  filled  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Hamaker. 

Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  has  retired  from  charge  of  the  Clatsop 
County  Missions  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Rev.  J.  O. 
Vince ;  Rev.  W.  B.  Hamilton  has  moved  from  St.  Luke's, 
Grants  Pass,  to  St.  Mark's,  Medford,  succeeding  Rev.  Jos. 
Shearin :  Rev.  J.  D.  Rice  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  St. 
John's,  Sellwood,  and  Rev.  F.  O.  Jones  has  resigned  at 
Yaquina  Bay.  As  a  result  of  these  changes  the  missions  at 
Grants  Pass  and  Yaquina  Bay  are  at  present  supplied  by 
non-resident  clergy.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  a  resident 
missionary  will  be  assigned  to  Grants  Pass  in  the  very  near 
future.

In  view  of  the  rather  depressed  general  business  condi- 
tions which  have  prevailed  throughout  the  entire  country 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  the  above  figures  arc 
very  satisfactory  indeed.  There  is  some  feeling  of  disap- 
pointment over  the  reduced  receipts  from  Diocesan  appor- 
tionments, but  particular  attention  is  directed  to  an  increase 
of  $650.00  in  the  amount  paid  in  by  Missions  on  account  of 
their  pledges  for  stipends.  Not  only  have  these  payments  to 
the  family  fund  of  the  Board  been  thus  substantially  in- 
creased, but  the  Missions  have  also  paid  large  demands  for 
street  improvement,  taxes  and  extraordinary  repairs,  to 
meet  which  in  former  years  assistance  from  the  Board  or 
from  other  sources  would  have  been  necessary. 

This  showing  clearly  supports  the  behef  entertained  by 
the  members  of  your  Board  that  with  due  attention  given  to 
the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Missions  there  will  result  larger 
effort  toward  self-supiK)rt  financially. 

Progress  in  religious  activity  in  the  Diocese  is  gratifying 
and  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  hearty  co- 
operation which  has  been  extended  by  the  faithful  clergy  and 
laity  in  the  Diocese.  The  work  is  an  important  one,  and  our 
resources  are  limited,  but  with  a  continuation  of  the  support 
which  we  earnestly  invite  corresponding  progress  must  be 
inevitable.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HOSPITAL  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OREGON. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Tzventy-sixth  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon: 

The  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon 
hereby  submits  the  following  report : 

During  the  past  year  twelve  regular  and  two  special  meet- 
ings have  been  held  with  an  average  attendance  of  ^ve  and 
one-half.  Considering  that  three  members  of  the  Board 
were  present  at  the  General  Convntion  and  one  clerical  mem- 
ber was  transferred  East,  while  another  member  of  the  Board 
visited  the  Orient,  the  attendance  of  the  members  at  Board 
meetings  shows  the  interest  that  is  taken  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  the  object  of  the  Board  has  been  that  of 
greater  efficiency.  To  that  end  experts  have  been  employed 
with  the  view  of  l)ringing  the  administration  of  the  FIos- 
pital  up  to  the  highest  possible  standard.  If  large  so-called 
up-to-date  business  houses  feel  the  necessity  of  such  action 
your  Trustees  cannot  be  criticized  for  following  a  similar 
course.  It  was  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  Trustees 
learned  that  sterling  honesty  had  been  found  everywhere, 
and  with  changes  in  certain  details  your  Trustees  believe 
that  the  methods  now  used  in  the  Hospital  are  modern  and 
will  give  the  efficiency  the  Board  desires. 

Many  of  these  changes  such  as  additional  store  rooms 
and  changing  of  routine  in  handling  of  stock  were  made  pos- 
sible by  the  erection  of  the  new  central  heating  plant.  The 
vacating  of  the  several  boiler  rooms  gave  the  additional 
store  room,  so  that  now  all  the  stock  of  the  Hospital  is  under 
the  convenient  control  of  the  efficient  stewardess. 

Not  only  that,  but  the  erection  of  the  central  heating 
plant  does  away  with  the  fear  of  fire,  as  no  fires  are  now^  in 
the  Hospital  (save  for  cooking  purposes  only),  nurses' 
home,  laundry,  etc.,  but  all  are  heated  from  the  central  plant. 
Other  improvements  are  the  installing  of  the  new  elevator, 
which  is  now  in  course  of  erection,  and  the  changing  of  the 
stairs  at  the  entrance,  both  of  which  will  go  a  long  way  in 
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making  for  efficiency  in  handling  the  affairs  of  the  Hos- 
pital. Another  improvement  is  the  installing  of  the  "tell- 
tale-signal" so  that  the  office  will  at  once  know  if  a  patient 
in  any  part  of  the  Hospital  is  being  neglected  by  any  nurse 
who  is  supposed  to  be  on  duty. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Nurses'  Home  the 
Trustees  have  been  compelled  to  rent  one  of  the  cottages. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  is  only  a  makeshift,  and  we  trust 
that  in  the  near  future  some  kind  donor,  or  donors,  will  be 
found  who  will  provide  the  means  to  enlarge  the  Nurses* 
Home,  where  all  the  Murscs  can  be  domiciled  in  the  same 
building. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  received  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Seth  Luen  Pope  $5000  for  the  founding  of  a  bed 
for  indigent  Masons,  and  $1000  from  Mr.  A.  H.  Devers  to 
complete  the  Nellie  H.  Devers  Memorial  Red. 

The  Board  desires  once  again  to  place  on  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  able  management  and  faithful  services 
re^idered  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Superintendent,  Miss  Lover- 
idge,  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  Miss  Welch,  and  Miss 
Jolly,  the  head  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Owing  to  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Remington  the 
Convention  will  be  called  upon  to  elect  a  clergj^man  to  fill 
out  his  unexpired  term.  The  retiring  Trustees  are  the  Rev. 
H.  R.  Talbot  and  Dr.  S.  E.  Josephi.

To  the  Ttventy-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Dioeese  of 
Oregon: 

The  Board  of  School  Trustees  hereby  submits  to  the  con- 
vention its  report  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1914,  with 
the  following  statements  attached: 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Disbursements. 
Summary  of  Assets  and  Liabilities. 

In  September,  1913,  the  Board,  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  submitted  to  the  last  convention,  formally  opened 
Bishop  Scott  School,  on  the  property  near  Yamhill,  Oregon. 
On  account  of  the  limited  facilities  of  the  present  buildings 
and  equipment,  no  effort  was  made  to  procure  a  large  at- 
tendance, and  the  energies  of  the  Board  and  the  school 
officers  were  directed  toward  arrangements  for  the  future 
esta])lishment  of  the  school  in  buildings  and  with  equip- 
ment commensurate  to  the  aims  of  the  Board  and  the  plans 
of  the  institution.  Plans  and  specifications  for  the  new 
building  were  prepared  by  Architects  Jacobberger  &  Smith 
after  freciuent  consultation  with  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Board  and  contracts  were  let  for  the  erection  of  the 
building,  painting  and  installation  of  plumbing  and  drainage 
at  a  total  cost  of  $19,991.  The  building  is  progressing 
rapidly  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September.  It 
will  be  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  at  least  50  boys 
and  will  l)u  thoroughly  e([uipped,  according  to  the  m<^st 
modern  atid  efficient  methods. 

To  provide  funds  for  the  construction  of  this  building, 
to  reconstruct  the  private  road  leading  to  the  property 
from  Yamhill  and  to  retire  the  outstanding  mortgage  on  the 
St.  Helen's  Hall  gymnasium  (owned  by  this  Board  and 
leased  to  the  Hall )  a  Ix^nd  mortgage  was  placed  on  the 
property  of  the  Board  on  Nineteenth  street,  in  the  City  of 
Portland,  covered  by  the  lease,  to  Fred  A.  Jacobs.  The 
total  bond  issue  provided  for  by  this  mortgage  is  $50,000, 
drawing  interest  at  6  per  cent  per  annum.  Of  these  $35,000 
in  amount  were  sold  at  90,  bringing  the  interest  charge 
to  7  per  cent,  and  realizing  $31,500.    An  adequate  sinking 
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fund  is  provided  by  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  by  which 
there  is  set  aside  from  the  income  of  the  property  from 
rentals  of  Fred  A.  Jacobs  and  the  Metropolitan  Investment 
Company,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  all  interest  on  the 
outstanding  bonds  and  to  retire  them  at  their  respective 
serial  maturities. 

A  formal  announcement  of  the  physical  properties  and 
the  curriculum  and  faculty  for  the  next  school  year  will  be 
made  in  the  near  future.  The  Board  bespeaks  for  the  new 
sch(X)l  under  the  old  name  so  well  known  to  Oregonians, 
the  cordial  and  enthusiastic  support  of  the  Convention  and 
the  Diocese.

The  report  of  the  Sister  Superior  shows  a  gratifyitig  con- 
dition of  the  school  as  to  scholarship  and  support.  The  un- 
favorable financial  conditions  of  the  country  have  had  a 
slight  effect  upon  both  attendance  and  collections,  but  it  is 
confidently  believed  that  the  next  year  will  show  a  marked 
increase. 

The  Board  desires  again  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of 
the  establishment  of  an  endowment  for  St.  Helen's  Hall. 
The  Board  has  been  compelled  during  the  year  to  increase 
its  mortgage  indebtedness  to  the  extent  of  $2,000,  in  order 
to  provide  for  current  expenditures,  and  unless  some  ar- 
rangement is  made  it  is  inevitable  that  this  mortgage  in- 
debtedness will  continue  to  increase.  The  Sisters  of  St. 
John  the  Baptist  are  doing  more  than  could  be  expected 
of  them  in  providing  for  the  actual  running  expenses  of 
the  school  without  calling  upon  the  diocese  for  support.  The 
Board  has  held  several  meetings  with  the  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  General  Alumnae  Association  of  St.  Helen's 
Hall,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  within  the  near 
future  a  definite  plan  will  be  announced,  which  should  result 
in  a  permanent  endowment  fund  of  sufficient  size  to  pro- 
vide for  miscellaneous  current  expenses  and  for  improve- 
ments in  the  physical  properties.

Up  to  Christmas  the  number  of  resident  pupils  was  36 
only;  new  ones  came  in  after  the  holidays,  so  that  for 
the  next  three  months  the  number  was  42 ;  at  present  it  is 
40.  There  were  fewer  withdrawals  in  February  than  there 
have  been  for  several  years,  and  there  are  already  applica- 
tions for  entrance  in  September,  so  that  the  outlook  is 
encouraging.  We  consider  the  girls  themselves  very  satis- 
factory and  from  the  class  which  the  school  desires  to 
reach. 

The  day  school  is  smaller  than  it  has  been,  especially  the 
elementary  department.  But  here  again  the  quality  has 
been  excellent  and  the  attendance  steady.  The  class  in 
sewing  and  the  theoretical  course  in  domestic  science  have 
been  popular  and  appreciated.  Next  year  we  shall  have 
a  Montessori  room  for  little  children  which,  if  it  proves 
as  attractive  as  our  kindergarten  was,  will  help  to  build  up 
the  day  school. 

Of  last  year's  graduating  class  two  have  entered  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oregon ;  one  the  University  of  Washington ;  one 
Wilson  College,  Chambersburg,  Pa.;  one  is  at  an  Eastern 
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school;  seve'n  are  at  home,  and  three  are  still  at  the  Hall 
doing  special  or  collegiate  work.  We  expect  to  send  one 
pupil  to  Wellesley  College  in  September,  and  we  have  one 
preparing  for  Bryn  Mawr  and  one  for  Barnard.  There  has 
been  great  interest  this  year  in  the  music  department,  espe- 
cially the  vocal  music,  and  the  gymnasium  work  with  the 
new  side  of  aesthetic  dancing  has  been  a  real  delight  to 
the  girls,  both  old  and  young.  We  hope  to  keep  with 
us  next  year  the  teachers  in  these  departments,  as  well  as 
others  of  our  present  staff. 

For  a  school  year  of  good  health,  good  work  and  good 
tone,  we  can  only  feel  gratitude  to  God  and  to  all  our 
kind  friends  and  helpers,  our  bishop,  our  chaplain,  the  Rev. 
W.  A.  M.  Breck,  Dr.  Morrison  and  other  members  of  our 
Board  of  Trustee,  and  our  physician,  Dr.  Holt  Wilson.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMISSION  OF 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  OREGON. 

To  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese: 

The  commission,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Russell 
Talbot,  president,  and  Mr.  Ralph  Hahn,  secretary,  and 
Messrs.  C.  A.  Bell  and  E.  R.  Hyde  and  Chaplain  Howard, 
has  held  meetings  from  time  to  time,  at  the  call  of  the 
president,  a'nd  considered  and  acted  upon  such  matters  as 
came  within  the  province  of  the  commission. 

At  the  request  of  the  commission  the  superintendent  of 
schools  authorized  the  teaching  at  the  Stephen's  school  of 
a  course  in  ethics  this  school  year. 

The  members  of  the  commission  have  visited  the  rooms 
during  the  instruction  in  ethics  and  tested  the  teaching  and 
results  and  would  report  that  the  experiment  has  been  suc- 
cessful, and  has  warranted  its  extension  to  other  grade 
schools,  being  approved  by  the  principal  and  teachers  as  a 
practical  way  to  teach  ethics. 

The  two  clerical  members  of  the  commission  have  planned 
and  conducted  something  new  under  the  sun — a  Social 
Service  Mission,  consisting  of  special  devotions,  hymns  and 
addresses,  to  arouse  and  inspire  by  teaching  the  social 
gospel,  ^nd  by  conferences  with  the  leading  persons  and 
societies  of  the  community  to  promote  the  common  weal. 
Out  of  the  soil  which  the  commission  has  assisted  in  culti- 
vating, and  in  the  atmosphere  which  it  has  helped  to  gen- 
erate, has  grown  up  the  Social  Service  League  of  the  church 
in  Portland,  which  has  done  much  to  promote  lines  of  work 
which  the  commission  has  advocated  and  to  secure  the  larger 
co-operation  of  the  church  people,  and  others  interested  in 
social  service  in  Portland. 

Expenses  have  been  borne  by  members  of  the  commission 
and  friends  of  social  service,  but  for  the  future  the  conven- 
tion might  well  consider  making  some  provision  for  meet- 
ing the  cost  of  bringing  the  church  into  active  touch  with 
the  vital  problems  of  this  age  of  social  reconstruction.

REPORT  OF  THE  RURAL  DEAN  OF  THE  NORTHERN 

CONVOCATION. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Convetu- 
tion  of  the  Dioeese  of  Oregon: 

As  an  official  report  of  the  second  year  of  the  Northern 
Convocation  its  rural  Dean  begs  to  offer  the  following: 

Two  excellent  and  largely  attended  meetings  of  the  North- 
ern Convocation  have  been  held  during  the  past  convention 
year.  The  first  was  held  at  St.  Mark's  Church,  Portland, 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  December  9  and  10.  1913.  On 
Tuesday  evening,  our  good  Bishop  conducted  "a  quiet  hour" 
of  most  helpful  heart-to-heart  meditations.  Th<i  next  day, 
after  Holy  Communion  at  7:30  A.  M.,  the  women  of  St. 
Mark's  provided  a  substantial  and  most  acceptable  break- 
fast for  the  delegates,  and  the  same  can  truly  be  said  of  the 
luncheon  served  by  them  at  the  noon  hour. 

The  prescribed  subject  for  discussion  in  the  morning  was: 
"The  Church's  advancement  in  Our  Diocese."  A  carefully 
prepared  paper  was  read  by  Archdeacon  Chambers,  and  fol- 
lowed by  Reverend  Messrs.  Talbot  and  Taylor,  as  speakers. 
Practically  all  ])resent  took  part  in  the  general  discussion 
that  followed. 

In  the  aftern(X)n.  after  a  short  business  session,  the  pre- 
scril>ed  subject,  "Modern  Christian  Healing,"  was  most  ably 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morrison,  who  was  followed  as 
speakers,  by  the  Reverend  Messrs.  J.  E.  H.  Simpson  and 
F.  M.  Raum.  The  general  discussion  that  followed  gave 
proof  of  the  intense  interest  had  by  all  in  this  subject. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Northern  Convocation  was  held 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  February  10  and  11,  1914,  at  St. 
John's  Church  fSellwood),  Portland. 

At  the  evening  service,  the  Rev.  C  W.  Robinson  gave 
pre-f.ental  meditations  of  a  most  useful  and  instructive  char- 
acter. After  the  early  Communion  on  Wednesday,  the 
women  of  the  Mission  served  an  excellent  breakfast,  and 
later,  at  noon,  they  again  served  a  very  delightful  luncheon. 

The  prescribed  subject  for  discussion  in  the  morning  was: 
"How  Can  Christians  Unite  for  the  Common  Betterment?" 
This  subject  was  ably  presented  by  the  Rev.  C.  II.  H.  Bloor, 
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who  was  followed,  as  speakers,  by  the  Reverend  Messrs.  E. 
II.  Clark  and  F.  K.  Howard.  An  animated  and.  instructive 
general  discussion  continued  till  the  noon  hour.  After 
luncheon  and  a  short  business  session,  the  second  prescribed 
subject:  "How  Can  We  Hold  Our  Young  Men  for  the 
Church"  was  presented  in  clear  and  forcible  words  by  Dean 
Ramsey.  The  appointed  vspeakers  that  followed  were  the 
Reverend  Messrs.  T.  F.  Bowen  and  J.  O.  Vincc,  with  a  gen- 
eral discussion.  Bishop  Scadding  then  gave  a  general  sum- 
mary of  the  day's  work,  closing  with  His  Benediction. 

Both  of  the  meetings  filled  us  with  cheer,  because  of  the 
evident  interest  of  the  clergy,  who,  with  but  two  or  three  ex- 
ceptions, were  present  at  both  of  these  meetings,  and  because 
of  the  good  results  they  left  for  us  of  the  clergy,  and  also 
for  the  congregations  where  these  meetings  were  held.  We 
desire  that  there  go  on  record,  our  high  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  and  kindly  manner  in  which  the  people  of  both  St. 
Mark's  and  St.  John's  cared  for  each  of  these  meetings  of 
this  Convocation.  Both  meetings  contained  much  to  stim- 
ulate spiritual  energy,  and  to  inspire  to  high  resolves.  If  the 
clergy  and  representatives  of  the  several  parishes  of  this 
Convocation  can  be  brought  to  realize  the  real  worth  of  these 
meetings,  we  shall  surely  find  in  them  a  significant  factor 
of  ui^lift  and  a  common  good  for  all  concerned.

To  the  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Dioeese  of 
of  Oregon-: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  report  as  Chaplain  for  the  vear 
ending  April  30,  1914. 

T  have  officiated  at  the  morning  services  each  Lord's  Day 
in  the  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints',  as  well  as  on  the  greater 
Holy  Days,  and  in  Lent,  and  given  some  time  to  pastoral 
visits. 

As  priest  of  All  Saints',  the  (lood  Samaritan  Hospital  and 
City  Missions,  I  have  officiated  at  five  baptisms  and  eleven 
burials,  and  made  many  visits  to  families  and  individuals  as 
need  required. 

T  have  tried  to  keep  more  or  less  in  touch  with  the  police, 
judges  and  other  public  officials,  and  the  theatres,  saloons 
and  public  institutions  where  one  finds  ix:)ints  of  contact  with 
human  beings. 

I  have  co-operated  with  others,  individually  and  collect- 
ively, in  social-service  work,  especially  with  the  Associated 
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Charities  and  the  Visiting  Nurses.  I  have  been  an  active 
member  of  the  Oregon  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  and  have 
given  time  and  thought  to  promoting  the  uniform  bill  for 
'*One  Day's  Rest  in  Seven/*  prepared  by  the  American  Asso- 
ciation for  Labor  Legislation,  and  being  pushed  for  enact- 
ment in  every  State  by  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches 
of  Christ  in  America.  I  would  bespeak  the  active  support 
of  our  Church  people  throughout  the  State  of  Oregon  for 
this  much-needed  and  humane  legislation,  to  the  end  that 
men  and  women  may  have  opportunity  for  rest  and  wor- 
ship at  least  one  day  in  seven. 

Resides  the  Chaplain's  ministry  as  an  individual,  his  prin- 
cipal work  has  l)een  the  securing  of  an  organization  of  men 
and  women,  which  has  now  been  active  since  the  first  of  the 
year,  as  **Thc  Episcopal  Social  Service  League,"  exercising 
the  ministry  of  the  Church  along  four  lines,  as  follow-s: 

First :  Social  service  ministry  in  the  Good  Samaritan 
Hospital,  with  the  principal  object  of  establishing  a  con- 
valescent home. 

Second :  Same  ministry,  as  need  requires,  in  the  city  gen- 
erally, with  the  chief  purpose  of  establishing  a  reading  room, 
or  other  agency,  for  getting  in  touch  with  the  homeless  and 
churchless  population  of  Portland. 

Third :  To  provide  the  services  and  other  ministrations  of 
the  Church  in  the  city  and  county  public  institutions  and 
elsewhere  as  opportunity  offers. 

Fourth  :  To  maintain  a  fellowship  which  will  befriend 
and  protect  the  stranger,  especially  of  our  own  communion, 
until  he  or  she  has  been  transplanted  and  has  taken  root  in 
the  Church  in  Portland. 

The  services  of  the  Church  have  been  continued  at  the 
County  Farm,  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each  month,  bv  the 
Chaplain  and  other  members  of  the  League  from  the 
Parishes  of  Trinity,  All  Saints',  St.  David's  and  St  Mark's, 
who  provide  magazines,  papers,  flowers  and  cheery  greet- 
ings to  brighten  tlie  lives  of  the  inmates. 

Services  were  conducted  in  the  Municipal  Court  Room  of 
the  City  Jail  on  the  afternoons  of  the  Lord's  Day  in  April, 
the  music  being  furnished  by  a  quartette  of  young  men. 
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Under  the  auspices  of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood,  services 
have  been  maintained  every  Sunday  night  at  the  Men's 
Reading  Room  and  during  the  two  last  weeks  of  Lent  at  the 
noon  hour.  A  successful  forum  has  been  conducted  each 
Saturday  night,  where  speakers  have  presented  to  men  at 
the  Reading  Room  the  Social  Gospel  and  the  constructive 
forces  of  modern  society  have  been  emphasized. 

One  of  the  most  beneficent  developments  of  the  League 
has  been  the  work  originated  and  conducted  by  Mrs.  P'rank 
Purse,  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  whereby  the  workers  get 
in  touch  with  and  minister  to  the  women  and  girls  in  the 
city  and  county  jails,  an  undertaking  that  should  enli.st  the 
sympathetic  support  of  all  good  women. 

The  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Citv  Missions  and  the 
I3iocesan  1  lospital  is  now  well  begun  and  only  requires,  with 
(lod's  blessing,  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  our  Church 
people,  as  fellow  workers  in  the  Social  Service  League,  to 
insure  the  continuance  in  well  doing  which  has  been  initiated 
in  the  Hospital,  the  Men's  Reading  Room,  the  City  and 
County  Jails,  in  the  homes  and  in  the  individual  lives  of 
those  giving  and  receiving  the  ministry  of  the  Church  in  the 
Name  and  Spirit  of  the  Christ.  The  Social  Service  League 
affords  a  splendid  opportunity  for  Portland  Church  people 
to  show  that  the  Church  has  not  forgotten  why  it  exists  and 
to  make  good  its  claim  to  the  titles  "Christian  and  Catholic" 
by  exhibiting  a  real  and  vital  fellowship  unto  the  least  of  our 
less  fortunate  brethren  whom  the  Master  bids  us  minister  to 
in  His  Name.

Herewith  is  submitted  mv  rc])ort  as  Chaplain  of  the  Hos- 
pital. • 

Services  of  the  Church  in  the  Bishop  Morris  Memorial 
Chai)el  as  follows : 

Every  Lord's  Day — Holy  Communion  7  A.  AL,  average 
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attendance  10:  evensong  7:20  P.  M..  average  attendance  25. 

Every  Holy  Day — Holy  Communion  10  A.  M.,  average  at- 
tndance  15. 

Every  Wednesday — Holy  Communion  10  A.  M.,  average 
attendance  12. 

Every  Tuesday  and  Friday  in  Lent. 

Nearly  every  week  the  Blessed  Sacrament  is  carried  to 
sick  patients  in  wards  and  rooms. 

As  Chaplain  of  the  Hospital  and  City  Missions  I  have  of- 
ficiated at  five  baptisms  and  eleven  burials. 

I  have  endeavored  each  morning  to  see  the  patients  enter- 
ing the  day  previous,  and  afterwards  to  visit  those  desiring 
the  ministration  of  the  Chaplain.  I  have  referred  strangers 
«ind  those  unattached  to  any  parish  to  their  parish  priests. 
Through  the  ministry  of  our  social  service  visitors  individ- 
uals have  Ijeen  aided  and  comforted  in  the  Hospital  and  fol- 
lowed up  after  their  departure  whereby  some  have  come  t(^ 
know  the  Church  better,  and  love  her  ways  and  enter  her 
courts. 

The  women  of  three  parishes  have  clothed  certain  children 
and  provided  articles  generally  for  children  in  the  Children's 
Ward,  and  the  women  of  Grace  Memorial  furnished  bath 
robes  for  the  men.  Singers  from  different  churches  have 
sung  in  the  wards  each  Sunday  afternoon  and  the  Christian 
Endeavor  Societies  rendered  cheering  carols  on  Christmas 
and  Easter  mornings.

as  to  the  audit  of  these  reports. 
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4.  Report  of  Diocesan  Treasurer  on  Bishop  Morris  Jubi- 

lee Fund,  Convention  Fund  and  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  these  reports  having  been  audited  per- 
sonally by  the  Committee. 

5.  (a)  Report  of  Board  of  School  Trustees,     (b)   Report 

of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  St.  Helen's  Hall, 
the  last  two  mentioned  being  submitted  without 
present  audit,  reports  not  having  been  received  in 
time  to  afford  a  complete  examination.  The  ex- 
amination will  be  completed  later  and  if  desired,  a 
special  report  will  be  made  on  this  subject. 

The  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees  has  concluded  that  Mr. 
Rae's  charge  of  $250.00  as  heretofore  recommended 
by  your  Committee,  is  reasonable,  and  that  they  are 
willing  to  assume  that  expense. 

W'c  would  reconimeiul  that  the  siiin  of  $75  be*  authorized 
l)y  the  Convention  to  be  expended  as  compensation  for 
other  work  on  the  part  of  the  accountant,  to  be  apiX)rtioncd 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Auditing  Committee  and  charged  to 
the  institutions  examined. 

We  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact 
that  the  real  estate  held  in  the  Kpiscopal  Fund  is  carried 
at  a  nominal  valuation  of  $2,  although  the  Treasurer  states 
that  he  has  put  an  estimated  value  of  the  real  estate  at 
$63,600  in  his  re|X)rt.  We  believe  that  this  asset  should  be 
carried  at  some  fair  valuation  as  is  the  case  with  all  other 
funds,  and  in  order  that  the  total  assets  may  represent  an 
approximation  of  the  actual  value  of  the  constituents  of  the 
fund. 

We  realizte  that  no  adequate  returns  can  at  present  be 
derived  from  some  of  the  real  estate,  but  we  still  Ix^lievc 
that  the  figures  should  be  increased  to  some  reasonable  pro- 
portion of  the  actual  worth  of  the  pro])erty.

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGER  OF  THE  OREGON 

CHURCHMAN. 

The  present  Manager  assumed  charge  of  the  Subscrip- 
tion Department  on  September  1  last,  and  entire  manage- 
ment on  December  1. 

At  this  time  there  was  an  indebtedness  of  $234.W.  By 
hard  work  this  amount  has  been  reduced  to  $9^).50  on  May  1. 
To  this  must  be  added  the  cost  of  the  May  number,  or 
$5<>.75.     Total,  $159.75. 

i'Vom  September  1,  1913,  there  has  been  collected  and  paid 
out  $711.82. 

The  estimated  cost  per  year  for  the  publication  of  the 
Churchman  is  $780. 

1'he  present  amount  of  advertising  is  $47.50  per  month. 

We  are  exceedingly  grateful  to  our  advertisers  for  their 
support,  and  it  is  this  advertising  that  has  made  it  possible 
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to  continue  the  publication,  but  advertisin<>;  is  becoming  more 
difficult  to  secure  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  number 
of  subscriptions  has  fallen  off  from  about  1200  to  950. 

It  is  evident  that  the  amount  of  avertising  depends  on 
the  circulation.  It  might  also  be  stated  that  our  advertisers 
are  not  churchmen. 

An  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  increase  the  circula- 
tion, and  in  only  too  many  cases  it  has  been  found  that  the 
several  rectors  and  vicars  have  shown  very  little  interest 
in  the  appointment  of  some  one  to  represent  the  publica- 
tion in  their  fields. 

The  (juestion  seems  to  be  simply  this :  either  increase  the 
numl^er  of  subscribers  so  that  more  advertising  can  be  se- 
cured, or  arrange  some  plan  by  which  the  publication  can 
be  placed  in  the  homes  of  every  church  family  in  the  Diocese 
at  a  very  small  price.  The  alternate  to  these  might  be  to 
increase  the  price  of  the  publication,  as  is  done  in  the  Diocese 
on  our  north,  and  many  others.  When  a  comparison  is  made 
as  between  the  Oregon  Churchman  and  these  $1  Diocesan 
publications,  we  must  feel  a  sense  of  pride  in  our  publica- 
tion, as  it  is  one  of  the  best  culled  from  among  our  ex- 
changes. 

Now  the  final  ([uestion  must  be :  is  it  worth  while  ?  and 
it  must  be  conceded  that  the  answer  to  this  question  depends 
on  how  many  the  publication  reaches.  If  it  is  medium  of 
communication  as  between  the  Bishop  and  the  Boards  of 
the  Diocese  and  those  whom  they  represent,  then  it  follows 
that  it  should  be  in  the  home  in  the  Diocese,  and  also  should 
be  read  in  them. 

If  in  some  manner  not  known  to  the  present  management 
the  publication  could  find  a  reading  by  every  communicant 
in  the  Diocese,  then  the  matter  would  be  simple ;  there 
would  be  (we  feel  confident)  an  increased  interest  in  all 
matters  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese.  Vision  would  be  enlarged,  and  we  might  soon  learn 
to  look  upon  the  work  in  the  whole  of  the  Diocese  as  being 
a  part  of  the  work  of  the  several  parishes  and  missions.

The  coniniittce  to  whom  the  above-named  reix>rt  was 
referred  sincerely  commen(l  the  Board  both  for  the  numlKr 
of  meetings  held  and  the  good  average  attendance. 

\Vc  note  with  regret  the  death  of  the  faithful  missionary, 
the  Rev.  William  Lucas,  of  Ashland ;  also  the  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  F.  ().  Jones,  and  hope  that  the  several  vacancies 
mentioned  will  soon  be  filled,  and  the  number  of  missionaries 
in  active  work  may  be  largely  increased  in  the  near  future. 
Onlv  thus  will  the  Board  be  true  to  its  name:  "Church  Ex- 
tension.'* 

To  this  ^wA  an  increase  of  available  funds  is  necessarv,  but 
even  more  than  this,  it  is  necessary  that  all,  both  the  large 
parishes  and  the  small  missions,  should  pay  promptly  the 
assessments  laid  uix)n  them  for  both  general  and  diocesan 
church  extension. 

The  increased  amount  paid  by  some  of  the  missions  to- 
wards stipends  is  worthy  of  note,  and  should  encourage 
others  to  do  the  same. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  rejKjrt  to  the  financial  depres- 
sion, but  it  is  the  meeting  of  financial  responsibilities  under 
such  conditions  that  best  shows  the  real  spirit  of  the  people 
and  prepares  them  for  increased  work  and  offerings  when 
the  circumstances  are  more  favorable,  and  a  corresponding 
spiritual  increase.  We  grow  strong  and  able  to  do  only  as 
we  fulfill  duties  under  trying  or  difficult  conditions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 

EDUCATION. 

Your  committee  respectfully  reports  that  its  work  has 
been  chiefly  gathering-  statistics  for  the  General  Board  of 
Religious  Education,  concerning  the  Diocese  of  Oregon. 
Under  its  auspices,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Lester  Bradner 
visited  Portland  and  gave  an  instruction  on  the  Correspond- 
ence Course  for  Teachers  and  Clergy.  It  is  regrettable  that 
more  did  not  have  the  advantage  of  hearing  this  inspiring 
address,  but  it  leads  your  committee  to  recommend  strongly, 
first :  that  every  clergyman  should  avail  himself  of  the  privi- 
lege of  these  courses,  and  in  turn  giving  the  benefit  of  them 
to  his  superintendent  and  teachers.  The  cost  for  each  course 
is  verv  trivial. 

Your  committee  also  feels  that  it  would  be  well  for  some 
ambitious  Portland  parish  to  have  its  rector  take  these 
courses  and  in  turn,  by  public  lectures,  impart  them  to 
superintendents  and  teachers  generally. 

Your  committee  also  urges  the  urgent  appeal  of  the  Gen- 
eral l>oard  for  financial  su])port.  The  ap[X)rtionment  of 
this  Diocese  for  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  is  $86. 

A  third  recommendation  is  that  some  comi>etent  and 
willing  person  open  a  corres|K)ndence  school  of  Christian 
instruction  to  the  outlying  mij^sionary  districts  of  the  church, 
where  there  is  no  settled  pastor.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT  OF 
THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  CHRISTMAS  FUND. 

We,  your  committee  on  the  re|X)rt  of  the  treasurer  of 
the  Christmas  Fund,  beg  leave  to  report  that  it  is  with 
pleasure  we  notice  an  increase  in  the  offerings  for  the  past 
year  of  about  $100. 

While  the  increase  is  highly  gratifying,  your  committee 
feels  that  it  is  unworthy  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  to  make 
an  offering  of  only  $440.^^9  for  such  a  worthy  cause.  If 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee  for  last  year  had 
been  acted  upon  and  a  circular  sent  out  to  all  parishes  and 
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missions,  not  only  to  the  clergy,  but  to  the  clerks  of  vestries, 
the  probabilities  are  that  there  would  not  now  be  eleven 
parishes  and  missions  not  contributing  to  this  fund. 

V'our  committee  insists  that  the  Convention  officially  take 
notice  of  this  fund  by  apix)inting",  or  authorizing  the  chair 
to  apix)int,  each  year,  an  agent  who  shall  urge  the  worthi- 
ness of  this  fund  uix)n  all  a)ncerned.  It  is  a  great  concern 
to  us  that  the  report  from  the  G.  C.  R.  shows  that  they  have 
paid  to  beneficiaries  in  this  Diocese,  of  which  there  are  five, 
the  sum  of  $1 ,030,  and  that  we  have  returned  to  the  general 
fund  only  $1,011.32,  thus  leaving  a  deficit  against  us  of 
$18/)8.  Of  this  $1,011.32,  less  than  half  was  actually  con- 
tributed, $570.33  representing  interest  on  funds  transferred 
from  this  Diocese. 

We  feel  that  some  interest  should  be  manifested  in  the 
new  Monell  Sayre  plan  for  clergy  pensions  and  insurance, 
and  that  some  method  be  arranged  for  informing  our  people 
generally  in  regard  to  it.

To  the  Ticenty-si.vth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Grecian: 

Your  conmiittee  to  which  was  referred  the  annual  report 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Helen's 
Hall  desires  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  good  work 
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of  St.  Helen's  Hall,  even  under  the  adverse  financial  condi- 
tions which  have  resulted  in  a  light  falling  off  in  attendance 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  necessity  for  borrowing  money 
for  current  expenses. 

That  church  schools  respond  so  quickly  to  the  fall  of  the 
financial  temperature  reflects  very  seriously  upon  the  lack 
of  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  many  Christian  parents  for 
the  right  education  of  their  children,  and  a  real  understand- 
ing of  the  important  and  rightful  function  of  the  Church  as 
the  educator  of  its  children,  to  the  edifying  of  the  three  parts 
of  our  human  natures,  body,  mind  and  spirit  in  due  propor- 
tion. Instead  of  being  the  first  institution  to  feel  money 
stringency,  church  schools  should  be  the  last,  and  all  other 
possible  sacrifices  should  be  made  by  parents  before  they 
come  to  the  point  of  confessing  inability  to  afford  this  ex- 
penditure. 

We  desire  to  commend  the  Alumnae  of  the  school  for 
their  laudable  effort  materially  to  increase  the  endowment, 
and  trust  that  all  old  girls,  realizing  more  and  more  how 
good  it  was  for  them  to  be  at  St.  Helen's,  will  enter  into 
the  plan  with  earnestness  which  shall  assure  success.  To 
borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  paying  cure'nt  expenses 
may  be  bad  business,  but  it  is  certainly  a  sign  of  firm  belief 
on  the  part  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Sisters  in  the  school,  and, 
as  our  Bishop  has  well  said :  "It  is  possible  to  have  too  much 
business  and  too  little  faith  in  God's  work/'  we  rejoice  in 
the  prospects  of  improved  conditions  for  the  coming  year. 

Your  committee  regrets  that  the  Treasurer's  report 
reached  the  Auditing  Committee  too  late  to  be  audited,  and 
calls  attention  to  an  apparent  error  in  the  footing  of  the 
column  of  disbursements.

At  the  opening  of  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
after  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair.  In  case  of 
the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  the  president  of  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  take  the  chair,  pending  the  election  of 
a  president  pro  tempore.

(2)  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention 
unless  seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

(3)  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  no  motion, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  received,  but  to  lay  it  on 
the  tabic,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
time,  to  commit  it  or  to  amend  it;  which  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  named.  But  a  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend, 
and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

(4)  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  arc  received.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under 
consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made;  no 
amendment  to  such  amendment  ^all  be  in  order. 

(T))  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

(6)  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  when  no 
member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A 
motion  to  fix,  the  hour  or  day  to  which  the  Convention  shall 
adjourn  shall  take  precedence  of  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate,  if  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  pending. 

(7)  The  mover  may  withdraw  a  motion  or  resolution  at 
any  time  before  decision  or  amendment,  in  which  case  it  shall 
not  be  entered  upon  the  minutes. 

(8)  If  a  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct 
propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided,  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately. 

(9)  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once 
in  any  case  until  every  membfer  choosing  to  speak  shall  have 
spoken. 

(10)  Every  member  present  shall  vote  whenever  a  question 
is  put,  unless  excused  by  the  Convention  on  account  of  his 
being  personally  interested  in  the  result,  or  for  other  cause. 

(11)  The  votes  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  by 
orders,  whenever  called  for  by  five  members. 

(12)  In  taking  the  vote  by  orders,  it  shall  be  the  right  of 
any  member  of  a  delegation,  who  may  dissent  from  the  vote  of 
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the  majority  of  the  delegation,  to  have  the  fact  of  his  dissent 
recorded  on  the  minutes. 

(13)  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  nor  without  the  motion  for  the  purpose 
being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  first  decision.  No 
question  shall  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

(14)  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent unless  otherwise  ordered. 

(15)  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  received,  of  course,  without  motion  for  acceptance.  They 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion 
by  the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution 
or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

(16)  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  by  the  President 
or  another  member,  he  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  per- 
mitted to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in 
the  first  instance  by  the  President;  but  any  member  may  appeal 
from  any  decision  of  the  chair;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

(17)  All  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

(18)  These  rules  of  order  shall  not  be  departed  from,  unless 
temporarily  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

(19)  The  majority  of  a  quorum  shall  always  be  required  to 
elect  any  officer.

At  1 :45  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  hymn  505 
was  sung.  Mrs.  Van  Dusen  acting  as  organist.  Prayer  was 
offered  by  liishop  Scadding.

\.  R.  llill.  was  unable  to  l>e  present  and  sent  loving  greet- 
ings.

The  educational  secretary  reported  on 
work  (Kme  during  the  year  and  read  a  letter  from  ^liss  Wini- 
fred Watson  of  Trinity,  Ashland,  relating  to  a  study  class 
on  China  slie  has  been  conducting  there. 

The  treasurer's  report  was  read  and  accepted  with  excep- 
tion of  money  to  finish  apportionment  from  St.  David's, 
which  did  not  pass  through  the  treasurer's  hands  and  credit 
could  not  be  given  this  parish,  but  their  pledges  have  been 
paid  in  full.

I  lis  text  was  taken  from  St.  John,  twelfth  chapter, 
third  verse,  "And  the  house  was  filled  with  the  odor  of  the 
ointment."  The  sermon  was  a  most  helpful  one  and  will 
be  lonf^  remembered  by  his  heedful  listeners.  After  the 
.service  luncheon  was  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  parish  to 
one  hundred  juniors,  clergy  and  visitors.  Earlier  in  the  day 
a  wire  of  greeting  had  been  sent  by  the  Oregon  Juniors  to 
the  Juniors  of  Olympia,  who  were  holding  their  annual  meet- 
ing on  the  same  day  at  St.  Mark's,  Seattle,  and  during  the 
luncheon  a  message  was  received  from  them.  At  the  close 
of  luncheon  Miss  Panter  returned  thanks  for  hospitality 
extended  to  the  Juniors  by  wSt.

The  afternoon  was  given  over  to  business.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  president  presid- 
ing.

Mrs.  Cran.  second  vice-president:  Miss  Clarissa  Turner, 
secretary  and  Cnited  Offering  treasurer:  Mrs.  Stillman. 
treasurer.  The  l>isho])  then  announced  a  i)rize  of  $5  to  be 
given  for  the  best  leaflet  on  the  work,  i)ast  and  ])resent,  in 
C)regon,  to  be  j)re])ared  by  the  Juniors  and  to  contain  not 
less  than  five  ur  more  than  ten  pages :  the  j)rize  to  be  given 
at  the  next  Annual  Day.  The  old  officers  took  their  places 
until  the  work  of  the  year  was  finished.  The  roll  was  called 
and  the  several  branches  responded  as  follows :  All  Saints, 
7:  St.  David's.  14:  St.  Mark's,  16:  St.  Stephen's.  18:  Trinity, 
8 :  Oregon  City.  7.  With  the  addition  of  the  Junior  Diocesan 
officers,  the  president  and  the  secretary  of  the  W.  \.  and 
two  visitors,  the  total  was  71.
